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COMMITTEE  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Governor,  and  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 

of  Illinois: 

Your  Committee,  which  has  been  commonly  known  as  the  Submerged 
and  Shore  Lands  Legislative  Investigating  Committee,  herewith  respect- 
fully transmits  to  you  its  report  as  to  the  investigation  conducted  by  it 
during  the  past  two  years,  together  with  its  conclusions  as  to  the  facts 
so  investigated,  and  its  recommendations  in  connection  therewith. 

This  Committee,  immediately  after  its  appointment,  commenced  its 
labors,  and  has  just  at  this  date  completed  the  same. 

Eeason  foe  Extended  Eepoet. 

Criticism  may  justly  be  made  that  the  report  which  we  herewith  sub- 
mit is  too  extended,  and  goes  too  much  into  detail  in  its  findings  and 
conclusions. 

We  realize  the  justice  of  this  criticism,  if  it  is  made.  However,  when 
consideration  is  had  of  the  large  quantity  of  data  which  we  have  obtained, 
and  of  the  many  pages  of  testimony  and  records,  and  the  full  extent  of 
our  investigation,  including  the  maps  which  we  have  collected,  and  the 
other  sources  of  information  which  have  been  procured,  we  feel  that  such 
fact  will  furnish  our  excuse  for  our  action. 

Unless  our  conclusions  and  deductions  are  preserved  and  set  forth  in 
this  way,  it  would  require  as  much  effort  upon  the  part  of  others  who 
may  succeed  to  our  work,  or  desire  to  investigate  the  same,  to  draw  these 
deductions,  as  was  required  upon  our  part  to  make  our  original  investiga- 
tion, and  for  that  reason  we  have  felt  impelled  to  neglect  no  phase  or 
aspect  of  this  question,  and  thus  we  have  gone  into  the  matter  more 
thoroughly  than  we  should  otherwise  have  done,  had  we  not  thus  been 
impressed  with  the  necessity  for  taking  action  in  this  manner. 

The  results  of  our  investigation  are  known  to  us,  but  to  those  not 
equally  familiar  with  the  work  which  we  have  endeavored  to  accomplish, 
such  results  would  be  practically  lost  in  the  mass  of  data  and  documents 
which  we  have  obtained,  and  this  is  our  only  excuse  and  justification  for 
the  extended  length  of  this  report.  To  treat  it  otherwise,  we  have  felt 
would  be  at  the  expense  of  the  required  publicity  growing  out  of  our 
investigation,  and  would  involve  the  results  thereof  in  the  confusion 
which  would  be  caused  by  the  great  mass  of  records  which  we  have 
collected. 


The  entire  period  intervening  betweeD  the  appointment  of  this  Com- 
mittee  and  the  making  of  tin-  report  has  been  used  in  the  prosecution 
of  this  investigation,  and  to  the  full  extent  of  the  resources  at  its  com- 
mand, and  of  the  funds  available  for  its  use,  it  has  diligently  carried 
on  the  same. 

During  that  time  it  has  covered  the  greater  part  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  and  has  held  many  meetings,  as  will  appear  from  the  proceed- 
ings of  said  Committee,  at  various  points  in  the  State,  including  Chicago, 
Waukegan,  South  Chicago,  Peoria,  East  St.  Louis,  Cairo  and  Springfield, 
and  has  made  a  number  of  trips  along  the  navigable  waters  of  this 
State,  including  Lake  Michigan,  Chicago  river.  Illinois  river  and  the 
Mississippi  river,  for  the  purpose  of  personally  investigating  the  true 
situation  of  the  subject  matter  confided  to  it — that  is,  the  submerged 
and  shore  lands  of  Illinois. 

During  the  time  covered  by  the  work  of  this  Committee  it  has  traveled 
thousands  of  miles,  and  has  made  a  thorough  and  complete  investigation 
of  all  of  the  public  waters  of  this  State,  and  the  lands  adjoining  the 
same. 

Much  of  the  work  of  this  Committee  has  been  done  by  sub-committee, 
and  not  a  little  has  been  accomplished  in  this  way. 

The  engineering  department  has  been  in  the  charge  of  Mr.  E.  H. 
Heilbron,  division  engineer  for  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago.  This 
Committee  has  given  into  the  charge  of  Mr.  Heilbron  all  of  the  engi- 
neering questions  which  have  been  submitted  to  it  for  its  consideration, 
and  the  recommendations  presented  by  him  have  been  accepted  by  this 
Committee. 

We  were  able  to  find  no  satisfactory  survey  of  the  lake  front  of 
Lake  Michigan  from  Indiana  to  Wisconsin.  We  felt  it  would  be  of  the 
highest  importance  that  the  shore  lines  of  this  lake  should  be  definitely 
ascertained  and  correctly  outlined  by  the  independent  research  of  this 
Committee. 

Portions  of  this  shore  had  been  surveyed  in  comparatively  recent  years, 
but  the  changes  have  been  so  rapid  that  it  required  a  survey  contempora- 
neous with  the  work  of  this  Committee  in  order  to  show  the  true  shore 
line.  This  Ave  directed  to  be  made,  and  the  work  has  been  carried  on 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Heilbron. 

[f  there  were  no  other  value  to  be  attached  to  the  work  of  this  Com- 
mittee, this  survey,  which  has  been  accurately  and  carefully  made,  would 
more  than  justify  the  entire  expense  incurred  by  this  Committee  in  its 
work.  It  will  stand  as  a  lasting  record,  clearly  pointing  out  the  shore 
lines  as  they  existed  in  the  years  1909  and  1910,  and  will  be  the  basis 
for  checking  up  anv  further  invasions  upon  the  public  waters  of  this 
State. 

The  field  notes,  upon  which  this  survey  was  predicated,  have  all  been 
duly  preserved  in  the  records  of  this  Committee,  and  are  in  such  shape 
that  reference  can  be  made  to  them  at  anv  future  time  to  verify  the 
accuracy  of  the  plats  and  maps  herewith  submitted. 

The  report  which  has  been  submitted  by  Mr.  Heilbron  has  been  made 
at  various  times  to  us.  as  the  work  progressed,  and  this  Committee  has 


collaborated  with  Mr.  Heilbron  in  the  preparation  of  all  conclusions  of 
fact.  So  far  as  all  engineering  features  are  concerned,  the  report  is  that 
of  Mr.  Heilbron,  and  based  upon  his  surveys,  research  and  investigation. 

Research  for  Data. 

When  we  entered  upon  this  investigation,  it  was  with  the  determina- 
tion to  obtain  all  possible  information  from  every  source  which  would 
tend  to  throw  light  upon  this  inquiry. 

We  have  investigated  every  clew  that  has  promised  to  throw  further 
light  upon  this  subject.  The  various  libraries  of  the  city  of  Chicago, 
the  Historical  Library  at  Springfield,  and  the  various  repositories  of 
historical  documents  of  the  United  States  have  been  searched  with  care 
for  histories,  maps,  records,  cuts,  photographs  and  other  sources  of 
information  along  the  lines  which  we  have  been  following;  the  War 
department,  the  United  States  Engineers'  offices,  the  office  of  the  Sani- 
tary District  of  Chicago,  the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  of 
Illinois,  the  records  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  of  Cook  county  and  of  other 
counties  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  which  we  have  had  reason  to  believe 
would  afford  us  information,  have  been  diligently  searched. 

Many  private  libraries,  valuable  in  historical  treatise,  and  containing 
old  books  or  maps,  have  been  investigated. 

Wherever  we  have  been  able  to  learn  of  records  of  early  surveys,  which 
could  be  found  in  private  families,  and  which  were  not  obtainable  in  a 
public  way,  they  have  been  gathered  together  by  this  Committee. 

We  have  supplemented  this  search  with  personal  interviews  with  many 
of  the  early  settlers  of  the  State  of  Illinois  who  have  personal  knowledge 
of  the  situation  with  reference  to  the  various  tracts  of  land  involved 
in  this  report.  From  many  of  them  we  have  obtained  very  interesting 
recitals  of  facts,  and  by  some  of  them  we  have  been  given  possession  of 
documents  and  have  been  directed  to  witnesses  who  have  been  used  in 
our  investigation. 

The  value  of  the  information  so  obtained  cannot  be  over-estimated, 
for,  while  their  statements  did  not  arise  to  the  dignity  of  testimony,  it 
is  a  narrative  of  historical  interest  from  sources  which  very  soon  will 
no  longer  be  available.  These  witnesses  will  then  have  joined  the  great 
majority,  and  the  facts  which  are  here  recorded,  can  no  longer  be  elicited 
from  them. 

Photograph  s. 

In  a  large  number  of  cases,  this  Committee  has  caused  to  be  taken,  or 
procured  from  competent  sources,  photographs  which  illustrate  with 
accuracy  the  situation,  which  they  purport  to  reproduce. 

The  recollection  of  man  is,  at  the  best,  treacherous,  and  this  Committee 
has  found  many  instances  where,  with  apparent  honesty  and  with  the 
utmost  boldness,  assertions  have  been  made  with  reference  to  shore  lines 
and  conditions  formerly  prevailing,  which  this  Committee  is  convinced 
from  the  evidence  in  its  possession  are  entirely  unfounded  and  wholly 
unwarranted. 


In  making  this  statement  we  do  not  impeach  the  candor  of  those  who 
claim  otherwise.  Self  interest  has  so  colored  their  views  as  to  cause 
them  really  to  believe  the  statements  which  they  make.  But  the  ease 
with  which  such  persons  have  convinced  themselves,  and  the  vehemence 
with  which  they  assert  the  correctness  of  their  views,  has  led  this  Com- 
mittee to  feel  that  it  should  portray  and  preserve  in  an  unmistakable 
manner  the  situations  as  they  now  exist. 

To  this  end  we  have  had  prepared  and  gathered  together  hundreds  of 
photographs  showing  views  of  different  situations. 

Under  the  circumstances  and  conditions  which  existed  at  the  time 
these  photographs  were  taken,  they  cannot  distort  or  misrepresent  the 
fact,  and  they  stand  as  mute,  but  accurate,  witnesses  to  conditions  as 
they  now  prevail. 

A  reference  to  these  photographs  will  show  facts  which  cannot  be 
contradicted,  and  they  are  witnesses  wholly  without  any  interest  in  the 
result  of  this  controversy.  Eeference  can  be  made  to  them  in  future 
years,  and  the  conditions  which  now  exist  will  be  accurately  shown  when 
the  memory  of  witnesses,  who  may  be  cognizant  of  these  conditions,  for 
some  reason  or  other,  has  failed. 

We  regard  them  as  an  important  part  of  this  report,  and  we  feel  that 
the  Committee  would  have  been  derelict  in  its  duty  had  it  not  made  an 
attempt  in  this  connection  to  accurately  portray  and  thus  reproduce 
these  situations. 

In  connection  with  each  of  these  photographs  so  taken  will  be  found 
a  short  descriptive  statement,  which  will  identifv  each  picture  and  show 
what  it  is  intended  to  reproduce. 

As  a  result  of  our  search  and  investigation,  we  feel  that  we  have 
gathered  together  a  large  part  of  the  valuable  literature,  data  and 
records  upon  this  subject,  and  at  an  appropriate  place  in  this  report  we 
set  forth,  with  a  considerable  degree  of  detail,  a  list  of  the  records  and 
exhibits  which  we  have  so  obtained. 

We  have  missed  no  opportunity  to  add  to  our  records,  and,  while  we 
feel  we  have  covered  the  entire  field,  at  the  same  time  we  do  not  pretend 
that  we  have  exhausted  the  information  which  could  be  gathered  together 
upon  this  subject,  or  that  our  collection  is  in  any  way  complete. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  that  no  important  public  record 
which  would  be  of  value  upon  this  subject  has  been  overlooked,  and  in 
our  collection  of  data  many  of  these  have  been  transcribed  entirely,  and, 
together  with  this  report,  we  submit  many  volumes  of  maps,  plats, 
records,  data,  surveyors'  notes,  historical  research,  and  other  sources  of 
information  upon  which  our  report  is  based  and  predicated. 

Examination  of  the  Eecords  of  Cook  County. 

We  have  caused  to  be  made  an  examination  of  the  records  of  Cook 
county,  showing  the  present  ownership  of  all  land  along  Lake  Michigan, 
the  Chicago  river,  Calumet  lake.  Wolf  lake.  Hyde  lake  and  the  Calumet 
river. 

In  doing  this,  a  considerable  expense  has  been  incurred,  but  we  have 
felt  that  in  connection  with  the  report  of  our  personal  investigators  as  to 


who  was  m  the  actual  occupancy  of  these  lands,  that  such  research  was 
required,  and  for  that  reason  we  here  show,  based  upon  this  examination, 
in  whose  name  the  title  to  such  tracts  of  land  now  stands ;  who  has  paid 
the  taxes  for  the  last  current  year ;  and,  if  any  property  is  held  in  trust, 
the  name  of  the  trustee.  Thus  any  one  making  an  investigation  of  this 
report,  at  once  can  ascertain  who  are  the  interested  parties,  with  relation 
to  any  tract. 

The  report  as  to  ownership,  as  appears  from  the  records  of  Cook 
county,  and  the  investigators'  report,  incorporated  herein,  should  show 
at  a  moment's  glance  who  is  in  possession  of  any  part  of  the  disputed 
lands  involved  in  this  investigation,  so  far  as  Cook  county  is  concerned. 

Owing  to  the  expense  of  this  undertaking,  we  have  not  deemed  it 
practicable  to  extend  it  to  the  other  counties  of  Illinois. 

We  consider  this  a  very  important  portion  of  our  report,  and  in  this 
manner  is  preserved  for  all  time  the  names  of  those  who  are  now  in  the 
occupation  and  ownership  of  land  involved  in  the  investigation. 

We  have  placed  the  preparation  of  this  part  of  our  report  in  competent 
hands,  and  we  feel  that  the  same  is  wholly  accurate  and  correct. 

Manner  of  Making  Keport. 

Both  our  engineering  department  and  this  Committee  have  relied  upon 
this  mass  of  data  in  drawing  conclusions  with  reference  to  the  various 
tracts  of  land  embraced  in  this  investigation.  To  have  required  a  sepa- 
rate report  by  the  engineering  department,  and  to  make  a  distinct  report, 
by  this  Committee,  would  have  made  the  results  of  this  investigation  far 
more  extended  than  they  are  at  this  time.  It  would  have  been  a  duplica- 
tion of  every  feature  of  the  report.  Therefore,  we  have  combined  the 
engineer's  report  with  our  own  conclusions. 

The  Committee  has  been  prompted  to  adopt  this  course  in  order  to 
avoid  the  necessity  of  covering  the  ground  more  than  once,  and  has  felt 
that  in  connection  with  the  recommendation  of  the  engineering  depart- 
ment, with  reference  to  aggressions  of  private  or  corporate  interests  upon 
the  public  rights,  that  the  conclusions  and  recommendations  of  this 
Committee  should  there  appear  in  that  connection,  and  for  that  reason 
this  report  has  been  so  arranged  and  prepared.  Consequently,  in  this 
report  will  be  found  the  views,  conclusions  and  recommendations  of  this 
Committee  and  of  our  engineering  department,  with  reference  to  various 
matters  therein  reported  upon. 

It  has  been  thought  fit  and  proper  by  this  Committee  that  where  there 
have  been  adjudicated  cases  and  legal  decisions  by  courts  of  last  resort, 
with  reference  to  any  of  the  matters  involved  in  this  investigation,  that 
such  opinions,  or  so  much  of  the  same  as  appear  to  be  material,  or 
pertinent,  should  be  set  forth,  so  that  the  same  may  be  seen  and  con- 
sidered in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  engineering  department 
upon  the  situation  which  they  are  designated  to  illustrate. 
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Committee  Recommends  Action. 

After  a  complete  investigation  of  the  entire  State  of  Illinois  with 
reference  to  the  encroachment  of  private  individuals  or  corporations 
upon  the  public  waters  of  this  State,  this  Committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  drastic  action  is  required  by  the  State  of  Illinois  to  regain,  wherever 
possible,  the  rights  which  have  been  all  but  lost,  and  to  prevent  further 
aggression  m  the  future. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  in  all  cases  where  the  report  of  this 
Committee  shows  encroachment  upon  the  public  waters  or  lands  of  the 
hi  °i  J  T™11^  viS°rous  action  be  taken  by  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  that  the  Legislature  make  a  sufficient  appro- 
priation for  the  use  of  his  department,  to  allow  the  most  vigorous  prose- 
cution of  suits,  wherever  the  same  may  be  practicable,  to  settle  and 
determine  these  rights. 

Further  delay  will  make  such  action  the  more  difficult,  and  if  any  of 
these  lands  are  to  be  reclaimed,  it  must  be  done  at  this  time,  and  if  the 
btate  is  to  be  compensated  for  the  use  thereof,  more  delay  should  not  be 
permitted  to  intervene. 

Suits  to  Test  the  Rights  of  Companies  to  Exercise  Public 

Franchises. 

Along  the  shores  of  Lake  Michigan,  and  of  the  Mississippi  river, 
certain  companies  will  be  found  claiming  the  right  to  exercise  certain 
exclusive  franchises  conferred  upon  them,  as  they  claim,  by  various 
charters  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  J 

Among  these  are  the  Illinois  Central  Railway  Company,  the  Chicago 
Dock  and  Canal  Company,  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  and  the  Cairo 
I  rust  property.  In  each  of  these  cases  these  are  public  service  corpo- 
rations that  claim  the  exclusive  right  to  control  the  shores  of  such  parts 
of  the  navigable  waters  within  the  State  of  Illinois  to  which  they  assert 
ownership. 

The  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  and  the  Cairo  Trust  property  assume  to 
deny  even  the  right  of  those  navigating  the  public  waters  to  land  vessels 
along  the  shores  of  the  river  within  the  shore  limits  which  they  assert 
they  control.  J 

the  existence  of  these  companies,  and  their  claimed  control  of  the 
shore  lines  of  these  navigable  waters,  is  a  menace  to  the  public  rights  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  which,  as  years  go  by,  will  grow  more  and  more 
unendurable. 

From  our  investigation  we  believe  that  either  in  whole  or  to  a  very 
large  extent  there  is  a  wrongful  usurpation  on  the  part  of  these  com- 
panies of  the  privileges  which  they  claim  the  right  to  exercise  under 
their  charter  grants. 

We  IV, .1  thai  it  is  time  that  there  should  be  a  judicial  determination 
ot  the  precise  rights  of  these  companies,  and  the  matter  should  be  thor- 
oughly determined  in  the  courts  of  the  land,  and  to  that  end  we  believe 
and  recommend  that,  the  Attorney  General  of  this  State  should  proceed 
by  quo  warranto  or  such  other  appropriate  proceedings  as  he  may  deem 


best,  calculated  to  determine  these  matters,  and  to  test  the  rights  of  these 
companies  to  exercise  these  franchises  and  privileges.  We  therefore  urge 
that  the  Legislature  make  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  the  office  of  the 
Attorney  General  for  such  purpose,  and  that  such  questions  be  fully 
litigated  and  determined. 

Rivers  and  Lakes  Commission  Proposed. 

There  should  be  appointed  in  the  State  of  Illinois  a  Rivers  and  Lakes 
Commission,  to  consist  of  from  three  to  five  representative  men  of  this 
State  who  have  at  heart  the  preservation  of  the  right  of  the  public  in 
the  waters  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  manner  of  their  selection  is  not  of  so  much  moment,  as  is  the 
choosing  of  men  who  are  earnestly  devoted  to  the  welfare  and  the  inter- 
ests of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  this  respect. 

As  time  goes  by.  our  waterways  will  become  more  and  more  valuable, 
and  tn  thi'  end  that  the  same  may  be  preserved  unimpaired,  and  that 
the  rights  of  the  public  therein  shall  be  preserved,  "we  recommend  that 
a  Rivers  and  Lakes  Commission,  consisting  of  from  three  to  five  salaried 
officials,  be  provided  for. 

The  duty  of  this  Rivers  and  Lakes  Commission  would  be  to  obtain  and 
preserve  data  with  reference  to  the  limits  and  confines  of  the  navigable 
bodies  of  water  of  Illinois;  to  make  surveys  of  and  in  connection  with 
the  same,  where  necessary,  to  show  shore  lines;  to  obtain  all  known 
maps  that  would  tend  to  illustrate  the  situations  with  reference  to 
these  streams;  to  prevent  encroachments  of  any  kind  upon  these  waters, 
and  to  preserve  the  same  for  the  use  of  all  the  people  of  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

Every  encroachment  of  every  kind,  which  is  attempted  to  be  made 
upon  any  of  these  bodies  of  water,  should  be  prevented  by  this  Commis- 
sion, and  all  schemes  for  improvement  of  the  same,  where  the  consent  of 
the  State  is  or  should  be  required,  should  be  submitted  to  this  body. 

In  making  this  recommendation,  we  have  in  mind  the  fact  that  im- 
provements to  the  navigation  of  these  bodies  of  water,  where  jurisdiction 
has  been  assumed  by  the  Federal  Government,  must  be  made  under  their 
control  and  regulation.  But  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  there  is  a  great 
field  of  usefulness  for  this  body. 

This  Commission  could  adopt  plans  and  schemes,  and  devise  ways 
and  means  for  the  preservation  and  beautifying  of  these  bodies  of  water, 
and  for  making  the  same  more  available  for  the  use  of  the  public. 

Reserve  Land  for  Public  Purposes. 

As  a  part  of  their  duties,  where  practicable,  preserves  or  places  of 
public  resort,  along  the  rivers  and  lakes  could  be  provided  for,  for  the 
use  of  the  public  generally.  The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
could  with  great  propriety,  make,  from  time  to  time,  appropriations  to 
enable  this    Commission   to  obtain    various    tracts    of    land,    suitably 
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Located^  throughout  the  State,  upon  the  streams  and  waters  of  Illinois, 
that  may  he  preserved  for  the  use  of  all  the  people  of  this  State  for 
hunting  and  fishing  and  pleasure  resorts. 

The  time  is  not  far  distant  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  when  it  will  be 
impossible  for  the  State,  without  going  to  great  expense,  to  so  provide 
for  the  pleasure  and  comfort  of  its  people.  This  Commission  should  be 
given  the  right  of  eminent  domain  for  that  purpose,  if  indeed  it  does 
not  already  exist  in  any  agency  of  the  State. 

Commission  Should  Prosecute  Suits. 

This  Commission  should  have  power  to  prosecute  suits  in  the  name 
of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  to  prevent  encroachments,  and  to 
recover  wherever  possible,  lands  which  are  improperly  in  the  possession 
of  private  persons  or  individuals.  They  should  also-'  report  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  the  Legislature,  all  aggressions  of 
every  kind,  and  instead  of  permitting  these  encroachments  to  become 
respectable  by  the  mere  lapse  of  time,  call  attention  to  the  same  so  soon 
as  they  are  attempted,  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  actions  to  be 
brought  at  a  time  when  witnesses  are  available  to  show  such  wrongful 
invasions. 

There  can  be  no  question  whatever  but  that  the  establishment  of  such 
a  Commission  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 
State,  and  by  its  constant  vigilance  would  repay  the  people  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  many  times  over  each  year,  the  cost  of  its  maintenance. 

As  a  permanent  and  continuing  repository  of  data,  records,  maps  and 
surveys,  from  a  historical  standpoint  it  would  soon  become  of  the  utmost 
value 

Such  a  Commission  must  be  an  active,  positive  force,  and  for  that 
reason  a  new  body  is  respectfully  suggested. 

The  critic  of  this  plan  may  not,  at  first  glance,  see  the  practical  side 
involved  in  the  appointment  of  this  Commission.  It  will  have  a  great 
field  for  work  ahead  of  it. 

As  the  same  exist  at  the  present  time,  the  navigable  waters  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  are  a  matter  of  no  moment  or  concern  to  anyone.  As 
things  exist  today,  they  are  the  prey  for  such  interests  as  may  desire  to 
appropriate  the  same. 

In  the  matter  of  fisheries  alone,  the  Illinois  river  and  its  adjacent 
lakes,  furnish  one  of  the  greatest  fishing  grounds  of  the  world.  Along 
the  Illinois  river  bottoms,  as  the  same  exist  in  a  state  of  nature,  are 
found  many  of  the  most  beautiful  portions  of  Illinois,  which  at  present 
are  practically  uninhabited,  and  these  would  be  available  for  the  creation 
of  public  resorts  for  the  people  of  this  State. 

[f  the  city  of  Chicago  can  spend  many  millions  of  dollars  for  the 
creation  and  maintenance  of  a  park  system,  cannot  the  State  of  Illinois 
afford  to  provide  public  places  for  the  people  of  the  State,  at  convenient 
points,  where  the  same  may  be  made  available  by  traveling  short 
distances,  to  the  citizens  of  Illinois,  and  of  the  surrounding  territory? 


The  creation  of  cit}r  parks  is  not  more  necessary  or  calculated  to  better 
serve  the  people  than  would  be  the  creation  of  such  resorts  as  we  have 
above  mentioned. 

At  the  present  time,  when  these  lands  are  unoccupied,  and  when  the 
same  exist  in  a  state  of  nature,  State  parks  can  be  laid  out  and  con- 
structed upon  a  plan  that  would  later  be  impossible,  and  the  many 
beautiful  trees  and  other  natural  advantages  that  now  exist,  could  thus 
be  preserved  in  their  original  form. 

Latterly  there  has  been  much  talk  of  conserving  the  public  resources 
of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  this  Commission  could  obtain  data  with 
reference  to  the  availability  of  these  streams  for  water  power  sites. 
They  could  make  report  in  connection  with  the  geological  work  of 
Illinois,  as  to  the  natural  resources  to  be  found  in  connection  with  the 
streams,  and  in  the  preservation  of  the  natural  facilities  of  these 
streams  and  bo'dies  of  water,  they  would  be  safeguarding  the  rights 
and  interests  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

At  this  day,  when  the  people  of  this  State  are  practically  demanding 
the  construction  of  a  deep  waterway  that  will  unite  the  lakes  and  gulf 
for  useful  commerce,  this  Commission  could  do  a  great  preliminary 
work  in  the  procuring  of  information,  data,  maps  and  surveys  with  refer- 
ence to  the  streams  of  Illinois. 

Levees  are  being  constructed  which  materially  impair  the  carrying 
capacity  of  these  streams. 

One  of  the  primary  objects  of  the  public  waters  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, is  for  the  drainage  of  the  surrounding  country,  and  anything  that 
will  lessen  the  carrying  capacity  of  these  streams,  is  of  necessity  bound, 
sooner  or  later,  to  result  injuriously  to  the  people  residing  thereon, 
especially  in  connection  with  the  Illinois  river,  and  the  increased  flow 
caused  by  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago. 

The  utmost  care  and  caution  is  required  to  preserve  unimpaired  the 
flowing  channel  of  the  Illinois. 

Development  of  Waste  Lands. 

Along  all  of  the  streams  of  Illinois,  whether  navigable  or  otherwise, 
are  large  bodies  of  land,  'which  at  the  present  time  are  unproductive, 
although  of  the  most  fertile  character,  by  reason  of  overflow  from  these 
streams.  Even  though  the  ownership  of  the  same  is  in  private  persons, 
the  development  of  these  lands  would  be  of  the  utmost  benefit  to  this 
State,  and  the  assistance  of  this  Commission  in  devising  ways  and 
plans  and  assisting  and  encouraging  those  who  are  the  owners  to  put 
tin'  same  in  operation,  could  not  fail  to  result  beneficially  to  the  State 
of  Illinois. 

While  the  State  could  not  incur  the  expense  of  any  part  of  these 
operations,  they  could  give  advice  and  assistance,  and  furnish  surveys 
where  the  same  exist,  showing  elevations  and  possibly  of  drainage 
operations  to  those  who  are  interested  in  such  plans,  and  it  is  no  exager- 
ation  to  say  that  as  a  result  of  such  efforts  of  this  Commission,  many 
thousands  of  acres  of  Illinois  not  now  available,  could  be  devoted  to 
useful  agricultural  pursuits. 
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At  ilif  very  inception  of  the  work  of  this  Commission,  a  field  of  labor 
would  unfold  before  them,  that  would  be  surprising  to  even  those  who 
have  made  careful  study  of  this  situation. 

Intelligent  thought  and  earnest  effort  would  make  the  Commission 
one  of  the  most  useful  thai  has  ever  been  appointed  in  the  State  of 
Illinois,  and  as  years  passed,  the  records  of  this  Commission  would  be- 
come of  the  greatest  value  to  the  people  of  this  State,  and  to  all  others 
interested  along  the  lines  of  the  pursuits  of  this  body. 

Chicago  Harbor. 

The  harbor  situation  of  the  city  of  Chicago  presents  a  most  complex 
problem. 

A  large  portion  of  the  lake  front  of  Chicago  must  be  speedily  made 
available  for  the  commercial  uses  of  the  city  of  Chicago  by  the  con- 
struction of  an  adequate  harbor.  Delay  will  not  be  tolerated  for  a  very 
much  longer  time.  The  demands  of  the  city  of  Chicago  are  insistent. 
and  they  must  have  practically  immediate  recognition. 

Statistics  which  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  quote  at  this  point,  show 
that  the  mercantile  interests  of  the  city  of  Chicago  are  suffering  in 
many  ways  because  of  inadequate  harbor  facilities.  The  great  popula- 
tion of  the  city  of  Chicago  and  its  commercial  necessities  absolutely  for- 
bid the  idea  that  the  harbor  of  the  city  of  Chicago  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  any  private  individual,  firm,  corporation,  or  association,  or 
under  private  control  in  whatever  guise  the  same  may  be  attempted. 

Private  ownership  means  abuses  which  in  time  will  become  intoler- 
able. Further  delay  to  make  this  a  public  enterprise  will  retard  and 
restrict  the  growth  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  so  long  as  such  private  inter- 
ests seek  to  control. 

To  permit  improvements  to  be  made  by  private  interests  will  merely 
be  putting  a  premium  upon  further  aggressions  upon  the  rights  of  the 
people,  and  a  harbor  project  will  become  merely  a  secondary  considera- 
tion to  the  making  of  more  land,  and  to  diverting  the  same  from  public 
to  private  ownership. 

One  cannot  study  the  sordid  attempts  of  those  who  have  acquired  land 
along  the  lake  front  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  to  obtain  the  same  for  their 
own  private  gain  at  the  expense  of  the  rights  of  all  the  people  of  this 
Stale,  without  asserting  that  the  accomplishment  of  such  attempts  must 
be  made  impossible  in  the  future. 

The  history  of  the  Chicago  Dock  &  Canal  Company  shows  conclusively 
thai  what  was  pretended  originally  to  be  a  great  public  harbor  enter- 
prise, merely  became  a  cloak  for  one  of  the  greatest  land  grabs  (con- 
sidering its  value)  recorded  in  modern  history,  and  we  have  no  hesitancy 
whatever  in  saying  thai  any  harbor  enterprise  conducted  by  private 
persons  or  companies,  would  be  merely  a  repetition  on  a  much  larger 
scale,  of  the  same  plans  that  have  proven  so  injurious  to  the  city,  fol- 
lowing the  formation  of  the  Chicago  Dock  &  Canal  Company. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  that  the  entire  harbor  situation 
of  the  city  of  Chicago  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  some  municipal 
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corporation,  which  may  now  exist,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  formed. 
This  municipal  corporation  should  have  the  power  of  levying  taxes  and 
of  issuing  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  the  construction  of  this  harbor,  and 
•of  beautifying  the  lake  front. 

A  certain  portion  of  the  lake  front  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  to  be  de- 
termined and  prescribed  by  definite  bounds,  should  be  placed  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  municipal  corporation,  and  they  should  at  once  pro- 
ceed to  outline,  upon  a  plan  large  enough  and  sufficiently  broad  and 
comprehensive  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  many  generations,  the  con- 
struction of  a  harbor  and  the  preservation  of  the  lake  front  of  this  city. 

The  jurisdiction  so  conferred  upon  this  municipal  corporation  should 
be  large,  and  should  enable  it  to  carry  out  either  by  piece  meal,  or  in  its 
entirety,  the  plan  for  the  preservation  of  the  harbor  facilities  of  the 
city  of  Chicago,  and  the  beautification  of  its  lake  front. 

This  is  a  problem  which  is  worthy  of  the  largest  thought  of  the  best 
engineering  minds  that  can  be  brought  to  bear  upon  this  subject,  and 
while  we  do  not  venture  to  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  this  should 
be  done,  we  are  very  free  to  say  that  the  time  has  come  when  immediate 
attention  must  lie  given  to  this  great  problem ;  otherwise  the  city  of 
Chicago  and  the  State  of  Illinois  will  continue  to  suffer  by  reason  of 
the  diversion  of  trade  which  rightfully  belongs  to  this  city,  and  much 
of  which  is  now  lost  to  it  because  of  inadequate  harbor  facilities. 

An  equally  strong  reason  is  that  if  this  is  not  done  the  appropria- 
tion of  the  lake  front  and  the  submerged  shallows  in  the  vicinity  of 
Chicago  will  continue  on  the  part  of  private  interests,  as  they  have  in 
years  past,  wholly  uninterrupted,  and  thus  further  deprive  the  people 
of  their  rights. 

If  the  lands  which  have  been  wrongfully  converted  to  private  owner- 
ship along  the  shores  of  Lake  Michigan,  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  had 
been'  preserved  for  public  purposes,  and  for  harbor  facilities,  the  lake 
front  of  the  city  of  Chicago  would  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  systems 
of  parks  and  public  pleasure  grounds  that  the  world  has  ever  known. 

In  many  of  the  cities  of  the  old  world  the  river  fronts  and  banks  of 
other  public  waters  are  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  people,  and  public 
buildings  and  places  of  public  resort  are  there  located. 

Xo  city  in  the  world  has  a  finer  opportunity  to  procure  sites  for  the 
location  of  public  buildings  and  enterprises  than  has  the  city  of  Chicago. 

While  the  State  of  Illinois  has  been  declared  to  be  the  owner  of  the 
submerged  shallows  of  Lake  Michigan,  there  is  not  the  slightest  question 
but  that  the  State  would  lie  willing  and  glad  to  transfer  to  the  city  of 
Chicago  at  any  time  such  portions  of  the  submerged  lands  as  would  be 
necessary  to  permit  the  erection  of  resorts  and  places  for  public  build- 
ings and  enterprises. 

The  only  restriction  which  would  attend  the  granting  of  such  privi- 
leges is  the  restriction  that  would  forever  place  such  lands  beyond  the 
reach  of  private  ownership. 

The  indifference  exhibited  by  the  city  of  Chicago  on  this  subject  is 
amazing,  and  has  deprived  the  people  of  that  city  of  great  opportunities 
to  obtain  places  of  resort  and  accommodations  for  public  purposes  that 
otherwise  might  easilv  have  been  theirs. 
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Chicago,  up  to  this  time,  has  deliberately  thrown  away  its  opportuni- 
ties in  this  direction,  and,  to  a  very  surprising  degree,  is  absolutely 
indifferent  as  to  whether  or  not  any  reclamation  of  these  lands  can  be 
made. 

It  seems  to  us  that  the  most  vigorous  and  drastic  action  is  required 
in  order  to  correct  the  wrongs  that  have  already  been  thus  committed, 
and  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  the  same  in  the  future. 

We  recommend  that  this  Legislature  enact  some  law  that  will  cast 
upon  such  municipal  corporation,  the  duty  of  devising,  designing  and 
constructing  the  great  harbor  that  Chicago  requires,  and  of  preserving 
for  the  use  of  its  people,  and  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  won- 
derful advantages  that  should  accrue  from  the  use  of  its  lake  shore  and 
water  front. 

In  this  connection  we  w7ish  to  emphatically  say  that  while  we  ap- 
preciate the  need  that  such  legislation  should  be  enacted,  we  also 
realize  the  absolute  necessity  that  it  must  be  surrounded  by  safeguards 
which  cannot  be  broken  down,  so  that  the  land  constructed  in  aid  of  a 
public  enterprise,  or  which  will  be  formed  as  a  result  thereof,  may  not 
become  the  subject  of  piratical  encroachments  for  private  gain. 

All  land  formed  in  connection  with  such  enterprise,  should  be  the 
land  of  the  public,  and  the  very  nature  of  the  location  of  this  land  and 
the  manner  in  which  the  same  wrould  be  constructed,  absolutely  forbids 
the  idea  that  the  same  may  ever  become  the  subject  of  private  owner- 
ship, or  that  any  part  of  the  same  may  be  so  subjected,  and  we  cannot 
make  too  emphatic  our  views  of  the  needs  of  restrictions  upon  this 
subject. 

Permits  from  United  States  Engineer's  Office  to  Make 
Improvements. 

In  matters  relating  to  improvements  of  the  navigation  of  navigable 
streams,  this  Committee  very  strongly  condemns  the  practice  which  has 
heretofore  existed  upon  the  part  of  the  United  States  Engineer's  Office, 
of  granting  permits  for  the  construction  of  various  kinds  of  works,  in 
navigable  waters,  without  proper  regard  for  the  comity  which  ought  to 
exisl  I  iet  ween  the  government  and  State  of  Illinois  and  its  various  poli- 
tical subdivisions  which  are  affected  by  such  permission. 

The  evil  resulting  therefrom  is  not  so  much  in  the  mere  grant  of 
the  permit,  as  it  is  in  the  consequences  which  follow. 

The  popular  impression  is  that  the  United  States  Government  can 
indiscriminately  give  permission  to  erect  works  and  make  improvements 
and  fill  in  submerged  shallows,  and  that  by  virtue  of  the  granting  of 
such  permit,  title  is  transferred  to  the  person  to  whom  the  permission 
is  given,  and  following  this  line  of  reasoning,  much  of  the  land  which 
is  in  controversy  in  this  investigation  has  been  made  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  permission  ^o  granted  by  the  office  of  the  United  States 
Engineers. 

Such  permission  on  the  part  of  the  United  State  Engineer's  Office  is 
merely  a  declaration  that  such  improvement  or  work  will  not  interfere 
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with  navigation,  and  it  cannot  have  the  effect  of  transferring  title.  But 
such  permission  is  frequently  made  the  basis  for  aggressive  action,  and 
the  parties,  when  attempt  is  made  to  check  them  in  their  improper  acts, 
rely  upon  what  they  claim  to  be  authority  given  them  for  such  action 
by  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

Surely  the  State  of  Illinois  and  its  various  political  subdivisions  so 
affected  by  such  action,  have  a  right  to  be  heard.  It  is  true  that  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  may  proceed,  independently  of  them, 
but  it  is  also  true  that  a  proper  regard  for  the  mutual  interests  of  each 
require  that  full  consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  wishes  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  and  its  various  political  subdivisions  so  affected. 

In  matters  of  national  import,  there  might  be  ample  justification  for 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  proceeding  without  reference  to 
the  wishes  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  but  where  the  same  concerns  merely 
a  matter  of  local  improvement  to  be  made  upon  the  part  of  private  in- 
dividuals, every  reason  suggests  that  the  wishes  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
and  its  political  subdivisions,  so  far  as  may  be,  shall  be  respected. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Illinois  has  passed  upon  the  effect 
of  these  permits,  and  they  have  said  in  the  case  of  Cobb  v.  Commis- 
sioners of  Lincoln  Park,  202  111.,  437 : 

"Appellant  also  claims  that  by  virtue  of  the  license  from  the  Secretary 
of  War,  he  is  entitled  to  build  this  wharf,  because,  as  he  says,  a  license 
from  the  executive  officer  of  the  Government  to  build  this  wharf  means 
permission  and  authority  from  the  United  States  Government  to  do 
so,  and  such  permission  and  authority  being  granted,  neither  the  State 
nor  any  of  its  agents  have  any  control  over  the  subject  matter.  He 
refers  to  the  Eiver  and  Harbor  Act  of  Congress  of  Sept.  19,  1890,  (26 
Stat,  at  Large,  chap.  907,  p.  426)  as  sanctioning  his  contention.  Sec- 
tion 7  of  this  Act  was  superseded  by  sections  9  and  10  of  the  River  and 
Harbor  Act  of  March  3,  1889.  (30  Stat,  at  Large,  chap.  425,  pp. 
1121,  1151.)  Section  10  of  the  latter  Act  is  as  follows:  'That  the 
erection  of  any  obstruction  not  affirmatively  authorized  by  Congress,  to 
the  navigable  capacity  of  any  of  the  waters  of  the  United  States,  is 
hereby  prohibited,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  build  or  commence  the 
building  of  any  wharf,  pier,  dolphin,  boom,  weir,  breakwater,  bulkhead, 
jetty  or  other  structures  in  any  port,  roadstead,  haven,  harbor,  canal, 
navigable  river  or  other  water  of  the  United  States  outside  established 
harbor  lines  or  where  no  harbor  lines  have  been  established,  except  on 
plans  recommended  by  the  chief  of  engineers  and  authorized  by  the 
Secretary  of  War ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  excavate  or  fill,  or  in  any 
manner  alter  or  modify,  the  course,  location,  condition  or  capacity  of 
any  port,  roadstead,  haven,  harbor,  canal,  lake,  harbor  or  refuge  or  enclo- 
sure within  navigable  water  of  the  United  States,  unless  the  work  has 
been  recommended  by  the  chief  of  engineers  and  authorized  by  the 
Secretary  of  War  prior  to  beginning  the  same.'  These  provisions  of  the 
law  were  designed  to  protect  the  navigable  waters  of  the  United  States 
from  encroachment  and  from  obstructions  to  navigation,  and  commit 
the  duty  of  their  protection  to  an  officer  of  the  General  Government, 
without  whose  permission  no  structures  can  be  erected  in  them. 
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'"It  is  conceded  thai  the  power  of  Congress  over  the  navigable  waters 
of  the  country  is  derived  :'rom  the  commerce  clause  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  that  it  is  conclusive  and  paramount,  when- 
ever Congress  has  definitely  spoken  on  any  subject  under  it.-  jurisdiction. 

It  has  been  held  by  the  Federal  courts  that  when  Congress  has  author- 
ized the  erection  of  a  bridge  it  is  no1  necessary  to  obtain  the  consent  of 
the  State  authorities  for  it.-  erection,  and  thai  no  compensation  need  be 
.made  to  the  State  for  the  use  of  its  property  in  the  land-  under  water 
(Stockton  v.  Baltimore  and  New  York  Railroad  Co..  32  ed.,  rep.  9)  and 
that  an  individual  has  no  claim  for  compensation  when  the  General 
Government  erects  piers  on  his  submerged  lands  in  aid  of  navigation  and 
thus  cuts  off  his  access  to  the  water.  (Seranton  v.  Wheeler.  179  U.  S.. 
ill.)  But  however  that  may  be,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Act 
prohibiting  the  erection  of  wharves  without  the  consent  of  the  Secretary 
of  War  is  a  mere  regulation  for  the  benefit  of  commerce  and  navigation, 
and  that  the  license  or  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  War  is  only  a 
finding  and  declaration  of  such  officer  that  such  proposed  structure 
would  not  interfere  with  or  he  detrimental  to  navigation,  and  not  that 
it  i>  equivalent  to  a  positive  declaration  by  the  authority  of  Congress 
that  the  licensee  may  build  the  wharf  or  other  structure  without  first 
obtaining  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  submerged  land  on  which  it 
is  his  purpose  to  build.  Appellant  not  having,  by  the  law  of  this  State. 
the  right  to  construct  a  wharf  over  his  neighbor's  submerged  lands  with- 
out his  neighbor's  consent,  could  not  acquire  that  right,  without  his 
neighbor's  consent,  by  obtaining  a  license  from  the  Secretary  of  War. 
"We  are  further  strengthened  in  this  view  by  section  11  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  of  1899,  (a  substantial  re-enactment  of  section  12  of  the  Act 
of  1890)  which  authorizes  the  Secretary  of  War  to  establish  harbor  lines, 
beyond  which  no  piers,  wharves,  bulkheads  or  other  works  shall  be 
extended  except  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  from  time 
to  time  by  him.  When  harbor  lines  are  established,  no  permit  or  license 
from  the  Secretary  of  War  is  necessary  to  build  a  wharf  not  extending 
beyond  such  lines.  It  certainly  cannot  lie  said  that  because  the  statute 
dor-  nut  make  a  license  necessary  in  such  a  case,  a  riparian  owner 
can  build  his  wharf  within  the  harbor  lines,  in  a  state  where  the  right 
to  wharf  out  is  not  recognized,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  in  the 
submerged  land.  The  fixing  of  harbor  line-  is  only  a  finding  by  an 
officer  of  the  government  that  erections  within  such  lines  will  not  injure 
or  interfere  with  navigation.  If  parties  choose  to  build  within  such 
harbor  lines,  the  General  Government  will  not  interfere.  It  is  not  a 
declaration  touching  the  rights  of  the  owners  of  the  submerged  lands 
in  the  harbor.  When  harbor  lines  are  not  established,  or  beyond  estab- 
lished harbor  lines,  the  permission  of  the  General  Government  to  build 
a  wharf  in  navigable  waters  i-  necessary.  But  such  permission  is  not 
given  to  Over-ride  the  rights  of  the  owners  of  the  submerged  lands. 
It  is,  as  said  above,  a  declaration  by  the  guardian  of  the  interests  of  the 
public  at  large  that  the  proposed  structure  will  not  interfere  with  navi- 
gation. It  is  strictly  permissive,  and  not  an  authorization  by  paramount 
authority  to  build  the  structure." 
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If  a  Eiver  and  Lakes  Commission  in  Illinois  were  in  existence,  as  has 
been  suggested  in  another  part  of  the  report,  they  could  cooperate  with 
the  United  States  Engineer's  office  to  see  that,  in  the  granting  of  these 
permits,  the  interests  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  or  any  of  its  political 
subdivisions,  were  not  injuriously  affected. 
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has  at  all  times  rendered  most  valuable  assistance  to  this  committee. 
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this  Committee. 

The  fishermen  at  Havana  have  taken  a  very  considerable  interest  in 
the  work  of  this  Committee  and  have  given  us  considerable  information 
with  reference  to  the  stretch  of  river  and  the  adjoining  lakes  in  that 
vicinity. 

Captain  Purdy,  commanding  the  Illinois  Naval  Militia,  has  placed 
this  Committee  under  obligations  to  him  for  the  use  of  the  U.  S.  S. 
"Nashville,"  which  was  afforded  to  this  Committee  for  its  trip  upon  Lake 
Michigan.  Every  courtesy  which  could  have  been  extended  to  this  Com- 
mittee was  extended  by  Captain  Purdy,  and  the  Committee  has  a  very 
active  sense  of  gratitude  for  the  kindnesses  so  shown. 

Mr.  Edwrard  C.  Cahill,  with  a  very  high  sense  of  realization  of  what 
he  conceived  to  be  a  public  duty,  has  labored  with  this  Committee  in  its 
efforts  to  ascertain  the  facts.  Mr.  Cahill  has  placed  before  this  Com- 
mittee much  valuable  information,  and  has  submitted  a  great  amount  of 
data,  as  well  as  an  able  brief  and  argument,  with  reference  to  both  the 
facts  and  the  law.  We  appreciate  very  greatly  the  assistance  thus  ren- 
dered, and,  while  we  have  not  been  able  to  accept  all  of  the  conclusions 
of  Mr.  Cahill  as  to  the  law  and  fact,  we  cannot  help  but  admire  the 
earnestness  and  ability  which  he  has  shown  in  pleading  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  rights  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  the  public 
waters  of  this  State.  His  determination  to  regain  the  lands  that  have 
been  most  wrongfully  occupied  by  those  who  have  sought  to  profit  at 
the  expense  of  the  public  has  been  most  gratifying  to  this  Committee. 

The  Newberry  library  has  furnished  this  Committee  much  valuable 
information,  and  from  this  wonderful  repository  we  have  drawn  freely. 
Without  the  collection  of  data  which  were  there  obtainable,  we  would  not 
have  been  able  to  submit  so  complete  a  record  as  we  have. 

The  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  has  given  us  the  use  of  its  records, 
and  has  afforded  us  an  opportunity  to  use  the  launch  "Robert  E"  in  the 
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prosecution  of  our  work.  At  its  hands,  and  those  of  Robert  1\.  McCor- 
mick,  we  have  bad  many  favors  extended,  and  we  desire  thus  to  record 
our  appreciation. 

We  feel  that  we  could  not  conclude  these  acknowledgments  without 
expressing  our  high  sense  of  admiration  of  the  efforts  of  our  consulting 
engineer.  Mr.  E.  II.  Heilbron,  and  his  assistant.  Mr.  David  H.  Dugan. 
We  have  had  in un  them  the  most  intelligent  efforts,  accompanied  by  a 
high  degree  of  engineering  knowledge  and  learning.  They  have  been  un- 
tiring in  their  devotion  to  tin  cause  of  this  investigation,  and  no  effort 
has  been  spared  by  them  to  ascertain  and  declare  the  fact  with  reference 
to  the  subject-matter  of  this  inquiry.  Their  labors  will  speak  in  their 
behalf  long  after  the  members  of  this  Committee  are  able  to  do  so  for 
them. 

Miss  Theresa  Gorman,  clerk  of  this  Committee,  has  ever  been  ready 
and  willing  to  extend  her  services  at  all  times,  and  under  all  conditions, 
for  the  benefit  of  this  Committee.  The  records  of  this  Committee  speak 
in  eloquent  tone-  with  reference  to  her  fidelity  and  ability.  The  Com- 
mittee has  greatly  appreciated  her  services  in  its  behalf. 

To  the  Commercial  Club  of  East  St.  Louis,  and  the  Hon.  Frank  C. 
Smith,  we  are  indebted  to  a  large  degree  for  the  facts  with  reference  to 
the  situation  at  East  St.  Louis.  We  hear  very  lively  recollections  of 
gratitude  in  connection  with  this  club  and  Mr.  Smith. 

poweb  to  tfiansfeb  tltle  to  sljbmebged  and  slioke  lands  should 
Only  Be  Keposed  ix  the  State. 

It  is  tiie  conviction  of  this  Committee  that  granting  the  power  to  trans- 
fer the  title  to  submerged  and  shore  Lands  should  only  be  in  the  State 
of  Illinois.  To  entrust  this  very  comprehensive  right  to  any  lesser 
political  subdivision  will  only  result  in  abuse.  We  do  not  intend  any 
censure  for  any  park  board,  but  the  exercise  of  this  power  by  such  park 
board  is  only  viewed  from  one  standpoint,  and  that  is  at  all  hazards  to 
extend  the  limit  of  the  park  system.  In  so  doing,  the  rights  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  and  its  people  are  not  kept  in  mind  sufficiently.  We 
favor  and  recommend  the  repeal  of  all  laws  which  give  this  right  of 
transfer  to  any  lesser  political  subdivision  than  the  State  itself.  We 
have  gone  into  this  subject  extensively  in  another  portion  of  our  report, 
and  there  show  the  evils  of  which  we  complain. 

It  had  been  the  intention  to  submit  several  bills  which  would  have 
for  their  objed  the  inauguration  of  the  several  plans  of  which  we  have 
made  recommendation.  But  upon  more  mature  consideration,  wre  feel 
that  such  course  is  not  within  the  province  of  this  Committee,  and  for 
that  reason  we  have  refrained  from  taking  such  action.  We  submit  our 
recommendations  to  the  Legislature  in  the  hope  that  efforts  will  be  made 
to  carry  the  same  into  effect  by  placing  them  in  whole,  or  in  part,  on 
the  statute  ol    Illinois. 
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Conclusion. 

We  have  no  desire  at  this  time  to  repeat  our  conclusions  which  are 
set  forth  in  the  engineering  report,  as  to  the  various  tracts  of  landi 
involved  in  this  investigation.     The  same  will  be  there  found. 

We  do  not  contend  that  we  have  exhausted  the  field  of  research,  but 
we  have  gathered  together,  in  our  efforts  to  perform  the  work  which  has 
been  delegated  to  us,  a  great  mass  of  data,  documents  and  records,  which 
we  are  transmitting  to  the  State  Government  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  for 
preservation,  and  which  will  form  the  basis  for  the  greatest  collection 
of  records  upon  this  subject  which  has  ever  been  attempted. 

The  work  which  we  have  commenced  and  carried  on  to  this  extent 
should  not  be  permitted  to  languish.  The  improvement  of  the  water- 
ways of  Illinois  demands  that  these  waterways  shall  be  retained  for  the 
use  of  the  people  of  this  State,  and  that  they  shall  not  be  the  subject  of 
encroachment  of  individual  owners  of  land  along  these  waters,  so  that 
the  same  shall  be  diminished  in  size  and  extent  and  importance  to  com- 
paratively unimportant  and  unworthy  bodies  of  water. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  may  not,  at  this  day,  be  ready  for 
an  acceptance  of  the  views  which  we  here  express,  but  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  there  will  be  apparent  the  necessity  of  preserving  abso- 
lutely unimpaired  all  of  the  public  waters  and  all  of  the  public  resources 
of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  we  submit  this  report  in  the  hope  that  it 
will  not  only  arouse  public  conscience  and  the  public  mind  to  the  neces- 
sity of  taking  steps  for  the  preservation  of  these  rights,  but  that  it  may 
also  point  the  way  to  the  need  of  proceeding  to  reclaim  that  which  has 
been  improperly  taken. 

If  this  report  succeeds  In  this  respect,  we  will  feel  that  this  investiga- 
tion has  been  attended  with  all  of  the  results  for  which  its  most  warm 
advocate  could  have  contended. 

This  Committee  has  clone  the  best  that  it  could  under  the  circum- 
stances, and  it  herewith  submits  for  the  approval  of  the  people  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  the  result  of  its  investigation  and  its  conclusions.

Mk.    Chairman  —  I    beg    to   submit    the   following   report    of   the   work   per- 
formed under  my  immediate  supervision  in  my  capacity  as  Consulting  En- 
gineer for  your  honorable  Committee. 

INTRODTH  ToKY. 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  11,  passed  by  the  Forty-sixth  General  As- 
sembly, State  of  Illinois,  reads  as  follows: 

The  Resolution. 

"Whereas,  There  is  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, at  the  time  of  its  organization  as  a  State  and  since  said  time,  became 
vested  with  valuable  rights  in  lands  along  the  lake  shore  of  Lake  Michigan, 
and  in.  along  and  upon  other  navigable  bodies  of  water,  rivers  and  lakes 
of  the  State  of  Illinois  which  said  rights  it  is  claimed  the  State  of  Illinois 
holds  in  trust,  and  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  this  State;   and, 

"Whereas.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  such  rights,  in  a  large  num- 
ber of  cases  have  been  usurped  by  private  individuals,  corporations,  and 
companies,  who  now  occupy  part  or  parts  of  said  lands  and  who  assert  title 
in  or  claim  thereto;    and. 

"Whereas.  Said  rights  in  and  concerning  said  lands  are  of  great  value 
to  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  by  reason  of  its  increasing  population  are  con- 
stantly becoming  of  more  value  to  the  people  of  this  State;  now,  there- 
fore be   it 

"Resolved,  by  the  H<>us,  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  concurring  herein, 
That  a  joint  committee  of  ten  be  appointed,  six  to  be  named  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  four  to  be  named  by  the  President  of 
the  Senate,  to  make  a  careful  and  complete  investigation  of  the  rights  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  in  land  lying  along,  in  and  upon  Lake  Michigan,  the 
rivers  and  lakes  and  other  navigable  bodies  of  water  of  this  State  and  to 
report  its  conclusion  to  the  next  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  and  to 
the  Governor  of  Illinois,  as  to  the  rights  of  the  State  and  its  people  in 
and  to  the  same." 

Personnel   of    Committee. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  House  and  concurred  in  by  the  Senate 
February  24.  U»o9.  In  accordance  with  the  resolution  Honorable  John  G. 
Oglesby,  Lieutenant-Governor,  appointed  Senators  Frank  W.  Burton,  C.  P. 
Gardner.  Lewis  C.  Ball  and  W.  O.  Potter  to  serve  as  members  of  the  com- 
mittee: and  Honorable  Edward  D.  Shurtleff,  Speaker  of  the  House,  ap- 
pointed Representatives  B.  M.  Chiperfield.  David  E.  Shanahan,  John  L.  Flan- 
nigen.  Fred  E.  Erickson,  T.  H.  Riley  and  R.  E.  Wilson  as  members  of  the 
committee.     The  committee  assembled  at  the  call  of  its  chairman,  June  23, 
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1909;  appointed  Miss  Theresa  Gorman  Reporter  and  Clerk  and  E.  H.  Heil- 
bron  Consulting  Engineer  and  adopted  as  its  official  title  "Submerged  and 
Shore  Lands  Legislative  Investigating  Committee." 

Method  of  Work. 

After  a  consultation  with  you  regarding  the  general  scope  of  the  investi- 
gations to  be  undertaken  by  the  Committee,  I  immediately  began  upon  the 
duties  assigned  me  and  have  had  the  work  continuously  under  way.  Prog- 
ress has  been  slow  and  unsatisfactory  at  times,  owing  to  a  variety  of  diffi- 
culties and  to  certain  unavoidable  delays.  But  the  results  obtained,  though 
in  some  instances  tentative,  have  as  a  whole  been  quite  gratifying,  and  es- 
pecially so  when  viewed  from  an  economic  standpoint.  Only  insufficient 
funds  have  been  available  for  an  exhaustive  investigation  into  the  physical 
features  of  all  the  shore  and  submerged  lands  of  the  State;  and  in  consid- 
eration of  this  fact  it  was  necessary  to  conserve  our  resources  and  to  plan 
the  work  so  that  each  dollar  expended  would  bring  its  maximum  equiva- 
lent of  information  for  the  use  of  the  Committee.  Instead,  therefore,  of  at- 
tempting, with  our  limited  means,  to  investigate  conditions  along  the  shores 
of  all  meandered  lakes  and  streams  of  the  State,  it  was  deemed  advisable 
to  confine  the  work  to  the  more  important  bodies  of  water  and  those  which 
we  believed  had  been  encroached  upon.  Had  we  endeavored  to  cover  the 
entire  State  with  our  investigations,  no  definite  or  satisfactory  results  could 
have  been  obtained;  our  report  would  necessarily  have  been  of  a  prelimi- 
nary nature  and  of  little  value  to  the  Committee;  and  additional  time  and 
funds  would  be  required  to  finish  the  investigations.  As  it  is,  we  feel  that 
we  are  able  to  submit  a  detailed  report  upon  the  principal  meandered  lakes 
and  rivers  and  to  present  it  in  such  form  that  it  should  be  no  difficult  mat- 
ter to  extend  the  investigations  at  any  future  time  to  include  all  the  rivers 
and  lakes  of  the  State,  without  duplicating  or  interfering  with  the  work 
performed  for  this  Committee. 

Contexts  of  Report. 

This  report,  in  addition  to  giving  the  details  of  the  work  accomplished 
is  designed  to  furnish,  in  conjunction  with  the  maps,  a  complete  descrip- 
tion of  the  physical  features  of  the  shores  of  the  several  rivers  and  lakes 
in  so  far  as  the  same  appear  pertinent  to  our  investigations.  The  facts 
concerning  physical  features  have  been  gleaned  from  an  examination  of 
the  maps  contained  in  the  atlasses  accompanying  this  report  and  from  a  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevailing  at  the  places  where  the  most 
reprehensible  changes  have  been  effected. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  describe  in  detail  all  of  the  made  lands 
which  have  come  under  our  observation  for  we  feel  that  such  a  course 
would  add  more  to  the  quantity  than  to  the  quality  of  our  report. 

If  our  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain,  anyone  interested  in  these  matters 
will  experience  no  difficulty  in  following  the  methods  employed  in  develop- 
ing the  various  propositions  and  can  easily  acquaint  himself  with  condi- 
tions not  specifically  treated  in  this  report. 

Technical  Terms  Used. 

In  our  descriptions  we  have  used  several  figures  of  speech  which,  with- 
out an  explanation,  may  be  misconstrued.  One  refers  to  areas  lying  "with- 
in" or  "without,"  "inside"  or  "outside"  of  the  meander  line.  "Within"  and 
"inside"  refer  to  the  river  or  lake  side  of  the  meander  line,  and  "without" 
and  "outside"  refer  to  the  opposite  or  land  side  of  the  meander  line.  An- 
other refers  to  the  "right"  and  "left"  bank  of  stream.  Proceeding  with  the 
current,  the  bank  on  the  right  is  designated  the  right  bank  and  the  bank 
on  the  left  is  termed  the  left  bank. 
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in  lieu  of  over-burdening  this  report  with  many  facts  of  an  historical 
and  general  nature,  we  have  added  as  appendix  sixteen,  a  biblography  of 
government   and  other   publications  containing   data  supplementary   to  this 

report,   which   lias  thus   been   confined   to   matters   strictly   within   the  scope 
of  the  investigations. 

Committee  Responsible  fob  Legal  Opinions. 

I  am  authorized  to  say  that  wherever  legal  opinions  and  conclusions  ap- 
pear in  this  report  they  are  the  opinions  and  conclusions  of  the  Committee, 
and  thai  they  have  been  inserted  by  direct  authority  and  express  direction 
of  the  Committee,  who  have  collaborated  with  me  in  the  preparation  of  my 
report. 

Data  and  Information  Secubed. 

The  nature  of  the  work  undertaken  rendered  it  essential  to  secure  data 
which  would  show  the  changes  that  have  been  effected  in  the  shore  lines 
of  our  meandered  lakes  and  waterways  since  the  Government's  land  sur- 
veys were  made.  To  accurately  define  any  changes  that  may  have  occurred 
necessitated  a  comparison  of  the  Government's  original  surveys  with  sub- 
sequent surveys,  and  especially  with  the  conditions  as  they  exist  at  the 
present  time;  the  latter,  together  with  the  original  land  surveys,  indicate, 
we  believe,  the  most  critical  conditions  to  be  investigated. 

Many  sources  of  information  have  been  utilized  to  secure  data  regarding 
the  physical  conditions  of  the  shores  of  the  lakes  and  rivers  of  the  State  at 
times  prior  and  subsequent  to  the  Government's  land  surveys.  The  small 
amount  of  existing  data  illustrating  conditions  which  obtained  before  the 
land  surveys  were  made  are  not  of  much  value  beyond  their  historical  in- 
terest. The  maps,  for  the  most  part,  are  nothing  but  crude  sketches,  and  the 
descriptive  data  are  too  unreliable,  or  indefinite,  to  be  tangible.  With  the 
exception  of  the  land  surveys,  few  maps  constructed  prior  to  187n  furnish 
accurate   and   valuable   data. 

The  first  two  months  of  my  incumbency  were  mostly  spent  in  examining 
records  in  the  archives  of  various  engineers'  offices.  Hundreds  of  maps  were 
consulted  and  copies  of  many  of  them  have  been  secured  at  a  nominal  cost, 
to  be  incorporated  among  the  data  accompanying  the  report.  As  a  matter  of 
record  and  for  convenience,  and  also  to  assist  any  possible  future  investiga- 
tion along  these  lines,  all  of  the  maps  secured  pertaining  to  this  proposition 
have  been  classified  according  to  locality  and  assembled  in  atlas  form.  In 
addition  to  the  individual  maps  obtained,  six  volumes  were  purchased  con- 
taining maps  of  the  city  of  Chicago.  These  maps  show  the  territorial  divi- 
sions and  subdivisions,  streets,  alleys  and  other  pertinent  data  along  the 
coast  of  Lake  Michigan  and  along  the  Chicago  river  and  its  branches.  These 
six  volumes  constitute  Nos.  9  to  14  of  the  atlases  accompanying  this  report. 
Atlases  1  to  S  contain  the  classified  individual  maps.  The  maps  and  atlases 
arc   fully   described   in  Appendices   1   to   14. 

In  Appendix  15  will  be  found  listed  the  volumes  of  testimony,  reports  and 
other  documentary  evidence  which  accompany  this  report.  The  appendix 
also  coni  a  ins  a  table  of  contents  of  each  volume  submitted,  and  thus  serves 
as  an  index  to  all  the  documentary  data  supplementary  to  this  report. 

Si  i:\  EYS. 

Besides  the  pertinent  data  collected  from  the  various  sources,  original  data 
have  been  secured  bj  independent  and  special  surveys  and  investigations 
undertaken  by  the  Committee.  Surveys  were  made  and  maps  constructed 
of  the  Illinois  coast  of  Lake  Michigan  from  the  Indiana  State  line,  on  the 
south,  to  the  Wisconsin  line  on  the  north,  of  Crystal.  Wood  and  Griswold 
lakes  in  McHenry  county,  of  Calumet,  Hyde  and  Wolf  lakes  in  Cook  county, 
and   of   the  Calumel    river    from    its  outlet   into  Calumet   lake   to   its   mouth. 
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Particular  care  was  taken  in  the  surveys  to  locate  accurately  the  shore  lines 
and  all  physical  features  lying  between  the  meander  line  and  the  lake  or 
river.  Attention  was  also  paid  to  the  character  and  extent  of  all  accretions 
and  erosions.  The  survey  of  the  coast  of  Lake  Michigan  was  made  in  August 
and  September,  1909.  The  lakes  in  McHenry  county  were  surveyed  in  Sep- 
tember, 1909;  and  the  lakes  in  Cook  county  together  with  the  Calumet  river, 
were  surveyed  in  April  and  May,  1910.  The  maps  of  these  surveys  are  in 
Atlas  No.  1  which  accompanies  Appendix  1  wherein  they  are  particularly 
described. 

Classification  of  Maps. 

The  necessity  for  classifying  and  indexing  the  maps  became  apparent  after 
several  hundred  of  them  had  accumulated.  The  classification  adopted  was 
an  unique  adaptation  of  the  decimal  system;  1,000.  was  fixed  upon  as  the 
characteristic  number  for  all  maps  pertaining  to  this  work.  A  classification 
by  localities  was  indicated  by  numbers  to  the  right  of  the  decimal  point,  and 
were  given  the  following  significance:

Prefixed  to  these  class  numbers  were  the  map  numbers,  a  different  series, 
but  each  originating  with  1,000,  being  used  with  each  class  number.  Accord- 
ing to  this  scheme,  1010.12  designated  a  map  of  Illinois  river;  1010.21  a  map 
of  the  coast  of  Lake  Michigan,  and  1010.211,  a  map  of  Chicago  harbor.  An 
advantage  of  this  method  is  that  the  classification  may  be  extended  by  simply 
suffixing  another  figure.  In  deciding  upon  this  scheme,  its  advantages  for 
increased  refinement  in  the  classification  have  outweighed  the  few  compara- 
tively unimportant  disadvantages  it  seemed  to  possess.  The  method  has  been 
given  a  rather  severe  trial  during  the  past  fifteen  months  and  has  proven 
satisfactory. 

Ownership   Investigations. 

In  addition  to  the  surveys,  the  Committee,  through  its  consulting  engineer, 
instituted  field  investigations  along  the  coast  of  Lake  Michigan  and  along  the 
Chicago  river  and  the  south  branch  of  the  same,  to  obtain  accurate  and  relia- 
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ble  information  regarding  the  ownership  and  occupancy  of  the  lands  inside 
the  meander  lines.  The  men  detailed  to  do  this  work  submitted  to  me  daily 
reports  of  their  findings,  and  copies  of  these  reports  were  subsequently  trans- 
mitted to  you.  Later,  when  the  field  investigations  in  connection  with  the 
work  had  been  completed,  the  data  collected  were  reassembled  in  tabular 
form,  and  the  tabulations  were  sent  to  you  for  your  use. 

The  reports  submitted  by  the  investigators  and  the  tabulations,  subse- 
quently compiled,  are  here  incorporated  in  this  report  as  a  permanent 
record  of  the  Committee.  For  convenience  each  tract  has  been  assigned  a 
number;  and  in  the  tabulation  giving  recapitulation  of  the  information  ob- 
tained, reference  by  means  of  the  numbers  is  made  to  the  original  report 
upon  the  property  as  given  in  the  investigators'  report;  thus,  knowing  either 
the  name  of  the  owner  or  the  geographical  position  of  the  property,  the  in- 
formation here  given  relative  to  any  particular  tract  may  be  easily  ascer- 
tained.

Dear  Sir — We  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  day's  investiga- 
tions of  shore  lands  along  the  South  bank  of  the  Chicago  river,  extending 
from  Rush  st.,  east: 

1.  The  Goodrich  Steamship  Company  occupy  the  river  frontage  from 
Rush  street  bridge  to  the  west  side  of  what  is  known  as  Slip  "A."  They  do 
not  own  the  property,  but  lease  it  of  the  city,  the  Michigan  Central  and 
Illinois  Central  railroad  companies.  We  interviewed  the  general  manager 
of  the  company  and  he  informed  us  that  the  vice  president  has  already  been 
before  the  Committee  and  turned  over  to  the  Committee  copies  of  their  leases 
on  all  their  holdings  along  the  Chicago  river.  We  made  no  sketch  of  this 
property. 

2.  Between  Slips  "A"  and  "B"  is  elevator  "A"  of  the  Illinois  Central  Rail- 
road Company,  which  is  leased  from  them  by  Bartlett,  Patten  &  Company, 
who  have  offices  at  the  Board  of  Trade  building.  East  of  elevator  "A"  and 
extending  to  the  west  side  of  Slip  "B"'  is  a  one-story  elevator  office  of  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad. 

3.  We  were  informed  by  the  yard  superintendent  of  the  City  Fuel  Com- 
pany that  the  property  between  the  east  side  of  Slip  "B"  and  the  west  side  of 
Slip  "C"  is  leased  from  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  by  the  City 
Fuel  Company  and  is  being  used  as  a  coal  yard.

Building  belongs  to  the  McCormick  estate, 
represented  by  Thomas  A.  Hall  &  Co.,  agents,  Old  Colony  building. 

72.  Nos.  28-32 — Four-story  brick  building,  about  100  feet  front,  at  corner 
of  Market  and  Randolph  sts.  Occupied  by  H.  Channon  Co.  Owned  by  August 
Van  Glahn,  who  is  represented  by  John  Leo  Fay,  attorney,  who  has  offices 
either  in  the  Stock  Exchange  or  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Mr.  Van  Glahn  is 
usually  traveling. 

Monroe  St.  to  Adams  St.: 

73.  Beginning  at  a  point  about  200  feet  south  of  Monroe  st.  as  indicated 
by  sketch  furnished  by  you,  the  occupants  are  as  follows:  Nos.  160-166, 
Eisinger,  Dessauer  &  Co. — about  90  feet  front:  Nos.  168-170,  M.  A.  Eiseman 
&  Bro—  about  50  feet  front;  Nos.  172-174,  M.  Gimbel  &  Sons— about  50  feet 
front;  No.  176  to  corner  of  Adams  st. — about  75  feet  front,  occupied  by  Smith- 
Wallace  Shoe  Co.  This  entire  row  of  buildings,  which  are  seven-story  brick, 
comprise  what  is  known  as  the  "Farwell  block,"  which  .Mr.  Farwell  states 
is  owned  by  John  V.  Farwell  Co.,  offices  at  corner  Monroe  and  Market  sts. 
All  of  the  tenants  lease  from  them. 

Adams  St.  to  Quiney  St.: 

74.  A  seven-story  brick  building  occupies  this  entire  block  with  a  frontage 
of  about  150  feet.  It  is  a  part  of  the  J.  T.  Ryerson  estate,  represented  by 
Orin  Dodge,  who  has  offices  at  206  LaSalle  st.  The  occupants  lease  from  Mr. 
Dodge,  and  are  as  follows:  Nos.  180-186,  Parrotte,  Beals  &  Co.;  Nos.  188-190, 
Stone  &  Company;  Nos.  192-194,  International  Tailoring  Company.

75.  This  block  is  a  seven-story  brick  building,  owned  by  J.  B.  Mailers,

Charles  Kauf- 
man &  Bros.;  Nos.  206-210 — 100  feet,  Lederer  Bros.  &  Company.

Dk.sk  Sik — Following  is  a  report  of  the  territory  bounded  on  the  north  by 
North  Water  st.  on  the  east  by  Lake  Michigan,  on  the  south  by  the  Chicago 
river,  and  on  the  west  by  Rush  st.  The  C.  &  N.  W.  R.  R.  Co.  has  tracks  all 
along  this  stretch  to  the  Pittsburg  Coal  Company's  plant  at  the  extreme 
eastern  end,  and  the  side  tracks  run  into  every  building  in  this  stretch. 
Attached  you  will  find  a  rough  sketch  of  this  property,  which  may  be  of 
some  assistance. 

Beginning  at  the  west  end  at  Rush  st.,  the  various  tracts  are  occupied 
as  follows: 

76.  Beginning  at  Rush  street,  and  for  about  240  feet  east  is  a  one-story 
brick  freight  shed  and  docks  of  the  Northern  Michigan  Transportation  Com- 
pany. Facing  on  Rush  st.  are  offices,  which  are  sublet  by  the  Transportation 
Company  to  various  parties.  We  interviewed  the  general  manager  of  the 
company,  who  stated  they  lease  this  property  from  Mr.  F.  F.  Adams,  No.  10 
Wall  st.,  New  York  City,  who  is  the  owner  of  the  property,  and  who  has  no 
representative  in  Chicago. 

77.  Adjoining  the  Northern  Michigan  Transportation  Company's  docks  and 
extending  easterly  are  the  factories  and  warehouses  of  James  S.  Kirk  &  Son, 
comprised  of  four,  five,  six  and  seven  story  buildings,  with  a  total  frontage 
on  the  river  of  about  380  feet.  We  interviewed  Mr.  W.  D.  Kirk,  of  the  firm, 
who  stated  they  own  the  property  themselves.  He  could  not  state  from 
whom  they  bought  it,  having  purchased  a  part  at  a  time,  and  as  their  offices 
are  in  a  condition  of  chaos  on  account  of  moving  at  the  present  time,  could 
not  look  up  the  information.  He  expects,  however,  to  have  the  information 
ready  should  he  be  called  on  later  for  the  information  by  the  Committee. 

78.  The  Western  Transit  Company  has  a  wooden  freight  shed  or  storage 
warehouse  adjoining  Kirk's  property  on  the  east  and  extending  about  350 
feet  easterly  along  the  river.  They  lease  from  the  McCormick  estate.  At 
the  east  side  of  this  building  is  a  private  driveway,  which  is  a  portion  of 
the  property  leased  by  the  Western  Transit  Company. 

79.  Extending  easterly  from  this  driveway  about  135  feet,  along  the 
river,  is  a  four-story  brick  warehouse,  owned  by  Hibbard,  Spencer  &  Bartlett 
Company  and  occupied  by  them. 

80.  Adjoining  Hibbard,  Spencer  &  Bartlett's  warehouse  and  extending 
easterly  about  400  feet  along  the  river  front,  is  a  one  story  brick  freight 
house,  occupied  by  the  Lehigh  Valley  Transportation  Company.  The  build- 
ings are  owned  by  the  Lehigh  Valley  Transportation  Company,  but  they 
lease  the  ground  for  two  or  three  years  at  a  time  from  Ogden,  Sheldon  & 
Company,  34  Clark  st. 

East  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Transit  Company's  building  is  a  street,  about 
50  feet  wide,  and  a  sewer  empties  into  the  river  at  this  point.  A  sketch 
(Plate  No.  14  )  showing  this  sewer  outlet  is  attached.  You  will  note  the  dock 
line  jogs  out  into  the  river  about  ten  feet  further,  beginning  at  this  sewer 
outlet.  New  sheeting  has  been  placed  along  the  river  front  all  along  the  end 
of  the  street,  and  apparently  the  old  dock  line  used  to  run  about  at  the  end 
of  the  stub  end  of  the  railroad  track  shown.  A  bumping  post  at  the  end 
of  this  track  has  been  broken  and  apparently  has  sunk  into  the  ground.  It 
looks  as  though  the  river  bank  had  caved  in  all  along  the  street  front  and  a 
new  concrete  end  placed  on  the  sewer  and  new  sheeting  driven.     This  new 
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work  seems  to  protrude  about  ten  or  fifteen  feet  farther  into  the  river  than 
formerly.  The  sewer  outlet  has  not  been  filled  over  in  back  of  the  new 
sheeting. 

81.  Extending  easterly  from  this  street  are  the  one-story  brick  freight 
sheds  of  the  Canada-Atlantic  Transit  Co.  for  about  200  feet  along  the  river 
front.  The  street  numbers  are  462  to  500.  Adjoining  the  freight  shed  on  the 
east  is  a  two-story  brick  office  building,  about  50  feet  wide,  and  east  of  that 
another  single  story  freight  shed,  brick.  These  two  latter  buildings  are 
occupied  by  the  Goodrich  Steamship  Company,  who  sub-lease  from  the 
Canada-Atlantic  Transit  Company.  The  Canada-Atlantic  Transit  Company 
leases  this  entire  stretch  of  warehouses  and  offices  from  Ogden,  Sheldon  & 
Company,  34  Clark  St.,  who  are  the  owners. 

82.  North  of  the  750  foot  warehouses  and  along  Water  st.  are  the  follow- 
ing: A  sand  yard,  leased  by  the  Knickerbocker  Ice  Company  from  the 
Canada-Atlantic  Transit  Company,  about  300  feet  east  and  west  and  100 
feet  north  and  south.  East  of  this  sand  yard  is  a  four-story  brick  ware- 
house, occupied  by  Kepler  Bros.  Company,  who  also  lease  from  the  Canada- 
Atlantic  Transit  Company.  This  property  is  all  leased  by  the  Canada- 
Atlantic  Transit  Company  from  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.,  34  Clark  st. 

83.  East  of  the  Canada-Atlantic  Transit  Company  warehouse  is  a  five- 
story  brick  warehouse,  occupied  by  Weeker  &  McLaughlin,  having  offices  at 
361  Illinois  st.  Weeker  &  McLaughlin  own  the  building,  but  we  could  not 
learn  whether  they  lease  or  own  the  ground  on  which  it  stands.  We  were 
referred  to  the  office  at  361  Illinois  st.  for  any  further  information.  It  is, 
however,  more  than  likely  that  the  ground  belongs  to  Ogden,  Sheldon  &. 
Co.,  34  Clark  St.,  as  the  ground  on  both  sides  belongs  to  them,  and  they 
apparently  own  clear  out  to  the  lake  front. 

84.  East  of  Weeker  &  McLaughlin  s  building  is  a  vacant  stretch  of  four 
or  five  hundred  feet,  on  which  buildings  formerly  stood,  but  which  were 
burned.  The  light  house  keeper  informed  us  this  ground  was  owned  by 
Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co. 

85.  East  of  the  vacant  space  is  the  ground  occupied  by  the  United  States. 
Government  Light  House  Station,  having  about  250  feet  front  on  the  Chicago 
river. 

86.  East  of  the  light  house  station,  and  having  a  frontage  on  the  Chicago 
river  of  about  400  feet,  and  also  400  feet  on  the  lake  front,  extending  north 
to  what  is  known  as  "Light  House  Slip,"  is  occupied  by  the  Pittsburg  Coal 
Company,  who  have  conveyors  and  dumping  apparatus  and  weighing  scales 
located  here  for  handling  coal  from  the  lake  barges.  The  Pittsburg  Coal 
Company  have  general  offices  in  the  Railway  Exchange  building.  They 
lease  the  property  from  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.,  34  Clark  st.

csiate.  the  agent  for  which  is  one  Alexander  Friend,  with  offices  somewhere 
on  LaSalle  st.

92.  Building  on  corner  of  Van  Buren  and  Market  sts.  occupied  by  Felix 
Kahn  &  Co.  Is  owned  by  one  Sipe,  with  offices  in  the  Teutonic  build- 
ing, corner  Washington  st.  and  Fifth  av. 

93.  South  of  this  corner  building  is  an  eight-story  brick  building,  with 
about  150  feet  front,  owned  by  Rounds  &  Ritten,  1S4  LaSalle  st..  and  occu- 
pied by  the  following:  A.  Lewin  &  Son;  252-254,  F.  A.  Raugh  &  Co.;  256.

Dear  Sir — We  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  investigation 
today: 

South  Branch — Chicago  River. 

Tiveifth  St.  Viaduct  South: 

101.  Attached  you  will  find  a  sketch  (Plate  No.  7),  showing  the  territory 
between  Twelfth  and  Sixteenth  sts.,  with  South  Clark  st.  as  the  east  boundary 
and  the  South  Branch  on  the  west.  Practically  all  of  this  territory  is  cov- 
ered with  railroad  yards  and  tracks.  The  L.  S.  &  M.  S.  have  tracks  along  the 
Clark  st.  side  and  the  C.  R.  I.  &  P.  have  most  of  the  balance  of  the  territory. 

102.  There  is  only  one  piece  of  property  in  this  stretch  which  is  not 
owned  by  the  railroad  companies.  That  is  a  four-story  brick  building  on 
the  south  side  of  the  Twelfth  st.  viaduct,  with  dimensions  of  29x40  feet.  This 
building  is  owned  by  one  John  Sammon,  address  143  West  Twelfth  St.,  who 
uses  it  as  a  saloon.  He  has  owned  the  property  since  1889,  when  he  pur- 
chased it  from  a  Mrs.  McLaughlin. 

103!  The  C.  &  W.  I.  R.  R.  and  I.  C.  R.  R.  have  right-of-way  on  part  of 
this  stretch  just  north  of  Sixteenth  st.,  as  we  have  attempted  to  show  on 
(Plate  No.  7.) 

104.  The  two  elevators  shown  in  the  sketch  (Plate  No.  7)  are  property  of 
the  Rock  Island  Railroad  Company. 

Sixteenth  St.  South: 

105.  You  will  find  attached  a  sketch  (Plate  No.  8),  showing  this  territory 
also.  From  Sixteenth  st.  to  Eighteenth  st.,  with  Wentworth  av.  as  the  eastern 
boundary  and  the  South  Branch  on  the  west,  there  is  a  network  of  railroad 
tracks,  and  we  could  make  no  clear  sketch  of  the  various  rights-of-way.  The 
C.  &  W.  I.  R.  R.,  I.  C.  R.  R.,  A.  T.  &  S.  F.  R.  R.,  L.  S.  &  M.  S.  R.  R.  and 
C.  &  A.  R.  R.  all  have  tracks  and  right-of-way  in  this  stretch. 

106.  We  discovered  Grove  st.  to  begin  at  its  intersection  with  Twentieth 
st.,  as  shown  in  our  sketch,  but  between  Sixteenth  st.  and  Twentieth  st.  we 
took  Wentworth  av.  as  the  eastern  boundary. 

107.  The  block  bounded  by  Eighteenth  St.,  Wentworth  av..  Twentieth  st. 
and  Purple  st.  is  occupied  by  factories,  etc.,  of  the  N.  K.  Fairbank  Company 
and  railroad  tracks.  The  buildings  extend  west  to  what  was  formerly 
Blackwell  st.,  as  shown  on  the  sketch.  From  the  buildings  clear  to  the  river 
is  a  stretch  of  railroad  tracks.

111.  About  200  feet  south  from  the  intersection  of  Stewart  av.  and  Grove 
st.  is  occupied  by  the  Cosmopolitan  Electric  Company  building,  just  in  course 
of  construction.     Mr.  C.  G.  Y.  King  is  their  chief  construction  engineer,  with 

■  offices   at    115    Dearborn    st.     Adjoining  the   Cosmopolitan   Electric   Company 
and  extending  to  Canal  st.  is  occupied  and  owned  by  R.  A.  Wells  Lumber 
Company,  234  LaSalle  st. 
Canal  St.  to  Twenty-second  St.: 

112.  Excepting  a  triangle  at  Canal  st.  and  the  river,  the  entire  stretch  to 
Twenty-second  st.  is  owned  by  the  Louis  Hutt  estate,  represented  by  E.  J. 
Magerstadt,  city  collector.  The  Hutt  estate  is  occupied  partly  by  the  Louis 
Hutt  Box  Company  and  partly  by  the  George  Green  Lumber  Company.  The 
triangle  mentioned  above  is  owned  by  the  Manierre-Yoe  Syrup  Company. 
Twenty-second    St.   South   to   Halsted.    with    Successively   Grove,  Archer   and 

Waver  Sts.  as  the  Eastern  Boundary: 

113.  From  Twenty-second  st.  from  a  distance  of  339  feet  along  the  river 
front  is  a  new  building  being  constructed  by  W.  M.  Hoyt  Company,  which  will 
be  owned  and  occupied  by  them.  W.  M.  Hoyt  Company  have  offices  at 
1  Michigan  av.     The  building  will  be  five-story  brick,  with  basement. 

114.  South  of  the  Hoyt  property  is  an  unoccupied  space  of  about  400  feet 
frontage  on  the  river.  We  were  informed  this  was  formerly  occupied  by  an 
elevator,  and  is  now  owned  by  some  Canadian  bank.  Could  not  secure  the 
name. 

115.  The  next  75  feet  is  occupied  and  owned  by  the  Western  Stone  Com- 
pany, with  offices  at  320  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Then  comes  a  driveway 
about  30  feet  wide,  and  the  next  100  feet  is  occupied  and  owned  by  the 
Western  Stone  Company  also. 

116.  The  next  325  feet  is  vacant;  owned  by  Ogden-Sheldon  &  Co.,  34 
Clark  st.     The  lot  extends  south  to  a  slip. 

117.  From  the  slip  south  for  about  300  feet  is  the  property  of  L.  T. 
Dickason,  Old  Colony  building,  293  Dearborn  st..  who  has  an  elevator  on  the 
property,  about  200x300  feet. 

118.  South  of  the  Dickason  property  is  a  large  vacant  lot,  which  we  were 
informed  is  owned  by  the  C.  &  A.  R.  R.  Co. 

119.  South  of  this  vacant  lot  and  running  to  Halsted  st.,  with  a  frontage 
of  about  385  feet,  is  property  occupied  and  owned  by  James  S.  Richardson 
Coal  Company. 

Halsted  St.  to  Hough  Slip: 

120.  This  entire  stretch  is  owned  by  the  Chicago  Keith  Elevator  Company 
and  they  have  two  elevators  on  the  property,  each  building  being  about 
100  feet  by  200  feet.    The  ends  of  the  elevators  abut  on  Hough  slip. 

Evans  Slip  to  Quarry  St.: 

121.  This  space,  we  are  informed,  belongs  to  the  University  of  Chicago. 
and  is  leased  from  them  by  Commonwealth  Edison  Company.  It  is  used  by 
tne  Edison  Company  as  a  coal  storage  yard. 

Quarry  St.  and  West: 

122.  From  Quarry  st.  and  west  for  700  feet  is  the  property  of  the  Com- 
monwealth Edison  Company  and  occupied  by  them.

Dear  Sir — We  today  completed  our  investigations  along  the  South  Branch 
of  the  Chicago  river,  from  West  Randolph  st.  to  Arnold's  canal,  and  the  in- 
formation obtained  is  given  below: 

Left  or  West  Bank. 

Randolph  St.  to  Jackson  Boul.: 

123.  This  territory  is  shown  on  our  sketch  (Plate  No.  9)  attached.  Butler 
Bros,  have  a  warehouse,  with  frontage  of  about  150  feet,  on  Randolph  st.  be- 
tween the  river  and  the  alley  to  the  west.  We  were  referred  by  their  ship- 
ping clerk  to  Mr.  Cooper,  superintendent,  who  in  turn  referred  us  to  a  Mr. 
Schofield,  treasurer.  Mr.  Schofleld  was  not  about,  however,  so  after  waiting 
several  minutes  we  left  the  premises. 

124.  Extending  along  the  river  front  from  Randolph  st.  to  Washington 
st.  is  a  temporary  dumping  plant,  operated  by  S.  Krug,  167  Dearborn  st. 
This  dumping  plant  extends  back  from  the  river  about  25  feet. 

125.  South  of  Butler  Bros.'  warehouse  and  extending  to  Washington  st.  is 
C.  M.  &  St.  P.  freight  house  No.  7. 

126.  The  space  between  the  west  side  of  the  dumping  plant  and  Butler 
Bros'  and  the  C.  M.  &  St.  P.  freight  house  is  covered  with  tracks,  which  we 
were  informed  were  right-of-way  of  the  C.  M.  &  St.  P.  R.  R. 

127.  Between  Washington  and  Madison  sts.  are  tracks  of  the  C.  M.  & 
St.  P.  Railway  Company,  and  extending  north  along  the  river  from  Madison 
st.  for  about  100  feet,  with  a  depth  of  about  25  feet,  is  a  disposal  station  of 
the  George  W.  Jackson  Company,  Inc.  The  building  was  locked,  however, 
and  we  could  secure  no  information  as  to  ownership. 

128.  Between  Madison  and  Adams  sts.  and  extending  westerly  from  the 
river  are  successively  the  following:  Driveway;  P.  Ft.  W.  &  C.  freight  depot; 
railroad  tracks;  Union  depot  and  the  Union  station  power  house.  Between 
Adams  st.  and  Jackson  boul.  and  extending  in  a  westerly  direction  from  the 
river  we  found  the  following:  A  driveway  to  freight  sheds;  continuation  of 
the  P.  Ft.  W.  &  C.  Ry.  freight  shed,  extending  to  Jackson  boul.  on  the  south; 
about  50  feet  of  tracks.  Facing  on  Canal  street  was  a  baggage  room,  ex- 
tending about  150  feet  from  Adams  st.  towards  Jackson  boul.,  and  the  remain- 
ing 250  feet  were  occupied  by  Station  "U"  of  the  United  States  postoffice.  We 
were  informed  that  the  Government  leases  Station  "U"  from  the  Pennsyl- 
vania R.  R.  Company. 

Jackson  Boul.  to  Van  Buren  St.: 

129.  Sketch  (Plate  No.  10)  attached  shows  this  territory  as  we  found  it. 
About  half  way  between  Jackson  boul.  and  Van  Buren  st.  is  an  elevated  bas- 
cule bridge  of  the  Metropolitan  Railways  Company,  which  crosses  the  river. 
South  from  this  bascule  bridge  to  Van  Buren  st.  the  sheeting  and  piling 
runs  in  a  very  irregular  line,  about  as  shown. 

130.  We  found  it  impossible  to  secure  any  information  relative  to  the 
entire  territory  from  Randolph  st.  south  to  Van  Buren  st.  We  attempted 
to  get  this  information  from  various  sources,  but  were  referred  from  one 
person  to  another,  finally  being  referred  to  Mr.  F.  J.  Loesch,  room  525, 
Women's  Temple  building.  This  entire  territory,  however,  is  more  likely 
controlled  by  the  Pennsylvania  system,  and  Mr.  Loesch,  as  you  know,  is  their 
attorney  in  Chicago. 

Tan  Buren  St.  to  Harrison  St.; 

131.  This  territory  is  also  included  in  Plate  No.  10,  herewith.  Most  of  the 
property  is  controlled  by  the  C.  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  Co.,  the  C.  &  A.  Ry.  Co.  and 
the  Pennsylvania  lines.  At  the  intersection  of  Harrison  st.  and  the  river 
is  a  brick  building  of  the  Commonwealth  Edison  Company,  fronting  about 
200  feet  on  the  river  and  200  feet  on  Harrison  st.    At  the  corner  of  Harrison 
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and  Canal  sts.  are  the  freight  offices  of  the  C.  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  Co.  The  building 
has  a  frontage  of  about  125  feet  on  Canal  st.,  and  one-half  of  it  is  occupied 
by  the  K.  Higbee  Company,  who  lease  from  ihe  C.  B.  &  Q.  We  were  re- 
ferred by  the  freight  agent  of  the  "Q"  to  E.  A.  Howard,  their  real  estate 
agent,  corner  Franklin  and  Adams  sts.,  for  any  desired  information  relative 
to  the  C.  B.  &  Q.  holdings  in  this  territory. 

132.  North  of  the  C.  B.  &  Q.  building  on  Canal  st.  we  encountered  a 
driveway,  about  40  feet  wide.  North  of  this  driveway  was  a  two-story  brick 
building,  about  40  feet  frontage  on  Canal  st.  and  about  100  feet  deep,  occu- 
pied by  a  saloon  run  by  a  Mrs.  Frank,  and  a  junkshop  run  by  L.  Meyers. 
This  building  is  the  property  of  Mrs.  M.  Kussel,  whose  address  we  could  not 
secure.  Mr.  Meyers  stated  Kussel  wanted  $75,000  for  the  property  six  or 
seven  years  ago.  Kussel  is  dead  and  his  wife  owns  the  property  at  present. 
Eighteenth  St.  to  Canal  St.: 

133.  You  desired  information  regarding  the  property  extending  east  from 
Canal  st.  along  the  river  for  about  225  feet.  The  Charles  W.  Tegtmeyer 
Lumber  Company  owns  the  property  extending  east  along  the  river  front 
from  Canal  st.  for  about  225  feet  and  along  Lumber  st.  from  Canal  st.  about 
175  feet.  Directly  east  of  the  Tegtmeyer  property  is  the  coal  chute  of  the 
Reading  Coal  and  Iron  Company,  and  owned  and  occupied  by  them. 

Canal  St.  West  to  Twenty-second  St.: 

134.  West  from  Canal  st.,  extending  about  75  feet  on  the  river  front  and 
about  160  feet  along  Lumber  st.,  is  the  plant  of  the  Carbonic  Dioxide  Cor- 
poration, of  which  one  H.  D.  W.  Gibson  is  the  secretary.  Mr.  Gibson  is  at 
present  in  California.  The  Carbonic  Dioxide  Corporation  own  the  property 
and  Mr.  Gibson  is  in  active  charge. 

135.  Adjoining  the  above  property  on  the  west  and  extending  along 
Lumber  st.  for  a  distance  of  about  150  feet  is  a  building  occupied  by  Patter- 
son-Sargent Paint  Company,  and  leased  by  them  from  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Lillie, 
Hinsdale,  111.,  represented  by  Lester  C.  Childs,  29  Borden  block,  Chicago. 
This  property  does  not  extend  clear  to  the  river,  but  the  property  extending 
from  the  rear  of  Mrs.  Lillie's  lot  to  the  river  is  owned  by  the  John  Gillespie 
Lumber  Company.  Mr.  Gillespie  informed  us  his  property  adjoins  Mrs.  Lillie's 
on  the  west  and  extends  for  about  320  feet  west  along  Lumber  st.  and  has  a 
frontage  on  the  river  of  about  340  feet. 

136.  West  of  Gillespie's  property  is  a  vacant  lot  about  150  feet  front  along 
the  river,  and  west  of  this  property  is  a  lot  facing  on  Twenty-second  st.,  with 
about  188  feet  frontage  on  the  river,  at  present  occupied  by  the  Illinois 
Stone  Company.  The  Illinois  Stone  Company  have  recently  sold  this  property 
to  the  Thompson-Taylor  Spice  Company,  who  have  also  bought  and  now  own 
the  property  extending  to  Gillespie's  line  on  the  east.  The  Illinois  Stone 
Company  expect  to  move  within  thirty  days.  This  property  which  has 
been  acquired  by  the  Thompson-Taylor  Spice  Company  was  formerly  part  of 
the  Sheriff  estate,  for  which  H.  O.  Stone  &  Co.  were  the  agents. 
Twenty-second  St.  to  DuPont's  Slip: 

137.  Going  west  from  Twenty-second  st.  the  property  between  Lumber  st. 
and  the  river  is  occupied  and  owned  as  follows: 

138.  Vacant  lot,  about  200  feet  front  on  the  river,  owned  by  the  Erie 
Railroad  Company. 

139.  One  hundred  feet  along  river  front,  occupied  by  mill  house,  elevator 
and  cake  house  of  the  American  Linseed  Company  and  owned  by  them. 
Mr.  T.  C.  Andrews  is  manager  for  the  linseed  company,  with  offices  at  1600 
Old  Colony  building,  and  Mr.  E.  C.  Travis  is  their  western  manager. 

140.  One  hundred  and  fifty  feet  occupied  by  Longwell  Teaming  and  Storage 
Company,  who  hold  a  lease  from  John  T.  McConnell,  a  real  estate  man,  with 
offices  at  100  Washington  st.,  and  who  owns  the  property. 

141.  One  hundred  feet  occupied  by  Woodley  Bros.,  who  also  lease  from 
McConnell.

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142.  One  hundred  feet  occupied  by  Sharp  &  Partridge  Company,  who  lease 
from  McConnell. 

143.  One  hundred  feet  occupied  by  Hercy  Glass  Company,  with  city  offices 
at  442  Wabash  av. ;  part  of  the  Pittsburgh  Plate  Glass  Company.  Also  lease 
from  McConnell.     Depth  from  Lumber  st.  to  river,  about  400  feet. 

144.  Three  hundred  and  eighteen  feet  river  frontage  owned  now  by  Pacific 
Coast  Borax  Company;  formerly  owned  by  McConnell  Bros.  Mr.  Harry  Du- 
mont,  1116  Ashland  block,  is  the  Chicago  manager  for  the  Borax  Company. 

145.  Rathbone,  Hair  &  Ridgeway  Company  occupy  the  property  from  the 
Borax  Company's  lot  to  DuPont's  slip.  Mr.  Masters,  treasurer  of  this  com- 
pany, informed  us  that  the  title  to  the  property  is  vested  in  Col.  E.  A. 
DuPont,  who  is  the  manager  of  the  E.  A.  DuPont  Du  Nemours  Powder  Com- 
pany, and  who  lives  at  Wilmington,  Del.  We  later  met  another  party  who 
said  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  Colonel  DuPont  sold  this  property  to  a  Mr.  A. 
G.  Lewis,  with  offices  somewhere  on  LaSalle  st.,  and  that  Rathbone,  Hair  & 
Ridgeway  Company  lease  from  Lewis. 

Joy's  Canal  to  Arnold's  Canal: 

146.  Going  west  from  Joy's  Canal  to  Arnold's  Canal,  the  properties  are 
owned  and  occupied  as  follows: 

147.  The  C.  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  Co.  own  the  property  from  Joy's  Canal  to  Mason's 
Canal,  which  is  occupied  by  the  C.  B.  &  Q.,  W.  R.  Crane  &  Co.  and  the 
National  Coal  Company. 

148.  From  Mason's  Canal  to  Fisk  st.  is  property  occupied  by  Heath  Wif> 
look  Company  and  owned  by  D.  M.  Goodwillie  Company.  Goodwillie's  prop- 
erty does  not,  however,  front  on  the  river. 

149.  The  Commonwealth  Edison  Company  own  from  Fisk  st.  and  the 
Goodwillie  property  west  to  Center  st. 

150.  The  People's  Coal  and  Coke  Company  own  from  Allen,  Canal  and 
Centre  sts.  to  Throop's  Canal. 

151.  Francis  Beidler  &  Co.  own  from  Throop  st.  to  Loomis  st.,  with  the 
exception  of  a  building  at  the  intersection  of  Sampson's  Canal  and  the  river, 
which  is  owned  and  occupied  by  Hills-Benedict  Linseed  Oil  Company. 

152.  Soper  Lumber  Company  occupy  and  own  from  Loomis  st.  to  Stetson's 
Canal,  extending  from  Twenty-second  st.  about  500  feet  toward  the  river.  The 
balance  of  the  strip  to  the  river  is  a  part  of  the  Beidler  estate. 

153.  Francis  Beidler  &  Co.  also  own  from  Stetson's  Canal  to  Laflin  st. 

154.  The  Louis  Hutt  estate  owns  from  Laflin  st.  to  Arnold's  Canal.  The 
Louis  Hutt  estate  is  represented  by  E.  J.  Magerstadt,  city  collector.

EAST   FROM    ST.    CLAIR    ST.    TO   LAKE    MICHIGAN,    BOUNDED    ON    THE    NORTH    BY    LIGHT 
HOUSE   SLIP   AND   ON    THE    SOUTH   BY   NORTH   WATER   ST. 

155.  The  office  of  the  Northern  Michigan  Transportation  Company  is 
directly  at  the  head  of  Light  House  slip  and  is  leased  by  them  from  the 
Chicago  Canal  and  Dock  Company,  represented  by  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co. 
Fronting  on  Light  House  slip  about  400  feet  are  the  docks  and  freight  sheds 
of  the  Chicago  Dock  Co.,  of  which  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.  are  the  represen- 
tatives.    Extending  from  these  sheds  to  North  Water  st.  is  a  sand  yard. 

The  next  50  feet  is  occupied  by  a  four-story  building  of  the  Chicago  Con- 
centration Company,  No.  320  North  Water  st.,  extending  from  Light  House 
slip  to  North  Water  st.;   Chicago  Dock  Company  property. 
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The  next  100  feet  is  occupied  by  W.  D.  Sager,  who  leases  from  the  Chicago 
Dock  Company.  This  is  a  five-story  brick  building.  Sager's  address  is  338 
North  Water  st.  The  property  extends  from  Light  House  slip  to  North 
Water  st. 

A  16  foot  alley  intervenes  between  Sager's  building  and  the  next  building 
east,  extending  from  the  slip  to  North  Water  st. 

Adjoining  the  alley  is  a  six-story  brick  building  with  a  frontage  of  50  feet, 
occupied  by  Crocker  Chair  Company,  :M8  North  Water  st.,  with  offices  at  190 
Michigan  av.,  which  they  also  lease  from  the  Chicago  Dock  Company.  This 
property  runs  from  North  Water  st.  to  Light  House  slip. 

East  of  the  Crocker  Chair  Company  building  is  another  16  foot  alley  ex- 
tending  from  North  Water  st.  to  the  slip. 

East  of  the  alley  and  with  150  feet  frontage  is  a  four-story  brick  building, 
occupied  by  Waken  &  McLaughlin  Company,  leased  by  them  from  the  Chicago 
Dock  Company,  and  extending  from  the  slip  to  North  Water  st.,  and  east  of 
this  building  is  an  alley  25  feet  wide,  also  extending  from  the  slip  to  North 
Water  st.

A  two-story  brick  building  is  on  this  tract. 

Adjoining  the  Chicago  Coated  Boards  Company  tract  on  the  east  and  with 
a  frontage  of  80  feet  is  occupied  by  the  Illinois  Fibre  Box  Company,  who 
occupy  a  one-story  building  and  who  lease  from  the  Chicago  Dock  Company. 

156.  East  of  the  tract  occupied  by  the  Illinois  Fibre  Box  Company,  and 
extending  for  100  feet  is  a  vacant  lot,  which  abuts  on  the  east  on  the  prop- 
erty occupied  by  the  Pittsburgh  Coal  Company,  which  was  described  in  our 
report  of  the  20th  inst.,  and  which  occupies  the  lake  front. 

ST.    CLAIR    ST.    EAST    TO    LAKE    MICHIGAN,    BOUNDED    SOUTH    BY    LIGHT    HOUSE    SLIP 
AND   NORTH   BY   ILLINOIS    ST. 

Plates  Nos.  12  and  13  attached  show  this  territory  east  as  far  as  the 
Pugh  Terminal  Warehouse  Company  property. 

157.  Extending  from  St.  Clair  st.  east  between  Michigan  and  Illinois  sts. 
is  a  six-story  brick  building  occupied  by  James  H.  Rice  Company,  v^ho  lease 
from  the  Chicago  Canal  and  Dock  Company,  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.,  agents. 

158.  East  of  the  Rice  building  is  a  16-foot  alley  also  extending  from 
Michigan  st.  through  to  Illinois  st.,  and  east  of  this  alley  is  a  vacant  lot. 
owned  by  the  Chicago  Dock  Company,  with  frontage  of  50  feet,  also  extending 
from  Michigan  to  Illinois  st. 

159.  Adjoining  this  vacant  lot  on  the  east  and  also  extending  from  Mich- 
igan st.  to  Illinois  st.  is  a  six-story  brick  building,  occupied  by  the  Mannierre- 
Yoe  Syrup  Company  warehouse,  which  they  also  lease  from  the  Chicago  Dock 
Company.  In  our  report  of  April  22  we  described  a  triangle  at  Canal  st.  and 
the  South  Branch,  owned  by  a  syrup  company  whose  name  we  could  not  at 
that  time  ascertain.     This  company  is  the  Mannierre-Yoe  Syrup  Company. 

160.  Adjoining  the  syrup  company  building  on  the  east,  facing  on  Illinois 
st.  a  distance  of  about  150  feet,  is  a  six-story  brick  building  extending  back 
toward  Michigan  st.  about  150  feet,  occupied  by  the  Waken  &  McLaughlin 
Company,  who  lease  from  the  Chicago  Dock  Company.  East  of  this  is  a 
six-story  brick  building,  occupied  by  the  Cobb  Cocoa  Company,  with  a  front- 
age of  about  150  feet  along  Illinois  st. 

161.  From  the  syrup  company's  building  east  on  Michigan  st.  to  the  head 
of  Light  House  slip    (which  is  the  end  of  East  Michigan  st.)    is  a  lot,  on 
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which  stands  a  20x20  brick  shed.  We  could  not  ascertain  the  name  of  the 
occupants,  but  were  informed  the  land  is  property  of  the  Chicago  Dock 
Company. 

162.  The  C.  &  N.  W.  R.  R.  Co.  has  a  track  running  diagonally  across  from 
the  end  of  Michigan  st.  to  Illinois  st.,  about  as  illustrated  in  Plate  No.  12, 
and  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  company  extend  from  this  point  all  along 
Illinois  st.  to  the  end  of  the  Pugh  warehouse,  which  will  be  described  later. 

163.  From  the  head  of  the  Light  House  slip  east  for  a  distance  of  about  310 
feet,  abutting  on  a  slip  and  extending  north  toward  Illinois  st.  along  the 
slip  for  a  distance  of  about  50  feet  is  a  one-story  brick  dock  and  shed,  for- 
merly occupied  by  the  Chicago,  Racine  and  Milwaukee  line,  now  for  rent,  and 
owned  by  the  Chicago  Dock  Company. 

164.  North  from  this  dock  property  to  Illinois  st.  is  a  roughly  triangular 
tract,  occupied  by  the  Illinois  Wall  Paper  Company  and  leased  from  the 
Chicago  Dock  and  Canal  Company,  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.,  agents.  Their 
buildings  are  three-story  brick  and  seven-story  brick.  Between  the  dock  and 
the  Illinois  Wall  Paper  Company  buildings  is  a  driveway  about  25  feet  wide, 
and  east  of  the  Illinois  Paper  Company's  buildings  is  another  driveway 
about  30  feet  wide. 

165.  East  of  the  driveway  on  Illinois  st.  is  a  seven-story  brick  building, 
about  150  feet  front  and  50  feet  deep,  occupied  by  D.  B.  Scully  Syrup  Com- 
pany, who  lease  from  the  Chicago  Dock  and  Canal  Company. 

166.  East  of  the  dock  property  along  Light  House  slip  is  a  silp  extending 
north  from  Light  House  slip  about  50  feet  and  about  75  feet  wide. 

167.  East  of  the  Scully  Syrup  Company  building  is  a  driveway  about  20 
feet  wide,  which  runs  to  Light  House  slip  and  thence  easterly  along  the 
dock  line  to  the  end  of  the  Pugh  Terminal  warehouse,  which  will  be  described 
later. 

168.  About  five  feet  east  of  the  slip  above  described  along  the  Light  House 
slip  for  about  50  feet,  with  a  depth  toward  Illinois  st.  of  about  50  feet,  is  a 
one-story  brick  warehouse,  occupied  by  the  Chicago  Lighterage  Company, 
J.  A.  Pugh,  president.  Property  of  the  Chicago  Dock  Company.  About  125 
feet  east  of  this  warehouse  on  the  slip  front  is  a  hole,  where  the  earth  is 
crumbling  away  and  where  the  piling  and  sheeting  is  giving  away. 

169.  From  the  driveway  east  of  Scully's  building  and  extending  east  along 
Illinois  st.  for  about  200  feet,  is  a  six-story  brick  building,  occupied  by  John 
H.  Leslie  &  Co.,  who  rent  from  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co. 

170.  East  of  and  adjoining  the  Leslie  building  is  a  five-story  brick  struct- 
ure occupied  by  McCalla-Ross  Company.  This  was  formerly  occupied  by 
the  National  Creamery  Company,  of  which  a  Mr.  Cushman  was  the  manager, 
and  the  McCalla-Ross  Company  lease  from  this  Mr.  Cushman,  whom  they 
think  owns  the  property. 

171.  Between  the  rear  of  the  Cushman  property  and  Light  House  slip 
there  is  a  20x20  corrugated  iron,  one-story  structure,  the  proprietor  of  which 
we  could  not  learn. 

172.  East  of  the  Cushman  building  is  a  20  foot  driveway,  and  adjoining 
the  driveway  on  the  east  and  extending  to  within  500  feet  of  the  lake  front 
is  a  six-story  brick  warehouse  of  the  Pugh  Terminal  Warehouse  Company. 
The  driveway  extends  to  Light  House  slip  and  extends  along  Light  House 
slip  clear  to  the  end  of  the  Pugh  warehouse. 

173.  About  10  feet  east  of  the  corrugated  iron  shed  described  above  is  a 
20  feet  by  30  feet  wooden  shed  and,  as  shown  on  Plate  No.  13,  attached, 
Light  House  slip  from  this  point  to  the  lake  front  widens  about  20  feet. 

174.  The  Pugh  Terminal  Warehouse  extends  about  100  feet  from  Illinois 
st.  toward  the  slip  and  the  driveway  occupies  the  balance,  about  25  feet  to 
the  edge  of  the  slip.  The  Pugh  Terminal  Warehouse  Company,  we  were 
informed,  have  a  long  lease  from  the  Chicago  Dock  Company  on  this  build- 
ing, and  sub-let  to  a  number  of  tenants,  among  whom  are  the  following: 
The  Cudahy  Packing  Company,  Harrison  Bros.  &  Co.,  Blake  &  Knowles  Steam 
Pump  Company,  Dean  Steam  Pump  Company,  Henry  R.  Worthington  Com- 
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pany,  The  General  Electric  Company,  Arbnckle  Bros.  From  Pugh's  ware- 
house to  the  lake  front  is  a  distance  of  about  500  feet,  which  we  were  in- 
formed is  a  part  of  the  property  of  the  Chicago  Dock  Company.  A  Henry 
Ericson,  contractor,  has  a  shack  east  of  the  Pugh  building,  and  his  down- 
town office  is  S4  LaSalle  st.  This  tract  from  Pugh's  warehouse  to  the 
lake  front  has  been  graded  and  is  apparently  prepared  for  an  addition  to 
Pugh's  building,  which  we  are  informed  has  been  contemplated.

Deab  Sir — We  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  day's  investiga- 
tions: 

175.  The  property  bounded  west  by  St.  Clair  st.,  north  by  an  alley,  east 
by  Seneca  St.,  and  south  by  Illinois  st.,  beginning  at  St.  Clair  st.  and  going 
east,  occurs  as  follows:  25  feet  front  on  Illinois  st.  and  extending  back 
about  50  feet  towards  the  alley  is  a  saloon,  run  by  Seipp  Brewing  Com- 
pany, and  the  bartender  thinks  the  Seipp  Brewing  Company  own  the  prop- 
erty. Back  of  this  saloon  and  extending  30  feet  to  the  alley  on  the  north 
is  a  three  story  brick  stable,  occupied  by  George  Bullen  &  Company,  the 
malt  brewers,  with  offices  at  509  St.  Clair  st.  The  stablemen  inform  us 
Bullen  &  Co.  own  the  property. 

176.  East  of  the  saloon  along  Illinois  st.  is  a  20-foot  front  lot,  which  is 
a  part  of  the  Seipp  property,  and  which  extends  back  to  the  Bullen  &  Com- 
pany's stables. 

177.  East  of  the  Seipp  lot  is  a  one-story  structure,  occupied  by  D.  F. 
Cannon,  blacksmith,  who  states  the  property  is  owned  by  one  W.  M.  Hoyt, 
No.  2  River  st.  This  lot  has  25  feet  front  on  Illinois  st.  and  extends  back 
to  the  alley  on  the  north 

178.  Adjoining  the  Cannon  shop  on  the  east  and  extending  for  about  90 
feet  east  is  a  vacant  lot,  which  we  were  informed  belongs  to  some  New  York 
City  person.  We  were  also  informed  that  a  Mr.  Ed.  McGrath  in  the  Van 
Buren  st.  station  of  the  Illinois  Central  can  furnish  information  as  to 
who  owns  it. 

179.  East  of  this  lot  is  a  two-story  frame  building,  used  as  a  residence; 
occupants  were  not  at  home.  We  were  informed  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.,  are 
the  agents  for  the  property. 

180.  East  of  this  frame  building  is  a  vacant  lot,  extending  from  Illinois 
st.  to  the  alley,  and  having  a  frontage  of  about  25  feet,  which  Ogden,  Shel- 
don &  Co.,  also  control. 

181.  East  of  the  lot  is  a  one  story  frame  building,  owned  by  John  Col- 
lins, 220  East  Illinois  st.  and  used  by  him  as  a  residence. 

182.  Wacker  and  Birk  have  a  saloon  with  about  25  feet  front  on  Illinois 
st.,  which  is  occupied  by  John  Collins,  who  owns  the  property  above  de- 
scribed. 

183.  From  Wacker  and  Birk's  saloon  to  the  corner  of  Seneca  St.,  a 
distance  of  about  50  feet,  is  a  vacant  lot,  owned  by  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co., 
and  having  a  frontage  on  Seneca  st.  from  Illinois  st.  to  the  allev  of  about 
80  feet. 

184.  From  St.  Clair  st.  to  Seneca  St.,  all  the  properties  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Seipp  saloon  and  lot  adjoining,  extend  from  Illinois  st.  on  the 
south  to  the  alley  on  the  north,  about  80  feet. 

From  Seneca  Street  East  Along  Illinois  Street: 

185.  Fifty  feet  front  on  Illinois  st. — Two  story  brick  building,  occupied 
by  E.  Baggott  Co.,  leased  to  them  by  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co. 

186.  Fifty  feet  front  on  Illinois  st.  is  a  saloon  occupied  by  Friedman  and 
Smith,  which  they  state  is  owned  by  Charles  Mears,  of  the  Mears  Teaming 
Co.,  73  S.  Water  st.     This  building  is  No.  242  East  Illinois  st. 
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187.  Adjoining  the  Mears  property  on  the  east  and  extending  clear 
through  to  Indiana  St.,  a  distance  of  about  180  feet,  is  a  tract  on  which 
stands  a  one-story  brick  building,  occupied  and  owned  by  Wheeler  &  Clough 
Co.,  246-260  East  Illinois  st.,  having  150  feet  front. 

188.  The  next  50  feet  east  is  occupied  by  James  O'Donnel  Teaming  Com- 
pany and  is  a  three  story  brick  building.  This  is  owned  by  Dr.  J.  S. 
Young,  veterinarian,  1917  Oakdale  av. 

189.  The  next  100  feet  is  a  vacant  lot,  extending  through  on  the  north 
to  Indiana  av.,  owned  by  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co. 

191.  On  the  next  fifty  feet  stands  the  one-story  brick  warehouse  "M,"  oc- 
cupied by  Waken  &  McLaughlin  Co.  We  were  referred  to  the  Waken  &  Mc- 
Laughlin Company  for  information  as  to  ownership. 

192.  The  next  two  structures,  a  two  story  brick  building",  50  feet  front. 
and  a  one  story  frame  shed,  25  feet  front,  extend  from  Illinois  st.  through 
to  Indiana  st.  on  the  north.  They  are  occupied  by  John  S.  Cooper,  321-327 
East  Indiana  av.,  who  leases  from  the  Chicago  Dock  and  Canal  Co.,  Ogden, 
Sheldon  &  Co.,  agents.  The  depth  from  Illinois  to  Indiana  st.  at  this  build- 
ing is  about  180  feet. 

193.  Next  east  is  a  100-foot  vacant  lot,  for  rent  or  lease  by  Ogden,  Shel- 
don &  Co.,  extending  on  the  north  to  Indiana  st. 

194.  East  of  this  vacant  lot  is  a  one  story  frame  building  with  about 
50  feet  front  on  Illinois  street  and  next  to  that  a  two  story  brick  structure, 
with  about  30  feet  front  on  Illinois  st.,  both  of  which  are  unoccupied.  They 
are  for  rent  by  J.  H.  Van  Vlissingen  Co.,  164  Dearborn  st. 

195.  D.  A.  Stewart  &  Co.  occupy  the  one  story  brick  building  adjoining 
the  Van  Vlissingen  buildings  on  the  east,  having  a  frontage  of  about  104 
feet  on  Illinois  street  and  a  depth  north  of  about  80  feet.  D.  A.  Stewart  & 
Co.  own  the  buildings,  but  lease  the  ground  from  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co. 

196.  Next  east  on  Illinois  st.  is  a  two-story  brick  building,  occupied  by 
Nickel  Plate  Stove  Polish  Company  with  a  frontage  of  about  45  feet  on 
Illinois  st.    They  lease  from  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co. 

197.  East  of  the  Stove  Polish  Company  building  is  a  100-foot  front 
lot,  on  which  barrels  of  the  Pugh  Terminal  Company  are  stored.  The  prop- 
erty is  controlled  by  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co. 

198.  Adjoining  this  lot  on  the  east,  having  a  frontage  on  Illinois  st.  of 
about  20  feet,  and  a  depth  of  about  50  feet  is  a  saloon,  run  by  Mrs.  Graney 
for  the  Pabst  Brewing  Company,  who  lease  from  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co. 

199.  Beginning  at  the  east  of  this  saloon  on  Illinois  st.,  and  extending 
about  800  or  1,000  feet  east,  thence  north  to  Indiana  st.,  a  distance  of  about 
200  ft.,  thence  west  along  Indiana  st.  to  the  west  line  of  the  saloon  prop- 
erty, thence  south  to  the  rear  of  the  saloon  property  is  a  tract  occupied  by 
the  American  Box  Company,  and  leased  by  them  from  Ogden,  Sheldon  & 
Co.  Their  offices  and  mills  face  on  Illinois  st.  from  a  point  about  100  feet 
east  of  the  saloon  for  a  distance  of  about  400  feet. 

200.  From  the  east  end  of  the  tract  occupied  by  the  American  Box  Com- 
pany to  the  Lake  front  is  a  distance  of  about  400  feet,  which  is  vacant  and 
this  vacant  property  extends  north  to  Indiana  st.  From  the  point  where  the 
Box  Company's  northeast  corner  abuts  on  Indiana  st.  to  the  Lake  front  is 
only  about  100  feet,  this  vacant  lot  forming  a  sort  of  promontory  into  the 
Lake. 

201.  Following  is  a  description  of  the  property  from  St.  Clair  st.  east 
along  Indiana  st.,  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  alley  mentioned  in  paragraph 
175  of  this  report,  and  on  the  east  by  Seneca  st. 

202.  At  the  southeast  corner  of  Indiana  and  St.  Clair  sts.,  with  a  front- 
age on  Indiana  st.  of  about  25  feet,  is  a  saloon  run  by  one  Healy,  and  owned 
by  a  Daniel  Cahill  or  his  son.  This  saloon  extends  south  on  St.  Clair  st.  a  dis- 
tance of  about  50  feet,  and  in  its  rear,  adjoining  the  alley  on  the  south  is 
a  two-story  brick  building  vacant,  which  we  were  informed  also  belongs 
to  the  Cahill  party.  This  building  has  a  frontage  on  St.  Clair  st.  of  about 
twenty-five  feet. 
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203.  East  of  the  saloon  on  Indiana  st.  with  about  100  feet  front  and  ex- 
tending to  the  alley  on  the  south,  is  a  two  story  and  three  story  brick  build- 
ing, occupied  by  J.  W.  Kepler,  347  North  Water  st.,  and  owned  by  him. 

204.  East  of  the  Kepler  building,  with  a  frontage  of  about  25  feet  is  a 
two  story  frame  structure,  occupied  as  a  residence  by  a  Mrs.  Steele,  who 
rents  the  property  from  one  W.  W.  Barnard   (old  No.)   161  Kinzie  st. 

205.  Next  east  is  a  20-foot  front,  one  story  frame  building,  occupied  by 
a  Mrs.  Steele  who  rents  from  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co. 

206.  Next  east  is  a  stable,  rented  by  A.  T.  Willett,  33  South  Water  St., 
from  one  Healy,  whose  full  name  and  address  we  could  not  ascertain.  This 
stable  has  a  frontage  of  about  50  feet  on  Indiana  st.  and  extends  on  the 
south  to  the  alley. 

207.  East  of  the  Willett  stable  is  a  two  story  brick  power  plant  of  the 
Commonwealth-Edison  Company,  owned  and  occupied  by  them,  having  a 
frontage  of  about  50  feet  on  Indiana  st.  and  extending  on  the  south  to  the 
alley. 

208.  Next  east  is  a  two  story  frame  building,  used  as  a  blacksmith  shop 
by  T.  Ryan,  having  about  25  feet  front  on  Indiana  st.  and  abutting  on  a 
lot  in  the  rear  which  extends  to  the  alley  on  the  south.  We  could  not  find 
Mr.  Ryan,  and  no  one  in  the  neighborhood  could  inform  us  who  owned  the 
property,  although  we  understand  Mr.  Ryan  rents  or  leases  it. 

209.  From  the  Ryan  shop  east  on  Indiana  st.  to  the  corner  of  Seneca  st., 
a  distance  of  about  20  feet,  thence  south  on  Seneca  st.  a  distance  of  about 
25  ft.  is  a  vacant  lot.  From  the  south  of  this  vacant  lot  to  the  alley,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  50  ft.,  is  a  blacksmith  shop  of  Barney  McGuire  &  Son  (office 
at  old  No.  26  Rush  st.)  whom  we  were  informed  own  the  property,  from  the 
alley  to  Indiana  St.,  having  purchased  it  from  A.  Booth  &  Co.,  the  packing 
concern. 

From  Seneca  Street  East  Along  the  South  Side  of  Indiana  Street: 

210.  Nos.  398  and  400  East  Indiana  st.  is  a  two  story  stone  structure, 
owned  by  A.  Booth  &  Co.,  and  rented  by  C.  Jevne,  wholesale  grocers,  153 
Wabash  av. 

211.  East  of  the  Booth  property  come  successively  a  one  story  frame 
structure  with  15  feet  front,  and  a  two  story  frame  house,  with  15  feet 
front,  which  we  were  informed  belong  to  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.  Could  not 
ascertain  the  names  of  the  occupants. 

212.  East  of  these  properties  comes  the  Wheeler  &  Clough  Co.  property, 
which  extends  through  from  Illinois  street  on  the  south,  having  a  frontage 
of  about  100  feet  on  Indiana  st.,  and  which  was  described  in  paragraph  187 
of  this  report. 

213.  East  of  the  Wheeler  &  Clough  property  is  a  lot  of  about  50  feet 
front,  on  which  stands  a  two  story  brick  wagon  factory,  occupied  by  F.  L. 
Rettke,  and  owned  by  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co. 

214.  East  of  this  is  the  100-foot  front  lot  owned  by  Ogden,  Sheldon  & 
Co.,   and   also   described   in  paragraph   189    of  this   report. 

215.  The  next  lot,  having  a  frontage  of  about  50  feet  on  Indiana  st., 
is  occupied  by  dilapidated  frame  structures,  and  abuts  on  the  south  on  the 
property  occupied  by  the  Waken  &  McLaughlin  Co.  warehouse,  which  has 
been  described  in  paragraph  191  of  this  report.  We  could  not  ascertain  the 
name  of  the  owner. 

216.  The  next  lot  east,  having  about  50  feet  front  on  Indiana  st.  and  abut- 
ting on  the  south  on  the  property  occupied  by  the  Jager-Brown  Co.,  which  we 
were  informed  is  the  property  of  the  Chicago  Dock  Company,  and  there  are 
stables  on  this  lot,  but  we  could  not  ascertain  who  now  occupies  them.  They 
were  formerly  occupied  by  one  McGuire. 

217.  The  next  property  on  the  east  is  occupied  by  John  S.  Cooper,  and 
has  been  described  in  paragraph  192  of  this  report. 

218.  Next  east  is  the  vacant  lot  of  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.,  also  described  in 
paragraph  193  of  this  report. 

219.  East  of  the  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.  vacant  lot  is  a  brick  stable,  hav- 
ing about  100  feet  front  on   Indiana  st.  occupied  by  the  Tribune  Company, 
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and  owned  by  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.,  and  east  of  this  with  about  50  feet 
front  are  brick  stables  of  John  R.  Thompson,  also  rented  from  Ogden, 
Sheldon  &  Co.  These  two  properties  abut  on  the  south  on  the  Van  Vlissin- 
gen  and  D.  A.  Stewart  &  Co.  property,  which  have  been  described  in  para- 
graphs 194  and  195  of  this  report. 

220.  East  of  these  stables  come  the  properties  of  the  Nickel  Plate  Stove 
Polish  Company  and  the  vacant  lot  of  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.  as  described 
in  paragraph  196  of  this  report,  and  from  that  point  east  the  American  Box 
Company  occupies  the  land,  as  described  in  paragraph  199.

221.  About  halfway  between  Indiana  and  Ohio  sts.  is  an  alley  extending 
from  St.  Clair  st.  on  the  west  to  Fairbanks  Court  on  the  east.  The  follow- 
ing properties  extend  from  Indiana  st.  north  to  this  alley,  a  distance  of 
about  100  feet. 

222.  Beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of  St.  Clair  and  Indiana  sts.  and 
going  east,  the  following  properties  occur: 

223.  Five  story  brick  building,  100  feet  front,  occupied  by  William 
Clancy  &  Sons;  property  of  Mrs.  E.  Blaine;  McCormick  estate  handles  the 
property  for  Mrs.  Blaine,  and  is  represented  by  one  Farrell,  with  offices  at 
the  southeast  corner  of  Dearborn  and  Adams  sts. 

224.  Three  story  brick  stables,  150  feet  front,  occupied  by  A.  M.  Forbes; 
belongs  to  McCormick  estate.     Sixteen-foot  alley. 

225.  Two  story  brick  stables,  150  feet  front,  occupied  by  A.  T.  Willett; 
property  belongs  to  McCormick  estate. 

226.  Two  story  barn,  occupied  by  William  Rosted,  238  East  Indiana  st., 
fifty  feet  front.     Part  of  the  McCormick  estate. 

227.  Two  story  brick  building,  occupied  by  A.  H.  Revell  &  Co.,  used  for 
storage  purposes.  About  125  feet  frontage.  Part  of  McCormick  estate,  240 
E.  Indiana  st. 

228.  Two  story  brick  building,  occupied  by  S.  T.  Clark  stables.  About  50 
feet  front.     Part  of  McCormick  estate,  246  East  Indiana  st. 

229.  Two  story  brick  stables,  occupied  by  H.  F.  Ratty,  about  100  feet 
frontage.     Part  of  McCormick  estate,  250  East  Indiana  st. 

230.  Vacant  lot,  25  feet  front;   part  of  McCormick  estate. 

231.  East  of  this  vacant  lot  is  Fairbanks  Court,  a  public  thoroughfare. 
In  our  report  of  April  20,  we  mentioned  a  sewer  outlet  into  the  Chicago 
river,  and  sent  a  sketch  of  same.  This  sewer  runs  along  Fairbanks  Court, 
and  is  of  recent  construction. 

232.  East  of  Fairbanks  Court  on  Indiana  st.  is  a  fifty-foot  front  vacant 
lot;   property  of  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.,  34  Clark  st. 

233.  East  of  the  vacant  lot  is  a  one  story  cottage,  with  about  25  feet 
front,  and  in  the  rear  of  this  cottage  is  a  building  occupied  by  the  Calumet 
Baking  Powder  Company.     The  cottage  is  occupied  by  one  J.  Radotz. 

234.  East  of  the  cottage  is  a  lot,  used  by  C.  M.  Randorf  as  a  box  yard. 
Mr.  Randorf  pays  rent  to  the  Calumet  Baking  Powder  Company,  and  so  far 
as  he  knows,  they  own  the  property  he  occupies,  as  well  as  the  cottage  oc- 
cupied by  Mr.  Radotz  and  the  building  used  by  themselves.  Mr.  Randorf 
has  a  sixty  day  clause  in  his  lease  from  the  Baking  Powder  Company  to 
vacate   in  case  thev   want  to  build. 
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235.  At  the  southeast  corner  of  Fairbanks  Court  and  Ohio  st.  we  were 
informed  a  building  is  to  be  constructed,  but  could  not  ascertain  who  would 
construct   it   or  wbat   the  dimensions  would  be. 

236.  East  of  the  Calumet  Baking  Powder  Company  property  about  1,000 
feet,  is  a  loi  with  frontage  of  about  500  feet  on  Indiana  st.,  extending  north 
to  Ohio  st.,  a  distance  of  about  200  feet.  This  lot  is  fenced  in,  and  is  for  sale 
or  lease  by  Bowes'  Investment  Co.,  108  LaSalle  st. 

237.  From  this  lot  of  the  Bowes'  Investment  Co.,  east  to  the  lake  front, 
is  a  distance  of  about  400  feet. 

238.  West  on  Ohio  st.  about  200  feet  from  the  lot  of  the  Bowes'  Invest- 
ment Co.,  excavation  is  being  made  for  a  building  about  100x100. 

239.  All  the  property  east  from  Fairbanks  Court  to  the  Lake  front,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Calumet  Baking  Powder  property  and  the  Bowes'  In- 
vestment Co.  lot,  is  said  to  be  controlled  by  Ogden,  Sheldon  &  Co.,  and  is 
unoccupied.  A  sketch,  (Plate  No.  17),  is  attached,  showing  the  territory 
from  Fairbanks  Court,  east. 

240.  Going  east  along  Ohio  st.  from  the  southeast  corner  of  St.  Clair 
st.  and  Ohio  st.,  the  following  properties  occur,  extending  south  to  the  16- 
foot  alley  heretofore  described. 

241.  Four  story  brick  building,  occupied  by  Calumet  Baking  Powder  Co., 
who  hold  a  99  year  lease  from  the  McCormick  estate.  This  property  has 
about  50  feet  frontage  on  Ohio  st. 

242.  Three  story  brick  building,  160  feet  front,  occupied  by  Underwriters' 
Laboratories,  Mr.  Merrill,  manager.     Part  of  McCormick  estate. 

243.  Two  hundred  feet  front  vacant  lot,  used  by  Forbes  Teaming  Co.r 
for  wagon  storage,  and  sometimes  by  the  Huff  Box  Co.,  for  storing  boxes, 
etc.     Part  of  McCormick  estate. 

244.  Three  story  brick  building,  75  feet  front,  occupied  by  Merchants 
Transfer  Co.     Part  of  McCormick  estate. 

245.  Three  story  brick  building,  50  feet  front,  occupied  by  E.  J.  White.

326.  As  a  preliminary  remark,  we  wish  to  state  that  there  is  an  alley, 
extending  from  St.  Clair  st.  east  to  Fairbanks  Court,  about  half  way  be- 
tween Erie  st.  on  the  south  and  Huron  st.  on  the  north.  The  frontages  shown 
are  for  properties  extending  from  the  street  to  the  alley,  and  this  distance 
is  about  100  feet  between  Erie  and  Huron  sts.  and  the  alley.

On 
pages  48  and  49  of  the  May  3  report  we  described  the  territory  between 
Huron  and  Superior  sts.  east  from  St.  Clair  st.  to  Fairbanks  court.  We  have 
since  covered  the  vacant  territory  east  of  Fairbanks  court  between  Erie  st. 
on  the  south  and  Superior  st.  on  the  north.  All  that  portion  lying  east  of 
Fairbanks  court,  lying  between  Erie  st.  and  Huron  st.  and  extending  perhaps 
1,300  feet  east  to  the  lake  front,  is  reported  to  belong  to  the  Potter  Palmer 
estate.  The  territory  east  of  Fairbanks  court,  lying  between  Erie  st.  on  the 
south  and  Superior  st.  on  the  north,  extending  about  1,200  feet  east  to  the 
lake  is  reported  to  be  owned  by  the  Fairbanks  and  Newberry  estates. 

447.  As  reported  in  paragraph  444  of  this  report,  the  territory  which  is 
vacant  from  the  east  extremity  of  the  buildings  between  Superior  st.  and 
Chicago  av.  we  were  informed  belongs  to  the  J.  V.  Farwell  estate. 

448.  Paragraph  445  on  this  page  explains  the  layout  east  to  the  lake 
front  between  Chicago  av.  and  Pearson  st. 

In  paragraphs  444  and  445  of  this  report  is  a  description  of  the  improved 
property  bounded  on  the  south  by  Pearson  st.,  on  the  west  by  Pine  st.  and  the 
north  by  Chestnut  st.  From  the  eastern  extremity  of  this  improved  property 
is  all  vacant  land  to  the  lake  front,  and  we  were  informed  that  it  is  under 
the  control  of  Louis  Guenzel,  architect,  room  1134,  115  Adams  st. 

449.  From  Pine  st.  east  to  the  lake  front,  between  Chestnut  st.  on  the 
south  and  Delevan  place  on  the  north,  for  a  considerable  distance  is  con- 
trolled by  Louis  Guenzel,  architect,  room  1134,  115  Adams  st.,  and  he  has  a 
little  12x12  shack  facing  on  Chestnut  st.  in  this  stretch.  Along  the  lake  front 
and  Chestnut  st.  is  a  lot  78x178,  owned  by  W.  K.  Young  &  Bro.,  204  Dear- 
born st. 

450.  The  territory  from  Pine  st.  east  to  the  lake  front,  bounded  south  by 
Delevan  place  and  north  by  Walton  place,  is  all  vacant  and  we  could  not 
ascertain  ownership.  We  did,  however,  find  a  sign  near  the  extreme  east 
end  of  this  stretch,  showing  a  lot  50x100  belonging  to  Reynolds  &  Rose, 
1026  Tribune  building. 

451.  Between  Walton  place  on  the  south.  Pine  st.  on  the  west,  Oak  st.  on 
the  north  and  Lake  on  the  east,  we  could  only  discover  one  sign,  indicating 
that  the  property  was  for  sale,  room  1134,  115  Adams  st.,  which  is  the 
address  of  Louis  Guenzel,  the  architect,  heretofore  mentioned. 

452.  The  property  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  lake,  on  the  east  also  by 
the  lake,  on  the  south  by  Oak  st.  and  the  west  by  Pine  st.  is  part  of  the 
property  under  the  control  of  the  Lincoln  Park  Board,  and  is  public  property. 
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453.  The  residence  of  Harold  McCormick  occupies  the  territory  bounded 
on  the  east  by  the  Lake  Shore  drive,  20  feet  west  of  the  Lake  Shore  drive  on 
Oak  st.  and  100  feet  west  from  the  Lake  Shore  drive  on  Bellevue  place. 
This  property  is  owned  by  Mr.  McCormick,  1000  Lake  Shore  drive. 

454.  The  property  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Lake  Shore  drive  and 
Bellevue  place  is  a  stone  residence,  extending  west  on  Bellevue  place  about 
120  feet  and  north  along  the  drive  about  75  feet.  It  is  occupied  by  John 
Borden,  who  leases  from  his  mother,  Mrs.  William  Borden,  who  resides  at 
Princeton,  N.  J.    Mrs.  Borden  is  represented  by  a  Mr.  Spink,  607  Randolph  st. 

455.  North  of  the  Borden  property  is  a  four-story  stone  structure  about 
30  feet  front  on  the  Lake  Shore  drive  and  depth  west  of  about  150  feet,  owned 
and  occupied  by  Charles  Pope,  518  McCormick  building. 

456.  North  of  the  Pope  residence  is  a  five-story  stone  residence  about 
30  feet  front,  No.  1042  Lake  Shore  drive,  owned  and  occupied  by  Mr.  H. 
Mulliken,  who  has  an  office  in  the  Marquette  building. 

457.  North  of  the  Mulliken  residence,  with  a  frontage  of  about  50  feet, 
extending  to  the  corner  of  Cedar  st.,  is  a  four-story  stone  building,  part  of 
the  Potter  Palmer  estate,  occupied  by  Mrs.  Anna  Haire,  who  uses  it  for  the 
University  School  for  Girls.  This  property  extends  west  on  Cedar  st.  about 
120  feet  and  west  of  it  en  Cedar  st.  is  the  following: 

458.  Three-story  stone  residence,  30  feet  front,  No.  83  Cedar  St.,  with 
depth  of  about  50  feet,  occupied  by  L.  Honore,  owned  by  Mrs.  Potter  Palmer. 

459.  Our  investigation  was  to  cover  about  155  feet  west  on  the  north 
side  of  Cedar  st,  west  from  the  Lake  Shore  drive,  and  about  180  feet  west 
from  the  Lake  Shore  drive,  on  the  south  side  of  Elm  st.  Following  is  a 
description  of  the  property  contained  in  this  area:  The  property  at  the 
northwest  corner  of  Lake  Shore  drive  and  Cedar  st.,  which  is  No.  49  Cedar 
st.,  extends  about  125  feet  west  on  Cedar  st.  and  50  feet  north  on  Lake  Shore 
drive,  and  is  a  six-story  brick  apartment  house,  owned  by  Ben  Marshall, 
represented  by  E.  H.  Bournique,  701  First  National  Bank  building. 

460.  West  of  this  apartment  house,  with  about  40  feet  front  on  Cedar 
st.  and  a  depth  of  about  75  feet,  are  tennis  courts  belonging  to  the  University 
School  for  Girls,  which  will  be  described  below. 

461.  North  of  the  apartment  house,  with  a  frontage  on  Lake  Shore  drive 
and  depth  of  about  150  feet,  is  a  four-story  brick  structure  in  course  of 
construction,  which  we  were  informed  is  to  be  the  University  School  for 
Girls,  run  by  a  Mrs.  Anna  Haire.  Mrs.  Haire  referred  us  to  Mr.  Schaffner, 
her  attorney,  823  Chamber  of  Commerce,  for  further  information. 

462.  North  of  the  University  School  for  Girls,  with  frontage  on  Lake  Shore 
drive  to  Elm  st.  of  about  75  feet,  is  a  vacant  lot,  which  we  were  informed 
is  a  part  of  the  property  of  Mrs.  Haire.  This  lot  has  a  depth  on  Elm  st. 
west  from  Lake  Shore  drive  of  about  150  feet. 

463.  West  of  this  lot  on  Elm  st.  is  a  three-story  brick  building,  about 
30  feet  front  and  depth  of  about  75  feet,  occupied  by  T.  A.  Shaw,  owned  by 
a  Mr.  Conover,  with  offices  at  1520  North  State  st. 

464.  West  of  this  on  Elm  St.,  being  No.  85  Elm  St.,  is  a  three-story  brick- 
building,  with  about  30  feet  front,  occupied  by  Charles  S.  McEntee;  owned 
by  Mrs.  Adele  Chapin  Stone,  who  lives  in  California.  Mrs.  Stone  is  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  Leonard  S.  Boyce,  1208  Merchants  Loan  and  Trust  building. 

465.  The  strip  between  Lake  Shore  drive  and  the  lake  front  is  public 
property,  under  control  of  the  Lincoln  Park  Board.

466.  Four-story  brick  building,  extending  north  the  entire  block  to  the 
Goodrich  docks  and  aboul  90  feet  wide,  is  occupied  by  the  Michigan  Central 
railroad  as  a  freight  house  and  office.  We  were  unable  to  ascertain  whether 
the  Michigan  Central  owns  or  leases  the  grounds. 

467.  East  of  the  above  building  a  distance  of  approximately  150  feet  on 
the  north  side  of  Water  st.  is  a  one-story  brick  freight  house  used  by  the 
Michigan  Central  railroad,  which  extends  north  to  the  Goodrich  property. 
This  building  has  a  frontage  of  approximately  100  feet  on  South  water  st. 

168.  Pour  railroad  tracks  and  roadway  were  found  between  these  two 
freight  houses.  From  the  last  freight  house  mentioned,  the  holdings  on 
the  north  side  of  Water  st.  east  to  the  lake  were  covered  in  a  former  report 
on  properties  located  on  the  south  side  of  the  South  Branch  of  the  Chicago 
river. 

469.  On  the  southeast  corner  of  Beaubien  court  and  South  Water  st.  is 
located  a  two-story  brick  building,  90  feet  east  and  west,  45  feet  north 
and  south,  which  is  used  by  the  Illinois  Central  railroad  for  coaling  purposes. 
From  this  building  south  to  within  200  feet  of  Randolph  st.,  a  brick  wall 
eight  feet  high,  along  the  east  edge  of  Beaubien  court,  has  been  erected. 

47ii.  On  the  northeast  corner  of  Randolph  st.  and  Beaubien  court  is 
located  the  two  and  one-half  story  brick  suburban  station  of  the  Illinois 
Central  railroad. 

471.  On  the  south  side  of  South  Water  st.,  about  60  feet  east  of  the 
building  on  the  southeast  corner  of  South  Water  st.  and  Beaubien  court,  is  a 
one-story  brick  building,  with  a  frontage  of  50  feet  and  extending  south  to 
Randolph  st.,  which  is  used  by  the  Michigan  Central  railroad  and  called 
freight  house  No.  2. 

472.  Opposite  slip  "A'  and  about  50  feet  west  of  it  is  the  Illinois  Central 
freight  office,  three  stories  high,  with  a  60-foot  frontage  and  75  feet  north 
and  south.  This  connects  with  a  one-story  brick  freight  shed  extending 
south  to  Randolph  st.  The  property  west  of  this  is  occupied  by  Illinois  Cen- 
tral and  Michigan  Central  railroad  tracks.  East  of  the  building  is  a  road- 
wax  75  feet  wide,  on  the  east  side  of  which  is  a  team  track  office  of  the  Illi- 
nois Central.    This  office  is  25  feet  square. 

47:!.  East  of  the  team  track  office  is  a  two-story  brick  building  owned  by 
the  Illinois  Central  railroad  and  used  as  a  fruit  house.  This  building  is  100 
feet  east  and  west  and  extends  south  to  Randolph  st.  On  the  east  side  of 
the  fruit  house  are  two  tracks  and  a  covered  loading  platform,  15  feet  wide, 
which  extends  the  entire  length  of  the  building.  The  property  for  approxi- 
mately a  distance  of  350  feet  east  of  this  platform,  is  occupied  by  tracks 
of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad. 

474.  Adjacent  to  these  tracks  on  the  east  is  a  three-story  brick  freight 
house,  leased  by  the  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste.  Marie  railroad.  The 
building,  as  well  as  the  grounds,  is  leased  from  the  Illinois  Central  railroad. 
The  term  of  this  lease  was  said  by  an  employe  in  the  freight  office  to  be 
99  years.  The  building  has  a  frontage  of  75  feet  on  South  Water  st.  and 
extends  south  to  within  300  feet  of  Randolph  st.  Railroad  tracks  occupying 
the  strip  75  feet  wide  and  extending  from  the  freight  house  south  to  Ran- 
dolph st.,  are  also  leased  by  the  same  road.  The  road  is  represented  in 
Chicago  by  the  law  firm  of  Riner,  Bunch  &  Latimer,  181  LaSalle  st. 

475.  Forty  feet  east  of  the  above  building  is  a  one-story  car  repair  shop, 
owned  by  the  Illinois  Central  railroad.  Has  a  frontage  of  25  feet  and  a 
depth  of  60  feet.  East  of  this  is  the  coal  yard  of  Crerar,  Clinch  &  Com- 
pany. This  coal  yard  extends  east  to  Argo  st.  with  a  frontage  of  about  200 
feet  and  south  to  what  is  known  as  a  cold  storage  switch  track,  a  depth  of 
about  300  feet.  A  small  office,  15  feet  square,  is  located  in  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  yard.  Mr.  K.  F.  Clinch  represents  the  firm  and  has  an  office  on 
the  sixth   floor  of  the   Rookery  building. 

176.  On  the  west  side  of  Argo  st.,  extending  from  the  Crerar-Clinch  Coal 
yard  south  150  feet  and  west  100  feet,  is  the  coal  yard  occupied  by  F.  G. 
Haii  well  Company.     Their  main  office  is  in  the  People's  Gas  Light  building, 
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where  Mr.  E.  C.  Cook,  manager,  can  be  found  on  the  eighteenth  floor.  A 
frontage  on  Argo  st.  of  100  feet  is  occupied  by  switch  tracks  running  td 
piers.  This  frontage  is  just  south  of  the  Hartwell  coal  yard.  South  of  these 
tracks,  extending  100  feet  to  Randolph  st.  and  west  along  Randolph  st.  the 
same  distance,  is  a  small  piece  occupied  by  the  American  Naval  Store  Com- 
pany, whose  office  is  in  room  1306  Ashland  block,  Mr.  H.  Short,  manager. 

477.  East  of  Argo  st.  and  between  slips  "D"  and  "E"  is  a  pier.  The 
Western  Cold  Storage  Company  occupies  all  the  land  on  the  north  side  of  the 
pier  from  Argo  st.  east  to  its  end.  The  plant  consists  of  a  number  of  brick 
buildings,  as  follows:  Commencing  at  Argo  st.  is  a  two-story  brick  ware- 
house, followed  by  the  main  warehouse,  five  stories  high,  then  a  three-story 
brick  building  used  as  a  machinery  house;  a  space  of  25  feet  just  east  of  this 
is  used  for  a  storage  of  coal,  beyond  which  is  another  three-story  brick 
building  extending  to  the  end  of  the  pier.  Mr.  C.  L.  Krum,  secretary,  can 
be  found  at  421  North  State  st.,  corner  of  Michigan  st. 

478.  The  south  side  of  the  pier,  adjacent  to  slip  "E"  on  its  north  side,  is 
occupied  by  the  coal  yard  of  Edwin  F.  Daniels  &  Co.,  603  Great  Northern 
building,  77  Jackson  boul.,  O.  M.  Cone,  manager.  The  yard's  length  is 
11  car  lengths  (about  400  feet)  east  along  the  pier  from  Argo  st.  and  has  a 
frontage  on  Argo  st.  of  about  100  feet.  The  rest  of  the  south  side  of  the 
pier  along  slip  "E"  is  owned  by  the  Warden  Coal  Washing  Company,  office 
Fisher  building,  Mr.  Granger,  manager. 

479.  Two  water  tanks  on  the  east  side  of  Argo  st.  at  the  west  end  of  slip 
"E"  which  are  owned  by  the  Illinois  Central  railroad,  supply  the  water 
system  for  the  railroad  from  Randolph  st.  to  Twelfth  st.  These  tanks  are 
about  50  feet  high. 

480.  The  Chicago  Washed  Coal  Company  occupies  the  land  south  of 
slip  "E,"  commencing  300  feet  east  of  Argo  st.  and  extending  east  to  the 
pump  house  at  the  end  of  the  pier.  This  strip  is  about  50  feet  wide.  Office 
1125  Old  Colony  building,  F.  A.  Aller,  manager.  Remainder  of  the  pier,  in- 
cluding everything  to  the  basin,  is  occupied  by  the  Illinois  Central  railroad, 
with  two  exceptions,  which  will  be  noted  further  on. 

481.  The  pump  house  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad,  at  the  end  of  the 
pier,  is  a  one-story  brick  building,  35  feet  east  and  west  and  60  feet  north 
and  south.     It  supplies  water  for  the  tanks  noted  above. 

482.  At  the  end  of  the  pier,  on  the  north  edge  of  the  basin,  is  an  old 
boat,  which  has  been  blocked  up  and  is  used  as  a  club  house  by  the  Corin- 
thian Boat  Club.    Treasurer,  Thomas  Ahern,  130-132  South  Water  st. 

483.  West  of  this  boat  is  a  warehouse  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad 
called  "The  Pier  Freight  House."  The  Chicago  and  Duluth  Transportation 
Company  rent  the  east  half  of  the  warehouse  from  the  Illinois  Central  rail- 
road. Mr.  Burke  is  manager,  office  in  the  east  end  of  the  building;  address 
"End  of  Randolph  St.  Viaduct."  Warehouse  is  400  feet  long  and  30  feet 
wide.  From  the  west  end  of  the  warehouse  to  Argo  st.  is  a  team  track  of 
the  Illinois  Central  railroad. 

484.  At  the  foot  of  Randolph  st.,  in  the  basin  and  about  six  feet  from 
the  dock  line,  is  a  two-story  frame  building  owned  by  the  Columbian  Yacht 
Club.  This  building  is  on  piling,  which  has  been  partially  filled  in  with 
rip-rap.  A  permanent  stairway  connects  the  building  with  the  main  land. 
Erwin  M.  Orr,  secretary,  with  Roberts  &  Porter,  second  floor,  Caxton  building. 

485.  Twenty-five  feet  south  of  the  club  house  is  a  one-story  corrugated 
iron  building,  100  feet  north  and  south  and  50  feet  east  and  west.  It  is 
occupied  by  the  Naval  Reserves  and  used  as  a  boat  house.  Ten  feet  of  this 
building  is  on  land  and  40  feet  on  piling. 

486.  Two  hundred  feet  south  of  the  above  building  is  the  general  head- 
quarters of  the  Illinois  Naval  Reserves.  This  is  a  two-story  frame  building, 
built  on  piling  and  used  as  a  drill  house  and  assembly  building.  The  west 
end  is  10  feet  from  the  dock  line.  The  building  itself  is  125  feet  long  and 
50  feet  wide.  This  building  is  connected  with  the  main  land  by  a  gang 
plank  only.     W.  F.  Purdy,  captain,  Naval  Reserve  Armory,  20  Michigan  av. 
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487.  At  the  foot  of  Monroe  st.  is  the  club  house  of  the  Chicago  Yacht 
Club.  This  a  three-story  building,  built  on  piling,  is  ahout  35  feet  east  of  the 
dock  line  and  is  connected  to  the  land  by  a  stationary  walk,  15  feet  wide. 
The  building  is  125  feet  north  and  south  and  75  feet  east  and  west.  Mr.  A. 
Sheldon  Clark,  secretary,  114  Dearhorn  st. 

488.  This  covers  all  the  land  between  South  Water  st.  on  the  north, 
Randolph  st.  on  the  south,  Beaubien  court  on  the  west  and  Lake  Michigan 
on  the  east.  This  tract  in  its  entirety  is  claimed  by  the  Illinois  Central 
railroad,  the  present  occupants  heing  either  renters  or  leasers.

Dear  Sik — The  following  is  a  description  of  the  property  investigated  yes- 
terday and  covers  the  territory  between  Randolph  st.  on  the  north  and 
Eighteenth  st.  on  the  south. 

489.  All  land  between  Randolph  st.  and  Congress  st.,  east  of  Michigan 
av.,  with  the  exception  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad  property  and  the  Art 
Institute,  is  occupied  by  Lake  Front  Park,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
South  Park  Commission.  A  one-story  frame  building,  75  feet  square,  is 
located  in  the  park  about  200  feet  south  of  Jackson  boul.  and  200  feet  west 
of  the  dock  line  of  the  basin.  This  building  is  used  as  a  barn  and  storage 
house  by  the  park  board.  The  park  is  in  process  of  construction  at  the 
present  time. 

490.  The  Illinois  Central  property  through  this  stretch  is  located  at  ail 
average  distance  of  200  feet  east  of  Michigan  av.  and  is  from  loO  to  200  feet 
wide.  At  the  foot  of  Van  Buren  st.  is  located  a  one-story  suburban  station 
of  the  railroad. 

491.  The  Art  Institute  is  located  at  the  foot  of  Adams  st.  between  Michi- 
gan av.  and  the  Illinois  Central  property.  This  is  a  public  building  organ- 
ized under  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  has  been  located  in 
its  present  position  since  1893.  Mr.  Hutchinson,  president,  Corn  Exchange 
Bank;  W.  H.  Carpenter,  secretary,  Art  Institute  building.  The  general 
dimensions  of  this  building  are  150  feet  square. 

From  Congress  st.  south  between  the  west  edge  of  the  Illinois  Central 
property  and  the  lake  the  following  properties  are  located: 

492.  Lake  Front  Park,  occupying  all  land  along  the  lake  between  Congress 
st.  and  Park  Row  east  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad  and  the  Illinois  Central 
strip,  two  hundred  feet  east  of  Michigan  av.  and  about  150  feet  wide,  which 
also  extends  from  Congress  st.  to  Park  Row. 

493.  At  the  foot  of  Peck  court  is  a  one-story  frame  shed,  30  feet  east  and 
west  and  50  feet  north  and  south,  used  by  the  park  board  as  a  tool  shed. 

494.  Adjoining  Lake  Front  Park  on  the  south  is  a  basin  or  harbor  about 
300  feet  wide  and  varying  in  length  from  800  feet  on  the  north  to  400  fee' 
on  the  south.  This  basin  is  bounded  on  the  south  and  west  by  the  Illinois 
Central  railroad  property,  which  has  been  extended  out  into  the'  lake,  form- 
ing a  projection  or  pier  about  350  feet  wide  and  about  800  feet  long.  It  is 
protected  on  all  sides  by  rock  and  timber  cribbing.  This  pier  is  used  as  a 
storage  yard  for  freight  cars  and  has  21  tracks.     (See  Plate  No.  20.) 

495.  On  the  south  side  of  Park  Row  and  about  200  feet  east  of  Michigan 
avenue  is  located  the  main  depot  and  train  sheds  of  the  Illinois  Central' 
railroad,  as  well  as  the  general  offices.  The  depot  proper  is  built  of  stone 
and  is  seven  stories  in  height,  with  a  frontage  on  Park  Row  west  of  the 
right-of-way  fence  of  about  50  feet.  The  remainder  of  the  north  edge  or 
front  of  the  building  (100  feet)  is  inside  of  the  right-of-way  fence.  The 
building  has  a  depth  along  Indiana  av.  of  about  175  feet.  The  train  sheds, 
which  are  just  east  and  south  of  the  depot,  are  about  100  feet  wide  and  450 
feet  long.

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496.  South  of  Park  Row  the  west  boundary  of  the  Illinois  Central  prop- 
erty is  Indiana  av.,  along  the  east  edge  of  which  a  stone  wall  seven  feet 
high  has  been  erected.  A  mail  and  baggage  shed,  15  feet  wide  and  100  feet 
long,  stands  just  inside  this  wall  and  about  125  feet  south  of  the  depot. 

497.  At  the  foot  of  Thirteenth  st.  and  about  50  feet  east  of  Indiana  av.  is 
a  two-story  brick  freight  house  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad.  This  build- 
ing is  50  feet  east  and  west  and  200  feet  north  and  south.  About  50  feet 
south  of  this  and  the  same  distance  east  of  Indiana  av.  is  located  a  two- 
story  brick  building,  used  by  the  American  Express  Company.  It  is  50  feet 
east  and  west  and  about  300  feet  north  and  south. 

498.  At  the  foot  of  Fourteenth  st.  and  75  feet  east  of  Indiana  av.  is 
located  the  waterworks  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad.  This  consists  of  a 
two-story  brick  boiler  and  engine  house,  100  feet  north  and  south  and  75 
feet  east  and  west,  and  one  water  tank,  15  feet  south  of  engine  room,  50 
feet  high,  with  a  diameter  of  35  feet. 

499.  At  the  foot  of  Fifteenth  st.  the  Pullman  Company  has  a  one-story 
brick  building,  30  feet  east  and  west  and  110  feet  north  and  south.  This 
building  is  about  75  east  of  the  stone  wall  along  Indiana  av. 

500.  About  300  feet  east  of  Indiana  av.,  at  the  foot  of  Fifteenth  st.  in  the 
railroad  yards,  is  a  two-story  brick  building  used  as  a  general  store  house 
and  repair  shop.  This  building  is  35  feet  east  and  west  and  60  feet  north 
and  south.  About  200  feet  south  of  the  above  building  and  150  feet  east  of 
it  is  a  one-story  frame  repair  shop,  150  feet  long  and  50  feet  wide.  This 
building  is  about  100  feet  west  of  the  lake. 

501.  From  Fifteenth  st.  two  tracks  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad  turn 
east,  crossing  Indiana  av.  between  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  sts.,  where  the 
stone  wall  along  Indiana  av.  ends.  This  point  is  about  160  feet  north  of 
Sixteenth  st. 

502.  At  the  foot  of  Sixteenth  st.  another  pier  has  been  built  out  into  the 
lake,  forming  a  small  basin.  This  pier  is  also  used  for  a  storage  yard  for 
freight  cars.     (See  Plate  No.  20.) 

503.  On  the  north  side  of  the  east  and  west  alley  between  Fifteenth  and 
Sixteenth  sts.,  and  on  the  east  side  of  Indiana  av.,  is  a  two-story  brick 
building  used  as  an  office  by  the  master  mechanic  of  the  Michigan  Central 
railroad.  This  is  located  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  Illinois  Central 
property,  the  boundary  line  of  which  runs  east  along  the  north  side  of  the 
alley  about  250  feet  and  thence  south. 

504.  On  the  north  side  of  the  alley,  just  east  of  the  above  building,  is  a 
round  house  (brick)  of  the  Michigan  Central  railroad.  It  is  60  feet  wide  and 
175  feet  long  in  the  arc  of  a  circle.  Just  north  of  this  is  a  coal  chute,  20 
feet  wide  and  about  100  feet  long.  This  building,  as  well  as  the  two  previous 
ones,  are  owned  by  the  Michigan  Central  railroad.     (Statement  of  employe.) 

505.  All  the  land  between  Park  Row  and  the  alley  just  north  of  Six- 
teenth st.  and  east  of  Indiana  av.  is  occupied  by  the  tracks  of  the  Illinois 
Central  and  Michigan  Central  railroads,  except  where  buildings  have  been 
designated. 

506.  At  the  foot  of  Sixteenth  st.,  on  the  east  side  of  Prairie  av.,  is  located 
a  suburban  station  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad.  This  is  a  two-story  frame 
building,  50  feet  square.  At  Sixteenth  st.  the  west  edge  of  the  Illinois 
Central  property  is  about  100  feet  east  of  Prairie  av.  (with  the  exception  of 
the  station)    and  is  fenced  off  by  a  stone  wall  seven  feet  high. 

507.  At  the  foot  of  Eighteenth  st.,  where  Calumet  av.  begins,  the  Illinois 
Central  Railroad  property  adjoins  Calumet  on  the  east  and  extends  to  the 
lake,  being  about  125  to  150  feet  wide.  The  railroad  is  protected  on  the 
lake  side  by  rock  and  timber  cribbing.

508.  The  west  edge  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad  property  leaves  Calumet 
av.  at  a  point  about  400  feet  south  of  Eighteenth  st. 

509.  The  first  building  encountered  south  of  Eighteenth  st.  is  on  the  east 
side  of  Calumet  av.  about  75  feet  north  of  Twentieth  st.  (1827-29.)  This  is 
a  four-story  stone  apartment  house,  with  a  frontage  of  40  feet  and  a  depth 
of  To  feet.     Eugene  A.  Bournique  &  Co.,  agents,  First  National  Bank  building. 

51 1).  No.  1931  Calumet  av.  is  a  two-story  stone  apartment  house,  with  a 
frontage  of  50  feet  and  a  depth  of  40  feet.  Eugene  A.  Bournique  &  Co., 
agents,  First  National  Bank  building. 

511.  The  northeast  corner  of  Twentieth  st.  and  Calumet  av.  is  a  vacant 
lot,  with  a  frontage  on  Calumet  av.  of  25  feet  and  a  depth  along  Twentieth 
st.  of  90  feet. 

512.  At  the  foot  of  Twentieth  st.  the  west  edge  of  the  Illinois  Central 
railroad  property  is  100  feet  east  of  Calumet  av.  and  is  enclosed  by  a  stone 
wall. 

51:;.  South  of  Twentieth  st.  is  a  vacant  tract  with  frontage  on  Calumet 
av.  of  about  300  feet  and  extending  east  to  the  Illinois  Central  property.

516.  2107  Calumet  av.  is  a  two-story  stone  residence,  with  a  frontage 
of  50  feet.  Depth  of  lot,  250  feet.  House,  75  feet  long.  Mrs.  Wright,  owner 
and  occupant. 

517.  2109  Calumet  av.  is  a  three-story  brick  residence,  with  a  frontage 
of  100  feet.  Depth  of  lot,  275  feet;  house,  100  feet  long.  Mr.  Finley  Barrell, 
owner  and  occupant. 

518.  No.  2119  Calumet  av.  is  a  three-story  brick  residence,  with  a  frontage 
of  600  feet.  Depth  of  lot,  300  feet;  house,  60  feet  long.  Mrs.  George  L. 
Moulton,  owner  and  occupant. 

519.  No.  2125  Calumet  av.  is  a  two-story  residence,  with  a  frontage  of 
50  feet  and  depth  of  lot  300  feet.  House,  60  feet  long.  Mrs.  J.  A.  Markley, 
owner  and  occupant. 

520.  No.  2129  Calumet  av.  is  a  three-story  brick  residence,  with  a  frontage 
of  50  feet  and  depth  of  lot  300  feet.  House,  75  feet  long.  W.  E.  Kelly, 
owner  and  occupant. 

521.  No.  2131  Calumet  av.  is  a  three-story  brick  residence,  with  a  frontage 
of  40  feet.  Depth  of  lot  300  feet.  House,  60  feet  long.  Mr.  MacWilliams, 
tenant;  Mrs.  Tucker,  owner,  New  York  City. 

522.  No.  2133  Calumet  av.  is  a  two-story  brick  residence,  with  a  frontage 
of  60  feet  and  depth  of  lot  300  feet.  House,  75  feet  long.  Mrs.  John  R. 
Walsh,  owner  and  occupant. 

523.  The  northeast  corner  of  Twenty-second  st.  and  Calumet  av.  is  a  lot 
with  frontage  on  Calumet  av.  of  75  feet  and  extending  east  to  the  west 
edge  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad  property.  The  Columbia  Three-Color 
Co.,  335  Dearborn  st.,  is  erecting  a  building  on  this  property  for  use  as  a 
printing  establishment.      (Unable  to  ascertain  proposed  height.) 

524.  At  the  corner  of  Twenty-second  st.  and  South  Park  av.  the  Illinois 
Central  property  bounds  South  Park  av.  on  the  east. 
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525.  One  hundred  feet  south  of  Twenty-second  st.  and  South  Park  av.  is 
located  the  Twenty-second  st.  suburban  station  of  the  Illinois  Central  rail- 
road. This  is  a  two-story  brick  building,  with  a  frontage  on  South  Park  av. 
of  75  feet  and  a  width  of  25  feet. 

526.  Two  hundred  twenty-five  feet  south  of  the  corner  of  Twenty-second 
st.  and  South  Park  av.  the  Illinois  Central  property  fence  jogs  to  the  east 
60  feet  and  thence  south  again.  South  of  this  jog  is  a  vacant  piece  of  land 
with  a  frontage  of  200  feet  on  South  Park  av.

528.  No.  2253  South  Park  av.  is  a  three-story  stone  building,  with  a  front- 
age of  40  feet  and  extending  east  to  the  Illinois  Central  property.  Oscar 
Blume,  tenant;   lease,  one  year.     G.  E.  Slocum,  owner,  108  Dearborn  st. 

529.  No.  2255-57  South  Park  av.,  northeast  corner  of  Twenty-third  st.  and 
South  Park  av.,  is  a  five-story  stone  building  (apartment  house),  with  a 
frontage  on  South  Park  av.  of  50  feet  and  depth  on  Twenty-third  st.  of  125 
feet.    J.  F.  Conant,  owner.     Cochran  &  McClure,  agents,  107  Dearborn  st. 

530.  At  the  foot  of  Twenty-third  st.  the  Illinois  Central  railroad  fence  is 
140  feet  east  of  South  Park  av.  The  Illinois  Central  property  from  the  fence 
to  the  lake  is  150  feet  wide,  with  rock  and  pile  cribbing  on  the  edge  adjacent 
to  the  lake. 

531.  At  the  foot  of  Twenty-fifth  st.  a  wire  fence  bounds  the  Illinois  Central 
property  on  the  east  and  a  sand  beach  along  the  lake  begins.  Two  hundred 
feet  south  of  this  point  is  a  one-story  frame  building,  40  feet  east  and  west 
and  150  feet  north  and  south,  belonging  to  the  Special  Park  Commission. 
The  beach  is  called  the  "Walker  Municipal  Bathing  Beach."  A  sign  on  top 
of  this  building  bears  the  following:  "For  Sale — Bathing  beach,  including 
2,240  feet  of  lake  frontage  extending  to  Twenty-second  st.  Joseph  F.  Con- 
nery,  room  801,  206  LaSalle  st.     The  Northern  Trust  Company,  Trustee." 

532.  At  the  foot  of  Twenty-sixth  st.  and  east  of  the  Illinois  Central  prop- 
erty, which  is  about  200  feet  wide  here,  is  a  pier  which  extends  out  into 
the  lake  about  350  feet,  with  a  width  north  and  south  of  about  600  feet. 
This  pier  is  surrounded  by  rock  and  timber  cribbing  and  is  still  being  filled  iu 
by  city  garbage  wagons.  The  foreman  of  the  dump  stated  that  the  Illinois 
Central  railroad  attempted  to  lay  tracks  on  the  dump  in  1909,  but  were 
ordered  off  by  the  city  authorities,  who  claim  ownership.  On  the  southeast 
corner  of  the  pier  is  a  pump  house  15  feet  square,  which  is  owned  and  used 
by  the  Illinois  Central  in  connection  with  their  water  supply  system. 

533.  At  the  foot  of  Twenty-sixth  st.  is  located  one  of  the  round  houses 
of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad.  It  is  60  feet  wide  and  about  200  feet  long, 
forming  a  semi-circle  facing  toward  the  lake.  The  round  house  is  about 
175  feet  east  of  the  suburban  station  at  the  foot  of  Twenty-sixth  st.  The 
station  consists  of  a  wooden  platform  100  feet  long  and  15  feet  wide. 

534.  A  steel  viaduct  or  foot  bridge  crosses  the  most  westerly  six  tracks 
(used  by  passenger  trains)  and  ends  in  the  freight  yards.  In  order  to  attain 
the  lake  one  must  cross  these  railroad  yards  on  the  surface.  The  foot  bridge 
is  40  feet  high  and  5  feet  wide. 

535.  South  of  the  round  house  about  50  feet  is  a  one-story  brick  engine 
house  and  water  works,  175  feet  north  and  south  and  75  feet  east  and  west, 
with  a  water  tank  50  feet  high  just  east  of  it.  This  is  just  opposite  th^e 
south  end  of  the  pier,  and  at  a  point  where  the  Illinois  Central  property 
again  touches  the  lake. 

536.  At  the  foot  of  Twenty-seventh  st.  and  100  feet  west  of  the  water 
works  is  a  one-story  brick  building,  90  feet  long  (north  and  south)  and  30 
feet  wide,  used  as  a  yard  office.  This  is  about  175  feet  east  of  the  west 
edge  of  the  Illinois  Central  property  at  the  foot  of  Twenty-seventh  st. 

537.  South  of  the  water  works  is  another  round  house  of  the  same 
general  size  as  the  first  one. 
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538.  At  the  toot  of  Twenty-ninth  st.  the  Illinois  Central  property  is  about 
350  feet  wide  and  is  composed  wholly  of  tracks,  over  which  a  foot  bridge 
similar  to  the  one  at  Twenty-sixth  st.  passes.

Dear  Sir — The  following  is  a  report  of  today's  investigation: 

539.  Between  Twenty-ninth  st.  and  Thirtieth  st.  the  dock  line  of  the  lake 
jogs  west  some  200  feet  and  at  this  point  the  Illinois  Central  property  nar- 
rows to  a  strip  about  150  feet  wide. 

540.  At  the  foot  of  Thirty-first  st.  is  located  a  suburban  station  of  the 
Illinois  Central  railroad..  This  is  a  one-story  building  75  feet  long  and  40 
feet  wide.  The  Illinois  Central  property  at  this  point  is  about  150  feet 
wide  from  South  Park  av.  on  the  west  to  the  rock  and  tile  protection  on 
the  east.  Seventy-five  feet  east  of  this  cribbing  and  parallel  to  it  is  another 
protection  beginning  at  Thirty-first  st.  and  extending  south  to  Thirty-ninth 
st.     The  space  between  these  cribbings  is  open  water. 

541.  At  the  foot  of  Thirty-third  st.  and  east  of  the  Illinois  Central  rail- 
road is  situated  the  one  story  brick  boat  house  of  the  Farragut  Yacht  Club. 
William  Robinson,  commodore.  This  is  about  60  feet  west  of  the  outer 
cribbing. 

542.  At  the  foot  of  Thirty-sixth  st.  is  a  two-story  frame  suburban  station 
of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad.  It  is  60  feet  north  and  south  and  35  feet 
east  and  west  and  is  on  the  west  side  of  the  Illinois  Central  right-of-way, 
which  is  about  100  feet  wide  at  this  point.  There  is  a  space  west  of  the 
tracks  about  75  feet  wide  which  is  not  being  utilized  at  present. 

543.  At  the  foot  of  Thirty-seventh  st.  and  extending  south,  the  space 
between  the  old  and  new  cribbing  is  used  as  a  city  dump  and  is  being 
rapidly  filled  in  with  garbage.  This  dump  is  about  200  feet  wide  and  ex- 
tends south  to  Thirty-ninth  st.  At  the  foot  and  on  the  south  side  of 
Thirty-eighth  st.  and  east  of  the  Illinois  Central  tracks  is  located  the  office 
and  coal  yard  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Coal  and  Iron  Company, 
J.  H.  N.   Plaggett,  resident  manager,   605  Old  Colony  building. 

544.  The  office  is  a  two-story  brick  building,  30  feet  square,  south  of 
which  is  the  frame  coal  shed  75  feet  east  and  west  and  300  feet  north  and 
south.  This  land  is  owned  by  the  Illinois  Central  railroad,  from  whom  the 
present  occupants  lease.  Term  of  lease  could  not  be  obtained,  but  is  prob- 
ably of  short  duration.  The  tracks  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad  occupy  a 
strip  of  about  100  feet  wide  here. 

545.  At  the  foot  of  Thirty-ninth  st.  east  of  the  Illinois  Central  property 
and  just  south  of  the  coal  yards  is  a  pier  200  feet  north  and  south  and 
extending  east  beyond  the  lake  about  150  feet.  On  this  pier  is  situated  what 
is  known  as  the  Thirty-ninth  st.  pumping  station — a  brick  building,  about 
150  feet  north  and  south  and  100  feet  east  and  west.  This  building  belongs  to 
the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago,  to  whom  it  was  transferred  from  the  city 
of  Chicago.     It  was  constructed  in  1904. 

546.  A  steel  foot  bridge  crosses  the  tracks  at  this  point.  It  was  constructed 
by  the  Illinois  Central  railroad  for  use  by  pedestrians  desiring  to  get  to  the 
lake  shore  and  is  similar  to  those  at  T'wenty-sixth  and  Twenty-ninth  sts. 

547.  At  the  foot  of  Oakwood  av.  (Thirty-ninth  pi.),  on  the  west  side,  is 
located  a  two-story  brick  station  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad,  125  feet 
north  and  south  and  50  feet  east  and  west.  The  tracks  of  the  Illinois  Central 
at  this  point  are  six  in  number  (exclusive  of  a  side  track  on  the  east  side). 
Between  the  tracks  and  the  shore  line  (which  is  rock  and  timber  cribbing) 
is  an  unutilized  strip  about  100  feet  wide.  The  railroad  is  bounded  on  the 
west  by  a  stone  wall  seven  feet  high. 

548.  Just  south  of  Forty-first  st.  is  a  break  in  the  stone  wall  along  the 
west  edge  of  the   Illinois  Central  property,   through  which  a   switch   track 
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connects  with  the  Chicago  Junction  railroad.  The  Illinois  Central  tracks 
cover  a  strip  about  200  feet  wide,  east  of  which  is  an  unused  space  about 
100  feet  wide.     The  latter  is  only  partially  filled  in. 

549.  At  the  foot  of  Forty-second  st.  on  the  east  side  of  the  tracks  is  a 
two-story  frame  switch  tower  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad.  It  is  40  feet 
north  and  south  and  12  feet  east  and  west.  There  are  eight  through  tracks 
here. 

550.  At  the  foot  of  Forty-third  si  is  a  two-story  brick  depot  of  the  Illinois 
Central  railroad,  100  feet  long  and  30  feet  wide.  Just  north  of  the  depot 
is  a  team  track,  which  extends  to  Forty-second  st.  There  are  also  two 
waiting  platforms,  one  north  and  one  south  of  the  depot.  These  are  each 
250  feet  long  and  about  10  feet  wide.  At  the  foot  of  Forty-fifth  st.  the 
Illinois  Central  tracks  (eight  in  number)  cover  a  strip  about  100  feet  wide. 
The  stone  wall  on  the  west  is  about  60  feet  west  of  the  west  track.  The 
rock  cribbing  on  the  east  is  about  100  feet  east  of  the  east  track.  Both  of 
these  spaces  are  vacant. 

551.  At  the  foot  of  Forty-seventh  st.  is  a  one-story  frame  suburban  station 
of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad.  It  is  60  feet  north  and  south  and  35  feet 
east  and  west.  North  of  it  are  two  waiting  platforms,  one  on  each  side  of  the 
most  westerly  track.  These  platforms  are  about  300  feet  long  and  12  feet 
wide.  The  tracks  at  this  point  are  eight  in  number,  with  the  same  vacant 
strip  on  the  east  as  before.  There  is  also  a  viaduct  for  pedestrians  similar 
to  the  others. 

552.  Just  south  of  Forty-seventh  st.  depot  is  a  one-story  frame  building 
owned  by  the  Illinois  Central  railroad.  This  is  used  as  a  residence  by  Mrs. 
Stancel,  who  has  charge  of  the  station  and  who  pays  rent  to  the  Illinois 
Central.     The  building  is  50  feet  north  and  south  and  20  feet  east  and  west. 

553.  At  the  foot  of  Forty-ninth  st.  the  Illinois  Central  property  is  about 
175  feet  wide,  with  eight  tracks  and  a  vacant  strip  75  feet  wide  between 
the  most  westerly  track  and  the  stone  wall  on  the  west.  The  vacant  strip 
east  of  the  tracks  is  about  150  feet  wide  and  is  being  filled  in  by  city  garbage 
wagons. 

554.  Three  hundred  feet  north  of  the  foot  of  Fiftieth  st.,  on  the  edge  of 
the  lake,  is  a  one-story  frame  boat  house  belonging  to  the  Kenwood  Yacht 
Club.  This  building  is  50  feet  east  and  west  and  15  feet  north  and  south. 
Charles  Healey,  president,  address  Seipp's  brewery.  The  club  leases  this 
property  from  the  Illinois  Central  railroad. 

555.  At  the  foot  of  Fiftieth  st.  is  a  one-story  frame  depot  of  the  Illinois 
Central  railroad,  35  feet  east  and  west  and  50  feet  north  and  south.  There 
are  also  two  waiting  platforms  in  connection  with  the  depot. 

556.  The  dump  east  of  the  railroad  tracks  ends  at  this  point,  where  it 
reaches  the  north  and  west  fence  of  the  Chicago  Beach  Hotel  property.  The 
rock  and  pile  cribbing  also  ends  here,  its  place  being  taken  by  a  sandy  beach.

Dear  Sir — The  following  is  the  property  encountered  today: 

557.  At  the  foot  of  Fiftieth  st.  and  east  of  the  Illinois  Central  property 
(which  is  about  200  feet  wide  here)  is  the  heating  and  lighting  plant  of  the 
Chicago  Beach  Hotel.  It  is  a  one-story  brick  building,  150  feet  north  and 
south  and  50  feet  wide.  Adjacent  to  it  on  the  east  side  is  a  building  used 
for  the  servants'  living  quarters.  This  is  a  one-story  brick  building,  75  feet 
north  and  south  and  40  feet  east  and  west. 

The  east  fence  of  the  Chicago  Beach  Hotel  property  is  about  300  feet  east 
of  the  north  and  west  fence,  the  shore  line  of  the  lake  being  almost  east 
and  west  here.  Both  of  these  fences  extend  practically  to  the  water's  edge. 
At  the  east  fence  a  board,  walk  has  been  built  out  into  the  lake  about  150 
feet.     This  walk  is  eight  feet  wide. 
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The  main  hotel  building  is  a  six-story  brick  structure  with  a  frontage 
on  Fifty-firsi  si.  or  Hyde  Park  boul.  of  350  feet  and  depth  of  so  feet.  On  the 
wesl  end  is  a  wing  extending  north  about  125  feet,  with  a  width  of  150 
feet.  The  frontage  of  the  entire  property  between  east  and  west  fences  on 
Fifty-first  st.  is  about  450  feet.  The  width  north  and  south  along  the  east 
fence  between   Fifty-first  st.  and  the  lake  is  393  feet. 

East  of  the  Chicago  Beach  Hotel  property  is  a  tract  of  land  610  feet  east 
and  west,  with  a  width  of  330  feet  on  the  east  at  the  lake.  This  tract  has  a 
frontage  on  Fifty-first  st.  of  435  feet. 

Facing  Fifty-first  st.  and  about  75  feet  from  its  end  on  this  tract  is  a  two- 
story  frame  residence,  50  feet  east  and  west  and  65  feet  north  and  south.  The 
upper  floor  is  occupied,  but  the  lower  floor  is  vacant.  (Could  not  obtain 
name  of  occupant.)  A  pier  on  the  east  end  of  the  tract  extends  north  about 
200  feet.  A  small  sign  bears  the  following:  "Private  property— Trespassers 
will  be  prosecuted.  C.  M.  Jones,  owner."  A  larger  sign  also  on  the  property 
is  as  follows:  "For  Sale  or  Lease.  B.  A.  Cummings  &  Co.,  exclusive  agents. 
108  Dearborn  st." 

558.  The  Illinois  Central  property  at  Fifty-first  st.  is  about  200  feet  wide 
and  consists  of  a  number  of  elevated  tracks.  A  stone  wall  five  feet  high 
bounds  the  property  on  the  west. 

559.  At  Fifty-fourth  st.  Everett  av.  has  not  been  built  through,  but  ends 
at  a  point  about  300  feet  south  of  it.  The  center  line  of  Everett  produced 
would  strike  Fifty-fourth  st.  at  about  the  shore  line  of  the  lake.  East  of 
this  line  and  north  of  a  line  drawn  east  and  west  through  the  end  of 
Everett  av.  is  a  vacant  piece  of  land  triangular  in  shape,  with  £ts  apex 
at  Fifty-fourth  st.  and  altitude  of  300  feet  north  and  south.  At  its  base  it 
is  about  200  feet  wide  extending  from  Everett  av.  to  the  lake.  This  prop- 
erty is  owned  by  Mrs.  C.  N.  Jones.  Prior  to  the  Chicago  World's  Fair  in 
1893,  Mrs.  Jones  had  a  pier  constructed  out  into  the  lake  about  300  feet 
beyond  the  present  shore  line  with  a  width  of  15  feet.  A  private  watchman 
hired  by  Mrs.  Jones,  Larry  Polinsky  by  name,  said  that  practically  all  this 
piece  of  laud  has  been  made  since  the  pier  was  constructed.  (Watchman 
can  be  found  at  pier.) 

560.  South  of  the  Jones  property  is  a  vacant  tract  of  land  extending  east 
from  Everett  av.  about  375  feet  to  the  lake  and  about  600  feet  north  and 
south.  This  property  has  been  filled  in  by  city  garbage  wagons  since  1893, 
and  is  now  used  as  a  boat  yard.  One  hundred  teet  east  of  Everett  av.  at 
the  foot  of  Fifty-fifth  st.  is  a  one-story  frame  house  occupied  by  a  private 
watchman  on  the  property.  It  is  35  feet  east  and  west  and  40  feet  north  and 
south.  A  sign  on  the  property  bears  the  following:  (Top  of  sign  broken 
off.)  "This  block  with  riparian  rights.  Everett  av.  lots  facing  the  lake  and 
East  End  av.  Lots  cheap.  Hyde  W.  Perce  &  Co.,  agents,  99  Randolph  st." 
It  is  locally  understood  that  the  Knickerbocker  Ice  Company  owns  the  tract. 

561.  On  the  northeast  corner  of  Fifty-sixth  st.  and  Everett  av.  is  a 
vacant  piece  of  land  with  a  frontage  of  200  feet  on  Everett  av.  and  extending 
easi  about  450  feet  to  the  lake.  This  property  is  owned  by  the  Lehman 
estate;  Fred  Harber,  superintendent.  Majestic  building.  71  Monroe  st.  The 
land  adjoins  the  Knickerbocker  Ice  Company  on  the  south;  filling  has  just 
been  completed  by  city  garbage  teams  and  sand  is  now  being  hauled  in  and 
graded.     Fences  are  also  being  built  all  around  the  property.

Dear  Sib — The  following  is  the  property  encountered  today: 

Nobth   Inlet — Jackson  Pabk  Lagoox. 

562.  The  mouth  of  the  inlet  is  protected  on  the  north  side  by  a  pier 
exl ending  out   into  the  lake  about  400  feet.     The  pier  is  about  12  feet   wide 
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and  the  top,  which  is  planked  and  used  for  a  promenade,  is  about  ten  feet 
above  the  surface  of  the  water.  The  west  end  of  the  pier  at  the  shore  line 
is  about  200  feet  east  of  the  concrete  bridge  crossing  the  inlet.  This  pier 
was  built  some  time  prior  to  the  Chicago  World's  Fair  in  1893,  its  purpose 
being  to  give  a  smooth  water  entrance  to  the  lagoon. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  inlet,  about  125  feet  south  of  the  pier  above  men- 
tioned, is  a  jetty  about  300  feet  long,  with  its  west  end  only  about  100  feet 
east  of  the  concrete  bridge.  The  west  200  feet  of  this  jetty  consists  of  a 
single  row  of  piling,  with  planks  nailed  perpendicularly  to  stringers  on  the 
south  side  of  the  piling.  The  east  or  outer  100  feet  is  a  double  row  of 
piling  with  a  space  of  about  six  feet  between  the  rows.  This  space  has  been 
filled  in  with  stone.  A  few  new  cross  pieces  on  top  of  the  jetty  near  the 
west  end  would  seem  to  indicate  that  a  walk  is  in  progress  of  construction. 
A  number  of  piles  with  their  top  level  with  the  water  surface  have  been 
driven  promiscuously  on  the  south  side  of  the  jetty. 

563.     South  Shore  Country  Club: 

At  the  south  end  of  Jackson  Park  and  the  foot  of  Sixty-seventh  st.  a  sign 
on  the  pile  breakers  reads:  "South  Shore  Country  Club — Private  Grounds 
— No  Bathing  Allowed  Here."  This  is  the  north  boundary  of  the  club's 
property.  From  here  a  post  and  wire  fence  runs  south  along  the  east  side 
of  Gates  av.  This  is  the  west  edge  of  the  South  Shore  Country  Club's  prop- 
erty. At  Sixty-eighth  st.  the  property  is  about  400  feet  wide  and  a  pier 
has  been  built  out  into  the  lake  about  200  feet  beyond  the  general  contour 
of  the  shore  line.  This  pier  is  125  feet  wide  and  located  in  about  the  center 
of  it  is  a  one-story  frame  house,  25  feet  north  and  south  and  15  feet  east  and 
west.  This  building  is  used  as  a  locker  house.  From  Sixty-eighth  st.  the 
west  fence  continues  south  along  Gates  av.  to  Seventy-first  st.  At  the  north- 
east corner  of  Seventy-first  st.  and  Gates  av.  is  located  the  main  entrance  of 
the  grounds.  This  consists  of  a  concrete  arch  connecting  two  concrete  build- 
ings. The  one  on  the  south  and  east  being  a  carriage  shed  and  the  one  on 
the  north  and  west  being  an  automobile  garage.  Both  are  one-story  high, 
the  former  being  75  feet  north  and  south  and  50  feet  east  and  west,  the  latter 
100  feet  east  and  west  and  60  feet  north  and  south.  About  100  feet  east  of 
the  carriage  shed  on  Seventy-first  st.  is  a  general  storage  shed.  This  is  a 
frame  building  one  story  high,  20  feet  wide  and  200  feet  long  (east  and 
west).  A  driveway  50  feet  wide  enters  the  grounds  through  the  main 
gateway  and  extends  in  a  northeasterly  direction,  dividing  it  into  two  road- 
ways about  300  feet  east  of  the  gate.  Along  the  south  branch  is  a  two-story 
concrete  building,  50  feet  wide  and  100  feet  long.  This  contains  a  gymna- 
sium, locker  rooms,  baths,  etc.  At  the  end  of  the  driveway,  which  is  about 
100  feet  east  of  the  gymnasium,  is  the  main  building,  a  two-story  concrete 
structure,  very  irregular  in  shape,  with  general  dimensions  as  follows: 
Three  hundred  seventy-five  feet  northwest  and  southeast  and  80  feet  south- 
west and  northeast,  with  a  wing  extending  east  from  the  middle  of  the 
east  side  about  100  feet,  with  a  width  of  80  feet.  The  east  end  of  this  wing 
is  circular  in  shape.  There  is  also  another  wing  on  the  south  end  projecting 
east  about  50  feet  and  about  75  feet  wide.  About  the  foot  of  Seventieth  st. 
on  the  shore  of  the  lake  are  located  three  one-story  concrete  bath  houses, 
each  about  20  feet  square,  and  also  a  one-story  frame  tool  and  repair  house 
about  75  feet  long  and  35  feet  wide  (see  sketch  18  for  relative  positions). 
Along  Seventy-first  St.,  the  south  boundary  of  the  club's  property,  the  lake  is 
about  1,200  feet  east  of  Gates  av.  At  the  lake  and  foot  of  Seventy-first  st. 
a  pier  300  feet  east  and  west  and  300  feet  north  and  south  is  being  graded 
off  and  sodded.  This  pier  was  filled  in  in  1909  by  sand  pumped  from  the 
bottom  of  the  lake  with  hydraulic  pumps.  A  double  row  of  piling  extends 
north  from  the  northeast  corner  of  the  pier  about  1,400  feet  and  forms  the 
south  and  east  protection  of  a  harbor.  The  north  and  west  protection  is 
also  a  pier  extending  out  into  the  lake  from  the  northeast  corner  of  the  pier 
at  Sixty-eighth  st.     This  protection  runs  east  about  200  feet  and  then  south 
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about  250  feet.  A  sand  beach  varying  in  width  from  50  to  100  feet  extends 
all  along  the  lake  from  Sixty-eighth  st.  to  Seventy-first  st.  Mr.  Bode,  presi- 
dent, address  129  Michigan  av..  care  Gage  Bros.

Piers  at  73d,  75th,  76th,  77th  and  78th  Streets. 

564.  At  the  foot  of  73d  st.  and  extending  straight  out  into  the  lake  about 
150  feet  is  an  old  pier  eight  feet  wide.  A  powder  house  10  feet  square  is 
located  on  the  end  of  the  pier.  This  powder  house  is  owned  by  George  W. 
Jackson  &  Co.,  Inc.  Just  north  of  the  pier  about  50  feet  is  a  small  pile  break- 
water, about  100  feet  east  and  west  with  an  angle  core  southeast  of  an  addi- 
tional 100  feet. 

565.  At  the  foot  of  75th  st.  there  are  two  piers  one  on  each  side  of  the 
street.  The  pier  on  the  north  side  is  about  125  feet  long  and  50  feet  wide.  A 
one-story  frame  building  owned  by  A.  G.  Vierling  is  called  the  Windsor 
Beach  Bathing  House.  This  building  occupies  the  whole  pier.  On  the  south 
side  of  the  street  the  pier  is  about  100  feet  long  and  125  feet  wide.  On  this 
pier  is  also  a  one-story  frame  building  owned  by  L.  P.  Paulson.  This  is 
called  Manhattan  Beach.     This  building  is  also  the  same  size  as  the  pier. 

566.  At  the  foot  of  76th  st.  are  two  piers  occupied  by  bath  houses,  etc.,  of 
George  Nichols  in  connection  with  Nichols'  Beach.  The  south  pier  is  about 
300  feet  long  and  25  feet  wide  and  has  on  it  the  name  Bathhouse.  A  one- 
story  frame  building  200  feet  long  and  25  feet  wide.  This  bathhouse  is  on 
the  west  end  of  the  pier.  On  the  east  end  of  the  pier  is  a  small  one-story 
frame  building  about  25  feet  square.  The  north  pier  is  used  as  a  board  walk, 
is  about  300  feet  long  and  25  feet  wide,  and  is  connected  to  the  south  pier  at 
the  outer  or  eastern  end  by  a  walk. 

On  this  connecting  walk  is  located  the  ticket  office,  a  one-story  frame  build- 
ing about  20  feet  square.  Both  these  piers  are  east  and  west  and  are  about 
20  feet  apart.  (These  bathhouses  were  boarded  up  and  deserted  at  time  of 
investigation.     I  was  unable  to  ascertain  extent  of  beach  claimed  by  each.) 

567.  At  the  foot  of  77th  st.  there  is  an  old  abandoned  pier  about  200  feet 
long  and  six  feet  wide.  It  consists  of  two  rows  of  piling  with  rock  be- 
tween. The  rock  filling  does  not  come  within  four  feet  of  the  top  of  the 
piles,  which  are  about  five  feet  above  water.  The  pier  projects  due  east 
from  a  point  in  line  with  the  north  side  of  the  street. 

568.  At  the  foot  of  78th  st.  on  the  north  side  is  an  old  pier  similar  in  size 
and  construction  to  the  one  at  77th  st.  with  the  addition  of  an  "L"  at  the 
end  running  north  about  35  feet.  At  the  shore  or  west  end  sand  has  filled 
in  for  a  distance  of  about  60  feet  and  also  completely  covers  that  portion 
of  the  pier. 

Note — All  these  piers  were  built  about  the  time  of  the  Chicago  World's 
Fair  in  1893. 

Illinois  Steel  Company's  South  Works. 

569.  In  general  the  boundaries  of  the  Illinois  Steel  Company's  south  works 
can  be  said  to  be  Lake  Michigan  on  the  east,  79th  st.  on  the  north,  the  Calu- 
met river  on  the  south,  with  the  western  boundary  an  irregular  line  zig- 
zagging from  Ontario  av.  at  79th  st.  to  "The  Strand,"  at  Calumet  river. 
However,  details  concerning  both  the  boundaries,  buildings,  shore  lines  and 
other  data  concerning  the  holdings  of  the  Illinois  Steel  Company  are  avail- 
able for  our  use  in  map  form  and  will  not  be  gone  into  here.  B.  J.  Buffing 
ton,  President:   Knapp  &  Campbell.  Attorneys,  both  located  at  115  Adams  st. 
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Calumet  River  to  95th  Street. 

570.  The  north  or  left  bank  of  the  Calumet  river  between  the  lake  and  the 
Chicago,  Lake  Shore  and  Eastern  railroad  bridge  (which  is  about  100  feet 
east  of  the  center  line  of  "The  Strand,"  produced)  is  occupied  by  the  plant  of 
the  Illinois  Steel  Company.  A  dock  line  is  built  all  along  this  stretch  and 
is  used  as  a  landing  place  for  ore  boats.  The  length  of  the  Illinois  Steel 
Company's  frontage  on  the  Calumet  river  is  roughly  three-fourths  of  a  mile. 
From  the  east  end  of  the  dock  a  pier  extends  out  into  the  lake  a  distance  of 
about  1,200  feet  east  where  an  old  light-house  is  located.  From  here  the  pier 
angles  to  the  southeast  for  a  distance  of  about  one-half  mile.  At  the  ex- 
treme end  of  this  pier  or  break  water  is  a  new  lighthouse.  This  lighthouse 
was  built  somewhere  about  1900.  About  400  feet  east  of  the  railroad  bridge  is 
a  slip  extending  north  into  the  Steel  Company's  plant.  This  slip  is  used  for 
the  anchoring  of  tbe  large  ore  boats  during  unloading. 

571.  The  souui  or  left  bank  of  the  river  is  about  1,000  feet  long  east  of 
the  Chicago,  Lake  Shore  and  Eastern  railroad  bridge.  At  the  east  end  a 
pier  extends  out  into  the  lake  about  1,500  feet  and  in  conjunction  with  the 
one  on  the  north  bank  forms  a  harbor.  Two  hundred  feet  east  of  the  bridge 
is  a  slip  125  feet  wide  and  about  1,000  feet  long  in  a  north  and  south  direc- 
tion. At  a  point  about  500  feet  south  of  the  mouth  of  the  slip  a  dredge  is  at 
work  filling  in  the  slip  with  slag.  It  is  the  intention  to  fill  in  the  south 
half  of  it.  This  work  is  being  done  by  the  Iroquois  Iron  Company  who  own  all 
the  land  between  the  Chicago,  Lake  Shore  and  Eastern  right  of  way  and  the 
lake  and  from  the  river  south  to  the  property  of  the  American  Smelting 
and  Refining  Company.  About  200  feet  east  of  the  slip  and  about  600  feet 
south  of  the  river  is  a  one-story  frame  shaft  10  feet  square  (unoccupied); 
considerable  sand  is  being  dumped  on  this  property  especially  on  the  south 
end  and  general  appearances  go  to  show  that  improvements  of  some  kind  are 
being  contemplated.  Iroquois  Iron  Company,  3267  East  95th  st.  N.  C.  Ar- 
mour, President;  Tenney,  Coffenn,  Harding  &  Sherman,  Attorneys,  205  La- 
Salle  st. 

572.  The  C,  L.  S.  and  E.  R.  R.  bridge  over  the  Calumet  river  is  also  used 
by  the  E.,  J.  and  E.  R.  R.,  which  also  uses  the  right  of  way  of  the  C,  L.  S. 
and  E.  R.  R.    At  94th  st.  this  right  of  way  is  about  100  feet  wide. 

573.  South  of  94th  st.  and  east  of  the  C,  L.  S.  and  E.  R.  R.  is  the  plant 
of  the  American  Smelting  and  Refining  Company.  This  plant  is  on  the  east 
side  of  Kreiter  av.  and  extends  south  about  300  feet  and  east  to  the  lake. 
(Details  and  special  information  regarding  this  plant  have  been  obtained 
by  a  special  survey  dated  May,  1910.)  Eugene  Garnett,  Attorney,  Tribune 
building. 

574.  South  of  this  plant  and  east  of  Kreiter  av.  is  a  triangular  beach,  the 
shore  line  of  which  "hits"  the  east  right  of  way  fence  of  the  Chicago,  Lake 
Shore  and  Eastern  R.  R.   at  95th  st.     This  is  about  one-half  an  acre. 

575.  At  95th  st.  the  right  of  way  is  about  150  feet  wide.  At  the  foot  of 
the  street  on  the  north  side  is  an  old  rock  and  pile  break  water  extending 
out  into  the  lake  about  150  feet.  This  has  been  here  for  twenty-five  years 
at  least.     (Could  not  learn  who  built  it.) 

98th  to  99th  Street. 

576.  At  the  foot  of  98th  street  the  shore  line  of  the  lake  is  about  400  feet 
east  of  the  Chicago,  Lake  Shore  and  Eastern  right  of  way  which  is  about 
100  feet  wide.  The  west  edge  of  the  right  of  way  is  about  150  feet  east  of 
Avenue  "H."  One  the  east  side  of  Avenue  "H,"  between  98th  and  99th  sts. 
is  located  a  row  of  dwellings  fronting  on  Avenue  "H,"  with  lots  extending 
east  to  a  16-foot  alley  paralleling  the  railroad  on  the  west.  The  owners  and 
occupants  of  these  houses  together  with  other  data  are: 

577.  9801  Avenue  "H"  (southeast  corner  98th  st.  and  Avenue  "H.")  — 
This  is  a  two-story  brick  flat  building  with  a  frontage  of  25  feet;  length  of 
building,  95  feet.    R.  E.  L.  Brooks,  agent,  9756  Avenue  "H." 
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578.  9805  Avenue  "H"  is  a  frame  cottage;  frontage  of  25  feet  and  length 
of  building  55   feet.     Luntlgren,  owner  and  occupant. 

579.  9807  Avenue  •'11,"  vacant  lot,  25  feet  frontage.  R.  E.  L.  Brooks, 
agent. 

580.  9809  Avenue  "H"  is  a  frame  cottage;  25  feet  frontage;  length  of 
building,  45  feet.     James  Durr,  owner  and  occupant. 

581.  Two  vacant  lots,  frontage  of  60  feet;  owner,  Doc  Stanton;  can  be 
found  at  Wisconsin  Steel  Company's  office,  Irondale. 

582.  9821  Avenue  "H"  is  a  frame  cottage,  25  feet  frontage;  length  of 
building,  50  feet.     Charles  Heaton,  owner  and  occupant. 

583.  9823  Avenue  "H"  is  a  frame  cottage,  25  feet  frontage;  length  of 
building,  60  feet.  Andrew  Ringman,  agent,  9912  Ewing  av.  John  Lagger- 
green,  occupant. 

584.  Three  vacant  lots  with  a  frontage  of  60  feet.  The  two  north  lots 
belong  to  a  Mr.  Kreiger  of  Whiting,  Ind.  South  lot  claimed  by  the  Byrns 
estate. 

585.  9835  Avenue  "H"  is  a  two-story  frame  dwelling,  25  feet  frontage; 
length  of  building,  50  feet.  Edwin  Bartow,  owner  and  occupant.  (Pur- 
chased from  the  Byrns  estate.) 

586.  One  vacant  lot,  25  feet  frontage;  owned  by  the  Byrns  estate. 

587.  9839  Avenue  "H"  is  a  two-story  frame  building,  frontage  of  25  feet; 
length  of  building,  60  feet.  Gus  Miller,  owner  and  occupant  of  lower  floor. 
August  Olson  rents  the  upper  floor.  Two  vacant  lots  frontage  of  60  feet; 
owner  unascertainable.

Avenue  "H." 

591.  No.  9853  Avenue  "H"  is  a  frame  cottage,  25  feet  frontage;  building 
50  feet  long.     Swanberg,  owner  and  occupant. 

592.  One  vacant  lot,  25  feet  frontage.     R.  E.  L.  Brooks,  agent. 

593.  No.  9859  Avenue  "H"  is  a  frame  cottage,  frontage  of  25  feet;  length 
of  building,  50  feet.     Oscar  Carlson,  owner  and  occupant. 

594.  No.  9861  Avenue  "H"  is  a  two-story  frame  residence,  frontage  30 
feet;  length  of  building,  50  feet.     G.  Boening,  owner  and  occupant. 

595.  Northeast  corner  of  99th  st.  and  Avenue  "H"  is  a  vacant  lot;  front- 
age 25  feet.     R.  E.  L.  Brooks,  agent. 

596.  At  99th  st.  the  Chicago,  Lake  Shore  and  Eastern  right  of  way  is  100 
feet  wide  and  contains  three  tracks.  East  of  the  railroad  extending  to  the 
shore  line  of  the  lake.  Its  average  width  between  98th  and  99th  sts.  is  about 
450  feet.  It  is  called  Calumet  Park  and  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
South   Park   Commissioners. 

Pier  1,000  Feet  South  of  100th  Street. 

597.  This  pier  is  about  1.200  feet  long  and  about  eight  feet  wide.  The 
east  700  feet  consists  of  two  rows  of  piling  with  rock  between,  while  the  west 
500  feet  is  one  row  of  piling  with  timbers  and  planking  on  the  north  side. 
North  of  the  pier  the  sand  extends  to  within  200  feet  of  its  end,  while  on  the 
south  side  of  it  the  shore  line  is  about  800  feet  west  of  the  end  of  the  pier. 
The  property  on  the  north  side  of  the  pier  is  Calumet  Park,  and  has  been 
filled  in  to  a  height  about  three  feet  above  the  present  surface  of  the  lake 
and  out  to  an  end  200  feet  to  the  end  of  the  pier.  (The  pier  has  been  planked 
on  its  north  side  and  is  used  as  a  retaining  wall  for  the  sand  filling  in  the 
park.)  At  the  west  end  of  the  pier  the  piling  is  completely  covered  with 
sand.

750.  East  of  Sheridan  Road  at  the  foot  of  Grace  st.  is  a  narrow  park  about 
75  feet  wide  which  is  a  continuation  of  the  park  mentioned  in  paragraph  749, 
at  the  foot  of  Addison  st.  This  park  ends  about  200  feet  north  of  Grace 
st.  at  which  point  Sheridan  Road  makes  a  right  angle  and  runs  west  along 
what  was  formerly  known  as  Byron  av. 

751.  Beginning  at  this  turn  and  extending  north  to  a  point  about  100  feet 
north  of  Bitter  Sweet  Place  is  a  line  of  sheet  piling  whose  top  is  about  nine 
feet  about  the  surface  of  the  water.  This  piling  encloses  a  quantity  of  made- 
land  whose  dimensions  and  various  owners  are  as  follows:  The  south  150 
feet  are  owned  by  one  Dr.  L.  R.  Williams,  455  Rightwood  avenue.

western   boundary,   clarendon  avenue. 

Lake  View  Water  Works: 

776.  On  the  north  side  of  Montrose  av.,  and  extending  from  the  lake  to 
Clarendon  av.,  is  the  building  and  grounds  of  the  Lake  View  Plumbing  Sta- 
tion. The  grounds  extend  north  from  Montrose  av.  about  200  feet.  The  build- 
ing is  built  of  brick,  is  about  60  feet  high,  200  feet  long  east  and  west,  with  an 
average  width  of  about  100  feet.  The  old  part,  which  is  the  western  portion 
of  the  building,  was  built  in  1892  by  the  city  of  Chicago,  while  the  addition 
on  the  east  end  was  built  in  1908. 

777.  At  the  foot  of  Montrose  av.,  there  is  a  projection  or  pier  built  out 
into  the  lake.  This  projection  is  about  200  feet  east  and  west  and  150  feet 
north  and  south,  and  is  enclosed  by  sheet  piling.  This  was  built  by  the 
city  of  Chicago  in  connection  with  the  water  works. 

778.  At  the  northeast  corner  of  the  water  works'  grounds  there  is  a  one- 
story  frame  shack  30  feet  east  and  west  and  12  feet  north  and  south.     A 
wooden  fence  6  feet  high  runs  west  from  the  shore  line  along  the  north 
edge  of  the  water  works'  grounds  to  Clarendon  av.,  where  it  turns  north. 
Clarendon  Beach: 

779.  North  of  the  north  fence  of  the  water  works'  grounds  is  a  bathing 
beach  and  accompanying  buildings.

783.  South  and  east  of  this  house  is  the  "North  Shore  Bathing  Beach," 
extending  from  Wilson  av.  south  to  Mrs.  Allmendinger's  property  (a  dis- 
tance of  about  300  feet)  and  from  Clarendon  av.  to  the  lake.  At  the  north- 
east corner  of  the  property  is  a  bath  house  150  feet  east  and  west  and  10 
feet  north  and  south.  Along  the  south  edge  of  the  property  and  turning 
north  along  the  west  edge  about  100  feet  is  a  frame  bath  house  and  dressing 
rooms  25  feet  wide.  North  and  east  of  this  building  at  a  distance  of  about 
25  feet  is  a  covered  rest  house  and  pavilion  about  50  feet  square.  Between 
the  pavilion  and  the  residence  are  three  more  bath  houses  extending  east 
from  the  street  about  100  feet  and  about  35  feet  wide.  This  beach  is  owned 
by  Mrs.  William  Loeffler,  being  part  of  the  Loeffler  estate.  It  is  leased  by 
Mrs.   Cleys. 

Wilson  Avenue  Beach: 

784.  This  property  extends  from  Wilson  av.,  north  to  a  point  100  feet 
south  of  Leland  av.,  and  from  Clarendon  av.  east  to  the  lake.  It  is  sur- 
rounded by  a  board  fence  6  feet  high.  At  the  northwest  corner  of  the  beach 
and  about  20  feet  east  of  the  street  line  is  a  two-story  frame  building  20 
feet  north  and  south  and  35  feet  east  and  west  as  a  repair  shop.  Extend- 
ing south  from  the  northwest  corner  along  the  west  edge  of  the  property 
is  a  covered  board  walk  about  15  feet  wide  and  200  feet  long.  At  its 
south  end  it  widens  to  about  50  feet  and  then  extends  south  an  additional 
125  feet.  On  the  west  part  of  the  latter  is  a  frame  cigar  and  candy  stand 
about  30  feet  north  and  south  and  20  feet  east  and  west  Adjoining  the  walk 
on  the  south  is  a  two-story  concrete  bath  house  about  100  feet  east  and  west 
and  60  feet  north  and  south.  From  the  southeast  corner  of  this  building 
a  board  walk  20  feet  wide  extends  east  100  feet  into  the  lake.  The  east 
50  feet  of  this  walk  are  covered. 

785.  This  beach  is  leased  by  Arthur  Trantzer,  569  W.  Van  Buren  st.  The 
south  150  feet  of  it  belong  to  the  Allmendinger  estate.  The  remainder  is 
owned  by  a  Mr.  Hay  Held.  This  information  was  obtained  from  an  employe 
of  Mr.  Trantzer.  The  latter  can  furnish  any  additional  information  that  is 
desired. 

Leland  Beach. 

786.  North  of  the  Wilson  Beach  property  is  what  is  known  as  "Leland 
Beach."     It  occupies  a  triangular  piece  of  ground,  the  north  boundary  being 
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the  point  where  the  shore  of  the  lake  "hits"  Clarendon  av.  On  the  southwest 
corner  of  the  property  is  a  two-story  stone  and  frame  building  65  feet  north 
and  south  and  40  feet  east  and  west.  About  10  feet  west  of  this  building  is  a 
frame  bath  house  about  100  feet  north  and  south  and  10  feet  east  and  west. 
There  was  no  one  on  the  premises  at  the  time  of  investigation,  but  we 
understand  from  an  employe  of  Mr.  Trantzer  (Wilson  Beach)  that  the  latter 
has  practically  closed  a  deal  to  acquire  Iceland  Beach  as  an  extension  of 
Wilson  Beach. 

787.  North  of  the  Leland  Beach  the  shore  line  of  Lake  Michigan  is  about 
10  feet  east  of  Clarendon  av.,  which  is  protected  by  rock  and  pile  cribbing 
extending  to  Lake  Side  Place. 

788.  North  of  Lake  Side  Place  (where  Clarendon  av.  ends)  is  vacant 
property  about  175  feet  north  and  south  and  200  feet  east  and  west.  Agents, 
H.  O.  Stone  &  Co.,  American  Trust  building,  125  Monroe  st. 

789.  The  portion  of  the  land  along  the  lake  has  been  filled  in  with  clay 
from  the  Lawrence  av.  tunnel.  Traces  of  the  old  breakwater  can  still  be 
found,  about  50  feet  west  of  the  present  shore  line. 

790.  On  the  south  side  of  Lawrence  av.  is  a  three-story  brick  apartment 
building  about  100  feet  west  of  the  present  shore  line.  It  is  40  feet  east  and 
west  and  90  feet  north  and  south.  Agents,  Regelin,  Jensen  &  Co.,  4600 
Evanston  av. 

On  both  sides  of  Lawrence  av.  at  the  lake,  large  quantities  of  clay  have 
been  dumped  from  the  tunnel  so  that  in  some  places  the  bank  is  as  high  as 
15  feet  above  the  water  surface  of  the  lake.

791.  On  the  northeast  corner  of  Glen  Lake  av.  and  Sheridan  Road  is  a 
vacant  property  extending  east  to  Lake  Michigan  (a  distance  of  approxi- 
mately 175  feet)  and  north  about  200  feet.  There  is  a  stone  breakwater  along 
the  lake  side,  outside  of  which  breakwater  is  a  sand  beach  about  100  feet 
wide  at  the  south  edge  of  the  property  and  25  feet  wide  at  the  north  edge.  A 
sheet  pile  pier  about  150  feet  long  extends  out  into  the  lake  at  the  south  end 
of  the  stone  breakwater  and  has  probably  contributed  largely  toward  the  sand 
filling  which  has  occurred.     Owner,  James  Pease,  4617  Dover  st. 

792.  North  of  the  Pease  property  is  a  lot  about  100  feet  wide  and  extend- 
ing east  to  the  lake,  on  the  front  portion  of  which  is  a  two-story  brick  resi- 
dence 55  feet  wide  and  75  feet  long.

794.  North  of  this  property  is  a  lot  with  a  frontage  of  100  feet  and  a 
depth  of  150  feet  extending  to  the  lake.  On  the  north  edge  of  the  lot  (build- 
ing line,  30  feet),  is  a  two-story  brick  residence  about  50  feet  north  and 
south  and  60  feet  east  and  west.  On  the  northeast  corner  of  the  lot  is  a 
two-story   brick  stable   and   garage   about   50   feet   square.

796.  Xo.  6157  Sheridan  Road  is  a  lot  with  a  frontage  of  150  feet  and 
extending  east  to  the  lake.  Twenty-five  feet  north  of  the  south  edge  of  the 
lot  is  a  two-story  stone  residence  about  60  feet  square.  About  50  feet  west 
of  the  northeast  corner  of  the  lot  is  a  one-story  stone  stable  and  garage  75 
feet  north  and  south  and  45  feet  east  and  west.  Three  small  piers  extend 
out  into  the  lake  from  this  property;  one  at  the  south  edge  being  about  50 
feet  long,  one  at  the  center  of  the  lot  being  about  100  feet  long  and  6  feet 
wide  with  a  board  walk  on  the  top,  and  the  one  at  the  north  edge  (sheet 
piling)   being  about  50  feet  long.

Forty  feet  east  of  the  stable 
is  a  sheet  pile  breakwater  running  north  and  south  along  the  lot,  which  has 
been  filled  in  to  this  point.

At  intervals  of  about  100  feet  sheet  pile  piers  are  built 
out  into  the  lake  about  150  feet.  These  piers  cause  sand  to  be  deposited  along 
the  shore  line.     Owner,  "William  D.  Fischer,  132  Clark  st. 

801.  On  the  northeast  corner  of  Rosemont  av.  and  Sheridan  Road  is  more 
vacant  property  about  300  feet  north  and  south  and  extending  east  to  the 
lake,  a  distance  of  about  150  feet.  A  sign  on  the  property  bears  the  fol- 
lowing: "For  sale,  150x300,  with  riparian  rights,  E.  H.  Gold,  owner,  1452 
Railway  Exchange."     A  pier  extends  out  into  the  lake  about  250  feet  from 
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the  north  edge  of  Rosemont  av.  The  west  end  of  the  pier,  for  a  distance 
of  fully  125  feet,  is  covered  with  sand  which  has  been  washed  in  and 
piled  up. 

802.  North  of  the  Gold  property  is  a  lot  with  frontage  of  100  feet  and 
extending  east  to  the  lake.  In  about  the  center  of  the  lot  is  a  two-story 
brick  residence  60  feet  north  and  south  and  75  feet  east  and  west.  The  east 
end  of  the  lot  is  protected  by  sheet  piling  and  is  graded  to  a  height  of  about 
six  feet  above  the  water  surface  of  the  lake.  Owner,  J.  A.  Mahoney,  also 
occupant,  6329  Sheridan  Road. 

803.  North  of  the  Mahoney  property  is  a  vacant  lot  with  frontage  of  100 
feet  and  extending  east  to  the  lake,  a  distance  of  about  125  feet.  A  row 
of  piles  extend  across  the  lot  about  20  feet  east  of  the  water's  edge.  Agents, 
Claude  B.  Davis  &  Co.,  1860  N.  Clark  st,  and  Enweart  &  Co.,  115  Dearborn  st. 

804.  North  of  this  vacant  lot  is  a  lot  with  frontage  of  150  feet  and  depth 
of  175  feet  extending  out  into  the  lake  and  forming  a  projection  which  is 
protected  by  sheet  piling  and  graded  up  to  a  height  about  six  feet  above  the 
water  surface.  In  the  center  of  the  lot  is  a  two-story  brick  residence  60  feet 
north  and  south  and  75  feet  east  and  west.  Owner,  E.  S.  Shepherd,  also 
occupant,  6341  Sheridan  Road. 

805.  The  southeast  corner  of  Devon  av.  and  Sheridan  Road  is  a  vacant 
property  with  frontage  on  Sheridan  Road  of  100  feet  and  a  depth  of  about 
100  feet  to  the  lake.  This  property  is  for  sale  by  Cochran  &  McClure,  107 
Dearborn  st.  A  small  sheet  pile  pier  extends  out  into  the  lake  about  100 
feet  from  the  center  of  the  lot.  The  Avest  50  feet  of  the  pier  is  covered 
with  sand  deposits. 

A.  G.  Wheeler  Property  North  of  Devon  Avenue: 

806.  On  the  north  side  of  Devon  av.  and  extending  from  the  lake  to  a 
point  about  25  feet  west  of  the  west  line  of  Sheridan  Road  is  the  property 
of  A.  G.  Wheeler,  who  is  also  the  occupant.  This  property  extends  north 
about  250  feet  and  is  about  200  feet  wide  at  its  west  end.  It  is  protected  by 
iron  and  concrete  piling  and  is  graded  up  to  a  height  ten  feet  above  water 
surface.  A  two-story  stone  mansion  100  feet  north  and  south  and  100  feet 
east  and  west  stands  in  the  center  of  the  grounds.

Dear  Sir — Following  is  a  report  of  the  territory  embraced  in  Waiikegan, 
111.,  and  covered  by  our  investigations: 

807.  Beginning  at  a  point  about  100  feet  south  of  Elm  st.  extended,  on 
the  shore  line  of  Lake  Michigan,  with  Union  st.  as  the  western  boundary  and 
Lake  Michigan  as  the  eastern  boundary,  the  entire  property  north  to  within 
50  feet  of  the  Waukegan  river  is  the  property  of  the  E.,  J.  &  E.  R.  R.  Com- 
pany. Along  the  lake  front  is  a  beach  varying  from  50  to  150  feet  in  width. 
The  remains  of  an  old  railroad  track  protrude  above  the  sand  beach  at  a 
distance  of  about  100  feet  west  of  the  lake  front,  but  most  of  the  track  has 
been  destroyed  by  the  action  of  the  water.  Extensive  dumping  of  rubbish 
and  debris  and  cinders  has  been  employed  along  this  stretch.  There  is  a 
dirt  road  west  of  the  old  railroad  track  and  the  ruts  would  indicate  that  the 
tract  is  used  as  a  dumping  ground  by  wagons  at  present.  There  is  rubbish 
of  all  kinds  scattered  over  the  ground.  West  of  this  dirt  road  is  an  old 
track  and  large  quantities  of  cinders  have  been  dumped  on  both  sides  of 
this  track,  the  piles  of  cinders  being  four  or  five  feet  high  along  both  sides 
of  the  track.  Brush  and  weeds  cover  the  remainder  west  to  the  tracks  of 
the  E.  J.  &  E.,  which  are  laid  along  Union  st.  running  north  and  south. 

Extending  into  the  lake  on  piling  at  the  north  side  of  Elm  st.  extended 
is  a  track,  no  longer  used.  Could  not  ascertain  for  what  purpose  it  Avas  for- 
merly used. 
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Alioui  L,000  or  1,200  feel  north  of  this  track  and  extending  into  the  lake 
about  1 51)  feet,  on  piling,  is  an  18-inch  sewer  pipe,  supported  on  piling.  This 
sewer  outlet  is  about  the  center  of  McKinley  st.  extended. 

About  50  feet  north  of  this  sewer  outlet,  and  extending  into  the  lake  about 
75   feet,   is  a  breakwater,  evidently  built  to  protect  the  sewer  outlet. 

About  700  feet  north  of  this  is  an  old  pier  about  six  feet  wide  extending 
into  the  lake  about  50  feet,  built  on  light  piling. 

About  200  feet  north  of  this  old  pier  and  about  200  feet  west  of  the  lake 
front  is  the  round  house  of  the  E.,  J.  &  E.,  a  brick  structure  about  4<) 
feet  high,  with  nine  stalls.  The  west  line  of  the  property  under  investiga- 
tion passes  through  this  round  house.  There  is  a  small  oil  house,  about 
20  feet  by  20  feet  east  of  the  round  house  and  in  the  tract  under  investi- 
gation. 

808.  The  Wilder  Manning  Tanning  Company  own  a  small  piece  of  land, 
with  about  50  feet  frontage  on  the  lake  south  from  the  south  bank  of  the 
Waukegan  river.  Otherwise,  the  entire  property  from  Waukegan  river  south 
to  the  point  of  beginning  of  our  investigations  is  property  of  the  E.,  J.  &  E. 
R.  R.  Co. 

809.  The  next  street  north  of  the  Waukegan  river  is  Water  st.,  and  the 
Wilder  Manning  Tanning  Co.  occupy  and  own  the  included  property.  They 
state  the  distance  from  Waukegan  river  to  WTater  st.  is  about  200  feet,  and 
their  property  extends  west  from  the  lake  front  a  distance  of  about  400 
feet.  As  stated  above,  their  property  extends  south  of  the  Waukegan  river 
about  50  feet  also.  North  of  the  Waukegan  river  they  have  a  brick  struc- 
ture of  very  irregular  shape,  from  one  to  three  stories  in  height,  used  as  a 
tannery.  We  interviewed  Mr.  E.  H.  Graber,  superintendent.  Mr.  Graber 
stated  Mr.  Charles  Perkins,  secretary,  214  Lake  st.,  Chicago,  111.,  is  the  party 
with  whom  the  Committee  should  take  up  any  questions  as  to  the  owner- 
ship, etc. 

810.  The  North  Shore  Electric  Company  own  the  property  bounded  south 
by  the  north  line  of  Water  st.,  east  by  the  Lake  extending  north  to  lot  10  of 
what  is  known  as  Sunderlin's  Second  Addition,  a  distance  of  about  250  feer, 
and  west  to  Sand  St.,  approximately  200  feet.  They  have  situated  on  this 
property  a  brick  generating  plant.  We  interviewed  Mr.  W.  L.  Oliver,  chief 
engineer  of  the  company.  He  stated  that  in  January  of  this  year  he  built 
a  concrete  intake  well  on  the  shore  line  of  the  lake  and  installed  screens 
for  filtering  water.  This  new  well  is  at  the  corner  of  Water  st.  and  the  lake, 
and  at  this  point,  extending  into  the  lake  500  or  600  feet  is  piling,  covered 
with  board  flooring.  This  piling  supports  the  pipes  for  the  intake  ordi- 
narily used.  The  concrete  work  spoken  of  also  comprised  the  construction 
of  a  weir  for  measuring  the  quantity  of  water  used.  The  concrete  work 
is  right  on  the  present  shore  line  at  the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of 
Water  st.  and  the  lake  front.  They  are  filling  in  with  cinders  on  the  lake 
front  just  north  of  this  new  concrete  intake  and  north  of  the  piling.  About 
800  feet  north  of  the  electric  company's  property  is  the  new  breakwater, 
constructed  by  the  Government.  Since  the  breakwater  was  constructed, 
the  action  of  the  water  along  this  stretch  of  shore  line  has  been  to  wash 
away  property,  and  all  parties  interviewed  state  that  the  shore  line  was 
formerly  from  100  to  300  feet  farther  out  in  the  lake. 

811.  North  of  the  electric  company's  property  occur  lots  9  and  10  of  Sun- 
derlin's Second  Addition,  the  ownership  of  which  is  in  controversy.  The  lots 
are  claimed  to  be  owned  by  the  city  of  Waukegan  and  also  by  the  Thomas 
Brass  and  Iron  Company  whose  property  will  be  described  later.  The  lots 
have  a  total  frontage  of  about  132  feet  on  the  lake  and  extend  west  past  the 
line  of  our  investigation. 

812.  Next  north  along  the  lake  front  are  lots  8  and  7  of  Sunderlin's  Sec- 
ond Addition,  with  frontage  of  132  feet  on  the  lake.  Owned  by  Thomas 
Brass  and   Iron  Company. 

813.  Next  north  are  lots  6  and  5  of  Sunderlin's  Second  Addition,  owned 
by  the  city  of  Waukegan,  also  having  frontage  of  132  feet  on  the  lake, 
and  extending  west  past  the  line  of  our  investigations. 
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S14.  From  the  north  side  of  lot  5  of  Sunderlin's  Second  Addition,  along 
the  lake  front  to  the  south  side  of  Madison  st.  is  a  distance  of  approximately 
700  feet.  The  first  400  feet  is  the  property  of  the  Thomas  Brass  and  Iron  Works 
on  which  they  have  constructed  several  brick  buildings,  two-story.  Their 
property  extends  west  past  the  line  of  our  investigation.  The  remaining 
300  feet  is  Government  property  and  city  property,  on  which  are  situated 
the  pumping  plant  of  the  Waukegan  Water  Works  and  the  residence  of  the 
U.  S.  Light  House  Keeper.  The  Government  breakwater  used  to  extend 
from  the  end  of  Madison  st.  straight  out  into  the  lake,  but  in  1908  the  harbor 
was  changed  by  enlarging,  and  the  breakwater  now  deflects  towards  the 
southwest,  from  a  point  six  or  seven  hundred  feet  from  the  lake  front  and  is 
joined  to  the  present  shore  line  at  the  south  end  of  the  building  line  of 
the  Thomas  Iron  company.  The  brick  building  on  the  shore  line  is  the 
pattern  shop  of  the  Thomas  people.  While  the  breakwater  now  extends  to 
the  south  end  of  this  pattern  shop,  the  piling  and  sheeting  ends  about  50 
feet  from  the  building,  and  the  intervening  distance  has  been  filled  in  with 
large  rocks  forming  a  sort  of  riprap.  The  Thomas  Brass  and  Iron  Co. 
assert  a  claim  for  damages  against  the  Government  on  account  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  south  end  of  this  breakwater,  the  history  of  which  is  about 
as  follows: 

In  1907  the  War  Department  authorized  its  engineers  to  enlarge  the 
Waukegan  harbor  by  deflecting  this  breakwater  towards  the  south,  as 
above  described.  The  work  was  under  way  in  1908  and  was  completed  that 
year.  However,  the  southernmost  extremity  of  the  breakwater  extended 
to  a  point  about  50  feet  from  the  building  line  of  the  Thomas  Brass  and 
Iron  Co.  pattern  shop.  Mr.  William  Shiells,  vice  president  of  the  Thomas 
Company,  whom  we  interviewed,  in  the  spring  of  1908  notified  the  Govern- 
ment engineers  that  in  his  opinion,  the  breakwater  should  be  extended  clear 
to  his  building  line,  as  a  protection  to  the  property  in  case  of  high  east 
winds  from  off  the  lake.  He  states  the  breakwater  was  not  extended  as 
recommended,  as  the  engineers  had  no  authority  to  carry  it  farther  in-shore. 
During  the  night  of  April  29,  1909,  there  occurred  a  tidal  wave  along  this 
part  of  the  coast  of  Lake  Michigan.  A  stiff  east  wind  had  been  blowing 
all  afternoon,  and  Mr.  Shiells  states  that  about  5:00  p.  m.  on  that  date 
the  action  of  the  lake  waters  had  been  such  as  to  cause  the  pattern  shop 
to  become  undermined,  a  portion  of  the  wall  crumbling  and  a  number  of 
valuable  patters,  etc.,  were  destroyed  and  washed  away.  This  destruction 
occurred  four  or  five  hours  before  the  tidal  wave  occurred,  so  Mr.  Shiells 
states.  When  the  wave  came,  the  water  washed  away  a  portion  of  the 
beach  varying  in  width  from  50  to  100  feet,  the  wash  occurring  both  north 
and  south  of  the  end  of  the  breakwater,  and  further  undermining  and  de- 
stroying the  property.  This  washing  away  of  the  beach  occurred  as  far 
south  as  the  North  Shore  Electric  Company  property. 

Mr.  Shiells  has  had  considerable  correspondence  with  the  War  Depart- 
ment regarding  the  matter,  and  at  the  present  writing  the  breakwater  has 
been  extended  by  filling  in  with  rocks,  to  the  building  line  of  the  pattern 
shop.  We  understand  that  this  rock  filling  was  done  by  the  Government 
after  the  damage  had  occurred. 

Since  the  construction  of  this  breakwater  we  were  informed  that  the 
action  of  the  water  in  the  stretch  south  to  the  North  Shore  Electric  Com- 
pany property  has  been  so  changed  that  the  shore  line  is  constantly  reced- 
ing. On  this  account,  the  Thomas  people  have  built  a  bulkhead  extending 
south  from  their  pattern  shop  about  50  feet  and  west  from  that  point  about 
20  feet.  They  have  filled  in  back  of  this  bulkhead  with  rock,  scrap  iron, 
dirt  and  rubbish  from  their  pattern  shop,  to  further  protect  their  building 
from  the  water.  Mr.  Shiells  stated  that  although  they  had  clumped  into 
this  hole  perhaps  three  or  four  hundred  tons  of  material,  the  water  was 
constantly  washing  it  away,  and  just  south  of  the  bulkhead  he  states  the 
shore  line  has  receded  25  or  30  feet  within  the  past  three  weeks. 
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While  this  wash  lias  been  taking  place  along  this  stretch,  it  is  of  interest 
to  note  that  north  of  the  north  Government  breakwater  a  tract  of  land 
of  considerable  extent  has  been  formed  adjacenl   to  the  old  shore  line. 

Mr.  Shiells  has  photographs  of  the  conditions  along  the  shore  line  prior 
to  and  after  the  storm  occurred.    - 

The  E.,  J.  and  E.  R.  R.  Co.  had  a  track  on  the  shore  just  east  of  the 
Thomas  Pattern  shop  prior  to  the  storm,  and  this  track  had  an  elevation 
about  six  or  eight  feet  above  the  water  surface.  The  water  evidently  de- 
stroyed the  south  end  of  this  track  for  a  distance  of  about  75  feet  north  of 
the  south  end  of  the  pattern  shop,  as  the  present  condition  of  the  remaining 
track  shows. 

815.  From  this  breakwater,  extending  northerly  for  several  thousand 
feet,  is  the  Waukegan  harbor,  and  the  harbor  line  is  the  east  boundary 
of  our  investigations. 

slti.  At  the  south  side  of  Madison  st.  the  old  Government  breakwater 
extends  about  150  feet  into  the  harbor.  About  50  feet  north  of  this  is  a 
boat  platform,  extending  on  piling  about  50  feet  into  the  harbor,  and  30  feet 
north  of  this  is  another  boat  platform,  extending  about  50  feet  into  the 
harbor. 

817.  A  street  known  as  Harbor  Place  runs  north  from  Madison  st.  about 
parallel  to  the  harbor  front  and  about  200  feet  west  of  the  harbor.  Be- 
tween the  harbor  front  and  Harbor  Place,  and  north  from  Madison  st.  to 
Clayton  st.,  a  distance  of  about  400  feet,  is  city  property.  At  the  south 
end  of  Madison  st.  is  a  two-story  frame  structure,  used  as  a  storage  house 
and  boat  shed  by  the  United  States  Light  House  Keeper.  North  of  this 
structure  for  a  distance  of  about  200  feet  is  used  as  a  public  park,  and  from 
that  point  to  Clayton  st.  on  the  north  is  the  coal  and  dock  of  John  Gourley 
&  Co.,  leased  by  them  from  the  city.  The  Gourley  plant  has  a  frontage  of 
about  180  feet  on  the  harbor.  We  interviewed  Mr.  Gourley  and  he  stated 
he  had  been  before  the  Committee  and  had  today  sent  to  Mr.  Shanahan  a 
copy  of  his  lease  from  the  city. 

818.  Along  the  west  side  of  Harbor  Place  is  a  track  of  the  E.,  J.  and 
E.  R.  R.  Co.,  which  formerly  extended  to  the  south  end  of  the  Thomas 
pattern  shop,  as  described  above. 

819.  West  of  this  track,  beginning  at  the  corner  of  Madison  st.  and 
Harbor  Place  and  going  north:  The  first  250  feet  are  the  property  of  M.  K. 
Nixon,  Waukegan,  111.     This  is  vacant. 

820.  The  next  100  feet  has  on  it  a  little  fisherman's  shack  and  is  owned 
by  G.  W.  Barwell,  Waukegan,  111. 

821.  The  next  300  feet,  extending  north  to  Clayton  st.  are  occupied  by 
lumber  yards  and  one-story  frame  structures.  This  was  formerly  property 
of  John  Gourley  &  Co..  but  has  been  recently  sold  by  them  to  M.  H.  Hussey, 
Waukegan.  111.

Dear  Sir — Following  is  a  continuation  of  report  on  property  in  Waukegan, 
111.,  investigated  by  us: 

822.  From  Clayton  st.  north  along  the  harbor  about  300  feet  is  city  prop- 
erty, on  which  is  located  the  city  freight  shed.  This  city  property  is  about 
100  feet  wide.  West  of  the  city  property  is  property  of  the  E..  J.  and  E. 
R.  R.  Co.,  and  from  the  north  end  of  the  city  property  all  the  land  clear  to 
Gillette  av.  on  the  harbor  and  lake  front  is  property  of  the  E.,  J.  and  E. 
R.  R.  Co.,  with  the  exception  of  a  strip  just  north  of  the  entrance  to  the 
harbor,   which   is  United   States  Government  property. 

823.  There  are  two  slips  north  of  this  city  property.  On  the  south  side 
of  Slip  No.  1,  and  adjoining  the  city  property,  is  the  main  shed  of  the  Western 
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Coal  and  Dock  Co.,  who  lease  from  the  E.,  J.  and  E.  The  same  company 
leases  property  on  the  north  side  of  Ship  No.  1  from  the  E.,  J.  and  E.,  and 
have  situated  thereon  cranes  for  handling  material.  Interviewed  Thomas 
Farmer,    Superintendent;    Chicago  offices,   355    Dearborn   st. 

824.  North  of  the  Western  Coal  and  Dock  Co.,  and  running  to  the  edge  of 
Slip  No.  2  is  the  dock  and  storage  sheds  of  the  Luddington  Salt  Company, 
who  lease  from  the  E.,  J.  and  E.  R.  R.  at  $2,000  per  annum,  and  whose 
lease  has  about  five  years  to  run.  The  term  of  the  lease  is  ten  years.  "We 
interviewed  Mr.  H.  W.  Dahringer,  Superintendent  at  the  dock,  and  he  re- 
ferred us  to  J.  C.  Post,  Manager,  406  Stephenson  building,  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  as 
the  proper  party  to  take  up  any  further  investigation  with. 

825.  A  third  slip  is  being  constructed  at  the  north  end  of  the  harbor.  The 
"sand-suckers"  are  drawing  up  the  sand  from  the  channel  and  it  is  being 
shipped  away  for  building  purposes.  Lumber  is  on  the  ground  for  piling 
and  sheeting  as  soon  as  the  channel  is  sufficiently  deep. 

826.  Between  the  harbor  and  the  lake  front,  just  north  of  the  harbor 
entrance  is  the  Government  property  described  above.  On  the  E.,  J.  and  E. 
property  north  of  this  Government  property  is  located  the  tie-treating  plant 
of  the  Chicago  Tie  and  Timber  Treating  Co.,  on  which  property  is  located 
also  tracks  of  the  E.,  J.  and  E.  Mr.  Louis  Vanderstarr  is  manager  for  the 
tie-treating  company,  who  lease  from  the  E.,  J.  and  E. 

827.  We  were  informed  that  since  the  construction  of  the  breakwater, 
natural  accretions  have  formed  considerable  land  adjacent  to  the  old  shore 
line  north  of  the  harbor  along  the  lake. 

828.  The  National  Corn  Products  Company  own  the  land  north  of  the  E., 
J.  and  E.  on  the  lake  front  and  extending  to  the  city  limits.

Dear  Sir — Following  report  concerns  property  in  Evanston,  111.: 

829.  From  Kedzie  st.  north  along  the  lake  to  Main  st.  is  a  public  park 
of  the  city  of  Evanston.  This  park  extends  west  past  the  line  of  our  in- 
vestigation, and  in  the  following  descriptions  of  properties,  wherever  the 
western  limit  is  not  given,  the  property  extends  west  past  this  line  also. 

830.  From  Main  st.  north  to  Lee  st.  along  the  lake  is  vacant  property, 
owned  by  Wesley  L.  Knox,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Chicago.  111.  At  the  Lee 
st.  end  of  this  property  a  one-story  cottage  is  being  erected  by  John  S.  Short, 
contractor,  who  is  building  for  Mr.  Knox. 

831.  From  Lee  st.  north  to  Greenleaf  st.  with  Sheridan  Road  as  the  west- 
ern boundary  and  the  lake  on  the  east,  is  a  public  park  of  Evanston. 

832.  From  Greenleaf  st.  north,  with  the  lake  on  the  east  and  Lake  Shore 
boul.  on  the  west,  the  first  125  feet  are  owned  by  the  Evanston  Yacht  club  and 
they  have  on  the  property  a  one-story  frame  club  house,  resting  partly  on  the 
beach  and  partly  on  the  piling.  The  next  350  or  400  feet  north  to  Hamilton 
st.  is  a  public  park. 

833.  From  Greenleaf  st.  north  on  the  west  side  of  Lake  Shore  boul.,  the 
following  properties  occur:  Vacant  lot,  about  125  feet  front.  Property  of 
Frank  M.  Elliott,  room  600,  123  LaSalle  st.,  Chicago,  111. 

8o4.  Lot  90  feet  front,  with  two-story  brick  house  on  it.  Owned  and  occu- 
pied by  R.  M.  Roloson,  who  is  with  W.  T.  Richards  Co.,  room  329,  Rookery 
building,  Chicago. 

836.  Vacant  lot.  Sign  on  this  lot  "For  Sale,  180x175  feet.  Frank  M. 
Elliott,  room  600,  123  LaSalle  st.,  Chicago." 
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836.  Two-story  brick  residence,  No.  L136  Lake  Shore  boulevard.  Width 
of  lot  abour  90  feet.  Owned  and  occupied  by  YY.  R.  Condict,  offices  at  508, 
108  Dearborn  st.,  Chicago. 

837.  Vacant  lot.  about  L25  feet  front.  Owned  by  William  Deering,  of  the 
Deering  Harvesting  Co.,  Chicago,  111. 

838.  The  Lake  Shore  boulevard  stops  at  Hamilton  St..  but  north  from 
Hamilton  st.  to  Lincoln  Place  the  next  street  north,  there  is  a  dirt  road, 
running  in  an  irregular  line,  gradually  approaching  the  lake  front,  at  Lincoln 
Place  being  about  75  feet  from  the  shore  line.  We  were  informed  that  all 
the  property  between  this  road  and  the  lake  front  is  city  property.  It  is 
being  filled  in  with  rubbish  and  dirt,  and  is  covered  with  a  scrubby  brush. 
A  sand  beach  extends  along  the  edge  of  the  lake.  At  Hamilton  st.  the  distance 
from  the  dirt  road  to  the  lake  front  is  about  250  feet  and  at  this  point  there 
is  a  line  of  old  piling  driven  in  the  lake  extending  about  200  feet  out  from 
the  shore  line. 

839.  West  from  the  dirt  road  on  the  south  side  of  Lincoln  Place  (also 
known  as  Stockham  Place)  the  property  is  vacant,  and  we  were  informed 
by  Miss  Louise  Condict  that  it  is  owned  by  one  Ebenezer  Crabb,  who  lives 
somewhere  in  California.  The  property  to  the  west  of  the  Crabb  property 
on  the  south  side  of  Lincoln  Place  is  owned  and  occupied  by  Miss  Louise 
Condict,  who  has  a  three-story  stone  residence,  facing  on  Sheridan  Road. 
Miss  Condict  was  extremely  reluctant  to  give  any  information  concerning 
ownership  and   classed   all   inquiries  as  "torn-foolery." 

840.  A  stone  wall  extends  from  Lincoln  Place  to  Dempster  st.  on  the 
north,  and  west  along  both  the  north  side  of  Lincoln  Place  and  the  south  side 
of  Dempster  st.,  enclosing  property  which  we  were  informed  belongs  to  W.  D. 
Burnham.  architect,  who  has  offices  in  Chicago.  At  Lincoln  Place  the  wall 
is  about  75  feet  from  the  lake  shore,  and  at  Dempster  st.  it  is  about  20  feet 
from  the  shore  line. 

841.  At  Dempster  st.  there  is  piling  extending  about  200  feet  into  the  lake. 

842.  From  Dempster  st.  north  there  is  vacant  property  for  about  225 
feet,  and  we  could  nowhere  ascertain  the  name  of  the  owner.  We  were,  how- 
ever, referred  to  Mr.  Mason  Smart,  corner  Davis  and  Sherman  sts.,  Evans- 
ton,   111.,  who  might  possibly  give  some  information  concerning  the  owner. 

843.  The  next  property  north  along  the  lake  we  were  informed  belongs 
to  one  Arthur  Orr.  There  is  a  residence  on  this  property  occupied  by  Mr. 
Kennett  Bainhardt,  the  address  being  202  Greenwood  st.,  Evanston,  111.  Mr. 
Barnhardt  works  in  the  wholesale  department  of  Marshall  Field  &  Co. 
The  house  is  a  three-story  frame  structure.  The  housekeeper  stated  Mr. 
Barnhardt  leases  the  property,  but  from  whom,  she  could  not  say.  and 
could  not  verify  the  statement  of  another  party  that  it  belonged  to  Mr. 
Arthur  Orr. 

844.  The  property  from  the  lake  front  west  to  the  line  of  our  investiga- 
tions, from  Greenwood  boul.  on  the  south  to  University  Place  on  the  north 
is  public  park  property.  Filling  is  occurring  all  along  the  lake  front  in 
this  stretch. 

845.  The  United  States  Government  Life  Saving  Station  is  located  at  the 
northeast  corner  of  University  Place  and  Sheridan  Road,  and  a  pier  extends 
into  the  lake  several  hundred  feet  at  University  Place.  The  Life  Saving 
Station  is  a  one-story  brick  building,  situated  on  ground  owned  by  the 
Northwestern  University. 

846.  From  University  Place  north  to  Lincoln  st.  is  property  of  the  North- 
western University.  This  is  a  distance  of  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile. 
The  Dean  of  the  University  informed  us  that  the  Garrett  Biblical  Institute 
have  a  leasehold  of  627  feet  in  this  stretch.  He  referred  to  William  A. 
Dyche,  518  Davis  st.,  Evanston,  111.,  who  is  agent  of  the  Northwestern 
University,  for  information  as  to  their  holdings. 

847.  From  Lincoln  st.  north  about  150  feet  along  the  lake  is  the  Evans- 
ton Water  Works,  situated  on  city  property,  J.  H.  Moore  is  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  of  Evanston,  and  Robert   Logue.  surveyor.

848.  About  20  feet  north  of  the  water  woiks  property  a  line  of  cribbing 
extends  into  the  lake. 

849.  From  the  water  works  north  there  is  a  strip  of  low  beach  about 
100  feet  wide,  narrowing  down  to  a  point  500  feet  north  of  the  water  works. 
From  this  beach  there  rises  an  abrupt  bluff.  At  the  top  of  the  bluff  at  Mil- 
burn  st.,  (the  next  st.  north),  we  found  a  sign  reading:  "For  sale.  A.  H. 
Kineaid  &  Co.,  107  Dearborn  st." 

850.  North  from  Milburn  st.  for  300  feet  is  property  of  E.  F.  Brown, 
Milburn  st.  and  Sheridan  Road,  Evanston.     Owned  and  occupied  by  him. 

851.  Next  north  is  the  Grosse  Point  Light  Station,  having  about  100 
feet  frontage  on  the  lake  and  extending  west  to  Sheridan  Road. 

852.  North  of  this  is  a  property  200  feet  front  on  the  lake,  owned  and 
occupied  by  C.   H.   Wehrstedt,   2603  Sheridan  Road. 

853.  Next  north  for  about  600  feet  is  vacant  property,  owned  by  Charles 
Deering,   of  the   Deering   Manufacturing  Co.,   Chicago. 

854.  Next  north  is  what  is  known  as  "Ingleside  Park,"  extending  north 
400  feet  to  Ingleside  Place.  Mr.  C.  E.  Clifton  was  interviewed  regarding 
this  property.  The  Ingleside  Club  owns  the  park.  There  are  nine  lots  and 
each  lot-holder  owns  one-ninth  of  the  park.  The  club  owns  the  lake  front 
along  the  park.  Mr.  Clifton  is  president  of  the  club,  and  Mrs.  F.  H.  Brunell, 
secretary  and  treasurer.  There  are  eight  or  nine  frame  cottages  in  this 
park. 

855.  Mrs.  Emily  Henderson,  383  Ingleside  Place,  Evanston,  111.,  owns 
and  occupies  lot  108  feet  from  Ingleside  Place  north  along  lake  front.  She 
has  a  two-story  frame  and  concrete  residence  on  the  lot. 

856.  Next  north  is  a  lot  on  which  is  a  three-story  concrete  building, 
owned  and  occupied  by  A.  J.  Pruitt,  who  is  in  the  real  estate  business  at 
145  LaSalle  st.,  Chicago.  This  property  has  frontage  of  about  100  feet  on 
the  lake. 

857.  Dr.  F.  H.  Edwards,  2729  Sheridan  Road,  owns  and  occupies  the  build- 
ing on  the  next  lot.  which  has  a  frontage  on  the  lake  of  about  55  feet.  The 
building  is  concrete,  two-story. 

858.  The  next  lot  north  is  vacant  and  we  were  informed  belongs  to  a 
Mr.  Charles  Halley,  a  patent  lawyer.  We  were  referred  to  a  Mr.  Charles  E. 
Ware.  Evanston,  111.,  for  information  concerning  ownership.  The  lot  has  a 
frontage  of  about  105  feet  on  the  lake. 

859.  The  next  property  is  owned  and  occupied  by  Mrs.  C.  M.  Crawford, 
and  is  No.  2735  Sheridan  Road.  The  house  is  two-story  frame,  and  the 
property  has  a  frontage  of  about  100  feet  on  the  lake. 

At  the  north  line  of  this  property,   Sheridan  Road  turns  to  the  west.

or  108  Dearborn  st.,  Chicago,  111.  These  three  lots  have  a  frontage  of  about 
700  feet  on  the  lake. 

861.  Next  north  is  property  of  H.  J.  Teufel,  Sheridan  Road  and  Linden 
av.  This  property  has  frontage  of  about  300  feet.  It  is  occupied  by  John 
Mackin,  and  is  2911  Sheridan  Road. 

862.  The  next  380  feet  front  on  the  lake  is  property  of  P.  W.  Gates,  2929

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864.  Next  north  is  a  vacant  lot,  said  to  be  owned  by  J.  C.  Vaughan,  in  the 
wholesale  florists'  supply  business.     This  lot  has  100  feet  frontage. 

865.  The  next  295  feet  north  are  owned  by  Peter  Conrad,  Winnetka,  111. 
There  is  a  lunch  room  and  portable  shack  on  the  premises.  One  August 
Yost  leases  from  Conrad  at  the  north  end.  Yost  also  claims  to  own  land 
north  of  Conrad's  and  adjoining  the  land  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago, which  is  the  end  of  our  investigations.

Circular  Letter. 

We  have  also  sent  out  to  each  and  every  person  whose  address  is  given 
in  the  reports  of  the  investigators  last  above  mentioned,  a  circular  letter 
calling  for  information,  a  copy  of  which  circular  letter  is  as  follows: 

"You  arc  occupying  certain  land  among  or  near  Lake  Michigan  which  is 
now  being  investigated  by  the  Submerged  and  Shore  Lands  Legislative  Inves- 
tigating Committee,  authorized  and  directed  so  to  do  by  a  joint  resolution 
of  the  House  and  Senate  of  the  Forty-sixth  General  Assembly  of  Illinois.

(d)  If  you  claim  to  be  holding  by  virtue  of  more  than  one  deed,  lease 
or  agreement,  give  copies  of  each  from  your  immediate  grantor,  which 
tends  to  establish  your  right. 

"4.  What  is  the  nature  of  the  improvements  upon  these  premises,  if  any? 

"5.  If  your  company  is  incorporated,  inform  us: 

(a)  Under  the  laws  of  what  state? 

(b)  The  amount  of  its  capital  stock. 

(c)  Who  are  its  officers,  and 

(d)  What  is  their  place  of  residence,  giving  street  numbers? 

(e)  If  a  partnership  inform  us  what  is  the  correct  firm  name,  who  con- 
stitute the  partners,  and  the  address  of  each. 

"6.     How  long  have  you  been  occupying  this  land? 

"7.  In  connection  with  this  land,  has  there  been  any  filling  or  change 
of  shore  lines  during  the  time  you  have  occupied  it?  Has  there  been  any 
land  made  in  connection  with  your  holdings?     If  so,  state  what. 

"8.  Please  furnish  us  with  a  plat  or  blue  print  of  a  plat  showing  the 
amount  of  land  actually  owned  by  you. 

"We  desire  you  to  give  us  the  legal  description  of  any  land  to  which  you 
refer  in  the  answer  to  these  questions. 

"Our  object  in  sending  to  you  directly  for  this  information  and  requesting 
you  to  furnish  it  in  this  way,  is  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  calling  you  as  a 
witness  before  our  Committee,  and  thus  we  will  be  enabled  to  save  the  time 
of  all  concerned. 

"Please  send  your  reply  to  the  Submerged  and  Shore  Lands  Legislative 
Investigating  Committee,  No.  185  Dearborn  street,  Chicago,  111. 

"We  trust  you  will  be  able  to  answer  this  communication  fully  and  speedily, 
as  we  need  the  same  in  order  to  enable  us  to  report  fairly  upon  the  land 
occupied  by  you.  We  have  no  desire  to  report  anything  except  the  facts, 
and  we  thus  request  you  to  aid  us  in  our  investigation." 

Replies  Obtained. 

A  great  number  of  replies  have  been  obtained  to  this  circular  letter,  and 
these  replies  will  be  found  preserved  among  the  records  of  this  Committee 
in  a  volume  accompanying  Appendix  15,  Part  4. 

Examination    of   Records. 

In  addition  to  this  information,  under  the  direction  of  this  department 
and  by  the  authorization  of  the  Committee,  an  examination  has  been  made 
of  the  records  of  Cook  county  for  the  purpose  of  disclosing  who  are  the 
owners  of  record  of  all  of  the  lands  within  the  meander  lines  along  Lake 
Michigan,  in  Cook  county,  along  the  Chicago  river,  along  the  Calumet  river 
and  along  Calumet,  Wolf  and  Hyde  lakes. 

The  report  of  our  investigators,  which  will  follow  as  Volume  III  of  this 
report,  shows  who  are  the  owners,  as  disclosed  by  the  records  of  Cook  county, 
of  the  lands  within  the  meander  lines,  with  reference  to  the  bodies  of  water 
last  above  named;  who  paid  the  taxes  for  the  last  current  year,  and  if 
such  property  is  held  by  a  trustee,  the  name  of  such  trustee.  In  this  report 
reference  is  made  to  the  addition,  and  to  the  sub-division  of  the  addition, 
and  descriptions  with  reference  to  blocks,  lots  and  parts  of  lots.     From  an 
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Inspection  of  this  part  of  our  report  in  connection  with  a  plat,  instantly 
alleged  ownership  can  be  determined  as  to  the  claim  now  asserted.  This 
work  has  been  well  performed  and  forms  a  valuable  feature  of  this  report. 

Distribution  of  Costs. 

Before  entering  upon  a  discussion  of  the  various  phases  of  each  particular 
branch  of  our  investigations  some  details  will  be  presented  regarding  the 
cost  of  the  work  performed  under  my  immediate  supervision.  The  expenses 
incident  to  my  work  have  been  distributed  as  follows:

The  above  distribution  includes  all  expenditures  up  to  December  1,  1910. 
An  estimate  of  future  expenses  places  the  total  cost  of  our  work  at  about 
$12,000. 

The  original  maps  prepared  by  this  Committee  cost  $43  per  map.  Per  mile 
of  survey  this  is  a  little  in  excess  of  the  unit  cost  of  the  field  work,  whlcn 
cost  $12.47  per  mile.  Ordinarily  the  mapping  of  a  survey  costs  much  less 
than  the  survey  itself.  The  reason  for  the  excessive  cost  of  our  maps, 
compared  with  the  cost  of  the  field  work,  is  that  much  more  data  have  been 
put  upon  the  maps  than  were  secured  in  the  field  by  this  Committee.  Beyond 
the  location  of  the  shore  lines,  the  field  work  furnished  only  controlling 
points  for  the  delineation  of  features  secured  from  other  surveys. 

The  work  of  transferring  these  data  is  represented  by  no  inconsiderable 
portion  of  the  cost  of  the  completed  maps. 

The  meander  notes  were  secured  at  a  unit  cost  of  about  15  cents  per 
mile,  which  also  included  the  cost  of  tracing  over  200  township  plats. 

Expenses  incident  to  attending  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Committee  are 
included  under  the  caption  "Committee  Meetings." 

The  total  cost  of  the  work  is  equivalent  to  about  60  cents  per  acre  of 
accretions  determined. 

Public  Lands  Surveys. 

The  records  of  the  surveys  of  the  public  lands  of  Illinois  are  on  file  in 
the  Auditor's  office  at  the  Capitol  in  Springfield.  Copies  of  such  of  these 
records  were  secured  as  pertained  to  the  lands  under  investigation  by  this 
Committee.  From  these  records  we  have  been  able  to  project  the  original 
surveys  upon  the  maps  of  recent  surveys  and  thus  have  obtained  a  direct 
comparison  of  conditions  existing  at  the  times  of  the  respective  surveys. 
Here  we  desire  to  direct  attention  to  one  fact  which  should  not  be  over- 
looked in  considering  these  comparisons. 
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The  line  of  mean  high  water  fixed  the  location  of  the  meander  line  and 
the  distance  of  this  line  from  the  water's  edge  was  a  variable  quantity,  de- 
pending on  the  degree  of  slope  of  the  bank  and  the  stage  of  the  water. 
Therefore,  when  mention  is  made  of  an  area  or  distance  between  the 
meander  line  and  a  subsequent  shore  line,  it  should  be  understood  that  the 
given  area  or  distance  is  probably  greater  or  less  than  the  actual  change 
in  the  shore  line  accordingly  as  the  shore  line  has  advanced  or  receded. 

The  original  surveys  of  the  public  lands  were  made  according  to  law  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  of  the  In- 
terior Department  of  the  United  States  Government.  These  surveys  con- 
sisted primarily  of  the  now  well-known  system  of  rectangles  formed  by 
north  and  south  and  east  and  west  lines.  These  lines  divide  the  public 
lands,  first,  into  tracts  24  miles  square,  then  into  tracts  6  miles  square  called 
townships,  which  in  turn  were  divided  into  tracts  called  sections  which  are 
one  mile  square. 

Meander  Lines. 

Where  lands  bordered  on  large  streams  or  other  bodies  of  water  auxiliary 
lines  known  as  meander  lines  were  run.  In  view  of  the  prominence  and 
importance  of  meander  lines  in  these  investigations,  we  will  here  attempt 
to  explain  in  detail  what  they  are  and  what  purpose  they  serve.  The 
methods,  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  survey  of  the  original  meander 
lines  were  formulated  in  conformity  with  law  by  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office,  and  are  incorporated  as  a  reprint  in  a  volume  entitled, 
"Manual  of  Surveying  Instructions  for  the  Survey  of  the  Public  Lands  of 
the  United  States  and  Private  Land  Claims,"  under  date  of  January  1,  1902. 
On  page  62  et  seq  of  this  manual,  which  is  known  as  the  "Manual  of  1902," 
will  be  found  the  instructions  under  which  the  meander  lines  were  estab- 
lished. In  the  language  of  the  manual  the  instructions  and  other  details 
pertinent  to  our  investigation,  are  as  follows: 

"153.  The  running  of  meander  lines  has  always  been  authorized  in  the 
survey  of  public  lands  fronting  on  large  streams  and  other  bodies  of  water, 
but  does  not  appear  to  have  been  proper  in  other  cases.  The  mere  fact  that 
an  irregular  or  sinuous  line  must  be  run,  as  in  case  of  a  reservation  boun- 
dary, does  not  entitle  it  to  be  called  a  meander  line  except  where  it  closely 
follows  a  stream  or  lake  shore.  The  legal  riparian  rights  connected  with 
meander  lines  do  not  apply  in  case  of  other  irregular  lines,  as  the  latter 
are  strict  boundaries. 

"154.  Lands  bounded  by  waters  are  to  be  meandered  at  mean  highwater 
mark.  This  term  has  been  defined  in  a  State  decision,  (47  Iowa,  370),  in 
substance  as  follows:  High  water  mark  in  the  Mississippi  river  is  to  be 
determined  from  the  river  bed,  and  that  only  is  river  bed  which  the  river 
occupies  long  enough  to  wrest  it  from  vegetation." 

"In  another  case,  (14  Penn.  St.,  59),  a  bank  is  defined  as  the  continuous 
margin  where  vegetation  ceases,  and  the  shore  is  the  sandy  space  between 
it  and  low-water  mark. 

"155.  Inasmuch  as  it  is  not  practicable  in  public  land  surveys  to  meander 
in  such  a  way  as  to  follow  and  reproduce  all  the  minute  windings  of  the 
high-water  line,  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  has  given  the  principles  governing 
the  use  and  purpose  of  meandering  shores,  in  its  decision  in  a  noted  case 
(R.  R.  Co.  v.   Schurmeier,  7  Wallace,  286-7),   as  follows: 

"  'Meander  lines  are  run  in  surveying  fractional  portions  of  the  public 
lands  bordering  on  navigable  rivers,  not  as  boundaries  of  the  tract,  but  for 
the  purpose  of  defining  the  sinuosities  of  the  banks  of  the  stream,  and  as 
the  means  of  ascertaining  the  quantity  of  land  in  the  fraction  subject  to 
sale,  which  is  to  be  paid  for  by  the  purchaser.  In  preparing  the  official  plat 
from  the  field  notes,  the  meander  line  is  represented  as  the  border  line  of  the 
stream  and  shows  to  a  demonstration  that  the  water  course,  and  not  the 
meander  line  as  actually  run  on  the  land,  is  the  boundarv.' 
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"In  cases  where  the  deputy  finds  it  impossible  to  cany  his  meander  line 
along  mean  high-water  mark,  his  notes  should  state  the  distance  therefrom 
ami  the  obstacles  which  justify  the  deviation." 

"156.  Proceeding  down  stream,  the  bank  on  the  left  hand  is  termed  the 
left  bank  and  that  on  the  right  hand  the  right  bank.  These  terms  will  be 
universally  used  to  distinguish  the  two  banks  of  a  river  or  stream. 

"157.  Navigable  rivers,  as  well  as  all  rivers  not  embraced  in  the  class 
denominated  'navigable,'  the  right-angle  width  of  which  is  three  chains  and 
upwards,  will  be  meandered  on  both  banks,  at  the  ordinary  mean  high-water 
mark,  by  taking  the  general  courses  and  distances  of  their  sinuosities,  and 
the  same  will  be  entered  in  the  field  book.  Rivers  not  classed  as  navigable 
will  not  be  meandered  above  the  point  where  the  average  right-angle  width 
is  less  than  three  chains,  except  that  streams  which  are  less  than  three 
chains  wide  and  which  are  so  deep,  swift  and  dangerous  as  to  be  impassable 
through  the  agricultural  season,  may  be  meandered,  where  good  agricultural 
lands  along  the  shore  require  their  separation  into  fractional  lots  for  the 
benefits  of  settlers.  But  such  meander  surveys  shall  be  subject  to  rejection 
if  proved  unnecessary  by  field  inspection. 

"158.  Shallow  streams,  without  any  well-defined  channel  or  permanent 
banks,  will  not  be  meandered,  except  tide-water  streams,  whether  more  or 
less  than  three  chains  wide,  which  should  be  meandered  at  ordinary  high- 
water  mark,  so  far  as  tide-water  extends. 

"168.  Meander  lines  will  not  be  established  at  the  segregation  line  be- 
tween dry  and  swamp  or  overflowed  land,  but  at  the  ordinary  high-water 
mark  of  the  actual  margin  of  the  rivers  or  lakes  on  which  such  swamp  or 
overflowed  lands  border." 

The  views  of  the  general  land  office  and  the  decisions  of  the  courts  as  ex- 
pressed in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  are  not  at  variance  with  our  own  con- 
tentions. The  courts  have  held  adversely  to  the  meander  line  as  a  boun- 
dary line  because,  being  a  straight  line  it  did  not  locate  all  of  the  sinuosi- 
ties of  the  stream  and  because,  being  a  fixed  line,  it  could  not  follow  all 
of  the  changes  of  the  line  of  mean  water  due  to  natural  causes. 

Effect  uf  Meander  Line. 

The  meander  line  may  or  may  not  be  the  boundary,  according  as  it  does 
or  does  not  coincide  with  the  line  of  mean  high  water,  and  according  to  the 
intention  of  the  department  at  the  time  such  survey  was  made. 

In  the  case  of  the  Albany  Bridge  Company  v.  The  People.  197  111.,  199, 
the  law  concerning  the  effect  of  meander  lines  is  stated  with  reference  to 
streams,  and  in  the  case  of  the  People  v.  The  Economy  Power  Company  in 
the  241  111.,  290,  the  court  says: 

"Appellant  also  contends  that  since  the  undisputed  evidence  shows  that 
the  Desplaines  river  was  meandered  by  the  government  surveyors,  such 
meander  line  is  the  boundary  of  riparian  proprietors. 

"A  meander  line  is  not  a  boundary  line,  but  is  designed  to  point  out  the 
sinuosities  of  the  bank  or  shore  and  the  means  of  ascertaining  the  quantity." 
Whittaker  v.   McBride,  197  U.   S.,  570; 
Albany  Bridge  Co.  v.  People,  197  111.,  199. 

"An  exception  to  this  rule  seems  to  be  recognized  where  the  meander  line 
is  run  and  monuments  are  erected." 

The  instructions,  however,  under  which  the  meander  line  was  established 
expressly  stipulated  that  it  should  define  the  sinuosities  of  the  stream,  and 
that  it  should  mark  the  line  of  mean  high  water;  or.  in  cases  where  this 
was  not  possible,  the  original  field  notes  were  to  set  forth  the  amount  of 
deviation    from   the   line   of   mean  high   water. 

We  may  for  the  time  being  disregard  the  question  whether  or  not  the 
meander  line  is  or  is  not  a  boundary  line,  but  if  the  meander  line  designated 
the  line  of  mean  high  water  in  the  navigable   rivers  of   Illinois,  then  this 
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line  must  be  considered  in  this  investigation  for  the  purpose  of  discovering 
what,  if  any,  encroachments  have  been  made  upon  the  rights  of  the  public 
to  freely  use  navigable  streams. 

The  question  of  the  ownership  of  the  bed  of  these  streams  is  perhaps  not 
the  only  material  inquiry,  but  there  must  be  taken  into  consideration  what, 
if  any,  invasions  have  been  made  upon  any  of  the  navigable  streams  of  the 
State  of  Illinois. 

These  navigable  bodies  of  water  belong  to  the  public,  belong  to  the  people 
in  their  entirety;  and  it  is  not  for  the  riparian  owner  to  say  how  much  of  the 
stream  is  required  for  the  use  of  the  public,  and  having  determined  this 
question,  to  appropriate  the  rest  for  himself. 

As  early  as  1848,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Illinois  recognized  this 
doctrine;  and  in  the  case  of 

THE  PEOPLE  V.  THE  CITY  OP   ST.   LOUIS,  5   GILM.,   351, 

the  court  said: 

"It  is  an  important  inquiry  to  determine  what  kind  of  jurisdiction,  the 
several  states,  through  and  between  which  this  river  and  its  tributaries  run, 
may  exercise  over  such  parts  of  them  as  are  within  their  respective  limits, 
without  violating  the  rights  thus  secured  to  the  citizens  generally.  This  is 
certainly  a  delicate  question,  and  in  its  solution,  it  is  necessary  to  examine, 
as  well  the  rights  and  benefits  secured  to  the  citizens  of  all  the  states,  as 
the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  the  several  states  over  the  portions  of  this 
great  highway,  within  their  several  boundaries.  Indeed,  the  determination 
of  one  settles  the  other;  for  the  sovereign  power  of  these  states  over  this 
highway,  is  only  limited,  or  diminished  by  the  guaranty  of  rights  to  the 
common  citizens  of  the  Union.  But  for  that  guaranty,  the  sovereign  power 
of  the  states  over  the  portions  of  the  river  within  their  limits,  would  be  the 
same  as  it  would  be  over  any  other  of  their  highways.  What  then  is  this 
common  right  guaranteed  to  all?  What  benefits  were  they  to  derive  from 
it,  and  what,  were  the  privileges  which  they  were  to  enjoy?  The  object  to  be 
attained  was  the  promotion  of  commerce,  and  the  rights  secured  are  purely 
commercial.  The  states  can  do  nothing  which  will  substantially  abridge 
those  rights  but  may  do  anything  which  will  not  have  that  effect,  which  they 
could  do  but  for  this  guaranty.  Without  this  guaranty,  the  states  might 
treat  any  portion  of  this  river  within  their  limits  as  a  highway  or  not,  and 
if  made  a  highway,  their  control  and  jurisdiction  over  it  would  be  the  same 
as  over  any  other  of  their  highways.  This  guaranty  of  rights  to  the  citizens 
of  other  states,  although  made  before  the  creation  of  any  of  the  states 
through,  or  between  which  it  flows,  may  be  construed  precisely  as  if  it  were 
a  grant  made  subsequent  to  or  at  the  time  of  their  formation.  The  ordi- 
nance itself  does  not  declare  the  Mississippi  river  to  be  a  common  highway 
and  forever  free  to  all  the  citizens  of  the  Union,  but  the  navigable  waters 
leading  into  it.  This  common  right  of  the  free  navigation  of  that  river  was 
considered  as  already  existing,  and  the  extent  and  nature  of  that  right 
may  be  understood  from  the  provisions  made  in  relation  to  the  tributaries, 
as  all  were  undoubtedly  intended  to  be  placed  on  the  same  footing.  There 
are  two  prominent  restrictions  upon  the  states  to  be  formed;  one  was  that 
these  rivers  should  never  be  closed  against  the  citizens  of  other  states,  and 
the  other  that  no  tax,  impost  or  duty  should  be  exacted  of  them  for  the  navi- 
gation of  these  highways.  Where  no  material  or  substantial  obstructions 
are  created  by  the  states,  within  whose  limits  those  rivers  run,  the  citizens 
of  the  other  states  cannot  complain.  The  substance  of  the  right  secured,  is, 
that  of  free  transit.  Suppose  one  state  or  nation  guaranty  or  grant  to  the 
citizens  or  subjects  of  another,  the  right  of  freely  traveling  over  its  public 
roads,  would  it  be  denied  that  such  state  or  nation  might  narrow  or  change 
the  location  of  such  road,  provided  its  free  and  commodious  passage  was 
not  interrupted  thereby?  It  is  the  substance  of  the  right  that  is  to  be  ob- 
served, and  when  that  is  enjoyed,  no  ground  of  complaint  exists.  The 
several  states  may,  within  their  own  jurisdictions,  do  whatever  they  please 
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with  this  river,  so  as  they  do  not  infringe  upon  these  rights,  nor  otherwise 
violate  the  rights  of  others.  This  power  is  necessary  to  the  states  for  the 
proper  management  of  their  own  domestic  concerns,  and  has  been  habitually 
exercised  by  all  ever  since  their  first  formation.  They  may  change  the 
current  of  this  river,  or  even  stop  up  some  of  its  confessedly  navigable  chan- 
nels, whenever  they  find  it  necessary  to  their  own  well  being,  the  same  as  any 
other  highway,  taking  care  that  they  leave  a  free  navigation  to  those  who 
have  a  right  to  navigate  it.  As  in  the  case  before  us,  admitting  this  eastern 
channel  to  be  unquestionably  navigable,  and  hence  a  part  of  the  highway, 
this  State  has  a  right  to  fill  it  up  entirely  and  unite  the  island  with  the 
main  land,  if  the  main  channel  is  still  open  to  free  and  uninterrupted 
navigation.  If,  in  doing  this,  private  property  would  be  damaged,  com- 
pensation would  have  to  be  first  made  for  that.  The  exercise  of  such  a 
power,  at  this  or  some  other  point,  might  be  indispensable  for  the  terminus 
of  a  railroad  or  canal  or  some  other  public  work.  Without  this  power,  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  states  over  this  portion  of  their  territory  would  not  be 
worth  the  name.  It  requires  no  vivid  imagination  to  see  in  the  future,  the 
immense  improvements  that  are  to  spring  up  all  along  both  banks  of  this 
river  from  its  source  to  its  mouth,  which  will  be  of  immense  advantage  not 
only  io  the  states  in  which  they  are  situated,  and  the  local  interests  in  their 
neighborhood,  but  to  the  general  navigation  of  the  streams,  and  all  made 
too,  by  the  exercise  of  this  power  by  the  states  over  this  great  public  high- 
way. To  deny  this,  is  to  deny  the  right  of  improvement,  as  well  as  the 
power  of  injury.  The  absolute  necessity  of  this  power  may  be  illustrated  by 
many  familiar  instances;  such  as  the  improvement  of  the  Naples  flats  in 
the  Illinois  river.  There  the  river  is  broad,  and  nearly  as  navigable  in  one 
part  as  another,  and  who  would  deny  the  right  of  the  State  to  compress  the 
water  into  a  narrow  compass,  and  thus  deepen  the  channel. 

"But  because  the  State  may  do  this  in  its  sovereign  capacity,  it  does  not 
follow  that  any  individual,  over  whose  land  the  river  flows,  may  do  the 
same.  The  State  may  shut  up  or  abolish  a  public  road  running  over  my 
land,  while  if  I  obstruct  without  the  sanction  of  law,  I  erect  a  nuisance, 
although  the  road  may  be  entirely  unnecessary.  These  works  are  erected 
with  the  license  and  approbation  of  the  owners  of  the  soil  over  which  the 
eastern  channel  flows,  and  the  case  must  therefore  be  considered  precisely 
as  if  the  works  were  being  erected  by  the  owners  themselves.  We  fully  rec- 
ognize their  right  to  make  any  erections  on  their  own  land,  which  do  not 
infringe  upon  the  public  easement,  but  they  have  no  more  right  to  erect  a 
nuisance  in  the  public  highway,  than  as  if  the  title  to  the  land  was  in  the 
State.  It  is  not  for  individuals,  but  for  the  State  to  judge,  whether  the 
whole  of  a  public  highway  is  necessary  for  the  public  accommodation  or  not. 
Hence,  it  has  been  repeatedly  held,  that  any  erection  or  obstruction  placed 
in  any  part  of  a  public  road  or  street  which  deprives  the  public  of  the  use 
of  any  part  thereof,  is  a  nuisance. 

"In  Hart  v.  The  Mayor  of  Albany,  9  Wend,  584,  Mr.  Justice  Sutherland 
says:  "The  public  are  entitled  to  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  whole  of  a 
highway,  and  no  individual  can  appropriate  a  portion  of  it  to  his  own  exclu- 
sive use,  and  should  himself  from  responsibility  to  the  public,  by  saying  that 
enough  is  still  left  for  the  accommodation  of  others.'  This  law  is  adminis 
tered  in  its  fullest  extent  in  6  East,  427,  and  seems  to  be  the  generally  ad- 
mitted doctrine,  with  some  few  exceptions,  as  where  materials  are  tempo- 
rarily placed  in  the  street  to  be  used  in  erecting  a  building,  leaving  suffi- 
cient room  for  the  passage  of  the  public  on  the  other  side.  And  the  law 
seems  to  be  quite  as  tenacious  of  the  rights  of  the  public  in  navigable  rivers 
and  harbors.  In  the  King  v.  Ward,  31  Eng.  Com.  Law  R,  92,  the  subject 
was  carefully  examined,  and  the  previous  cases  reviewed,  and  it  was  held 
that  although  a  public  nuisance  by  an  erection  in  a  harbor  was  counter- 
balanced by  the  public  benefit  arising  from  the  act  complained  of,  yet  it 
constituted  no  defense  to  an  indictment  for  the  nuisance.  And  subsequently, 
in  the  Queen  v.  Randall,  41  Eng.  Com.  Law  R.,  272,  where  the  defendant 
had   erected   a    wharf   between   high   and    low   water   marks  on    a  navigable 
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river,  the  effect  of  which  was  to  deepen  the  center  of  the  river,  and  improve 
the  general  navigation,  the  court  'left  it  to  the  jury  to  say  whether  the 
wharf  itself  occasioned  any  hindrance  or  impediment  whatever  to  the  navi- 
gation of  the  river  by  any  description  of  vessels  or  boats,'  and  told  them 
that  they  were  'not  to  take  into  their  consideration  the  circumstance  that 
a  benefit  had  resulted  to  the  general  navigation  of  the  river,  by  the  mid- 
channel  of  the  river  being  kept  clear,  as  proved  by  the  defendant's  wit- 
nesses.' Although  this  last  case  considered  by  itself,  may  be  thought  to 
go  too  far,  it  seems  to  be  the  well  settled  rule  in  prosecution  for  nuisances, 
that  the  defendant  can  not  set  off  equivalent  or  even  greater  benefits  result- 
ing to  the  public,  for  the  erection  of  a  real  and  substantial  obstruction  in  a 
public  road  or  river.  In  other  words,  a  private  citizen  may  not  take  the 
public  welfare  into  his  own  hands,  and  justify  himself  for  such  a  violation 
of  some  of  its  rights,  under  a  plea  of  a  general  benefit.  The  erections  pro- 
posed are  unquestionably  of  such  a  character  as  to  amount  to  a  nuisance,  if 
the  eastern  channel  be  a  part  of  the  public  highway,  for  they  would  de- 
stroy it  altogether,  and  the  court  has  not  the  discretion  to  excuse  this,  even 
on  account  of  a  greater  benefit  which  might  accrue  to  the  public.  We  must 
then,  address  ourselves  to  the  inquiry  whether  this  channel  is  navigable, 
for  by  this  alone  can  we  determine  whether  the  public  have  an  easement 
there. 

"The  facts  agreed  upon  show,  that  for  all  crafts  which  usually  navigate 
this  river,  except  steamboats,  and  even  for  a  small  class  of  these,  this  chan- 
nel is  navigable  at  an  ordinary  stage  of  water.  Not  many  years  since,  all 
the  commerce  of  that  river  was  carried  on  in  boats  which  might  navigate 
this  channel  as  well  as  the  other,  and  such  is  the  case  now  to  a  very  consid- 
erable extent.  This  channel  affords  much  better  navigation  than  the  best 
water  in  many  places  in  the  Illinois  and  Ohio  rivers,  and  probably  many 
others  of  the  tributaries  of  the  Mississippi,  which  are  confessedly  public 
highways.  It  would  be  absurd  to  hold  that  no  part  of  the  river  is  navigable 
except  where  the  largest  class  of  boats  can  pass.  A  stream  may  be  navigable 
for  one  class  of  boats  and  not  another.  Should  we  hold  that  this  part  of 
the  river  is  not  navigable,  because  all  classes  of  boats  can  not  pass  there, 
then  By  the  same  rule  should  we  have  to  determine  that  those  parts  of  the 
river,  where  the  water  is  so  strong  that  they  can  only  be  navigated  by  steam- 
boats, are  not  navigable.  One  is  only  capable  of  being  navigated  by  one 
class  of  boats,  and  the  other,  by  another.  The  only  feasible  and  practicable 
rule  is,  to  hold  all  parts  of  the  river  navigable  which  may  be  navigated 
by  any  class  of  vessels  habitually  in  use  on  the  river. 

"If  this  Illinois  channel  is  not  a  part  of  the  public  highway,  then  the  pub- 
lic have  no  right  to  navigate  it,  and  consequently  whoever  goes  there  is  a 
trespasser  upon  the  owners  of  the  soil.  Such  a  result  would  hardly  be  in- 
sisted upon;  nor  do  I  imagine  that  it  would  be  denied  that  the  defendants 
would  be  responsible  for  any  damage  which  a  boat  might  sustain  by  run- 
ning upon  the  works  complained  of,  and  yet,  such  would  not  be  the  case,  if 
the  defendants  had  a  legal  right  to  erect  them.  There  is  no  middle  ground 
on  this  subject.  This  eastern  channel  is  either  a  part  of  the  public  high- 
way, or  it  is  not.  If  it  is,  then  these  erections  infringe  upon  the  public 
franchise,  and  are  a  nuisance;  and  if  it  is  not,  then  the  public  have  no  ease- 
ment there,  and  can  not  be  justified  in  encroaching  upon  the  exclusive  prop- 
erty of  the  proprietors.  Either  the  public  easement  must  be  confined  to 
the  main  channel  of  the  river,  or  it  extends  over  every  part  of  it  which  is 
capable  of  being  navigated.  The  latter,  we  have  seen,  must  be  the  rule. 
Each  one  who  navigates  the  river,  has  the  right  to  choose  the  channel  which 
suits  him,  without  question  from  any  individual,  subject,  to  be  sure,  to  cer- 
tain statutory  regulations." 

THE   WEST   CHICAGO   STREET   R.    R.   CO.   V.   THE   PEOPLE,   EX   REL., 

214  ILL.,  9. 

At  a  later  day,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  1905, 
recognized  the  same  doctrine,  and  in  the  case  of  The  West  Chicago  Street 
Railroad  Co.  v.  The  People,  ex  rel.,  214  111.,  9,  the  court  said: 


118 

"The  title  to  land  under  a  navigable  river  is  not  the  same  as  the  title 
to  the  shore  land.  The  title  to  the  upland  is  absolute  and  paramount, 
while  the  title  to  the  lands  over  which  the  navigable  water  flows  is  subordi- 
nate to  the  public  right  of  navigation.  In  a  navigable  stream  the  public- 
right  is  paramount,  and  the  owner  of  the  soil  under  the  bed  of  such  a  stream 
can  only  use  and  enjoy  it  in  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  public  right, 
which  must  be  Eree  and  unobstructed.  Many  decisions  are  cited  and  com- 
mented upon  by  counsel,  but  they  all  recognize  these  rules  of  law  and  none 
of  them  deny  their  existence  or  propriety.  It  makes  no  difference,  there- 
fore, whether  the  defendant,  in  building  the  tunnel,  was  attempting  to  exer- 
cise the  right  of  a  private  owner  or  rights  conferred  by  the  Horse  and  Dum- 
my Act.  Under  these  established  rules  an  owner  who  erects  a  structure, 
whether  it  be  a  tunnel  or  whatever  it  be,  in  the  soil  under  the  navigable 
water,  does  it  at  his  peril,  and  if  it  becomes  an  obstruction  to  the  para- 
mount right  of  navigation  he  may  be  compelled  to  remove  it.  It  necessarily 
follows  that  in  requiring  this  tunnel  to  be  removed  no  property  of  the  de- 
fendant is  taken  or  damaged.  There  is  no  interference  with  anything  which 
the  owner  has  a  right  to  maintain,  and  the  fact  that  it  will  require  an  ex- 
penditure of  money  by  the  defendant  does  not  establish  its  right  to  com- 
pensation. There  is  no  attempt  to  appropriate  any  property  of  the  de- 
fendant to  the  public  use  or  to  deprive  it  of  any  right,  but  the  only  purpose 
of  the  proceeding  is  to  protect  the  paramount  right  of  the  public  to  the 
navigation  of  the  river.  As  there  is  nothing  to  be  taken  there  is  nothing  to 
be  compensated  for." 

Assuming  for  the  moment  that  in  each  and  every  case  the  meander  line 
may  be  disregarded,  and  that  the  riparian  owner  upon  either  bank  owns  to 
the  center  of  the  stream,  then  the  question  becomes  material  as  to  where 
the  meander  line  is  located,  as  an  evidence  of  invasions  upon  the  rights  of 
the  public,  and  where  the  meander  line  appears  to  have  been  located,  as  the 
law  requires,  to  mark  mean  high  water,  and  where  within  the  meander 
line  artificial  means  have  been  adopted  to  create  land  which  did  not  exist  in 
a  state  of  nature,  there  has  been  no  question  whatever,  but  that  this  con- 
stitutes an  invasion  of  the  rights  of  the  public. 

The  public  has  sat  supinely  by  and  observed  these  encroachments  unon  the 
navigable  streams  of  Illinois,  with  complete  and  utter  indifference,  but  the 
time  has  come  when  no  longer  can  such  indifference  be  tolerated.  There  are 
two  uses  to  which  these  navigable  streams  are  put,  that  can  not  with  a  re- 
gard for  the  rights  of  the  public,  be  longer  ignored,  and  those  twro  rights  are 
the  right  of  drainage,  and  the  right  of  navigation. 

The  navigable  streams  of  Illinois  have  been  narrowed  in  many  instances 
as  the  result  of  greed  and  avarice  upon  the  part  of  riparian  owners  upon 
either  bank,  until  at  the  present  day,  the  functions  of  these  streams,  so  far  as 
drainage  and  navigation  are  concerned,  are  seriously  and  grossly  impaired. 
Such  impairment,  however,  is  a  matter  of  entire  indifference  to  the  selfish 
interests  which  have  thus  encroached  upon  these  streams,  so  long  as  land 
can  be  made  in  this  way,  and  profit  accrue  to  the  riparian  owner  who  shields 
himself  behind  the  doctrine  that  the  meander  line  is  not  a  boundary  line, 
but  is  merely  intended  to  mark  the  sinuosities  of  the  stream,  and  he  loses 
sight  of  the  fact  that  the  meander  line  is  a  solemn  evidence  of  where  his  al- 
leged ownership  became  subjected  to  the  paramount  easement  of  the  public, 
that  of  navigation,  and  to  have  the  stream  remain  open  for  such  purpose,  and 
all  incidental  purposes,  including  the  right  of  drainage,  as  it  would  exist 
in  a  state  of  nature. 

And  so.  in  this  report,  a  considerable  consideration  of  the  place  where  the 
meander  lines  were  originally  laid  down,  is  necessarily  involved. 

Mi  >mhi:    Links   on    DesPlaines  River. 

In  the  case  of  the  DesPlaines  river,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  has  held 
that  the  riparian  owners  owned  the  entire  stream  bank,  bed  and  all,  and  that 
the  public  have  no  right  in  these  waters.  But  notwithstanding  that  fact,  we 
have  taken  into  consideration  the  question  of  the  locality  of  the  meander  lines 
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in  connection  with  the  Des  Plaines  river  for  the  reason  that  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment is  now  determining  the  question  whether  or  not  this  decision  will 
be  reopened  by  appropriate  proceedings  for  that  purpose,  and  a  reversal  of 
the  ruling  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Illinois  attempted. 

If  this  is  done,  we  have  laid  down  in  this  report  the  location  of  these 
meander  lines.  If  it  is  not  done,  by  and  through  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  people  of  this  State  are  foreclosed  of  their 
rights  in  and  to  this  stream  and  other  streams  similarly  located. 

We  do  not  intend  this  as  any  criticism  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  but  we  desire  to  record  our  protest,  ineffectual  though  it  may  be, 
against  any  rule  of  law  which,  in  opposition  to  the  rights  of  the  public,  give 
to  the  property  owner  that  which  he  did  not  buy,  and  that  to  which  he  is  not 
entitled. 

We  are  aware  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  has  been  impelled  to 
make  tnis  decision  with  a  regard  for  precedent  that  has  been  for  some  time 
established,  but  we  believe  that  upon  a  review  of  this  question  that  would 
involve  its  determination  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  that 
the  rights  of  the  people  in  the  streams  of  Illinois  would  be  more  carefully 
safeguarded  and  protected. 

Where  evidence  is  not  available  to  show  any  material  natural  change  in 
the  line  of  mean  high  water,  the  meander  line  must  be  accepted  as  the 
boundary  line  between  fee  simple  ownership  and  an  ownership  subjected  to 
the  easement  of  the  public  of  the  right  of  navigation.  As  between  the  land 
lying  back  from  the  stream  and  the  land  lying  underneath  the  stream,  the 
meander  line  is  in  many  instances  the  only  available  data  from  which  the 
line  of  mean  high  water  can  even  be  approximated. 

Meander  Lines  Are  Approximately  Shore  Lines. 

Our  conclusion  based  upon  an  investigation  of  every  available  source  of 
information  at  hand,  is  that  the  meander  lines  as  originally  laid  down  fol- 
lowed closely  the  borders  of  lakes,  streams  and  other  bodies  of  water;  that 
the  meander  line  fixes  very  closely  the  line  of  natural  mean  high  water; 
that  the  shore  land  is  that  portion  of  the  bed  of  the  stream  between  the 
lines  of  mean  high  and  low  waters,  or,  that  portion  of  the  area  between 
extreme  high  and  low  water  subject  to  submergence  long  enough  to  wrest 
it  from  vegetation;  that  the  area  between  mean  high  water  and  low  water 
is  as  much  a  part  of  the  bed  of  the  lake  or  stream  as  though  it  was  con- 
tinually submerged,  and  any  encroachment  made  during  low  water  would 
deprive  the  stream  of  a  portion  of  its  bed  at  mean  high  water.  Any  pro- 
tection erected  on  the  shore  below  mean  high  water  was  an  infringement 
upon  the  bed  of  the  stream  and  not  justified  by  any  reasonable  construction 
of  the  law.  Our  contention  is  that  any  protection  which  the  law  would 
permit  would  be  only  such  as  would  protect  the  property  against  erosion  by 
flood  waters,  and  that  the  construction  of  such  protection  could  not  be  car- 
ried beyond  the  line  of  mean  high  water  and  into  the  bed  of  the  stream  or 
lake  without  trespassing  upon  the  rights  of  the  people,  or  more  properly 
stated,  the  public. 

Fuller  v.   Shedd,  161   III.,  462. 

In  Fuller  v.  Shedd,  161  111.,  462,  the  court  gives  a  further  exposition  of 
the  principles  governing  lands  lying  below  meandered  lines  along  streams, 
and  they  say: 

"At  common  law  the  title  of  a  riparian  proprietor  bounded  by  a  navi- 
gable stream  extends  only  to  highwater  mark,  and  in  streams  not  navigable 
the  rights  of  the  riparian  proprietor  extended  to  the  middle  thread  of  the 
current.  But  at  the  common  law,  arms  of  the  sea  and  only  streams  where 
the  tide  ebbed  and  flowed  were  deemed  navigable,  and  streams  above  tide 
water,  though  navigable  in  fact,  were  not  deemed  navigable  in  law.  Under 
this  rule  of  the  common  law  the  principle  was  applied  at  an  early  period  in 
the  history  of  the  State,  and  held  with  reference  to  streams  in  and  bordering 
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this  State,  that  riparian  proprietor  in  a  grant  bounded  on  or  upon  the  mar- 
gins of  rivers  or  streams,  whether  navigable  or  net,  took  to  the  center 
thread  of  the  stream.  (Middleton  v.  I'ritchard,  3  Scam.,  510.  The  rule 
then  announced  has  been  adhered  to  in  this  Slate  by  many  adjudged  cases 
since  that  time.  Among  others,  we  cite  Houck  v.  Yates,  82  111.,  179,  and 
Fuller  v.  Dauphin,  124  id.,  542.  The  same  rule  is  adopted  in  most  of  the 
states,  though  others  hold,  with  reference  to  streams  navigable  in  fact,  the 
riparian  owner  takes  only  to  ordinary  high-water  mark,  and  the  banks 
between  high  and  low-water  mark  and  the  bed  of  the  river  belong  to  the 
State.  As  a  result  of  the  rule  adopted  in  this  and  most  of  the  states  in 
reference  to  streams,  it  necessarily  followed  that  in  a  grant  of  land  bordering 
on  a  river  which  was  meandered  for  the  purpose  of  determining  quantity  in 
a  fractional  tract,  the  meander  line,  in  and  of  itself,  was  held  not  to  be  a 
boundary  line.  Middleton  v.  Pritchard,  supra;  Trustees  v.  Haven,  5  Gilm., 
548;  Houck  v.  Yates,  supra;  Fuller  v.  Dauphin,  supra;  Walker  v.  Board  of 
Public  Works,  16  Ohio,  545;  Jones  v.  Pettibone,  2  Wis.,  308;  Marquette  Boom 
Co.  v.  Adams,  44  Mich.,  403;  Krant  v.  Crawford,  18  Iowa,  549;  Sherlock  v. 
Binbridge,  41  Ind.,  35;  Schurmeir  v.  St.  Paul  Railroad  Co.,  10  Minn.,  82; 
Minto  v.  Delaney,  7  Ore.,  242;    Morris  v.  Benson,  61  Mo.,  345. 

As  thus  construed,  this  rule  gives  the  riparian  owner  accretions  and 
islands  forming  within  his  grant,  and  where,  by  gradual  accretions,  the 
thread  of  the  stream  was  slowly  changed,  under  the  application  of  the  same 
rule  his  grant  followed  the  channel  and  still  went  to  the  thread  of  the 
stream.  This  rule  of  the  common  law  had  engrafted  on  it  this  further 
principle:  Where  the  course  of  a  stream  forming  a  boundary  is  suddenly 
changed,  the  relicted  soil  remains  according  to  the  former  bounds,  and  a 
grant  bordered  thereon  does  not  follow  to  the  thread  of  the  stream,  as  in 
the  new  channel.  (Hargrave's  Tracts  De  Jure  Maris;  Angell  on  Water- 
courses, sec.  57;  Gould  on  Waters,  sec.  159;  Spigener  v.  Cooner,  8  Rich.  301; 
Dwinel  v.  Barnard,  28  Me.,  469;  Lynch  v.  Allen,  4  Dev.  &  Bat.,  62.)  It 
resulted  from  this  rule  of  the  common  law,  that  where  a  stream  was  mean- 
dered in  the  original  survey,  and  conveyance  made  and  price  paid  for  the 
quantity  within  the  meandered  lines,  the  grant  conveyed  to  the  thread  of 
the  stream,  and  therefore  the  boundaries  of  the  lands  were  not  determined 
by  the  meander  line.  Whilst  such  is  the  rule  in  states  adopting  the  rule  of 
the  common  law,  yet  there  are  cases  where  the  meandered  line  would  be  of 
itself  the  boundary,  as  where  the  line  run  by  the  Government  surveyors,  by 
mistake  or  fraud  in  surveying  the  public  lands,  leaves  between  such  line  and 
the  stream  or  lake  a  considerable  body  of  land,  on  which  is  vegetation,  etc., 
above  the  ordinary  stage  of  water.  In  such  case  the  surveyed  land  is  all 
that  is  granted  by  the  United  States,  and  the  patentee  is  not  a  riparian 
proprietor,  his  boundary  being  fixed  by  the  meandered  line. 

In  Fulton  v.  Frandolig,  63  Texas,  330,  a  shell  reef,  varying  in  width  from 
twenty  to  sixty  yards,  ran  from  the  meandered  line  into  the  bay  for  about 
a  mile,  and  the  patentee  claimed  this  shell  reef  with  the  accretions,  on  the 
ground  that  the  meander  line  should  yield  to  the  course  of  the  bay;  but  it 
was  held  that,  as  the  evidence  (derived  from  the  field  notes)  showed  that 
the  surveyor  in  fact  ran  across  the  shell  reef  for  the  course  and  distance, 
the  reef  was  not  included  in  the  grant. 

In  Granger  v.  Swart,  1  Vol.  90,  the  jury  were  instructed  as  follows:  "The 
patents  and  deeds  under  which  the  defendant  claims  do  not  pass  the  title 
to  the  premises  in  question,  unless  at  the  date  of  the  entries  on  which  they 
issue,  the  Rock  river  where  it  is  called  a  river,  and  Lake  Koshkonong,  where 
it  is  called  a  lake,  extended  to  and  bordered  upon  the  meandered  line  which 
constitutes  the  boundary  of  the  lands  described  in  the  patents.  In  other 
words,  if.  between  the  meandered  line  which  by  the  Government  survey 
was  made  one  of  the  boundaries  of  the  land  sold  to  Walker  and  the  bank 
of  the  Rock  river  and  shore  of  Lake  Koshkonong,  there  was  at  that  time 
a  body  of  swam])  or  waste  land  or  flats  on  which  timber  and  grass  grew 
and    horses    and    cattle    could    feed    and    hay   be    cut,    then    the    patents    of 
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Walker  did  not  cover  this  land,  but  were  confined  to  the  actual  limit  of 
said  meandered  line.  On  the  other  hand,  if,  when  the  entries  were  made, 
the  bank  of  the  river  and  shore  of  the  lake,  at  an  ordinary  stage  of 
water,  were  where  this  meandered  line  was  represented  by  the  United  States 
survey,  and  the  land  in  controversy  has  since  been  formed  by  a  receding  of 
the  water  or  by  accretion  to  the  shore  and  bank,  then  it  became  the  land 
of  the  defendant  or  of  Walker,  as  the  title  might  be  in  one  or  the  other. 
If  the  first  of  these  positions  be  found  by  you  to  be  true,  the  defendant  has 
no  title  to  the  land;  if  the  second  be  true,  he  has  title  to  the  addition  made 
by  the  accretion." 

In  Lammars  v.  Nissen,  4  Neb.,  245,  in  deciding  the  case  the  court  says: 
"Another  inquiry  involved  in  the  consideration  of  the  case  is  as  to  what  is 
the  effect  which  a  meandered  line,  purporting  to  have  been  run  along  the 
bank  of  a  stream,  may  have  in  regard  to  land  at  the  time  lying  between  it 
and  the  bank  of  the  stream  and  remaining  unsurveyed.  And  in  respect  to 
this  inquiry,  I  think  it  sufficient  to  observe,  that  as  to  public  lands  of  the 
United  States,  conceding  the  rule  to  be  well  settled  that  a  meandered  line 
bordering  on  the  bank  of  a  stream  is  not  to  be  considered  as  the  boundary 
of  the  tract,  but  simply  as  defining  the  sinuosities  of  the  bank  of  the 
stream  and  as  a  means  of  ascertaining  the  quantity  of  the  land  in  the  frac- 
tion subject  to  sale,  yet  the  question  whether  such  line  does  in  fact  define 
the  sinuosities  of  the  bank  of  the  stream  or  not  is  one  which  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  evidence  aliunde.  The  mere  fact  that  it  is  run  and  is  desig- 
nated upon  the  plats  as  a  meandered  line  certainly  cannot  be  conclusive 
in  the  matter.  To  establish  the  doctrine  that  such  meandered  line  is  con- 
clusive would  estop  the  Government  from  disposing  of  lands  left  unsur- 
veyed between  such  line  and  the  bank  of  the  stream.  It  would  prevent  the 
correction  of  mistakes  made  by  surveyors  in  such  case,  and  would  be  in 
direct  conflict  with  the  well-settled  rule  of  law  defining  what  is  an  acci*e- 
tion  to  land.  In  Granger  v.  Swart,  supra,  the  principle  is  enunciated,  that 
if,  between  the  meander  line  by  which  the  government  survey  was  made, 
and  the  bank  of  the  river,  there  is,  at  the  time,  a  body  of  swamp  or  waste 
land  or  flats,  on  which  timber  and  grass  grew  and  horses  and  cattle  fed, 
then  the  patents  for  the  land  surveyed  would  not  cover  this  land,  but  must 
be  confined  to  the  actual  limits  of  the  meander  line  and  include  no  more." 
The  title  of  defendants,  acquired  under  a  junior  survey,  to  the  lands  lying 
between  the  meander  line  and  the  actual  bank,  was  therefore  held  good. 
In  that  case  it  was  represented  on  the  plat,  and  the  surveyor  reported  to 
the  department  of  interior,  that  the  meander  line  ran  at  the  west  of  the 
marsh  and  was  along  the  line  of  the  Missouri  river,  and  the  intervening 
1,000  acres  between  the  real  bank  of  the  river  and  the  meander  line  was 
navigable  water.  The  line  as  made  was  mistakenly  run,  and  the  surveyor 
omitted  this  large  tract  from  his  survey,  and  it  was  subsequently  surveyed 
and  sold. 

In  Glenn  v.  Jeffrey,  75  Iowa,  20,  a  tract  was  situated  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Missouri  river,  the  facts  being  similar  to  those  in  Lammers  v.  Mis- 
sen,  supra,  and  the  trial  court  instructed  the  jury:  "Under  this  evidence 
you  are  instructed  that  the  plaintiff  failed  to  show  title  in  himself  to  the 
land  claimed  by  the  defendant.  The  plat  and  field  notes  introduced  herein 
show  that  lot  3  was  surveyed,  and  platted  and  located  upon  the  north  side 
of  certain  water,  which  was  at  the  time  of  the  survey  supposed  to  be  the 
Missouri  river.  It  is  shown  by  the  Adkins  survey  and  other  evidence  in 
the  case,  that  lot  3  ran,  not  to  the  Missouri  river,  but  to  the  waters  of  a 
certain  bayou,  and  that  beyond  this  bayou,  and  between  it  and  the  Missouri 
river,  was  other  land — the  land  claimed  by  the  defendant.  The  evidence 
shows  that  the  land  between  this  bayou  and  the  river  was  not  surveyed. 
*  *  *  The  land  in  controversy  is  lot  3  in  section  18,  township,  etc.,  and 
the  plaintiff  introduced  evidence  showing  title  in  himself  from  the  govern- 
ment. The  only  controversy  is  whether  the  lot,  as  described,  extended  to 
the  Missouri  river."  In  commenting  on  that  instruction  it  was  said  by  the 
Supreme  Court:     "The  evidence  warranted  the  court  in  giving  the  instruction 
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i!  diil.  There  was  no  controversy  as  to  the  facts.  It  is  true  that  the  Gov- 
ernment plat  and  field  notes  described  the  meander  line  as  being  at  the 
Missouri  river,  and  therefore  it  is  claimed  that  lot  3  extended  to  the  river. 
In  fact,  however,  instead  of  running  the  meander  line  along  the  river  it 
was  run  along  the  bayou  some  distance  from  the  river.  The  land  in  ques- 
tion cannot  be  regarded  as  accretion,  but  existed  as  it  now  does  when  the 
survey  was  made.  The  court  rightly  directed  the  jury  to  find  for  the  defend- 
ant. The  land  never  was,  in  fact,  surveyed  by  the  Government  and  never 
sold  or  conveyed  to  the  plaintiff." 

In  Bissell  v.  Fletcher,  19  Neb.,  726,  the  plat  and  patent  to  plaintiff  showed 
lot  3  to  contain  52.60  acres  and  to  run  north  to  the  Republican  river. 
Defendant  claimed  lots  6  and  7,  which  in  fact  was  land  between  the  river  and 
where  the  plat  showed  the  bank  to  be.  The  court  says:  "The  contention 
of  the  plaintiff  is  that  lot  :J  extends  to  the  river,  and  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  lot  3  contains  all  the  land  the  plaintiff  purchased  and  paid  for,  and 
the  effect  of  the  extension  of  the  line  would  be  to  give  him  about  117  acres 
of  land  to  which  he  seems  to  have  no  equitable  right,  still  he  contends  the 
law  declares  the  land  to  be  his."  Upon  a  rehearing  of  this  case  (43  N.  W. 
Rep.  350)  the  court  further  said:  "There  is  no  proof  whatever  that  the  land 
claimed  by  the  plaintiff  is  an  accretion  to  lot  3.  In  fact,  all  of  the  proof 
tends  to  show  that  it  is  not.  The  defendant  has  purchased  his  land,  as 
part  of  the  public  domain,  from  the  United  States,  and  it  would  be  rank 
injustice  to  rob  him  of  his  property  and  give  it  to  the  plaintiff,  who  is 
already  in  possession  of  all  of  the  land  that  he  purchased  and  the  Government 
sold  to  him." 

In  James  v.  Howell,  41  Ohio  St.,  696,  the  court  refused  to  extend  a  meander 
line  across  a  space  designated  as  impassable  marsh  and  water,  so  as  to 
include  two  islands,  one  containing  about  thirty-six  and  the  other  eighteen 
acres,  but  confined  the  boundary  to  the  meander  line.  The  computed  areas 
in  the  grants  did  not  include  either  the  marsh,  water  or  islands. 

In  Shoemaker  v.  Hatch,  13  Nev.,  261,  the  court  said:  "To  determine 
whether  a  bar  or  island  is  part  of  the  land  on  either  side  of  a  stream, 
account  must  be  taken,  in  every  case,  of  a  variety  of  circumstances,  such  as 
the  relative  size  and  permanence  of  the  channels,  the  size  of  the  island  com- 
pared with  the  size  of  the  stream,  and  the  conformity  or  divergence  of 
course  between  the  main  line  and  the  main  channel.  It  is  a  question  of  fact 
to  be  determined  from  all  the  surrounding  circumstances,  whether  the  land 
between  the  meander  line  and  the  shore  of  the  lake  or  water-course  is 
included  in  the  survey." 

In  Martin  v.  Carlin,  19  Wis.,  454,  there  was  a  mistake  in  the  original  sur- 
vey and  meandering  of  Rock  river,  so  that  there  was  more  land  than  the 
survey  called  for  by  the  field  notes.  It  was  held,  where  there  is  a  mistake 
in  the  Government  survey  of  a  fractional  lot,  so  that  either  the  line  of  a 
meandered  stream  or  a  quarter  section  line  (both  of  which  were  called  for 
by  the  survey  as  constituting  the  line)  must  be  abandoned,  the  quarter 
section  line  should  be  adhered  to  as  the  more  certain  call. 

The  decision  of  these  cases  is  based  on  sound  reasoning  and  on  equitable 
rules  as  to  property  rights.  To  each  person  is  given  all  he  purchased,  but 
not  a  quantity  that  would  be  inequitable  or  unjust  as  against  the  Govern- 
ment. Nor  are  these  cases  in  conflict  with  the  decisions  in  this  State  on 
that  class  of  questions.  In  Middleton  v.  Pritchard,  3  Scam.,  510,  there  was 
a  long  slough  running  between  a  small  island  or  peninsula  and  the  main 
land,  in  which  the  river  (Mississippi)  flowed  two  or  three  months  in  the 
year.  The  meander  line  ran  along  this  slough  on  the  main  land  twenty 
or  twenty-five  feet  up  from  the  channel  of  the  slough  in  high  water,  the 
eastern  boundary  of  this  slough  forming  therefore  the  eastern  boundary  of 
the  river,  and  the  boundary  was  carried  beyond  the  mean»ler  line  to  this 
bank  of  the  river.  The  owner's  land  thus  bordering  on  the  river  and  going 
to  the  center  thereof,  he  was  entitled  to  the  island  in  controversy.  In  Canal 
Trustees  v.  Haven,  5  Gilm.,  548,  the  divergence  between  the  meander  line 
and  the  river  line  is  not  disclosed.     In  Houck  v.  Yates,  82  111.,  179,  the  strip

of  land  between  the  meander  line  and  the  natural  boundary  (Mississippi 
river)  varied  in  width  from  one-half  of  a  rod  to  three  rods,  and  contained 
in  all  four  or  five  acres,  which  was  held  to  pass  under  a  patent  of  about 
twenty-three  acres  on  the  main  land.  In  this  case  there  does  not  appear 
to  have  been  any  divergence  between  the  meander  line  and  the  natural  boun- 
dary of  the  Mississippi  river. 

Railroad  Co.  v.  Schurmur,  7  Wall.,  272,  is  in  its  facts  similar  to  Middleton 
v.  Pritchard,  supra.  The  main  body  of  the  land  contained  9.28  acres.  The 
parcel  in  dispute  was  2.78  acres.  The  latter  was  a  narrow  strip  of  low  land, 
constituting  a  bar  or  island,  about  90  feet  wide  in  its  extreme  width  and 
160  feet  long,  extending  along  the  meander  line. 

From  these  cases  it  would  follow  the  construction  of  the  grant  would  be, 
where  a  narrow  strip  of  land  lies  between  the  meander  line  and  the  natural 
boundary,  as  a  stream  or  river,  and  its  proportions  are  much  smaller  than 
the  land  granted,  it  would  be  included  in  the  grant  and  the  center  of  the 
stream  or  river  would  be  the  boundary,  unless  a  different  intention  was 
manifested  by  the  terms  used.  Where  the  land  outside  the  meander  line 
is  so  grossly  in  excess  of  that  sold  that  it  is  apparent  there  is  fraud  or  mis- 
take in  the  survey,  the  meander  line  would  be  the  boundary. 

Rule  as  to  Meandered  Lakes. 

In  the  case  of  a  lake,  the  same  rule  does  not  apply,  and  the  case  last 
above  referred  to  of  Fuller  v.  Shedd,  161  I11.,n662,  declares: 

"Whether  a  riparian  proprietor  on  a  lake  takes  the  bed  of  the  lake  is  a 
question  on  which  the  decisions  of  the  different  states  are  conflicting.  Whilst 
the  riparian  proprietor  takes  to  the  center  of  a  stream,  the  stream  will  still 
exist  notwithstanding  changes  by  accretions,  etc.  The  same  reason  for  the 
rule  does  not  exist  where  land  borders  on  a  lake,  as  by  recession  of  the 
water  the  bed  of  the  lake  may  become  dry  land  and  the  lake  cease  to  exist. 
The  grant  of  land  on  a  lake  would,  on  the  instant  of  the  grant,  be  a  con- 
veyance to  the  center  of  the  lake,  if  the  same  rule  existed  as  with  reference 
to  rivers.  The  determination  of  boundary  lines  to  the  center  of  the  river 
is  not  attendant  with  any  serious  difficulty,  but  the  irregular  borders  of  a 
lake  would  render  the  determination  of  lines  in  the  bed  of  the  lake  between 
riparian  proprietors  of  almost  impossible  solution.  This,  as  well  as  the  in- 
justice of  holding  that  the  purchaser  as  a  small  rim  of  the  lake,  consisting 
of  but  a  few  acres,  would  at  once  become  the  owner  of  thousand  of  acres  of 
a  non-navigable  lake,  has  caused  many  courts  to  hold  the  riparian  proprietor 
takes  only  to  the  water's  edge.  As  declaring  this  rule,  we  cite  the  following 
cases,  among  others: 

In  State  v.  Gillmanton,  9  N.  H.,  461,  the  question  involved  being  the 
boundary  of  the  town,  it  was  said:  "The  rule  for  the  construction  of  grants 
bounding  on  rivers  is  where  a  grant  is  made  extending  to  a  river  and  bound- 
ing upon  it,  the  center  of  the  stream  is  the  line  of  the  boundary,  if  there 
are  no  limitations  in  the  grant  itself.  But  in  relation  to  grants  on  ponds, 
lakes  or  other  bodies  of  standing  fresh  water  that  principle  does  not  apply, 
but  the  grant  extends  only  to  the  water's  edge." 

In  Marriner  v.  Schultz,  13  Wis.,  692,  the  court  approved  the  instruction 
of  the  inferior  court,  which  directed  that  in  a  grant  of  land  bordering  upon 
a  pond  the  title  did  not  extend  beyond  the  natural  shore. 

In  Diedrich  v.  N.  W.  H.  R.  Ry.  Co.,  42  Wis.,  248,  the  court  says:  "The 
rule  that  the  title  of  the  riparian  owner  upon  a  natural  lake  or  pond  does 
not  extend  beyond  the  natural  shore,  appears  to  be  very  generally,  almost 
universally,  recognized,  and  discussed  by  Cole,  C.  J.,  in  Deleplaine  v.  Rail- 
way Co.,  supra,  It  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  here  what  is  there  said,  and 
in  which  we  all  concur.  Indeed,  the  position  was  affirmed  in  this  court  as 
far  back  as  Marriner  v.  Schultz,  13  Wis.,  692." 

In  Fletcher  v.  Phelps,  28  Vt,  257,  the  court,  on  the  question  of  boundary, 
said:    "Where  land  is  sold  and  bounded  on  the  river  or  stream  of  water  above 
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tide-water,  the  .main  extends  to  the  middle  of  the  channel  or  thread  of  the 
stream.  That  is  t lie  legal  effect  of  the  conveyance,  and  cannot  be  varied  or 
controlled  by  parol  testimony.     *     *     * 

"A  different  rule  prevails  where  land  is  conveyed  bounded  on  large  natural 
ponds  or  lakes.  In  such  case  the  grant  extends  to  the  water's  edge,  or  if 
the  *  *  *  lake  or  pond  has  a  definite  low-water  mark,  the  grant  will  ex- 
tend to   low-water  mark." 

In  the  case  of  Bradley  v.  Rice,  13  Mo.,  201,  the  court  says:  "It  is  true 
that  where  land  is  bounded  on  the  river  or  stream  where  the  tide  does  not 
ebb  and  flow,  the  owner's  title  by  construction  of  law,  extends  to  the  center 
or  thread  of  the  stream.  But  flying  pond  is  not  a  river  or  stream.  No  case 
has  been  cited,  nor  have  we  found  any,  where  that  case  of  construction  has 
been  extended  to  a  pond  or  lake.  Had  the  land  been  bounded  upon  a  river 
or  stream,  or  artificial  pond  created  by  expanding  a  stream  by  means  of  a 
dam,  the  riparian  proprietor  would  go  to  the  thread  of  the  stream.  This 
is  law  well  settled  and  understood.  But  it  has  not  been  so  settled  in  regard 
to  ponds  and  lakes,  nor  are  we  aware  that  there  can  be  one  construction  for 
small  ponds  and  lakes  and  another  for  large  ones."  The  same  principle  is 
recognized  in  Robinson  v.  White,  42  Me.,  209;  Nelson  v.  Butterfield,  21  id., 
220;    Wood  v.  Kelley,  30  id.,  471.  and  Mansur  v.  Blake,  62  id.,  38. 

In  Kanouse  v.  Sloekbower,  48  N.  J.  Eq.,  42,  the  court  was  called  upon  to 
decide  whether  a  devise  of  land  bounded  by  a  margin  of  the  lake  carried  the 
devise  to  the  center  of  the  lake  or  whether  the  lake  bed  passes  to  the  resi- 
duary devisees,  and  the  court  said:  "The  law  is  well  settled  that  a  grant  of 
land  bounded  upon  or  along  a  river,  above  tide-water,  carries  the  title  of  the 
grantee  to  the  center  of  the  stream,  if  the  title  of  the  grantor  extends  that 
far,  unless  the  terms  of  the  grant  show  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
parties  that  the  grantee's  title  should  not  extend  to  that  point.  But  this 
doctrine  has  not  *  *  *  been  held  to  apply  to  grants  of  land  abutting 
upon  fresh-water  lakes  and  ponds." 

Angell  on  Water-courses  (Sec.  41)  says:  "When  land  is  conveyed  bound- 
ing upon  a  lake  or  pond,  if  it  is  a  natural  pond,  the  grant  extends  only  to 
the  water's  edge." 

In  State  of  Indiana  v.  Milk,  11  Fed.  Rep.,  389  Judge  Gresham  said:  "That 
while  a  general  grant  of  land  on  the  river  or  stream  non-navigable  extends 
the  line  of  the  grantee  to  the  middle  or  thread  of  the  current,  the  grant  on 
a  natural  pond  extends  only  to  the  water's  edge,"  and  thus  stated  the 
difficulties  of  the  contrary  rule:  "Non-navigable  streams  are  usually  narrow, 
and  the  lines  of  riparian  owners  can  be  extended  into  them  at  right  angles, 
without  interference  or  confusion,  and  without  serious  injustice  to  any  one. 
It  was  therefore  natural,  when  such  streams  were  called  for  as  boundaries, 
to  hold  that  the  real  line  between  opposite  shore  owners  was  the  thread 
of  the  current.  The  rights  of  the  riparian  proprietors  in  the  bed  of  the 
stream,  and  in  the  stream  itself,  were  thus  clearly  defined.  But  when  this 
rule  is  attempted  to  be  applied  to  lakes  and  ponds  practical  difficulties  are 
encountered.  They  have  no  current,  and,  being  more  or  less  circular,  it 
would  hardly  be  possible  to  run  the  boundary  lines  beyond  the  water's  edge 
so  as  to  define  the  rights  of  shore  owners  in  the  beds.  Beaver  Lake  is 
seven  and  a  half  miles  east  and  west  and  less  than  five  miles  north  and 
south.  Extending  the  side  and  end  lines  into  the  lake,  there  being  no  cur- 
rent, when  would  they  meet?  This  rule  is  applicable,  if  at  all  whether  there 
be  one  or  more  riparian  proprietors.  *  *  *  It  would  be  unfair  and  un- 
just to  allow  a  party  to  claim  and  hold  against  his  grantor  the  bed  of  a 
lake  containing  thousands  of  acres,  solely  on  the  ground  that  he  had  bought 
and  paid  for  the  small  surrounding  fractional  tracts — the  mere  rim." 

In  Clute  v.  Fisher,  G5  Mich.,  48,  the  court  held  that  the  grantee  of  land 
bordering  upon  a  non-navigable  lake  did  not  stop  at  the  water's  edge,  but 
that  he  might  take  so  much  of  the  bed  of  the  lake  as  was  required  to  fill 
out  the  section  of  which  he  owned  a  fraction,  and  that  his  common  law  right 
was  limited  by  the  sectional  lines  of  his  survey.     In  that  case  such  exten- 
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sion  of  lines  absorbed  the  entire  lake,  but  the  court  does  not  clearly  indicate 
what  should  be  done  if  the  body  of  water  was  so  large  that  the  lines  of  the 
granted  section  or  quarter  section  would  not  embrace  the  whole  lake  bottom. 

In  Stoner  v.  Rice,  121  Ind.,  51,  the  court  held  the  grant  not  limited  by  the 
water's  edge,  and  the  Clute  case  is  followed,  with  the  result  of  absorbing 
all  the  lake  bed  by  the  extension  of  sectional  lines.  The  Court  said:  "It  is 
contended  that  the  riparian  owner  bordering  on  a  non-navigable  lake,  like  a 
river,  takes  to  the  thread  or  center  of  the  lake.  This  rule  is  impracticable 
when  applied  to  lakes.  Suppose  the  lake  to  be  round,  or  nearly  so,  with 
riparian  owners,  as  there  would  be,  on  the  north,  south,  east  and  west  of  it, 
this  rule  could  not  be  applied.  *  *  *  Where  the  body  of  water  is  a 
running  stream  being  a  narrow  rivulet  at  its  head  and  growing  larger  and 
widening  until  it  enters  into  another  stream  still  larger,  or  where  it  is  a 
long,  narrow  body  of  water,  there  is  no  trouble  in  applying  this  doctrine; 
but  where  the  body  of  water  is  surrounded  by  land,  and  is  almost  circular 
in  form,  covering  a  quarter  or  half  section  or  more  of  land,  with  riparian 
owners  on  either  side,  we  cannot  say  that  the  owners  on  the  east  and  the 
west  could  take  to  the  exclusion  of  those  upon  the  north  and  south,  nor  vice 
versa.  Nor  would  it  do,  as  it  seems  to  us,  to  apply  a  doctrine  that  would 
require  the  running  of  diagonal  lines  between  the  various  owners,  each 
reaching  to  the  center  of  the  lake."  The  court  also  said  that  the  section 
lines  could  not  be  passed  when  the  lake  is  so  large  that  the  extension  of 
those  lines  would  not  absorb  it.  To  the  same  effect  are  Hodges  v.  Wil- 
liams, 95  N.  C,  331;  Waterman  v.  Johnson,  13  Pick,  261;  State  v.  Ports- 
mouth Bank,  106  Ind.,  435;  West  Roxbury  v.  Stoddard,  7  Allen,  158;  Noyes 
v.  Collins,  26  L.  R.  A.   (Iowa),  609.     Many  other  cases  could  be  cited. 

The  question  was  before  this  court  in  reference  to  a  grant  of  land  bounded 
on  Lake  Michigan,  in  Seaman  v.  Smith,  24  111.,  521,  in  which  it  was  said  (p. 
525),  "These  great  bodies  of  water  having  no  currents  like  rivers  and  other 
running  streams,  cannot  present  the  same  reasons  why  the  boundary  should 
be  extended  beyond  the  water's  edge,  where  it  is  ordinarily  found,  that  apply 
to  running  bodies  of  water.  Where  such  streams  are  called  for  as  a  bound- 
ary, the  thread  of  the  current  is  held  to  be  the  line  from  each  side.  Such  a 
rule  could  not,  for  the  want  of  a  current,  be  adopted  in  this  case.  It  would 
not  be  sanctioned  either  by  analogy  to  the  rule  or  by  reason;  and  if  the  outer 
edge  of  the  water  be  passed,  owing  to  the  approximation  of  these  bodies  to  a 
circular  shape  it  would  be  found  exceedingly  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to 
ascertain  where  the  boundary  should  be  fixed  or  the  shape  it  should  assume." 

In  Trustees  of  Schools  v.  Schroll,  120  111.,  509,  it  was  said  (p.  518):  "It  is 
equally  well  settled  that  grants  of  land  bounded  on  streams  or  rivers  above 
tide-water  carry  the  exclusive  right  and  title  of  the  grantee  to  the  center  of 
the  stream,  usque  ad  filem  aquae,  subject  to  the  easement  of  navigation  in 
streams  navigable  in  fact,  unless  the  terms  of  the  grant  clearly  denote  the 
intention  to  stop  at  the  edge  or  margin  of  the  stream.  *  *  *  But  an 
entirely  different  rule  applies  when  land  is  conveyed  bounded  along  or  upon 
a  natural  lake  or  pond.  In  such  case  the  grant  extends  only  to  the  water's 
edge." 

These  principles  as  enumerated  in  the  two  cases  cited  in  this  State,  are 
based  on  the  principles  of  the  common  law,  as  we  understand  it  and  as  it 
has  been  held  by  courts  of  various  states. 

It  is  urged,  however,  that  the  decisions  of  the  New  England  states  are 
based  on  colonial  ordinances  of  1641  and  1647.  The  Massachusetts  colony,  by 
an  ordinance  of  1841,  provided  that  great  ponds  containing  more  than  ten 
acres  of  land  should  be  free  for  fishing  and  fowling,  and  by  the  amendment 
thereto  of  1646  towns  were  prohibited  from  granting  away  great  ponds.  All 
the  New  England  states  whose  opinions  hold  as  we  do,  were  not,  however, 
subject  to  the  ordinances  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony. 

The  principle  that  the  riparian  owner  takes  to  the  center  of  the  bed  of  a 
non-navigable  lake  is  sustained  in  Lombeck  v.  Nye,  47  Ohio  St.,  336;  Smith 
v.  City  of  Rochester,  92  N.  Y.,  463;   Warren  v.  Chambers,  25  Ark,  120,  and 
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Longway  v.  State,  18  L.  R.  A.  (Minn.),  670.  Many  other  cases  might  be 
cited  sustaining  the  same  view.  The  same  rule  is  held  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  (  nited  States  in  Hardin  v.  Jordan,  140  U.  S.,  371. 

From  the  fact  that  so  few  lakes  existed  in  Great  Britain  no  question  of  the 
right  of  the  riparian  proprietor  to  the  bed  of  the  lake  was  there  claimed  to 
be  presented  until  1878,  when  the  case  of  Bristow  v.  Cormican,  3  App.  Cas., 
641,  relating  to  Lough  Neagh,  in  the  north  of  Ireland,  was  before  the  House 
of  Lords.  There  the  plaintiff  sued  the  defendant  in  trespass  for  fishing  in 
the  lake,  and  deraigned  title  from  the  crown,  by  a  grant  in  the  time  of 
Charles  II  of  all  fishing  in  that  body  of  water.  It  was  held  the  crown  had  no 
right  to  make  such  grant  in  such  waters,  as  against  the  rights  of  riparian 
owners  or  others.  This  decision  of  the  high  authority  from  which  it  orig- 
inates is  deserving  of  the  greatest  consideration.  It  is  not  of  that  con- 
trolling authority  as  to  what  is  the  common  law  which  it  would  have  been 
if  made  before  the  organization  of  our  Government.  Nor  do  we  believe  this 
decision  can  be  said  to  determine  riparian  rights  as  taking  the  bed  of  the 
lake.  The  large  fresh  water  lakes  in  and  bordering  this  State  present  con- 
ditions wholly  unprovided  for  by  the  common  law-  of  England,  and  the  law 
of  boundary  as  applied  to  rivers  is  inapplicable  to  such  lakes.  A  principle 
applied  to  a  large  lake  is  a  principle  applicable  to  a  smaller  one.  This  prin- 
ciple applies  to  such  as  are  meandered  in  the  original  survey.  Where,  how- 
ever, such  small  lakes  are  not  meandered,  but  are  of  a  size  that  they  are 
included  within  the  corners  of  a  survey,  then  a  different  condition  exists,  and 
they  would  be  included  in  a  grant  of  the  land. 

In  the  case  of  Beckman  v.  Kramer,  43  111.,  447,  a  small  lake  existed,  and 
the  riparian  proprietor  owned  on  both  sides.  A  trespasser  entered  on  the 
lake  and  seined  for  fish,  disregarding  the  objections  of  the  riparian  owner, 
the  riparian  proprietor  brought  an  action  of  trespass,  and  it  was  held  he 
could  recover.  Whether  the  lake  was  meandered  in  the  original  survey  or 
included  within  the  corners  of  a  subdivision  is  not  shown.  Neither  does  it 
appear  whether  it  was  a  lake  proper,  or  a  mere  widening  of  a  stream  with  a 
current  therein.  If  the  latter,  or  a  lake  not  meandered  and  included  within 
the  corners  of  a  survey,  then  the  riparian  proprietor  took  its  bed. 

These  cases  cited  are  the  only  decisions  with  reference  to  boundary  or 
riparian  ownership  of  lakes  which  have  heretofore  been  before  this  court, 
and  there  is  no  conflict  therein,  and  no  reason  exists  why  he  should  change 
the  rule  therein  announced.  On  the  contrary  aside  from  the  principle  of 
stare  decisis,  we  should  adhere  to  that  rule.  The  policy  of  the  State  in 
recent  years  has  been  to  stock  its  waters,  both  streams  and  lakes,  with  fish, 
as  a  means  of  giving  cheap  and  valuable  food  to  its  citizens,  and  with  this 
purpose  regular  appropriations  and  expenditures  are  made.  If  we  depart 
from  the  reasonable  rule  we  have  established,  the  small  non-navigable  lakes 
would  become  the  private  waters  of  riparian  owners,  pertinent  to  their  lands, 
with  exclusive  rights  thereon  as  to  boating,  fishing  and  the  like,  from  which 
the  body  of  the  people  would  be  excluded — a  principle  inconsistent  with  and 
not  suited  to  the  condition  of  our  people  or  called  for  as  a  rule  of  law. 

It  is  our  opinion  based  upon  an  investigation  of  all  available  data  that  the 
lines  of  mean  high  water  along  the  lakes  of  Illinois  remained  practically  un- 
changed in  most  instances  until  altered  by  the  construction  of  piers,  break- 
waters and  other  works. 

Mississippi,  Ohio  and  Wabash  Rivers. 

These  three  rivers  comprise  considerably  more  than  one-half  of  the  State's 
perimeter.  The  Mississippi,  on  the  west,  borders  the  State  for  about  700 
miles;  the  Ohio,  on  the  south  forms  the  boundary  for  about  125  miles;  and 
along  the  east  or  southeast  side,  the  Wabash  extends  for  a  distance  of  ap- 
proximately 175  miles. 

Beyond  securing  copies  of  surveys  executed  by  the  U.  S.  Engineers,  no 
funds   have   been   available   for    investigations   by   this   Committee    of  condi- 
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tions  along  the  Ohio  and  Wabash  rivers.  The  maps  which  were  secured  at 
the  nominal  cost  of  printing  will  be  found  assembled  in  Atlas  No.  7  and  are 
described   in  Appendix  7. 

Mississippi  River. 

Two  sets  of  maps  were  secured  from  the  Mississippi  River  Commission  of 
surveys  of  the  Mississippi  river.  One  set  of  61  maps  represents  the  survey 
of  1880,  from  Cairo  to  Dubuque.  The  other  set,  composed  of  17  maps,  and 
showing  the  river  between  Cairo  and  St.  Louis,  is  the  work  of  the  special 
Board  on  the  Examination  and  Survey  of  the  Mississippi  river  created  by 
an  item  in  the  River  and  Harbor  Act  of  March  2,  1907.  The  maps  of  both 
sets  are  to  a  scale  of  1:20000  or  1666%  feet  to  an  inch.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  maps  1114.11  to  1119.11  inclusive,  of  the  1880  survey,  all  of  the  maps 
of  the  Mississippi  river  will  be  found  assembled  in  Atlas  No.  6  and  de- 
scribed in  Appendix  6.  The  maps  excepted  are  in  Atlas  No.  2  and  are  de- 
scribed in  Appendix  2. 

Copies  of  the  notes  of  meanders  of  the  Illinois  side  of  the  river  between 
Dubuque  and  Rock  Island,  between  the  mouth  of  the  Illinois  river  and  a 
point  below  East  St.  Louis,  and  of  the  lakes,  bayous  and  other  bodies  of 
water  lying  within  the  valley  between  Cairo  and  Dubuque  were  secured 
and  with  the  exception  of  those  pertaining  to  the  river  between  Dubuque 
and  Rock  Island  have  been  plotted  upon  the  Mississippi  river  maps  in 
Atlases  Numbers  2  and  6.  The  contents  of  these  atlases  are  described  in 
Appendices  2  and  6,  respectively.  The  meander  notes  will  be  found  on  page 
254  et  seq  of  Volume  Number  1  which  accompanies  Appendix  15  of  this 
report,  except  those  pertaining  to  the  lakes,  bayous,  etc.,  which  will  be 
found  fully  set  forth  in  Volume  Number  3  which  also  accompanies  Appen- 
dix 15. 

Wherever  the  meander  refers  to  lakes,  the  rule  of  law  hereafter  an- 
nounced prevails  and  such  lakes  would  be  the  subject  of  ownership  by  the 
State  of  Illinois  for  the  use  of  all  the  people  of  the  State,  and  in  conse- 
quence of  this  rule,   would  be   public  bodies  of  water. 

It  is  our  understanding,  based  upon  the  best  information  which  we  can 
collect,  that  in  nearly  every  instance  such  bodies  of  water  are  claimed  to* 
be  owned  privately  either  by  individuals  or  corporations.  A  number  of 
them  are  used  for  hunting  and  fishing  clubs,  and  by  them  the  body  of  the 
public  is  excluded  from  these  waters. 

Lack  of  sufficient  appropriation  has  prevented  a  complete  investigation 
of  this  subject,  as  it  has  also  prevented  a  survey  of  the  present  outlines  of 
these  bodies  of  water. 

We  submit,  in  connection  with  this  report,  the  meander  notes  so  col- 
lected, and  any  persons  who  may  be  interested  in  any  of  the  lands,  or  in 
any  of  the  waters  connected  to  and  with  the  Mississippi  river,  upon  the 
east  or  Illinois  side,  by  reference  to  these  meander  notes  can  determine  to 
what  extent  the  public  is  entitled  to  participate  in  the  use  and  enjoyment 
of  these  lands. 

Between  Dubuque  and  Rock  Island,  a  distance  of  about  130  miles,  accord- 
ing to  the  channel  distance  on  the  Mississippi  River  Commission's  maps, 
289  miles  of  meander  lines  were  run  by  U.  S.  Deputy  Surveyors  in  the 
years  1833,  1834,  1835,  1840,  1844,  1845,  1846,  1848,  1850,  1855,  1857.  Between 
the  mouth  of  the  Illinois  river  and  East  St.  Louis  65  miles  of  meanders 
were  run  in  the  years  1808,  1812,  1813,  1815,  1819  and  1838.  The  distance 
via  the  channel  of  the  river  is  about  45  miles.  These  are  vivid  examples 
of  the  diversity  of  the  topography  of  the  Mississippi  Valley.  For  a  de- 
scription of  the  physical  characteristics  of  the  Mississippi  river  and  es- 
pecially for  valuable  data  concerning  the  erosion  and  cavings  of  the  river's 
banks,  attention  is  directed  to  Appendix  Number  1  of  the  report  of  the 
Special  Board  of  Engineers  on  Examination  and  Survey  of  the  Mississippi 
river,   being  House   Document   50,   61st   Congress,   first   session. 

For  a  distance  of  over  3,000  feet  along  the  river  at  and  near  Grafton,  the 
land  within  the  meander  line  has  a  width  of  about  400  feet.     At  Alton  and 
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extending  along  the  river  for  nearly  a  mile  is  a  strip  of  made  land  averaging 
800  feet  wide.  In  township  5  north,  range  9  west  of  third  P.  M.  just  below 
Alton  an  indeterminate  error  in  the  meander  notes  has  made  it  impossible 
to  determine  the  exact  area  of  the  accretions  along  this  township;  but  it 
is  probable  that  they  amount  to  at  least  100  acres.  Six  miles  below  Alton 
the  Missouri  river  joins  the  Mississippi.  Some  of  the  effects  of  the  current 
of  the  silt-bearing  Missouri  upon  the  regimen  of  the  Mississippi  are  quite 
clearly  shown  by  the  aid  of  the  meander  line.  The  channel  of  the  Missis- 
sippi has  been  forced  to  the  east  nearly  a  mile  at  Mobile  Island,  a  large 
island  which  has  been  formed  from  deposits  brought  down  by  the  Mis- 
souri river.  Below  the  mouth  of  the  Missouri,  numerous  large  bars  have 
been  formed;  and  in  township  3  north,  nearly  2,000  acres  have  been  added 
to  the  area  of  the  Illinois  shore  since  1815.  Arsenal  Island  in  township  1 
north  is  composed  almost  entirely  of  accretions  which  have  been  formed 
since  the  meander  line  was  run,  at  East  St.  Louis  more  than  750  acres  of  ac- 
cretions occur,  and  a  portion  of  this  area  has  been  artificially  formed  by 
the  construction  of  piers  and  other  works  intended  to  maintain  a  navigable 
channel  along  the  Missouri  shore.  The  full  extent  and  meaning  of  the  en- 
croachments at  East  St.  Louis  are  very  fully  discussed  under  the  following 
caption. 

Riveb  Front  at  East  St.  Louis. 

The  Committee  met  on  the  sixth  day  of  October  in  East  St.  Louis  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  facts  with  reference  to  the  river  front  situation 
where  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  and  the  Wiggins  Terminal  Company 
claim  the  right  to  occupy  the  entire  Mississippi  river  front  of  East  St.  Louis, 
and  for  a  considerable  distance  up  and  down  the  river. 

The  Committee  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  grounds  involved,  in- 
vestigated the  records  and  the  maps  of  the  situation  as  it  has  existed  from 
time  to  time,  and  heard  the  statements  of  many  reputable  citizens  as  to  pres- 
ent and  past  conditions. 

The  Commercial  Club  of  East  St.  Louis,  through  its  Representative,  Mr. 
Frank  C.  Smith,  presented  an  argument  to  the  Committee.  This  argument 
is  hereby  reproduced  for  the  reason  that  the  Committee  believe  that  the  same 
is  fully  sustained  by  the  facts. 

The  condition  with  reference  to  the  river  front  which  exists  at  East  St. 
Louis  is  wholly  and  entirely  intolerable,  and  calls  for  the  most  aggressive 
action  in  order  to  preserve  to  the  people  of  this  growing  municipality,  their 
right  of  access  to  the  river  front.  It  is  wholly  beyond  reason  that  any  pri- 
vate individual,  company,  corporation  or  association  should  have  the  right 
to  wholly  control  the  river  front  of  this  city. 

Argument  of  Mr.  Smith. 

As  chairman  of  the  River  Front  Committee  of  the  Commercial  Club  and 
on  behalf  of  our  citizens,  I  welcome  you  to  our  midst.  We  recognize  in 
the  Legislative  Committee  men  whose  purpose  is  to  investigate  the  ques- 
tion of  our  river  front.  You  have  marvelled,  because  of  the  fact  that  not- 
withstanding that  East  St.  Louis,  a  city  with  a  population  of  60,000  sup- 
posed to  be  on  the  Mississippi  river,  it  is  not  on  the  river,  and  as  far  as 
the  benefits  of  river  commerce  are  concerned  we  had  just  as  well  be  out 
in  the  country.  Theodore  Roosevelt  said  in  a  speech  at  St.  Paul  recently, 
"That  unless  the  people  guard  well  their  river  and  lake  rights  the  railroads 
would  monopolize  the  water  fronts,  thus  depriving  the  people  of  river 
commerce."  Because  water  competition  means  reduced  rates;  river 
competition  compels  railroads  to  give  better  rates  to  cities  located  on  rivers, 
and  strange  as  it  may  seem,  every  city  in  possession  of  its  river  or  lake 
front,  has  had  to  fight  for  it.  East  St.  Louis  has  been  asleep,  so  to  speak, 
all  of  these  years,  and  the  Wiggins  Ferry  monopoly  has  usurped  control 
of  our  entire  river  front;  it  has  dominated  and  controlled  our  city  officials; 
it  has  elected  its  servants  to  office;    any  one  daring  to  raise  his  voice  in 
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favor  of  the  public  has  been  destroyed.  It  would  probably  have  ever  been 
thus  were  it  not  for  the  Commercial  Club  which  has  recently  taken  up  the 
matter,  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Wiggins  Ferry  did  every- 
thing in  its  power  to  control  the  club,  to  throttle  debate,  to  bring  discredit 
upon  members  of  the  committee  because  they  would  not  be  throttled;  the 
club  asserted  its  independence  of  Wiggins  Perry  interests  and  decided  to 
stand  by  the  committee  in  its  policy  of  compelling  the  Wiggins  Ferry  to 
show  title,  to  compel  the  Wiggins  to  show  by  what  right  it  excludes  the 
public  from  the  river  front — not  only  have  we  succeeded  in  having  the  Com- 
mercial Club  (a  body  of  400  of  the  representative  business  and  professional 
men  of  our  city)  make  such  a  declaration,  but  public  opinion  has  been 
moulded  to  such  an  extent  that  at  the  last  municipal  election,  only  one 
Wiggins  Ferry  adherent  was  elected,  and  instead  of  the  Wiggins  Ferry 
being  in  control  of  the  city  council  by  a  two-thirds  majority  as  formerly,  it 
now  stands  five  aldermen  and  the  mayor  lined  up  with  the  Wiggins  Ferry, 
while  eleven  aldermen  stand  for  an  open  river  front.  These  eleven  are 
represented  here  today  by  a  committee  of  five,  consisting  of  H.  J.  Eckert,  L. 
A.  Sommers,  Edw.  Dowling,  Louis  Jackson  and  Aug.  F.  C.  Geitz.  Unfortu- 
nately, in  this  instance,  the  law  places  control  of  the  litigation  on  behalf 
of  the  municipality,  in  control  of  the  mayor  and  corporation  counsel,  they 
being  Wiggins  Ferry  supporters  in  the  river  front  contest,  we  are  at  the 
end  of  our  rope,  so  to  speak,  until  there  is  another  election,  and  a  change 
made  in  this  regard. 

As  I  have  already  said  the  Wiggins  until  recently  elected  the  city  offi- 
cials; controlled  the  city  council  and  dominated  the  city.  Now  public  senti- 
ment is  so  strongly  against  the  Wiggins,  that  only  let  it  be  known  that 
such  a  one  is  favorable  to  the  Wiggins  Ferry  and  he  will  have  as  hard  a 
time  to  be  elected,  as  the  proverbial  rich  man  has  to  get  into  heaven  (citing 
scripture,  passage  Matthew  19-34). 

If  there  is  any  one  thing  that  the  people  of  East  St.  Louis  are  determined 
upon,  it  is  to  recover  its  river  front,  and  mark  you  this  is  to  be  accom- 
plished regardless  of  politics.  The  River  Front  Committee  of  the  Commer- 
cial Club  has  recognized  no  political  party,  it  has  played  no  favorites. 
We  have  given  credit  to  whom  credit  is  due,  we  have  condemned  when  our 
duty  demanded  it,  in  other  words  we  have  performed  our  duty  without  fear 
or  favor  as  we  have  seen  it. 

If  the  river  front  is  ever  recovered  it  will  be  because  the  people  of  East 
St.  Louis  defeat  Wiggins  Ferry  candidates  for  any  and  every  office  and 
stand  by  men  who  dare  to  stand  up  for  the  people. 

We  have  with  us  today  a  committee  representing  the  Commercial  Club  of 
Belleville  consisting  of  Messrs.  J.  Nick  Perrin,  G.  B.  Rogers  and  August 
Barthel,  whom  we  are  glad  to  welcome.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  us  to  learn 
that  the  business  men  of  Belleville  are  in  sympathy  with  the  people  of  East 
St.  Louis  in  this  movement  for  commercial  emancipation.  The  St.  Clair 
County  Board  of  Supervisors  at  its  last  meeting  passed  resolutions  favoring 
an  open  river  front  and  authorized  the  Judiciary  Committee  to  investigate 
the  right  and  interests  of  St.  Clair  county  to  the  river  front,  and  to  co- 
operate with  the  East  St.  Louis  Commercial  Club.  The  committee  consist- 
ing of  Hon.  Chas.  A.  Karch  of  Belleville,  Louis  Zerwick  of  Lenaaen,  and  N. 
P.  Pardon  of  East  St.  Louis,  are  here  today  and  we  give  them  welcome.  We 
have  with  us  also  representatives  from  various  cities  and  villages  in  the 
county  (Mayor  Kern  of  Belleville  and  others)  who  are  in  sympathy  with  us 
in  this  movement.  I  only  mention  this  to  show  you  gentlemen  who  come 
here  representing  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  State  so  that  you  may 
observe  how  very  much  interested  in  this  matter  the  people  of  East  St. 
Louis,  yes,  of  St.  Clair  county,  are;  and,  with  the  coming  of  the  Submerged 
and  Shore  Lands  Committee  representing  the  great  State  of  Illinois,  I  as- 
sure you  that  the  river  front  question  has  received  an  impetus  that  will 
practically  obliterate  all  opposition  and  in  due  time  make  the  open  river 
front  at  East  St.  Louis  an  absolute  certainty. 
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You  ask  If  the  Wiggins  had  title  to  the  river  front.  My  answer  is  that 
ii  has  not.  If  il  has.  let  Mr.  Wiggins  Perry  come  into  court  and  show  it. 
For  that,  and  thai  only,  are  we  contending  and  surely  if  the  Wiggins'  title 
is  perfect  they  should  be  willing  to  submit  their  claim  to  a  judicial  de- 
termination. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Committee:  We  have  here  Government 
maps.  (The  maps  are  produced  for  examination  showing  that  in  1837  there 
was  a  public  road  60  feet  in  width  on  the  bank  of  the  river).  It  is  marked 
"Road"  on  the  map,  extending  from  below  where  the  rolling  mill  now  stands, 
(bridge  over  Cahokia  Creek  washed  away),  through  the  town  of  Illinois 
(now  East  St.  Louis),  through  Brooklyn  on  up  towards  Alton.  This  road 
appears  again  on  the  Government  maps  of  1839  and  1843.  At  this  time  the 
main  channel  of  the  river  was  just  west  of  where  the  rolling  mill  now 
stands,  later  it  was  moved  north  to  a  point  near  where  Elliott's  Frog  Shop 
is  now  situated.  The  ferry  landing  was  there  up  to  1857  at  which  time  it 
was  changed  to  the  west  side  of  Bloody  Island  near  where  the  Eads  bridge 
now  stands.  The  streets  of  Illinois  town  at  this  time  ran  to  the  river; 
Cahokia  Commons  (a  tract  near  the  rolling  mill  and  the  old  race  track)  be- 
ing  laid  out,  its  streets  ran  to  the  river  also  (114  111.,  313,  1860).  The  Su- 
preme Court  in  that  case  held  that  the  lot  owner  held  to  the  thread  of  the 
stream,  that  being  true  the  streets  ran  to  the  river. 

An  island  having  formed  in  the  Mississippi  river,  it  increased  in  size  and 
length  each  year  and  it  was  finally  named  "Bloody  Island"  because  of  the 
famous  duels  that  were  fought  thereon,  the  parties  crossing  over  from  St. 
Louis.  St.  Louis  fearing  that  it  would  be  cut  off  from  the  river  made  sev- 
eral attempts  to  change  the  channel.  In  1853  St.  Louis  began  the  construc- 
tion of  a  dyke  (the  State  of  Illinois  consenting  thereto)  from  near  where 
the  Ead's  bridge  now  crosses  the  river  to  the  Cahokia  creek  (Broadway).  In 
1854,  Gen.  Lee  (afterwards  of  Confederate  fame)  a  Government  engineer 
began  the  erection  of  a  dam  at  the  north  end  of  Bloody  Island  (St.  Louis 
paying  the  bill)  connecting  the  Island  with  the  shore;  then  the  public  road 
was  diverted  across  this  dyke  over  to  Bloody  Island  and  down  along  the  water's 
edge.  This  continued  until  1865  when  the  Wiggins  Ferry  laid  out  and 
platted  a  subdivision  on  Bloody  Island  and  Front  street;  it  is  shown  60 
feet  in  width.  (The  Ferry  division  plat  produced  and  Government  map  of 
1869  produced  showing  Front  street  80  feet  in  width)  which  was  placed 
as  near  to  the  water  as  it  could  be  possible  to  do. 

Our  contention  is  therefore  that  the  public  highway  which  existed  in  1837, 
1839  and  1842  (as  shown  by  the  Government  maps)  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Mississippi  river  is  still  there,  the  Wiggins  Ferry  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. True  when  the  Wiggins  laid  out  the  Ferry  division  in  1865  it 
sought  to  reserve  the  strip  between  Front  street  and  the  water  "For  a  pri- 
vate wharf  and  other  purposes,"  but  could  the  Wiggins  Ferry  legally  make 
such  a  reservation  and  thus  deprive  the  public  of  a  right  which  existed 
from  1837  In  the  case  of  City  of  Newport  v.  Taylor,  16  B.  Men.,  699,  de- 
cided by  the  Ky.  Sup.  Ct.  where  it  was  sought  to  reserve  the  space  between 
the  street  and  river,  the  court  held,  "That  there  could  be  no  such  exclu- 
sive ownership;  that  the  only  right  reserved  was  to  land  a  ferry  at  a  par- 
ticular place;  that  the  space  between  the  street  and  the  river  was  for  the 
public  use.  In  that  case  the  lots  and  streets  extended  only  to  the  "ex- 
plande."  The  explande  extended  up  and  down  the  river  front.  On  page 
704  the  court  said,  "The  location  of  a  town  on  a  navigable  river  is  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public  to  use  the  river  as  a  highway  and  any  space  between 
the  street  and  the  water's  edge  is  presumably  dedicated  to  the  public.  And 
in  the  case  of  Rowan  v.  Portland  (Ky.)  8  B.  Mon.,  237,  a  party  by  the 
name  of  Lyttle  laid  off  a  town  on  the  Ohio  river  and  sought  to  reserve  the 
space  between  the  street  and  the  water  "for  private  purpose."  The  court 
said,  however,  that  the  space  between  the  street  and  the  river  was  for  the 
use  of  the  public.  Any  private  right  thereto  was  forfeited  to  the  public. 
In  the  case  of  Potomac  Steam  Boat  Co.  v.  Upper  Steam  Boat  Co.,  109  U.  S., 
p.  672,  wherein  the  right  of  the  river  front  of  our  Nation's  capital  was  in- 
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volved  the  lot  owner  fronting  on  Water  street  insisted  that  he  had  not  re- 
linquished his  rights  opposite  his  lot,  between  Water  street  and  the  river. 
The  court  said,  "In  laying  out  Water  street  on  the  banks  of  the  Potomac 
river  the  presumption  is  that  it  was  for  public  purpose,  for  the  erection  of 
wharfs,  landings,  etc.,  and  to  give  access  to  the  river  for  persons  desiring 
to  use  the  same.  It  would  be  an  outrage  to  think  that  a  private  monopoly 
could  claim  the  river  front  in  a  city  like  Washington.  Water  street  be- 
longs to  the  city  and  the  accretions  between  Water  street  and  the  river,  be- 
long to  the  city."  (In  this  case  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  approved  the  hold- 
ing in  the  Kentucky  case,  wherein  it  was  held  that  any  private  right  be- 
tween the  street  and  the  river  was  forfeited  to  the  public). 

In  103  Wis.,  271,  the  court  of  that  state  held  that,  "There  could  be  no  zone 
of  private  ownership  between  the  street  and  the  river;  that  such  space  was 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public  to  give  access  to  and  from  the  river. 

In  a  case  where  the  city  of  St.  Paul  was  involved  (R.  R.  Co.  v.  Schurmeier, 
7  Wall,  272),  wherein  the  owner  of  a  tract  of  land  fronting  on  a  street  up 
and  down  the  river  contended  that  he  owned  to  the  middle  of  the  stream, 
it  was  held,  "That  the  Mississippi  river  was  a  navigable  stream  in  the  same 
sense  as  it  applied  to  the  great  lakes  and  that  the  dedication  of  a  public 
street  on  the  river  front  gave  to  the  city  the  riparian  ownership  to  the 
water's  edge  or  middle  of  the  river,  and  that  the  accretions  between  such 
street  and  the  river  belong  to  the  city." 

And  in  the  1st  Ed.  Am.  &  E.  Enc.  of  Law,  Vol.  9,  p.  374,  it  is  said: 

"After  having  laid  out  and  recorded  an  addition  to  a  city  the  proprietor 
made  the  following  reservation:  'It  is  hereby  expressly  understood  that 
no  right  or  privilege  whatsoever  is  hereby  granted,  conveyed  or  dedicated 
any  purchaser,  except  the  simple  easement  or  right  of  travel  over  said 
streets,  avenues  or  alleys,  but  that  all  other  rights  and  privileges  are  here- 
by expressly  reserved  to  the  undersigned  proprietors,'  is  inoperative  and 
void  as  against  the  public,  and  does  not  in  any  way  deprive  the  public  or 
the  city  of  the  usual  and  necessary  control  of  the  streets,  alleys  and 
avenues." 

Wood  v.  Nat'l  Water  Works,  33  an.,  590.     (Some  others). 

Then  why,  may  we  ask,  has  the  Wiggins  Ferry  the  right  to  make  a  reser- 
vation which  is  sought  to  exclude  the  public  from  using  the  space  between 
the  street  and  the  water? 

Is  this  not  contrary  to  public  policy? 

In  another  case  wherein  the  city  of  Demopolis,  Ala.,  was  an  interested 
party,  (Webb  v.  Demopolis,  Sup.  Ct.,  Ala.,  1892),  the  parties  had  been  in 
possession  of  the  river  front  since  1884.  There  was  a  fence  along  the  river, 
the  highway,  if  one  had  ever  been  there,  had  not  been  used  since  1844.  The 
court  said,  however,  that  there  was  a  highway  along  the  river  and  the  fact 
it  was  not  used  as  a  street  made  no  difference;  that  the  statute  of  limita- 
tions did  not  run  against  the  public;  nor  could  the  public  be  barred  from  the 
river  by  a  reservation  in  the  plat  such  as  "This  space  reserved  for  an  es- 
planade." 

In  that  case  the  court  said,  "It  would  be  as  presumptuous  to  contend  that 
there  could  be  private  ownership  of  the  water  itself  as  of  the  space  between 
the  street  and  the  river." 

The  city  of  Cleveland  is  now  engaged  in  litigation  with  reference  to  its 
lake  front. 

In  1845  the  city  council  of  Cleveland  for  $15,000  (railroad  stock)  appar- 
ently sold  Bath  st. — a  street  parallel  with  the  lake — to  a  railroad  (just  what 
graft,  if  any,  the  aldermen  received  is  not  stated).  During  the  succeeding 
years  the  lake  receded,  and  upon  the  accretions  formed  miles  of  railroad 
tracks  were  built.  The  court  decided  that  the  so-calied  sale  of  Bath  street 
was  fraudulent  and  void,  and  Bath  street  belonged  to  the  city,  but  Mr.  Rail- 
road attorney  said,  "We  have  paid  taxes  since  1845."  The  court  replied, 
"The  statute  does  not  run  against  the  public."  But  we  certainly  own  the 
space,  accretions,  (30  acres)  between  the  street  and  the  lake,  we  have  had 
possession  and  paid  taxes  thereon  since  1845,  but  the  court  said  "No,"  "the 
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street  belonging  to  the  city,  the  accretions  are  a  part  of  the  street,  hence 
the  space  between  the  street  and  the  lake  belongs  to  the  city."  (The  lake 
front  of  Cleveland,  it  is  alleged  is  worth  $25,000,000.)  I  am  just  now  in 
receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  city  attorney  of  Cleveland  in  which  he  states 
that  the  city  had  been  successful  in  the  trial  court  and  the  Court  of  Appeals, 
and  that  the  case  is  now  pending  in  the  State  Supreme  Court.  The  Su- 
preme Court  of  our  State  in  a  case  wherein  the  village  of  Brooklyn  was  in- 
volved (104  111.,  429),  (Village  of  Brooklyn  v.  Smith),  held  that  the  ac- 
cretions between  a  street  on  the  bank  of  the  river  and  the  river  belongs  to 
the  public;  there  was  a  similar  holding  in  an  Alton  case  (12  111.,  99)  and 
an  adverse  holding  in  a  Cairo  case.  The  Cairo  case  has  the  ear  marks  of 
a  ma,de  up  case,  but  the  Wiggins  Ferry  adherents  cite  the  Lovingston  case 
(64  111.,  56),  wherein  St.  Clair  county  brought  suit  against  Lovington  un- 
der the  swamp  act  (Act  of  Congress,  July  15,  1870)  granting  and  donat- 
ing swamp  and  overflowed  lands  to  the  U.  S.  The  court  held  that  St.  Clair 
county  had  no  cause  of  action  for  the  reason  that  the  land  in  question 
was  not  swamp  land,  the  court  further  said  "That  it  does  not  appear  that 
any  public  easement  was  involved,  or  that  commerce  has  been  obstructed, 
or  that  the  free  navigation  of  the  river  by  the  public  is  interfered  with. 
Reference  is  therein  made  to  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  river  by  towns 
and  cities  situated  thereon  and  which  might  be  wrongfully  separated  from 
it."  What  may  I  ask  is  the  public  easement  referred  to?  In  the  Ala.  case 
it  was  defined  to  mean  the  right  of  the  public  to  use  the  river  front  between 
the  street  and  the  river. 

Of  course  a  court  does  not  decide  a  question  that  is  not  involved,  but 
when  a  suit  is  filed  in  court,  wherein  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis  is  a  party, 
and  the  Wiggins  Ferry  is  commanded  to  prove  title  and  show  cause  why 
it  excludes  60,000  people  in  East  St.  Louis  from  the  benefits  of  the  river; 
it  will  be  shown  that  a  public  easement  is  involved;  that  commerce  is  ob- 
structed and  free  access  by  the  public  to  and  from  the  river  is  interfered 
with;  that  while  East  St.  Louis  is  supposedly  on  the  river,  it  is  separated 
from  the  river  and  is  deprived  of  water  privileges. 

We  will  show  further  that  the  Act  under  which  the  corporation  was  formed 
was  illegal,  for  the  reason  the  Constitution  of  1845  provided  that  no  bill 
shall  embrace  more  than  one  subject  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  its  title. 
Many  subjects  are  embraced  in  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Act,  only  one  alluded  to 
in  the  title. 

We  will  show  that  it  does  a  business  not  warranted  by  its  charter,  that  its 
exclusive  ferry  feature  is  illegal,  and  it  is  a  monopoly  in  restraint  of  trade 
contrary  to  the  Sherman  Anti-Trust  Act. 

If  ever  there  was  a  trust  the  Wiggins  Ferry,  in  our  opinion,  is  entitled  to 
first  place.  It  was  bad  enough  when  it  operated  separate  and  apart  from 
the  Terminal  Association.  Now  it  is  a  part  of  the  Terminal.  Fourteen 
railroads  constitute  the  Terminal  Railroad  Association.  A  few  years  ago, 
to  prevent  the  Rock  Island  from  obtaining  an  independent  foothold  on  the 
west  or  east  side  of  the  river,  the  Terminal  took  over  the  Wiggins  Ferry. 
To  walk  over  the  Ead's  Bridge  a  charge  of  five  cents  is  made;  to  go  over  on 
the  Wiggins  Ferry  boat  you  must  pay  five  cents;  to  drive  over  the  Ead's 
Bridge  with  a  single  horse  and  wagon  you  must  pay  twenty-five  cents;  to 
go  over  on  a  ferry  thus,  a  charge  of  twenty-five  cents  is  made;  for  a  double 
team  attached  to  a  wagon  the  charge  is  thirty-five  cents  on  the  ferry  and 
thirty-five  cents  to  drive  over  on  the  Ead's  Bridge. 

It  matters  not  how  you  ship  freight;  the  charge  per  ton  is  the  same  over 
the  Alton  Bridge,  the  Merchants'  Bridge,  the  Ead's  Bridge,  the  Wiggins 
Ferry  or  the  Terminal  transfer  (formerly  the  Vandalia)  at  Carondelet.  The 
Wiggins  has  a  belt  line  up  and  down  the  river  on  the  east  side  and  a  belt  line 
around  East  St.  Louis.  The  Wiggins  has  a  belt  line  up  and  down  the  river 
on  the  west  side  and  a  belt  line  around  St.  Louis. 

The  growth  of  East  St.  Louis  and  St.  Louis  is  seriously  handicapped  by 
this  octopus.     East  St.  Louis  is  affected  more  than  St.  Louis,  for  the  reason 
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St.  Louis  is  on  the  Mississippi  river,  while  East  St.  Louis  is  not;  St.  Louis 
has  all  of  the  benefits  of  river  commerce,  while  East  St.  Louis  is  completely 
shut  off  from  the  river. 

The  Constitution  of  1870  repealed  all  existing  charters  or  grants  or  special 
privileges  to  corporations,  which  were  not  accepted  within  ten  days  after 
the  new  Constitution  took  effect.  I  have  not  been  able  to  find  where  the 
Wiggins  filed  an  acceptance.  The  fact  that  the  Wiggins  had  the  right  to 
operate  a  ferry  does  not  give  such  company  any  title  to  the  shore;  the  courts 
have  so  decided.  Under  the  Wiggins  charter  they  are  permitted  to  operate 
a,  ferry  from  lands  belonging  to  the  company.  Did  the  Wiggins  have  title  to 
the  entire  river  front  in  '53?    We  say  no. 

I  have  before  me  every  Act  of  the  Legislature,  beginning  with  1819,  when 
the  first  bill  was  passed  in  which  the  name  of  Samuel  Wiggins  first  appeared; 
1821,  1831,  1833  and  the  Wiggins  Ferry  charter  of  1853  entitled,  "An  Act 
to  incorporate  the  Wiggins  Ferry." 

Our  idea  is  first  to  compel  the  Wiggins  Ferry  to  show  title;  to  show  by 
what  right  it  excludes  our  people  from  the  river  front.  Should  the  courts 
decide  against  us  on  that  point — something  we  have  no  idea  of — then  re- 
course will  be  had  to  the  section  8  of  the  Wiggins  charter,  which  reads  as 
follows: 

"Whenever  a  town  or  city  shall  be  laid  off  and  established  on  such 
land,  or  the  adjacent  and  contiguous  land,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  cor- 
porate authority  of  such  town  or  city  to  own  and  possess  the  said  wharves 
and  landings  on  paying  to  the  Wiggins  Ferry  the  cost  of  the  same,  from  and 
after  which  time  the  said  wharves  and  landings  shall  be  dedicated  to  the  use 
of  such  town  or  city." 

Section  9  provides  that  the  cost  of  said  wharves,  landings,  etc.,  shall  be 
ascertained  by  petition  filed  in  the  county  court  of  St.  Clair  county,  on  notice 
to  the  Wiggins  Ferry.  Three  disinterested  parties  shall  be  appointed  to  esti- 
mate the  cost  of  such  wharves  and  landings;  upon  tender  of  the  amount 
allowed,  the  city  to  take  possession  thereof. 

The  Wiggins  Ferry,  anticipating  that  such  section  might  be  taken  advan- 
tage of  some  time,  had  a  clause  inserted  "That  such  town  or  city  could  not 
charge  more  for  wharfage  privilege  than  were  charged  in  St.  Louis."  Now, 
what  is  meant  by  the  word  cost?  Does  that  mean  the  material  in  the 
landings  or  wharves  and  the  cost  of  labor,  or  will  it  include  the  money 
expended  by  the  Wiggins  on  the  levee?  We  believe  it  means  the  actual 
cost  of  the  wharves  and  landings,  of  which  the  Wiggins  has  two;  but  if  it 
does  include  work  done  by  the  Wiggins  Ferry  on  the  levee,  then  from  such 
amount  the  Wiggins  must  necessarily  pay  for  the  privilege  of  using  Front 
st.  all  of  these  years.  They  must  give  credit  for  the  $45,000  charged  the 
Eads  Bridge  for  90  feet  of  river  front  in  1871;  it  must  give  credit  for  more 
than  one  thousand  acres  of  made  land  acquired  by  the  Wiggins  Ferry,  ex- 
tending from  Venice  to  south  of  East  St.  Louis,  and  which  land  (if  not 
already  sold  at  a  good  price)  is  held  by  the  Wiggins  Ferry  at  from  ten 
to  twenty  thousand  dollars  per  acre  (while  it  is  only  assessed  at  $400  per 
acre).  In  such  proceeding  there  will  be  no  trouble  to  show  that  the  Wiggins 
Ferry  has  been  compensated  a  thousand  fold.  (It  was  St.  Louis  money  that 
erected  the  dykes  that  caused  the  new  made  land  which  enriched  the  Wiggins 
Ferry). 

Should  we  fail  in  this  proceeding  (which  is  not  likely),  then  our  recourse 
may  be  to  request  the  Legislature  to  enact  a  law  revoking  or  modifying  the 
charter  of  the  Wiggins  Ferry. 

When  we  learned  about  a  year  ago  that  our  city  officials  were  lined  up 
with  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company,  the  Governor  and  the  chairman  of  the 
River  Front  Committee  contemplated  introducing  a  bill  in  the  Legislature 
with  reference  to  our  river  front,  but,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  there  was 
not  a  representative  from  St.  Clair  county,  in  the  House  or  Senate,  at  that 
time  who  wished  to  assume  the  responsibility,  all  fearful  of  the  power  of 
the  Wiggins  Ferry  beast.     Will  there  be  a  representative  in  the  next  session 
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of  the  Legislature  from  St.  Clair  county  who  will  refuse  to  introduce  such  a 
bill?  Lit  us  hope  not.  (Right  here  I  desire  to  thank  Representative  Flan- 
nigen   for  his  cooperation  in  bringing  about  this  joint  meeting). 

The  people  of  East  St.  Louis  are  not  anarchists;  they  do  not  wish  to  take 
from  the  Wiggins  Ferry  anything  rightfully  theirs,  bu.  we  are  going  to 
contend  Eor  our  rights,  and  all  we  ask  is  that  the  courts  decide  the  question. 
No  decision  of  any  court  has  decided  the  issue  involved  between  the  City 
of  East  St.  Louis  and  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company.  The  river  front  being 
worth  $25,000,000,  we  insist  upon  a  hearing  thereof,  and  believe  that  under 
the  showing  that  the  city  will  be  able  to  make  that  the  courts  will  decide 
that  the  river  front  belongs  to  the  city  of  Last  St.  Louis.  We  could  cite 
many  other  authorities  in  support  of  the  city's  contention.  Those  already 
cited,  however,  will  suffice. 

What  Interest  Has  St.  Clair  Couxty? 

In  1839  the  Legislature  passed  an  Act  incorporating  the  St.  Clair  County 
Ferry,  giving  to  it  the  right  of  acquiring  300  feet  of  river  front  between 
Cahokia  and  the  Mississippi  river,  which  300  feet  was  "to  be  and  remain  a 
public  highway  forever." 

Samuel  Wiggins  did  not  believe  St.  Clair  county  had  the  right  to  establish 
and  operate  a  ferry  and  sought  to  enjoin  the  county;  but  the  Supreme  Court 
in  the  case  of  Mills  v.  Brown  et  al,  2  Scam.,  549  (1840)  decided  that  Wig- 
gins had  no  title  to  the  river  front,  hence  was  not  in  a  position  to  enjoin 
any  one.  Just  where  this  300  feet  of  river  front  is  now,  I  do  not  know,  but 
we  have  been  told  that  it  was  near  where  the  Illinois  Central  round  house 
or  Elliot's  frog  shop  now  stands  (the  ferry  landing  at  that  time  was  there). 
If  such  was  the  case,  the  300  feet  of  river  should  now  be  just  south  of 
the  Ead's  Bridge.  The  Wiggins  interests  opposed  the  St.  Clair  ferry  rights 
again  in  the  case  of  Mills  v.  County  Commissioners,  3  Scam.,  52  (1841).  The 
county,  however,  again  succeeded  in  overcoming  the  octopus,  the  Wiggins 
interests  again  being  unable  to  prove  title. 

After  having  established  the  right  of  the  county  to  operate  the  ferry 
the  commissioners  sold  or  leased  such  privileges,  as  it  appears  by  Spl.  Act 
of  1847,  p.  75,  Sec.  13.  (What  graft,  if  any,  the  commissioners  received 
for  disposing  of  this  privilege  to  the  Wiggins  we  do  not  know.) 

As  to  whether  or  not  the  execution  of  such  laws  by  the  county  commis- 
sioners deprived  St.  Louis  county  of  its  300  feet  of  river  front  is  a  question 
which  needs  looking  into.  We  think  not,  however,  for  the  reason  the  original 
Act  provided  that  such  300  feet  of  river  front  was  to  remain  open  to  the 
public  forever.  In  the  event  of  litigation  by  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis, 
St.  Clair  county  should  quit-claim  its  interests  in  the  300  feet  of  river  front 
to  the  city,  for  when  the  city  succeeds  in  opening  the  river  front  to  the 
public  it  will  prove  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  people  of  the  entire  county. 
Should,  however,  the  Wiggins  Ferry  control  the  next  municipal  election 
(we  do  not  believe  it  will),  we  would  suggest  that  St.  Clair  county  then 
take  independent  action  with  reference  to  the  300  feet.  Congress  in  1850 
gave  swamp  and  submerged  lands  to  the  various  states.  The  Legislature  of 
Illinois  gave  to  St.  Clair  county  certain  swamp  and  submerged  lands  in  and 
on  islands  in  the  Mississippi  river,  it  being  understood  that  St.  Clair 
county  might  lease  certain  of  such  lands  for  a  period  of  99  years  (session 
laws,  1869,  p.  243).  The  records  do  not  show  any  such  lease  to  the  Wiggins 
Ferry. 

What  Interest  LIas  Illinois? 

To  you  gentlemen  coming  here  representing  the  Legislature,  I  would  say 
that  the  only  interest  Illinois  can  have  in  the  river  front,  question  is  to 
assist  East  St.  Louis,  unless  Bloody  Island  is  the  property  of  the  United 
States  Government  or  State;  or  unless  the  State  owns  between  high  and  low 
water  mark. 
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There  is  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  California  (99  Calif.,  303) 
where  the  question  of  ownership  of  an  island  was  involved.  The  Court 
said:  "Where  an  island  is  formed  by  a  freshet  in  the  river,  and  which 
does  not  connect  any  part  of  original  surveys,  left  intact  by  change  in  the 
channel,  it  belongs  to  the  state."  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  Bloody  Island 
had  no  connection  with  the  land  until  the  United  States  Government,  with 
the  consent  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  at  the  request  of  St.  Louis,  created 
a  dyke  at  the  north  end  of  Bloody  Island,  near  where  Venice  now  stands. 
Up  to  that  time  the  Government  maps  show  the  Mississippi  to  be  navigable 
on  both  sides  of  Bloody  Island.  In  low  water  periods  steam  boats  had 
difficulty  in  running  between  St.  Louis  and  Bloody  Island,  while  the  channel 
was  deep  on  the  east  side  of  Bloody  Island.  About  the  same  time  the  city 
of  St.  Louis  erected  the  dyke  from  Bloody  Island  to  Cahokia  Creek  (that 
was  in  1853),  near  where  John  Beard's  thirst  parlor  is  now  located;  the 
O.  &  M.  (now  the  B.  &  O.)  passenger  depot  being  where  the  old  bank  building 
on  the  corner  of  Broadway  and  Third  street  now  stands;  the  Indianapolis 
&  St.  Louis  depot  being  near  where  now  is  located  the'  Elliot's  frog  shop. 
After  the  diverting  of  the  channel  in  '57  the  O.  &  M.  drove  and  crossed 
to  Bloody  Island,  placing  its  depot  near  the  river,  other  railroads  doing  the 
same  later. 

When  you  go  down  on  the  river  front  this  afternoon  you  will  find  that 
instead  of  Front  st.  being  80  feet  (as  shown  by  the  Government  map  of  1869) 
or  60  feet  (as  shown  by  the  Government  map  of  1837)  ;  or  60  feet,  (as  shown 
by  the  Wiggins  Ferry  plat  of  1865),  its  width  is  only  35  feet. 

Some  time,  probably  about  1870,  when  the  mayor  and  all  the  aldermen 
except  one  were  employes  of  the  Wiggins  Ferry,  the  Wiggins  took  20  feet  of 
Front  st.  Just  when  they  took  the  other  25  feet  we  do  not  know;  but  the  day 
is  not  far  distant,  let  us  hope,  when  it  may  be  ascertained. 

Congress  in  1903  authorized  the  Government  to  establish  wharf  lines,  which 
was  done.  The  Mississippi  river  proper  is  2,000  feet  wide.  There  is  a 
space  of  250  feet  between  the  wharf  lines,  the  outer  wharf  line  being  at  the 
water's  edge,  the  inner  line  at  the  top  of  the  bank  (high  water  mark).  To 
clear  the  wharf  line  the  Wiggins  had  to  confiscate  the  major  portion  of 
Front  st.,  and  not  only  has  the  Wiggins  transgressed  upon  the  inner  wharf 
line,  but  it  has  transgressed  into  the  river  beyond  the  outer  wharf  line,  thus 
interfering  with  commerce. 

Why,  you  ask,  does  not  the  Government  interfere? 

Gentlemen,  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  is  not  alone  powerful  in  our  city, 
but  its  influence  extends  to  Washington,  for  the  president  of  the  Wiggins 
Ferry  (Mr.  Cavanaugh)  is  at  the  head  of  the  Deep  Waterway  movement.  He 
spends  much  of  his  time  in  Washington.  He  is  said  to  be  a  favorite  at  the 
White  House.  He  is  quite  chummy  with  nearly  all  of  the  Congressmen  and 
United  States  Senators.  He  is  said  4o  be  both  a  Republican  and  a  Democrat. 
While  talking  to  Republicans,  he  is  a  Missouri  Republican;  when  talking  to  a 
Democrat,  he  is  a  Missouri  Democrat.  He  is  intimate  with  the  cabinet  offi- 
cers. To  every  one  he  meets,  almost,  he  talks  Deep  Waterway,  but  he  has 
said  that  he  does  not  want  any  steam  boats  to  land  in  East  St.  Louis,  and 
none  do  land;  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  president  of  the  Wiggins 
Ferry  has  a  motive  in  remaining  at  the  head  of  the  Deep  Waterway  move- 
ment— either  to  kill  the  Deep  Waterway  movement  altogether;  or,  if  he 
cannot  kill  it,  then  to  see  that  East  St.  Louis  be  kept  off  the  river. 

While  the  people  of  East  St.  Louis  are,  generally  speaking,  with  Governor 
Deneen  in  the  Deep  Waterway  movement,  we  cannot  help  feeling  that  the 
interests  of  East  St.  Louis  could  be  better  subserved  if  some  one  else  was  at 
the  head  of  the  Deep  Waterway  movement  other  than  the  president  of  the 
Wiggins  Ferry  Company.  Of  what  benefit  will  "14  feet  through  the  valley" 
be  to  us  unless  our  city  is  placed  on  the  river? 

It  is  a  hobby  of  this  man  Cavanaugh  to  be  continually  appointing  dele- 
gates to  the  Deep  Waterway  conventions.  When  he  hasn't  time,  he  delegates 
the  duty  to  his  right  and  left  bowers,  one  the  mayor  of  Cairo,  the  other 
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the  mayor  of  Easl  St.  Louis;  one  of  whom  claims  ownership  of  the  river 
front  in  his  city,  the  other  having  lined  up  to  keep  the  people  from  the 
river  front,  because  the  Wiggins  Ferry  has  so  ordered.  The  Globe-Democrat 
stated   editorially   a    few   days  ago   that  some  one  was   responsible  for  the 

failure  of  the  Deep  Waterwaj  movement  to  bring  results.  To  whom  did  the 
Globe-Democral  have  reference?  In  the  Post-Dispatch  of  October  1,  1910. 
ired    the    Eollowing   editorial: 

"The  value  of  the  southern  outlet,  connecting  the  great  lakes  with  the 
Mississippi  river  system  of  waterways,  grows  with  every  year  of  prolonged 
post  ponement. 

"This  year  grain,  coal,  metallic  ores  and  other  commodities  moving  over 
the  lakes  are  making  new  records.  The  lake  movement  for  August,  1910, 
surpassed  that  of  any  previous  month  in  the  history  of  a  period  during 
which,  without  subsidy,  the  business  of  the  lakes  has  grown  to  be  the 
greatest   internal  water-borne  traffic  in  the  world. 

"The  obstruction  of  the  lakes-to-the-gulf  deep  waterway  has  been  inspired 
chiefly  by  those  who  wish  to  deny  the  lakes  and  the  country  in  general  any 
other  movements  than  that  of  along  east  and  west  lines.  It  is  a  silly 
business.  It  is  a  stupid  anarchism,  because  the  country  broke  away  from 
all  possibility  of  control  through  such  ideas  at  least  a  generation  ago.  All 
the  forces  of  progress  and  of  the  country's  natural  movement  of  growth 
support  a  southern  outlet  for  lake  business,  as  well  as  an  eastern.  But 
the  organized  stupidity  of  obstruction  still  has  strength  enough  to  go  on 
postponing  lakes-to-the-gulf  deep  waterway  from  year  to  year.  It  will  do  so 
from  decade  to  decade,  unless  it  is  met  by  the  organized  intelligence  which 
can  neither  be  betrayed  nor  trifled  with." 

The  Globe  and  Post-Dispatch  express  our  sentiments.  Stop  this  trifling. 
Stop  this  double  dealing.  Stop  this  pretending  to  be  for  something  which 
you  are  not.  See  to  it  that  men  are  placed  at  the  head  of  the  Deep  Waterway 
movement  who  are  sincere.  Get  rid  of  those  whose  sole  object  is  to  betray 
the  people  and  favor  this  Wiggins  Ferry  and  other  private  interests. 

We  have  a  levee  board  consisting  of  five  members,  who  were  elected  to 
spend  $6,500,000  in  erecting  a  high  levee  on  the  river  front  from  Granite 
City  to  south  of  East  St.  Louis,  to  prevent  a  flood  in  the  event  of  a  high 
water,  such  as  '92  or  1903.  Three  of  these  members  are  inclined  to  build 
a  high  wall  in  front  of  East  St.  Louis,  instead  of  a  levee.  Another  instance 
of  too-  much   Wiggins  Ferry  domination. 

There  is  more  or  less  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  the  title  of  a  riparian 
owner  extends  to  high  water  mark,  to  low  water  mark  or  to  the  thread  of  the 
stream. 

A  majority  of  the  State  courts  hold  that  riparian  ownership  extends  to  high 
water  mark.  This,  too,  seems  to  be  the  holding  of  the  United  States  courts. 
Some  few  state  courts  hold,  however,  that  a  riparian  owner  takes  to  low 
water  mark,  and  a  very  few  that  a  riparian  owner  takes  to  the  thread  of  the 
stream.     Among  this  latter  class  we  find  some  rulings  of  our  Supreme  Court. 

However,  in  this  there  is  no  uniformity,  for  in  3  Gil.  509  (Middleton  v. 
Pritchard),  the  Court  held  that  a  riparian  owner  on  a  navigable  stream 
took  only  to  high  water  mark  and  on  a  non-navigable  stream  he  took  to  the 
thread  of  the  stream;  and,  in  that  case,  the  Court  held  that  the  Mississippi 
river  was  not  a  navigable  stream.  The  Mississippi  is  a  navigable  stream 
and  is  now  so  held  by  every  court  in  the  land;  hence,  applying  the  former 
ruling  that  a  riparian  owner  only  takes  to  high-water  mark  on  a  navigable 
river,  the  space  between  high  and  low  water  mark  undoubtedly  belongs  to 
the   State. 

In  the  case  of  Revell  v.  People,  177  111.,  468,  it  was  held  that  a  riparian 
owner  on  a  navigable  river  took  to  the  thread  of  the  stream;  but  in  making 
a  ruling  on  the  great  lake,  held  a  riparian  owner  only  took  to  water's  edge 
during   high   water. 

In  a  case  where  the  Chicago  lake  front  was  involved  (146  U.  S.  387)  a 
controversy   arose   as   to   whether  or   not  the  Legislature   had   the   right    to

permit  a  railroad  company  to  acquire  a  portion  of  the  lake  front.  The  Court 
said  on  page  431,  after  making  mention  of  the  fact  that  the  ocean,  great 
lakes  and  navigable  rivers  come  under  the  same  head:  "The  public 
being  interested  in  the  use  of  such  waters,  the  possession  by  private  indi- 
viduals of  lands  under  them  could  not  be  permitted — the  doctrine  is  founded 
upon  the  necessity  of  preserving  to  the  public  the  use  of  navigable  waters 
from  private  interruption."  The  Court  said  further,  on  page  455:  We 
cannot,  it  is  true,  cite  any  authority  where  a  grant  of  this  kind  has  been 
held  invalid,  for  we  believe  that  no  instance  exists  where  the  harbors  of  a 
great  city  and  its  commerce  has  been  allowed  to  pass  into  the  control  of 
any  private  corporation;  but  the  decisions  are  numerous  which  declare  that 
such  property  is  held  by  the  State,  by  virtue  of  its  sovereignty,  in  trust  for 
the  public.  The  ownership  of  the  navigable  waters  of  the  harbors  and  of 
the  lands  under  them  is  a  subject  of  public  concern  to  the  State."  To  make 
this  ruling  the  Court  was  obliged  to  rescind  the  thread  of  the  stream  ruling. 
What  will  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  say  when  a  case  is  pre- 
sented much  stronger  than  the  Chicago  case,  for  in  the  Chicago  case  no 
claim  was  made  that  the  Illinois  Central  would  not  permit  a  boat  to  land. 
That,  however,  is  our  fix  in  a  nutshell.  Xo  claim  is  made  that  the  Illinois 
Central  owned  the  entire  lake  front  at  Chicago,  but  here  the  Wiggins  is 
lord  over  all. 

Quoting  Shively  v.  Bowlby,  on  page  484,  in  said  case,  the  Court  further 
said,  after  declaring  that  it  is  settled  in  England  that  the  title  to  the 
soil  of  the  sea.  or  accretions  thereof,  below  ordinary  high  water  mark  is 
in  the  King,  it  is  equally  settled  that  a  grant  from  a  sovereign  of  land 
bounded  by  the  sea  on  any  navigable  tide  water  does  not  pass  any  title 
below  high  water  mark,  unless  the  language  of  the  grant  or  long  usage  under 
it  clearly  indicates  that  such  was  the  intention. 

By  the  law  of  England,  every  building  or  wharf  erected  without  a  license 
below  high  water  mark  may  be  demolished.  While  in  some  cases  an  abut- 
ting owner  may  have  access  to  the  river  he  may  not  include  the  public. 

In  the  year  1662  (Entick  3d  Ed.,  History  of  late  war,  1764),  the  kings  of 
Great  Britain,  France  and  Spain  met  and  agreed  to  "The  Treaty  of  Peace." 
On  page  442,  after  having  fixed  the  boundaries  between  England  and  France 
by  a  line  drawn  along  the  middle  of  the  Mississippi  river,  provided  that  the 
navigation  of  the  Mississippi  river  shall  be  equally  free  to  the  subjects  of 
Great  Britain,  or  to  those  of  France  in  its  whole  breadth  and  length,  from  its 
source  to  the  sea;  on  page  445  the  treaty  provides  that  all  territory  belonging 
to  Spain  on  the  continent  of  North  America,  bordering  on  the  River  .Mis- 
sissippi is  conceded  to  Great  Britain,  under  the  same  condition  (meaning, 
no  doubt,  that  Spanish  subjects  shall  have  free  uses  of  the  Mississippi 
river ) . 

A  misunderstanding  having,  apparently  arisen  in  1763,  said  treaty  was 
again  ratified  after  having  made  some  slight  changes  therein,  but  again 
appears  the  declaration:  "That  the  navigation  of  the  River  Mississippi,  in 
its  whole  breadth  and  length,  from  its  source  to  the  sea  shall  be  open." 

At  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  or  in  the  year  1783,  a  treaty  of 
peace  between  England  and  the  United  States  was  made  in  Paris.  Article  8 
of  which  provides: 

"The  navigation  of  the  River  Mississippi,  from  its  source  to  the  ocean, 
shall  forever  remain  free  and  open  to  the  subjects  of  Great  Britain  and  the 
citizens  of  the  United   States." 

You  will  observe  the  treaty  of  1783  made  the  Mississippi  river  free  in  its 
whole  breadth  and  length.  The  width  of  a  river  undoubtedly  extends  from 
high  water  mark  to  high  water  mark.  High  water  mark  on  the  east  side 
is  at  Front  st.  What  right,  then,  has  the  Wiggins  to  prevent  the  use  of 
the  levee  by  the  public  to  gain  access  to  and  from  the  river? 

I  call  your  particular  attention  to  the  language,  "Shall  forever  remain  free 
and  open  to  the  subjects  of  Great  Britain  and  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States."     Does   that   not  mean   that   Americans  and   Englishmen   may   have 
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free  access  to  and  from  the  river?  What  good  would  the  river  do  if  the 
people  are  to  be  deprived  of  an  opening  to  the  river?  The  treaty  says  tne 
river  shall  remain  open.  A  treaty  supersedes  any  city  ordinance,  state  law 
or  Act  of  Congress.  A  treaty  between  nations  is  the  supreme  law  of  the 
land.  It  devolves  upon  every  citizen  and  corporation  to  obey  a  treaty.  Here 
in  East  St.  Louis  the  river  is  closed  to  his  majesty's  subjects  as  well  as  our 
own  people.  In  refusing  access  of  our  people  to  the  rive'-,  the  Wiggins  Ferry 
is  violating  the  provisions  of  such  treaty,  but  what  does  the  Wiggins  Ferry 
Company  care  about  a  little  thing  like  that?  Every  citizen  almost  will  bear 
witness  that  there  is  not  a  city  ordinance  nor  a  statute  of  the  State,  nor  an 
Act  of  Congress,  that  it  observes.  Hence,  to  us  who  know  its  reputation 
so  well,  we  are  not  surprised  that  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  has  closed 
the  Mississippi  river  to  Englishmen  and  Americans  contrary  to  the  provi- 
sions of  such  treaty. 

And  we  know  further  that  the  Wiggins  will  not  open  the  river  to  the 
public  until  it  is  compelled  to  do  so  by  the  people  of  East  St.  Louis.  It  has 
been  said  that  "the  Lord  helps  those  who  help  themselves,"  and  that  is  true 
here.  Before  we  may  ask  aid  from  the  State  or  National  Government,  we 
must  show  to  the  world  that  the  people  of  East  St.  Louis  are  not  a  lot  of 
suppliant  cowards. 

In  1 853,  when  the  Wiggins  procured  its  charter,  every  foot  of  Bloody 
Island,  I  apprehend,  was  submerged  land,  and  therefore  the  Wiggins  had 
no  authority  to  take  possession  of  the  entire  river  front.  In  the  case  of 
People  v.  Ferry  Company,  68  N.  Y.,  71  (also  in  N.  Y.  City  v.  Langdon,  93 
N.  Y.,  144),  it  was  said:  "The  right  to  construct  wharves  and  piers  in  the 
navigable  waters  of  a  public  harbor  does  not  pass  with  a  grant  of  the  sub- 
merged land.  The  authority  and  duty  of  the  city  to  develop  the  harbor  by 
the  extension  of  streets  and  piers  has  not,  therefore,  been  taken  away,  nor 
has  it  been  deprived  of  its  riparian  rights  as  owner  of  the  public  ground 
in  front  of  the  harbor."  Hence,  if  the  Wiggins  did  acquire  a  Government 
grant  of  some  kind,  still  it  has  no  right  to  the  river  front  of  a  great  city 
like  East  St.  Louis. 

in  Martin  v.  Waddell,  16  Pet.,  367,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
held  that  the  State  of  Illinois  did  not  possess  the  power  to  grant  the  sub- 
merged lands  underlying  the  harbor  of  a  great  city  to  a  railroad  corporation. 

When  the  name  of  our  city  was  changed  from  Illinois  Town  to  East  St. 
Louis  a  certain  duty  devolved  upon  our  corporate  body,  that  was  to  take 
possession  of  the  river  front,  erect  ferry  landings,  wTharf  boats,  etc.  Trae, 
the  Wiggins  questioned  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city  and  refused  to  pay  a  tax 
on  its  ferry  boats,  and  did  so  only  after  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
Stales  decided  that  the  jurisdiction  of  East  St.  Louis  extended  to  the  middle 
of  the  river.     (102  111.,  560;   107  U.  S.  367). 

In  1859  the  Legislature  of  Illinois  granted  a  ferry  franchise  to  operate  a 
ferry  across  the  Mississippi  river  from  Louisiana,  Mo.,  to  a  point  in  Illinois. 
(Mississippi  River  Bridge  Co.  v.  Lanegan,  91  111.,  513,  decided  in  1879.) 
In  that  case  the  Court  held  that  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  in  granting  a 
charter  for  a  ferry  across  the  Mississippi  river,  cannot  give  the  grantor  any 
right  which  will  hinder  or  in  any  manner  obstruct  the  free  navigation  of  the 
river,  or  impede  the  commerce  of  the  country  along  or  across  the  river." 

In  that  case  it  was  attempted  to  prove  title  to  the  shore  by  referring  to 
the  "McPike  tract,"  but  the  title  was  held  defective.  The  Court  said: 
"Where  a  person  sues  for  an  injury  to  land  of  which  he  alleges  he  is  the 
owner,  proof  of  ownership  is  essential  to  his  right  of  recovery." 

Hence,  in  the  river  front  matter  here,  all  we  want  is  for  the  Wiggins 
Ferry  to  prove  title;  show  us,  if  it  can,  that  it  has  the  right  to  treat  the 
people  of  East  St.  Louis  as  trespassers  every  time  they  go  on  the  river  front 
contrary  to  its  wishes.  We  want  the  courts  to  so  decide  before  we  shall 
believe  it  has  that  right. 

By  referring  to  the  session  law  of  1849,  p.  238,  we  find  a  joint  resolution  rela- 
tive to  the  construction  of  a  dyke  in  the  Mississippi  river  opposite  St.  Louis. 
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By  that  resolution  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois  granted  to  the 
city  of  St.  Louis  the  right  to  complete  or  construct  a  road  or  highway  over 
the  dam  or  dyke  now  in  process  of  construction  by  said  city  of  St.  Louis 
opposite  the  town  of  Illinois,  from  Bloody  Island  to  the  main  shore;  it 
being  understood  that  such  right  of  way  shall  be  undisturbed  to  the  people 
forever.  (This  is  the  dyke  from  the  river  where  the  Eads  Bridge  stands  to 
the  Cahokia  viaduct.) 

The  same  resolution  provided  for  the  erection  by  St.  Louis  of  the  two 
dams  or  dykes  from  Venice  to  the  north  end  of  Bloody  Island.  On  one  of 
such  dykes  the  Madison  county  ferry  was  authorized  to  construct  a  road 
or  highway;  upon  the  other  the  Illinois  Coal  Company  was  authorized  to 
construct  a  road;  to  be  constructed  to  the  river,  and  to  be  free  to  the  public 
forever  as  highways.  As  already  stated,  the  public  road  was  diverted  across 
such  dyke,  then  on  down  along  the  river  front  on  the  west  side  of  Bloody 
Island,  and  used  by  the  public  to  gain  access  to  and  from  the  river.  This 
highway  the  people  have  always  used.  It  is  the  same  highway  that  was  used 
in  1837  and  1842  and  it  is,  to  say  the  least,  the  height  of  impertinence  for  the 
Wiggins  Ferry  to  say  otherwise.  What  right,  then,  has  the  Wiggins  Ferry 
to  exclude  the  public  from  the  river  front?  None.  Absolutely  none,  except 
the  power  of  might  over  right;  but  right  will  yet  prevail. 

I  have  been  asked  if  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  may  legally  prevent 
steam  boats  from  landing  at  East  St.  Louis.  My  answer  is  "no."  I  have 
asked  steamboat  men  why  they  do  not  land  and  contest  the  matter  in  court. 
One  of  them  told  me  he  did  land  his  boat  a  few  times,  and  the  Wiggins  Ferry 
sent  him  a  bill  for  $25  each  time.  He  sent  it  back,  telling  the  Wiggins  to 
file  suit,  for  the  reason  he  wanted  to  question  the  Wiggins  Ferry  rights,  but 
the  Wiggins  would  not  sue.  They  said  further  that  they  dare  not  land 
at  East  St.  Louis,  for  fear  a  Wiggins  Ferry  tug,  in  trying  to  get  in  between 
their  boat  and  the  shore  might  put  a  hole  in  the  steamboat  and  sink  her. 

During  the  flood  of  1892  the  Governor  of  our  State  came  down  the  river 
rescuing  those  in  the  American  Bottoms  in  danger  of  drowning,  and  when 
the  boat  reached  East  St.  Louis  the  Wiggins  Ferry  watchman  told  the 
captain  that  the  boat  could  not  land.  "But,"  said  Mayor  Beall  of  Alton,  who 
was  with  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  State,  "the  Governor  is  aboard."  Then 
the  watchman  let  the  Governor's  boat  land.  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative 
Committee,  the  people  of  East  St.  Louis  feel  that  any  citizen,  rich  or  poor, 
great  or  small,  should  have  the  privilege  of  river  commerce,  and  for  that 
right  we  are  contending. 

(Session  Laws  of  1859,  page  621.) 

A  new  charter  was  granted  the  town  of  Illinois.  It  provides  that  addi- 
tional territory  may  be  acquired,  provided  also  that  the  name  might  be 
changed  to  East  St.  Louis.     (Laws  of  1861,  p.  646.) 

The  city  of  East  St.  Louis  was  incorporated  in  1865  (laws  of  1865,  p.  344), 
the  western  boundary  of  which  was  the  middle  of  the  Mississippi  river. 

Highways  a  Necessity. 

Highways  are  a  necessity  in  every  civilized  country.  They  belong  to  the 
people  and  are  for  the  use  of  the  general  public.  They  are  made  not  for 
localities,  but  for  the  use  of  the  world,  and  they  are  open  to  the  whole  world. 
They  must  be  under  control  and  management  of  somebody  and  the  law 
places  them  in  control  of  the  State.  The  State  holds  our  highways  in  trust 
and  its  constitutional  agencies  exercise  a  delegated  power. 

The  State  places  the  highways  of  a  municipality  in  charge  of  the  munici- 
pal authorities.  It  makes  the  municipality  responsible  for  their  unsafe  con- 
dition. All  navigable  waters  are  highways.  They  are  highways  made  by 
nature  and  open  to  the  whole  world — to  our  own  people  and  to  all  other 
nations  that  are  in  amity  with  us;  hence,  the  connection  between  a  land 
highway,  called  a  landing,  or  quay,  or  levee,  is  a  part  of  the  highways.  This 
is  true  just  as  much  as  a  bridge  over  a  stream,  connecting  the  parts  of  a 
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highway,  becomes  and  is  itself  a  part  of  the  highway.  Hence,  I  say  again 
that  ail  thai  is  required  to  make  a  test  case  is  for  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis 
to  erect  a  wharf  or  landing  and  invite  the  boats  of  the  world  to  land;  to 
i  our  people  from  harm  by  using  the  police  force  and  make  the  Wiggins 
Ferry  to  like  it.  11'  they  do  not  like  it,  then  .Mr.  Wiggins  Ferry  may  go 
into  court  and  enjoin  the  city;  but  when  it  does,  it  must  not  only  allege 
ownership,  but  must  prove  it  as  well,  and  must  show  by  what  right  it  is 
seeking  to  forever  exclude  the  public  from  the  river.  This  the  Wiggins  can 
nc\  er  do. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  a  municipality  situated  upon  a  river  may  use 
the  water  of  the  river  for  public  purposes.  It  may  use  the  river  to  discharge 
its  sewage.  If  the  Wiggins  Ferry  cannot  prevent  this,  why  may  they  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  the  river  by  the  public  for  commercial  purposes? 

Will  an  open  river  front  be  of  any  benefit  to  East  St.  Louis?  Gentlemen  of 
the  Legislative  Committee,  East  St.  Louis  doubled  its  population  during  the 
last  ten  years.  Had  we  the  benefit  of  river  trade  it  Avould  have  trebled. 
Steamboat  men  have  told  me  that  not  a  steamboat  leaves  or  arrives  in  St. 
Louis  but  that  has  one  or  more  shipments  from  or  for  East  St.  Louis,  all  of 
which  has  to  be  hauled  over  the  river  by  wagon.  Steamboat  men  have  said 
to  the  members  of  this  committee  that  there  is  no  other  city  in  the  whole 
worid,  located  on  a  great  river,  as  is  East  St.  Louis,  so  completely  shut  out 
from  th  river  by  a  private  monopoly.  They  have  said  further  that  no  city 
is  so  well  situated  for  an  immense  river  traffic  as  is  East  St.  Louis;  that 
every  day  inquiries  are  made  as  to  the  rate  on  a  certain  kind  of  freight  from 
certain  points  on  the  Mississippi,  Missouri,  Ohio,  Tennessee  and  Arkansas 
rivers  to  East  St.  Louis.  They  reply,  "East  St.  Louis  is  not  on  the  river, 
but  the  rate  to  St.  Louis  is  so  much."  But  they  don't  want  the  rate  to  St. 
Louis,  and  when  they  are  told  that  East  St.  Louis  is  not  on  the  river  the 
shipment  goes  elsewhere.  A  few  years  ago  a  sugar  refinery  wanted  to  locate 
here,  but  because  they  were  unable  to  get  on  the  river,  it  located  elsewhere. 
We  have  a  compress  cotton  plant,  which,  because  of  our  inability  to  land 
steamboats,  has  to  have  all  of  its  cotton  hauled  from  St.  Louis.  When 
this  plant  located  here  it  was  thought  that  East  St.  Louis  was  on  the  river; 
they  have  learned  otherwise  to  their  sorrow. 

The  Grant  Chemical  Works  had  300  tons  of  freight  to  ship  south  on  the 
river  a  few  days  ago.  They  tried  to  get  a  steamboat  to  come  over  and 
land,  but  the  excuse  was,  "There  is  no  place  to  land  on  the  east  side." 

Nearly  every  business  house  in  the  city  could  tell  of  difficulties  encountered 
to  make  use  of  the  river  for  traffic. 

Not  only  does  the  Wiggins  Ferry  handicap  our  business,  but  it  has  made 
our  river  front  a  sore  spot,  a  blight  and  a  disgrace  to  any  city. 

Furthermore,  to  it,  the  Wiggins,  probably  more  than  anything  else,  we  may 
attribute  the  loss  of  the  McKinley  system. 

While  some  may  say  it  was  because  of  the  inability  of  the  McKinley  people 
to  obtain  certain  privileges  from  our  city  council,  I  believe  it  was  because 
of  the  arbitrary  action  of  the  Wiggins  Ferry.  A  few  years  ago  I  was  at  the 
head  of  the  Order  of  Knights  of  Pythias  in  this  State.  To  induce  us  to 
locate  the  Pythian  Home  at  Decatur,  the  officials  of  that  system  came  there 
and  promised  a  street  car  line  out  to  the  home.  After  transacting  our 
business  they  invited  some  of  us  to  ride  in  their  special  car.  On  the  way 
down  I  asked  the  question,  why  the  terminus  was  made  at  Third  street 
and  Missouri  avenue,  and  the  general  manager  told  me  confidentially  that 
they  were  going  to  put  a  bridge  across  the  river  at  Missouri  av. 

Time  went  on,  but  there  was  no  bridge.  Later  1  was  told  by  Attorney 
Burton  of  Edwardsville  that  the  general  manager  came  to  him  one  day  and 
said.  "Well,  we're  against  it  good  and  proper."  'Why  so?"  said  Mr.  B. 
"Well,  I've  walked  up  and  down  the  river  from  East  Carondelet  to  north  of 
Granite  City  and  the  Wiggins  Ferry,  Terminal,  Francis  and  Orthwein  inter- 
ests (which  are  the  same  as  the  Wiggins)  have  every  foot  of  river  front  and 
we  cannot  get  enough  river  frontage  for  our  bridge."    Mr.  B.  then  told  him  of 
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a  few  feet  at  the  Venice  elevator  owned  by  a  man  by  the  name  of  Albers  and 
the  McKinley  representative  had  Mr.  B.  accompany  him  to  St.  Louis  and  the 
deal  was  closed  that  day,  and  when  the  Wiggins  (Terminal)  heard  of  it  the 
next  day  they  began  the  erection  of  an  elevated  track  across  or  in  front  of 
the  strip,  hoping  thereby  to  even  then  shut  the  McKinley  system  out  from 
crossing  the  river. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  we  trust  that  you  are  now  able 
to  appreciate  the  great  importance  of  this  matter.  Already  we  are  the  third 
city  in  the  State.  In  a  few  years  we  will  be  the  second.  Nothing  scarcely 
may  now  retard  our  growth.  During  the  last  ten  years  we  doubled  our  popu- 
lation. During  the  previous  decade  our  city  doubled  its  population.  We 
now  have  60,000  souls.  Ten  years  hence  we  shall  probably  have  120,000; 
twenty  years  hence,  200,000.  There  are  those  living  today,  I  predict,  who  will 
see  East  St.  Louis  as  large  as  St.  Louis.  Therefore,  in  endeavoring  to  right 
a  wrong  and  place  East  St.  Louis  on  the  river,  we  are  not  striving  alone 
for  the  betterment  of  conditions  for  those  of  us  who  may  now  be  upon  the 
scene,  but  for  those  who  are  to  come  after  us.  When  the  Lakes-to-the-Gulf 
Deep  Waterway  project  has  been  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  its  enemies,  as  it 
will  be  some  time,  there  will  be  "14  feet  through  the  valley."  We  shall  see 
sailing  vessels  plying  the  great  Father  of  Waters  on  their  way  from  the 
lakes  to  the  sea.  Here  we  should  have  a  great  harbor,  where  all  of  the 
vessels  on  the  river  might  congregate  during  the  winter  months  for  repairs, 
and  thus  avoid  the  dangers  of  breaking  ice.  We  should  have  a  canal,  where 
vessels  might  enter  to  load  or  unload  their  cargo  right  at  the  factory  doors; 
where  coal  from  the  nearby  coal  fields  could  be  loaded  on  to  barges,  pro- 
pelled by  tugs  and  shipped  to  any  point  on  any  of  the  great  rivers  or  Great 
Lakes.  By  a  little  foresight  the  drainage  canal  east  of  us  could  be  widened 
and  used  for  that  purpose,  from  the  point  where  it  empties  into  the  Missis- 
sippi river  up  to  State  st. 

I  say  again,  in  conclusion,  we  appreciate  your  presence  here  today  and 
trust  that  what  you  shall  have  seen  and  heard  will  convince  you  that  East 
St.  Louis  has  a  real  grievance,  and  that  in  the  future,  if  we  find  it  necessary 
to  come  before  the  Legislature  for  assistance,  that  the  members,  from  Chi- 
cago to  Cairo,  will  lend  a  helping  hand  to  put  East  St.  Louis  on  the  Missis- 
sippi river. 

Opinion  of  Committee. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  that  the  occupation  of  the  Wiggins 
Ferry  Company  of  the  river  front  at  East  St.  Louis,  and  for  a  considerable 
distance  above  and  below  the  city,  is  without  right  or  authority,  and  that 
they  have  no  valid  ownership,  right  or  title  to  the  greater  portion  of  the 
lands  occupied  and  claimed  by  them,  and  that  the  franchises,  rights  and 
privileges  which  they  assume  to  exercise  are  not  properly  exercised,  but  are 
largely  usurped  by  this  company. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  determine  just  where  the  rights  of  the  city  end 
and  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  this  disputed  property  commerce,  and  may 
be,  but  that  they  are  vast  in  extent  in  one  or  the  other  there  can  be  no 
doubt. 

Without  question  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis  has  a  considerable  measure  of 
rights  in  the  property  now  occupied  by  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company,  and  it 
is  also  equally  true  that  the  State  of  Illinois  is  the  owner  of  a  considerable 
portion  of  Bloody  Island  and  of  the  old  channel  between  Bloody  Island  and 
the  former  river  banks,  as  they  existed  in  a  state  of  nature,  before  these 
aggressions  of  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  commenced. 

The  rights  of  each  should  be  vigorously  asserted,  as  the  amount  in  contro- 
versy is  close  to  twenty-five  millions  of  dollars. 

Probably  no  city  in  the  United  States  is  situated  as  is  East  St.  Louis  by 
nature  on  a  great  river,  and  still  it  is  not  on  the  river;  located  to  give  its 
people  the  benefits  of  river  commerce,  yet  completely  shut  out  from  the 
river  by  a  private  monopoly. 
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If  to  put  Eas1  St.  Louis  on  the  Mississippi  river  it  is  necessary  to  modify 
or  revoke  the  Wiggins  Perry  charter  of  '53,  then  we  are  in  favor  of  modify- 
ing or  revoking  it,  and  a  bill  should  be  introduced  in  the  Legislature  looking 
to  that  end. 

We  favor  action — immediate  action — by  the  State  to  oust  the  Wiggins  Ferry 
from  any  unlawful  occupancy  of  the  East  St.  Louis  river  front,  so  that  the 
public  may  have  free  access  to  and  from  the  river,  so  far  as  they  are  right- 
fully entitled. 

We  recommend  further  that  the  Attorney  General  be  directed  to  either 
institute  or  cause  to  be  instituted  a  suit  to  determine  the  right  of  the  Wiggins 
Ferry  Company  to  exclude  the  public  from  the  Mississippi  river,  and  to 
further  determine  the  right  of  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  to  the  ownership 
of  what  was  formerly  Bloody  Island  and  the  accretions  thereto,  and  which 
now  aggregate  1,000  acres,  more  or  less,  all  of  which  we  are  informed  is 
claimed  by  the  Wiggins  Ferry  and  other  subsidiary  interests. 

In  a  quo  warranto  proceeding  instituted  by  the  Attorney  General  it  might 
be  shown  that  the  Wiggins  Ferry  charter  is  illegal;  that  it  is  a  combination 
in  restraint  of  trade  contrary  to  the  Sherman  Anti-Trust  Act.  In  our  opinion 
it  is,  for  the  Wiggins  Ferry  is  a  part  of  the  Terminal  Association,  and  the 
Terminal  controls  every  means  of  crossing  the  Mississippi  river.  It  owns 
the  Ead's  Bridge,  the  Merchant's  Bridge  and  the  Alton  Bridge;  it  controls  the 
only  ferries  permitted  to  operate.  It  has  transfer  boats  to  transfer  freight 
cars  at  East  Carondelet  to  Carondelet. 

The  rate  per  car  or  per  ton  is  the  same;  it  matters  not  which  route  may 
be  used.  The  cost  is  the  same  for  pedestrians,  it  matters  not  how  they  go 
across  the  river.  The  Wiggins  Company  has  a  track  up  and  down  the  levee 
on  the  west  side  and  a  belt  around  St.  Louis.  Fourteen  railroads  constitute 
the  Terminal  Railroad  Association  (of  which  the  WTiggins  Company  is  now 
a  part) ;  hence,  because  of  this  fact  it  devolves  upon  the  State  of  Illinois, 
through  its  Legislature  and  State  officials,  to  assist  East  St.  Louis  in  every 
way  possible  to  throw  off  this  octopus  and  to  gain  access  to  and  from  the 
river  for  its  people. 

For  years  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  has  dominated  East  St.  Louis 
politics  and  controlled  city  officials,  but  this  should  not  and  will  not  deter 
State  officials  from  their  duty. 

It  has  been  and  still  is  the  policy  of  the  WTiggins  Ferry  Company  to  inter- 
pose every  possible  obstruction  between  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis  and  the 
navigation  of  the  Mississippi  river.  Some  of  the  obstruction  has  been  in 
the  way  of  intimidation.  Information  was  given  this  Committee,  which  it 
believes  to  be  credible,  to  the  effect  that  persons  seeking  to  use  the  river 
front  have  been  repeatedly  assailed  by  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Wiggins 
Ferry  Company  and  forbidden  its  use.  Intimidation  and  coercion  have  gone 
hand  in  hand  as  agencies  adopted  by  this  company  to  defeat  the  public 
rights. 

The  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  have  placed  sub-tenants  in  the  various  por- 
tions of  the  river  front,  and  these  sub-tenants,  encouraged  by  the  tactics  of 
the  Wiggins  Company,  have  resorted  to  similar  methods.  Various  structures 
and  railroads  have  been  placed  along  the  river  front,  apparently  with  the 
desire  to  so  occupy  the  land  that  it  cannot  be  used  by  others.  No  company 
not  affiliated  with  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  can  obtain  any  right  to 
occupy  any  part  of  the  river  front.  In  fact,  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  has 
adopted  the  feudal  system,  wherein  it  occupies  the  position  of  the  overlord 
and  together  with  its  retainers,  bids  defiance  to  the  public  in  their  attempts 
to  regain  possession  of  this  river  front. 

We  are  informed  that  further  plans  are  contemplated  by  the  Wiggins 
Company  to  erect  additional  physical  structures,  which  will  further  obstruct 
the  possibility  of  access  to  this  river  front;  that  this  can  be  carried  on  with- 
out most  vigorous  remonstrance  on  the  part  of  public  officials  of  East  St. 
Louis  and  St.  Clair  county  requires  no  comment  other  than  the  statement, 
of  the  fact. 
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The  Wiggins  Perry  Company  has  done  and  is  doing  all  in  its  power  to 
create  such  a  condition  of  affairs,  with  reference  to  structures,  occupation 
and  similar  acts,  that  it  can  be  argued  there  has  been  an  abandonment  by  the 
public  of  the  public  highway  which  has  existed  upon  the  river  bank  since 
1837,  and  thus  preclude  any  litigant  representing  the  public  right  from 
claiming  any  interest  which  might  belong  to  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis  or  the 
State  by  virtue  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  such  public  highway 
and  accretions  thereto  upon  the  river  side. 

It  may  be  urged,  as  it  has  been  heretofore,  that  this  is  merely  a  local 
controversy,  but  it  cannot  be  so  regarded.  East  St.  Louis  is  one  of  the  largest 
cities  in  Illinois,  and  as  one  of  the  political  sub-divisions  of  this  State  it  is 
entitled  to  the  help  and  assistance  of  Illinois  in  fighting  this  battle.  This 
Committee  understands  that  self  help  is  the  best  help  and  realizes  that  East 
St.  Louis  and  St.  Clair  county  must  do  battle  in  their  own  behalf  in  order  to 
regain  the  rights  which  have  been  lost.  We  also  recognize  the  fact  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to  extend  all  assistance  in  its  power,  both 
moral  and  otherwise,  to  prevent  a  creature  springing  from  a  charter  granted 
by  the  State  working  oppression  upon  this  municipality.  The  tactics  of  the 
Wiggins  Ferry  Company  have  been  and  are  so  manifestly  unfair  that  the 
State  should  bring  all  of  its  power  to  bear. 

If  private  monopoly  may  usurp  exclusive  control  of  the  river  front  in  a 
city  like  East  St.  Louis,  why  may  not  a  private  monopoly  usurp  the  control 
of  the  river  and  lake  fronts  in  every  city  and  town  in  the  State? 

The  Great  Lakes  and  navigable  rivers  belong  to  the  people.  They  should  be 
open  to  the  public  and  the  State  is  duty  bound  to  intervene  and  protect  the 
public  rights  with  regard  thereto. 

To  successfully  contest  this  matter  in  the  courts  there  should  be  a  suffi- 
cient sum  of  money  appropriated  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses,  and  if  the 
Attorney  General  needs  additional  counsel  he  should  have  the  funds  available 
for  such  purpose. 

WTe  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  be  appro- 
priated for  the  aforesaid  pui-pose,  said  amount  to  be  disbursed  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Governor  and  Attorney  General  may  see  fit  and  proper. 

We  do  not  believe  that  any  litigation  which  has  heretofore  been  had 
touching  the  subject  matter  of  this  inquiry  concerning  the  Wiggins  Perry 
Company  is  conclusive  against  the  State  of  Illinois  attempting  to  resume  its 
rights  in  connection  with  this  situation  or  to  preclude  the  city  of  East  St. 
Louis  from  maintaining  such  rights  as  it  may  have. 

We  earnestly  recommend  such  action  upon  the  part  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
and  the  city  of  East  St.  Louis. 

We  file  with  the  data  accumulated  by  this  Committee  certain  maps,  which 
will  show  the  situation  involved  in  this  controversy.  Such  maps  will  be 
found  with  the  engineering  data  on  file  accompanying  this  report. 

Before  concluding  this  subject  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that  the  Wiggins 
Ferry  Company  has  leased  a  large  portion  of  the  lands  involved  in  this 
investigation  to  underlying  companies  and  concerns,  who  now  occupy  the 
same.  These  companies  and  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  are  persistently 
and  vigorously,  and  as  we  believe,  unlawfully  filling  in  the  river  front  of 
East  St.  Louis  and  adding  to  its  already  vast  holdings. 

At  the  time  of  our  investigating  trip  to  East  St.  Louis  the  work  of  filling 
in  the  river  bank  was  then  going  on,  the  result  being  to  add  more  land  to 
that  which  the  Wiggins  Ferry  Company  now  possesses. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  that  the  attitude  of  the  Wiggins  Ferry 
Company  has  been  to  forcibly  and  wrongfully  seize  the  river  front  of  East 
St.  Louis  and  to  use  it  as  an  instrument  of  extortion  from  all  those  who  may 
by  the  exigencies  of  business  have  occasion  to  use  this  river  front. 

The  condition  is  wholly  and  entirely  intolerable  and  is  a  striking  com- 
mentary upon  the  lack  of  vigilance  of  the  officers  of  East  St.  Louis,  St.  Clair 
county  and  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 
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Abeal  Ac<  retions. 

The  area]  extenl  of  the  accretions  along  the  Illinois  side  of  the  Mississippi 
i-iver  between  the  mouth  of  the  Illinois  river  at  Grafton  and  the  south  line 
.of  township  1  north,  range  10  west  third  P.  M.  are  given  in  table  number  1 
following,  the  quantities  being  expressed  in  acres  and  decimals  thereof.  The 
maps  upon  which  these  areas  were  measured  with  a  polar  planimeter  are  in 
Atlas  number  2,  which  accompanies  Appendix  2  of  this  report.

River  Front  at  Cairo. 

At  the  confluence  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers  and  through  the  terri- 
tory contiguous  thereto,  comprising  an  area  of  about  twenty-five  square  miles, 
one  finds  conditions  that  are  most  interesting  because  they  are  so  typical 
of  conditions  found  within  the  valleys  of  all  large  slow  moving  streams. 

For  the  purpose  of  studying  these  conditions,  reference  has  been  made  to 
maps  of  surveys  made  in  1908  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Examina- 
tion and  Survey  of  Mississippi  river.  On  these  maps  have  been  projected 
the  lines  of  the  original  Government  meanders,  run  in  1807. 

From  the  junction  of  the  two  rivers  looking  up  stream,  a  cursory  glance 
reveals  the  Ohio  swinging  to  the  right,  bearing  first  northwest,  then  north 
and  the  Mississippi  on  the  left  bears  due  west  about  one  mile,  swings  to  the 
right  through  an  angle  of  90  degrees  in  a  distance  of  three  miles,  thence  due 
north  about  a  mile  and  again  swings  gradually  to  the  left.  Lying  between 
the  two  rivers  is  a  long,  narrow  peninsula,  the  lower  end  of  which  is  the 
site  of  the  city  of  Cairo. 

As  evidenced  by  the  variance  between  the  original  meanders  and  the 
present  shore  line,  both  the  Ohio  and  the  Mississippi  have  cut  away  much 
of  the  upper  portion  of  the  peninsula  and  deposited  it  at  the  extreme  lower 
point.  Along  the  right  or  west  side  of  the  Ohio  river  for  a  distance  of  two 
and  a  half  miles  opposite  the  city  of  Cairo,  erosion  has  carried  the  water's 
edge  landward  an  average  distance  of  three  hundred  feet.  On  the  Mississippi 
side,  where  the  river  swings  in  from  the  northwest,  opposite  the  north  city 
limits  of  Cairo  erosion  has  been  much  greater,  the  entire  river  having  moved 
east  from  1,000  feet  to  1,500  feet,  or  nearly  half  its  width,  so  that  the  original 
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meanders  here  fall  nearly  to  the  center  of  the  present  river  channel.  This 
condition  obtains  for  a  distance  of  about  two  miles  down  stream,  at  which 
point  the  current  swings  across  to  the  Missouri  side  and  accretion  begins  on 
the  Illinois  side.  It  is  almost  certain  that  were  these  two  rivers  allowed  to 
proceed  in  a  natural  manner  they  would  eventually  cut  through  the  penin- 
sula at  a  point  near  the  north  city  limits  of  Cairo  and  transform  the  entire 
lower  portion  into  an  island.  Such  action  is,  however,  effectively  checked  by 
the  various  levees,  railroads,  embankments,  etc.  Of  the  two  rivers,  the  Mis- 
sissippi is  much  more  active  in  its  alternate  erosion  of  banks  and  deposition 
of  accretions  and  is  largely  responsible  for  the  made  lands  at  the  lower 
end  of  the  peninsula  below  the  city  of  Cairo  and  wholly  responsible  for  the 
large  island  in  its  channel  about  a  mile  above  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio. 

The  tract  of  land  at  the  lower  end  of  the  peninsula  is  low  and  flat;  half 
of  it  is  under  cultivation  and  the  remainder  timbered. 

Without  taking  into  account  any  artificial  filling  which  may  have  occurred 
along  the  river  front  at  Cairo,  1,082  acres  of  made  lands  have  formed  along 
the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers  within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

Lakes  and  Bayous  in  the  Mississippi  Valley, 
horse  shoe  lake. 

Horse  Shoe  lake  is  in  Alexander  county,  about  ten  miles  north  and  west 
of  Cairo,  Illinois.  In  ordinary  water  stages  the  lake  is  about  two  miles  from 
the  Mississippi  river.  The  lake  is  oval  in  shape  and  the  meanders  form 
two  concentric  rings,  the  lake  lying  between  the  rings  and  an  island  lying 
inside  the  inner  ring  and  comprising  an  area  slightly  smaller  than  that  of 
the  lake.  The  northern  half  of  the  island  is  cultivated  and  is  about  five  feet 
higher  than  the  remainder,  which  is  covered  with  timber  and  swamp.  At 
its  extreme  north  end  the  island  is  now  connected  to  the  main  land  by  a 
corduroy  road.  The  land  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Horse  Shoe  lake  lies 
within  the  flood  plane  of  the  Mississippi  and  is  low  and  flat.  Slight  differ- 
ences, therefore,  in  the  elevation  of  the  water  surface  make  decided  changes 
in  the  area  of  the  lake. 

At  the  time  of  the  Government  survey  (September  17,  18,  1908)  the  depth 
of  water  in  the  lake  ranged  from  one  to  three  feet,  timber  and  pond  lilies  be- 
ing found  on  much  of  the  area  then  covered  by  water.  It  is  probable  that  the 
meanders  were  run  at  approximately  the  same  stage  of  water  as  when  the 
United  States  survey  was  made,  and  that  the  lake  has  filed  in  to  some  con- 
siderable extent. 

The  following  areas  were  measured  on  the  Mississippi  River  Commis- 
sion's maps:

HAMBURG   BAY. 

Hamburg  bay  lies  in  Calhoun  county,  the  mouth  of  the  bay  being  about 
twelve  miles  below  Clarksville,  Missouri,  and  four  miles  above  Hamburg, 
Illinois.  This  bay  is  about  four  miles  long  and  averages  1,000  feet  between 
meander  lines.  It  is  simply  the  enlarged  mouth  of  Bay  creek,  which  for 
several  miles  flows  parallel  to  and  within  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi  river 
along  the  foot  of  the  left  bluff. 

The  original  meanders  of  Hamburg  bay  extend  about  two  miles  above  the 
point  where  the  Mississippi  River  Commission  maps  of  1892  show  the  head 
of  the  bay  to  be.    The  upper  two  miles  of  the  meanders  enclose,  in  addition 
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to  Bay  creek,  a  considerable  area  of  swamp  and  timber.  For  about  one 
mile  above  the  mouth  on  the  right  or  west  side  of  the  bay  no  meanders  are 
shown,  because  none  could  be  located  in  the  notes  on  file  at  Springfield.  It 
is  possible,  but  we  do  not  think  it  is  probable,  that  the  section  line  was 
considered  to  meander  with  sufficient  accuracy  the  sinuosities  of  the  stream 
from  this  point.  In  computing  the  following  area  the  meander  line  and  the 
present  shore  line  along  this  stretch  have  been  assumed  coincident  with  each 
other. 

Area  enclosed  by  meander  lines   451.5  acres 

Area  enclosed  by  present  shore  lines  146.7  acres 

Area  of  land  inside  meander  line  304.8  acres 

QUINCY    BAY. 

Quincy  bay,  located  in  Adams  county  and  called  in  the  original  meander 
notes  Boston  bay,  is  an  enlargement  of  Bear  creek.  The  United  States  survey 
of  1892  shows  Quincy  bay  to  have  an  average  width  of  from  700  to  800  feet 
and  to  extend  from  the  Mississippi  river  at  a  point  opposite  the  middle  of 
the  city  of  Quincy  north  along  the  foot  of  the  left  bluff  a  distance  of  over 
three  miles.  The  entire  bay  is  within  the  flood  plane  of  the  Mississippi 
river  and  ranges  in  depth  from  two  to  eighteen  feet.  At  the  upper  end  of 
the  bay  the  construction  of  a  levee  has  completely  cut  off  the  natural  flow 
of  Bear  creek.  Meander  notes  were  obtainable  for  both  sides  of  the  bay  for 
a  distance  of  less  than  one  mile  north  from  the  mouth.  These  have  been 
plotted  on  maps  of  the  1882  survey  by  the  Mississippi  River  Commission 
and  the  following  areas  measured:

BEXTON   BAY   AND   CAMPBELL   SLOUCH. 

Benton  bay  and  Campbell  slough  form  one  continuous  chain  of  sloughs 
lying  parallel  to  and  about  half  a  mile  east  of  the  Mississippi  and  are  con- 
nected with  the  main  channel  of  the  river  at  both  ends.  The  entire  chain  of 
slough  lies  in  the  flood  plane  of  the  river  and  in  the  northern  part  of 
Henderson  county.  According  to  the  survey  by  the  Mississippi  River  Com- 
mission in  1893,  the  present  sloughs  differ  materially  in  extent  and  configura- 
tion from  those  outlined  by  the  original  meander  notes.  These  differences 
are  more  marked  on  the  upper  portion  known  as  Campbell  slough,  and  were 
doubtless  caused  by  floods  of  the  Mississippi  river,  as  there  are  no  large 
streams  flowing  through  any  of  the  various  channels.  The  extreme  eastern 
channel  in  all  cases  is  at  the  foot  of  a  "second  shelf"  or  bench.  West  of  this 
and  extending  to  the  river  the  land  is  covered  with  timber,  with  occasionally 
a  small  area  of  swamp,  mud  or  sand  bar.  The  original  meanders  were  pro- 
jected on  the  maps  of  the  Mississippi  River  Commission's  1893  survey,  and 
the  following  areas  were  measured,  excluding  a  small  island  (74.0  acres), 
which  was  outlined:

SLOUGH   JUST   ABOVE   KEITHSBURG. 

This  slough  is  not  named,  either  in  meander  notes  or  on  the  maps  of  the 
Mississippi  River  Commission.  The  mouth  of  the  slough  is  just  above  the  city 
of  Keithsburg,  Illinois,  and  the  entire  slough  is  in  Mercer  county.  As  out- 
lined by  the  meander  notes,  the  various  channels  average  about  200  feet 
wide  and  the  slough  is  approximately  three  and  one-half  miles  long.  Near 
the  lower  end  there  are  two  channels,  one  on  either  side  of  an  island,  which 
is  not  included  in  the  areas  which  follow.  At  the  head  of  this  island  the 
channel  on  the  west  widens  out  to  include  a  considerable  area  of  what  is  now 
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timber,  but  which  was  probably  inundated  at  time  of  meandering.  All  of 
these  channels  are  in  the  bottoms  of  the  Mississippi  river  and  were  probably 
at  one  time  channels  of  the  Edwards  river,  which  has  since  cut  straight 
through  to  the  Mississippi  at  a  point  a  short  distance  northwest  of  the  head 
of  the  sloughs  as  outlined  by  the  meanders. 

The  following  areas  were  taken  from  the  maps  of  the  Mississippi  River 
Commission's  1893  survey:

STUEGEON   BAY.    DOG   LAKE,   SWEED   LAKE. 

The  above  mentioned,  according  to  the  meander  notes,  virtually  constitute 
one  body  of  water,  lying  within  Mercer  county.  But  the  present  water 
area  narrows  very  perceptibly  at  two  places,  making  three  lobes  named  as 
above,  Sturgeon  bay  being  the  larger  and  opening  into  the  Mississippi  at 
the  city  of  New  Boston.  Dog  lake  lies  next  to  Sturgeon  bay  and  is  the  small- 
est, while  Sweed  lake  is  at  the  extreme  upper  end.  Taken  together,  the 
sloughs  or  lakes  will  average  1,000  feet  between  meander  lines  and  lie  at 
the  foot  of  a  shelf  or  bench  and  are  two  and  one-half  miles  from  mouth  to 
head.  The  land  inside  the  meander  lines  is  timbered  with  the  exception  of 
the  water  area  and  a  few  small  mud  or  sand  flats.  Meanders  were  plotted 
on  maps  of  the  Mississippi  River  Commission's  survey  of  1893  and  the  fol- 
lowing measurements  secured:

SPRING    LAKE. 

Spring  lake,  situated  entirely  within  Mercer  county,  is  about  half  a  mile 
from  the  city  of  New  Boston.  With  an  average  approximate  width  of  1,000 
feet  it  extends  northwest  and  north  a  distance  of  three  and  one-quarter 
miles.  The  average  depth  ranges  from  one  to  nine  feet  and  the  territory 
traversed  is  all  timber  land  excepting  the  water  area  and  the  swamps  along 
the  margin  of  the  lake. 

The  following  areas  were  measured  on  the  maps  of  the  Mississippi  River 
Commission's  survey  of  1894:

MUD    LAKE. 

Mud  lake,  in  Mercer  county,  starts  from  the  west  side  of  Spring  lake  near 
the  upper  end  and,  with  an  average  width  of  800  feet,  extends  north  and 
slightly  east  for  a  distance  of  two  and  one-half  miles.  Land  is  all  timbered 
in  the  vicinity  of  this  lake.  The  following  measurements  were  taken  from 
the  Mississippi  River  Commission's  maps  of  1894  survey:

SWAN   LAKE. 

Under  this  will  be  considered  Swan  lake  proper  and  also  Swan  lake 
slough,  a  narrow  channel  which  leaves  Bald  Eagle  lake  near  its  junction 
with  Mud  lake  and  runs  north  and  west  about  three  miles  to  Swan  lake. 
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Immediately  after  leaving  Mud  lake  the  meander  lines  of  the  slough  diverge 
until  they  are  2,000  feet  or  more  apart  and  include  a  large  swamp  area  known 
as  Sweed  Flats,  the  actual  water  area  here  being  on  an  average  of  not  more 
than  200  feet  wide.  Excepting  the  swamp  area  all  the  land  is  covered  with 
timber. 

Swan  lake  proper,  as  well  as  Swan  lake  slough  is  all  in  Mercer  county, 
and  as  depicted  on  the  maps,  is  about  1,500  feet  wide  and  nearly  three  miles 
long.  The  original  meander  notes  extended  only  over  the  lower  one-half; 
so  we  consider  only  that  portion.  To  the  south  and  east  of  the  lake  the 
land  is  timbered,  but  northwest  from  the  lake  there  is  a  large  stretch  of  low 
flat  ground  covered  with  grass. 

The  following  areas  include  both  the  slough  and  the  lower  half  of  the  lake 
and  were  taken  from  map  of  the  survey  of  1894  by  the  Mississippi  River 
Commission:

BALD  EAGLE  LAKE. 

Bald  Eagle  lake  in  Mercer  county,  starts  from  Swan  lake  slough  almost 
at  its  junction  with  Mud  lake  and  extends  north  for  one  mile  with  an  aver- 
age distance  between  meander  lines  of  1,400  feet;  the  meander  lines  at  this 
point  turn  sharply  towards  each  other  and  then,  continuing  north  about 
400  feet  apart  for  nearly  half  a  mile,  widen  out  again  to  about  1,200  feet 
and  extend  north  three-quarters  of  a  mile,  enclosing  the  lower  end  of  lower 
Eliza  lake.  As  meanders  end  here  these  two  lakes  are  considei'ed  under 
one  caption;  that,  Bald  Eagle  lake,  and  that  portion  of  lower  Eliza  lake 
which  is  meandered.  All  the  territory  contiguous  to  these  lakes  is  timbered 
land  with  the  exception  of  about  half  a  mile  on  the  west  of  the  upper  end 
of  lower  Eliza  lake  which  is  either  grass  or  cultivated. 

The  meanders  were  plotted  on  maps  of  the  1894  survey  and  the  following 
areas  measured:

MARAIS   D'OSIER. 

This  lake  as  delineated  by  original  meander  notes  is  nearly  one  mile  wide 
and  four  and  a  half  miles  long.  Between  the  meander  lines,  and  changing 
abruptly  from  200  feet  to  3,000  feet  in  width,  extends  the  present  water 
area  of  Marais  D'Osier,  the  middle  of  which  is  the  Rock  Island-Whiteside 
county  line.  Across  the  outlet  of  these  waters,  opposite  the  city  of  Camanche, 
the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  railroad  has  filled  leaving  a  small 
trestled  opening  for  the  passage  of  water.  Between  the  railroad  track  and 
the  Mississippi  river  lies  a  public  road,  also  crossing  the  outlet  on  a  bridge. 
Save  for  the  water  area  and  a  few  small  areas  of  timber  and  of  cultivation 
the  entire  tract  enclosed  by  the  meander  is  low  flats  covered  with  grass. 

Following  areas  were  taken  from  maps  of  the  1895  survey  by  the  Missis- 
sippi River  Commission:

CAT  TAIL  SLOUGH. 

In  Whiteside  county,  across  from  Clinton,  Iowa,  will  be  found  several 
small  bayous,  sloughs,  cut-offs,  etc.,  all  uniting  into  one  stream  which 
empties  into  the  Mississippi  at  the  sharp  bend  below  Clinton.     This  main 
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slough  is  known  as  Cat  Tail  slough,  the  present  water  area  of  which  is 
about  200  feet  wide  and  half  a  mile  long,  varying  in  depth  from  one  to 
eight  feet.  The  original  meander  notes  at  this  point  enclose,  in  addition 
to  the  present  water  area,  some  amount  of  cultivated  land,  timber,  swamp, 
grass,  etc.  The  several  channels  were  probably  all  made  by  high  waters 
and  since  being  meandered  have  possibly  been  changed  by  the  same  medium; 
nor  is  it  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  a  different  and  higher  stage  of  water 
obtained  when  the  meanders  were  run,  thereby  resulting  in  a  considerable 
area  being  rated  as  water  which  now  shows  as  dry  land  in  low  water. 
The  following  areas  are  taken  from  the  maps  of  the  1894  survey:

SLOUGH. 

Prom  its  mouth,  a  mile  above  the  Whiteside  county  line  and  extending 
north  parallel  to  and  approximately  a  mile  east  of  the  Mississippi  river 
to  a  point  about  four  miles  below  Savanna,  Carroll  county,  will  be  seen 
an  unnamed  slough  or  high  water  channel.  Excepting  at  the  mouth  of 
this  slough,  where  the  meanders  enclose  an  irregular  shaped  tract  of 
what  was  probably  once  a  portion  of  Otter  creek  but  which  is  now  dry  land 
and  covered  with  grass  the  meander  lines  and  present  shore  lines  agree 
very  closely.  Johnson  creek  empties  into  the  slough  from  the  east  a  mile 
and  a  half  south  of  the  Whiteside-Carroll  county  line  and  at  this  point 
the  meander  lines  are  about  1,200  feet  apart.  The  upper  three  miles  of  the 
slough  has  a  very  irregular  shore  line,  many  little  points,  arms,  etc.,  being 
shown.  Excepting  the  points  above  noted,  the  slough  has  a  straight  channel 
to  which  the  meanders  run  practically  parallel  and  about  400  feet  apart. 
The  entire  slough  lies  within  the  flood  plane  of  the  Mississippi  and  was 
doubtless  largely  formed  as  a  high-water  or  flood  channel  of  the  river.  The 
territory  traversed  by  the  slough  is  almost  all  timber  land.  The  meanders 
were  projected  on  maps  of  the  1895  survey  and  the  following  areas  meas- 
ured:

SAVANNA  BAY. 

Savanna  bay  is  in  Carroll  county  about  two  miles  above  the  city  of 
Savanna  and  is  simply  the  enlarged  mouth  of  Brush  creek.  The  lower 
half  of  the  area  enclosed  by  the  meanders  agrees  well  with  the  present  water 
area,  but  the  remainder  of  the  area  inside  the  meanders  includes  no  water 
area,  the  creek  being  far  to  the  west.  The  creek  has  changed  its  channel 
materially  at  .this  point,  and  the  location  of  the  C,  B.  &  N.  R.  R.  bridge 
indicates  this  change  to  have  been  made  before  the  construction  of  that 
road. 

The  following  measurements  were  made  on  maps  of  the  U.  S.  1895  surveys:

FEENTRESS  LAKE. 

Frentress  lake  is  in  JoDaviess  county,  about  three  miles  below  the  Wis- 
consin state  line.  This  is  a  narrow  diamond  shaped  body  of  water  about  a 
mile  long  and  1,000  feet  wide  in  the  center,  the  two  ends  narrowing  down  to 
sharp  points  and  lying  on  an  average  about  1,500  feet  east  of  the  Mississippi 
river.     Between  the  river  and  the  lake  and  extending  above  and  below  the 
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extreme  ends  of  the  lake  is  a  slough  connected  with  the  river  by  many 
small  channels  and  cut-offs.  There  is  a  narrow  opening  from  Frentress 
lake  to  this  slough.  Lake  and  slough  range  in  depth  from  two  to  ten  feet. 
All  along  this  portion  of  the  river  are  seen  numerous  small  lakes  similar 
to  the  one  in  question,  which  are  doubtless  portions  of  the  old  river  bed 
that  have  been  cut  off  from  the  main  channel  by  filling  in  and  building  up 
of  bars,  islands,  etc.  This  territory  is  all  in  the  flood  plane  of  the  Missis- 
sippi and  is  mostly  timber  and  grass,  with  some  few  small  cultivated  areas. 

The  following  areas  were  secured  from  maps  of  the  U.  S.  1896  survey:

Total  present  water  area  98.8  acres 

(Including  outlet  which  was  meandered). 

The  following  tabulation  gives  the  area  of  the  made  lands  along  the 
borders  of  the  lakes,  bayous  and  other  bodies  of  water  heretofore  described 
which  lie  within  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi  river  and  on  the  Illinois  side 
of  the  same  between  Cairo  and  Dubuque.  Those  areas  have  been  obtained 
from  maps  contained  in  Atlas  No.  6  which  accompanies  Appendix  6.

Des  Plaines  axd  Illinois  Rivers. 

The  Illinois  and  Des  Plaines  rivers  were  made  the  subject  of  an  investi- 
gation in  1902-4  by  a  Special  Board  of  U.  S.  Engineers  appointed  to  make 
surveys  and  examinations  lo  determine  the  feasibility  of  a  navigable  water- 
way from  Chicago  by  way  of  the  Sanitary  canal,  the  Des  Plaines,  Illinois 
and  Mississippi  rivers  to  St.  Louis.  The  results  of  the  board's  investigations 
were  submitted  in  an  elaborate  report  which  was  transmitted  to  Congress 
by  the  Chief  of  Engineers  through  the  Secretary  of  War,"  and  subsequently 
published  as  House  Document  263,  Fifty-ninth  Congress,  First  Session. 
Copies  of  the  maps  which  accompanied  the  report  have  been  obtained  and 
used  in  our  investigations.  They  will  be  found  assembled  in  Atlas  No.  2 
and  are  fully  described  in  Appendix  2. 

The  head  waters  of  the  Des  Plaines  river  are  in  Racine  county,  in  south- 
eastern Wisconsin.  The  river  crosses  the  state  line  about  7  miles  west  of 
Lake   Michigan  and   flows  in  a  southerly  direction  to  a  point   near   River- 
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side,  west  of  Chicago,  where  its  course  abruptly  changes  to  southwest,  a 
direction  which  it  maintains  to  its  junction  with  the  Kankakee  river,  about 
15  miles  below  the  city  of  Joliet,  in  Will  county.  The  Des  Plaines  and  Kan- 
kakee unite  to  form  the  Illinois,  which,  for  the  first  62  miles,  pursues  a 
westerly  course.  For  the  remaining  211  miles  of  its  journey  to  the  Missis- 
sippi the  Illinois  flows  in  a  direction  a  little  west  of  south  and  joins  the 
"Father  of  Waters"  at  Grafton,  273  miles  below  the  confluence  of  the  Des 
Iiaines  and  Kankakee  rivers. 

Additional  data  pertaining  to  the  Des  Plaines  and  Illinois  rivers  may  be 
found  in  Mr.  Frank  Leverett's  report  on  "The  Water  Resources  of  Illinois," 
(17th  Annual  Report,  Director  U.  S.  Geol.  Survey;  part  2)  and  in  Folio  81, 
Geological  Atlas,  U.  S.  Geological  Survey,   (See  Appendix  17). 

Des  Plaines  River. 

Fifty  miles  of  meander  lines  have  been  plotted  along  the  Des  Plaines  ex- 
tending from  its  mouth  to  and  through  section  22,  T.  36  N.,  R.  10  E.  3d  P.  M. 
The  distance  by  way  of  the  channel  of  the  river  is  about  20  miles.  Table  3 
on  a  following  page  shows  that  there  is  an  area  of  405.56  acres  of  land  lying 
between  the  meander  lines.  The  areas  are  given  by  sections;  and  below 
Granite  st.  in  Joliet,  they  are  further  subdivided  accordingly  as  the  land  lies 
on  the  right  or  left  bank  of  the  river. 

At  the  city  of  Lockport  the  meander  lines  follow  the  former  bed  of  the 
Des  Plaines  river  which  ran  along  what  is  now  the  westerly  limits  of  the 
city.  The  river  now  flows  through  a  channel  made  by  flood  waters  1,400 
feet  west  of  the  old  bed.  The  meander  lines  at  the  city  of  Lockport,  en- 
close an  area  upon  which  many  residences  have  been  erected  and  upon  which 
are  the  tracks  of  the  C.  &  A.  Railway  near  the  Norton  &  Company  mills  on  a 
line  with  Twelfth  st.  The  meander  line  passes  through  two  of  Morton  & 
Company's  large  buildings. 

Just  above  the  E.,  J.  &  E.  Railway  near  Joliet  a  considerable  area  lies 
between  the  meander  line  or  former  mean  high  water  line  and  the  river  as  it 
exists  at  present.  West  of  the  Sanitary  District  channel  at  the  Illinois 
Steel  Company's  plant  property  and  improvements  of  great  value  are  located 
within  the  meander  lines.  The  meander  lines  in  this  vicinity  indicate  that 
the  river  here  formerly  spread  over  a  large  area  extending  from  the  E.,  J. 
&  E.  Railway  bridge  to  Granite  st.  in  Joliet  and  averaging  about  1,000  feet 
in  width.  Within  this  area  there  are  now  located  the  main  tracks  of  the 
A.,  T.  &  S.  F.  Railway,  the  tracks  of  the  C.  &  A.  Railway  and  also  nearly  all 
of  the  tracks,  buildings  and  other  works  of  the  Illinois  Steel  Company  which 
lie  west  of  the  Santa  Fe  tracks  and  north  of  where  the  I.  &  M.  canal  enters 
what  is  known  as  the  upper  basin. 

Along  both  sides  of  the  Des  Plaines  river  within  the  city  of  Joliet  valuable 
property  lies  inside  of  the  meander  lines.  Title  to  only  such  of  these  made 
lands  as  have  been  the  result  of  natural  causes  can  rest  in  private  indi- 
viduals or  corporations.  The  lands  formed  as  a  result  of  construction  be- 
yond the  line  of  mean  high  water  rightfully  belong  to  the  State  for  the  use 
and  enjoyment  of  the  people. 

Immediately  below  Brandon  road  bridge  near  Rockdale  the  river  formerly 
ran  parallel  and  600  feet  north  of  its  present  course.  This  change  in  the 
alignment  has  reclaimed  about  10  acres  of  land  along  the  right  bank  of  the 
stream. 

Below  Plain  station  the  meander  line  runs  along  the  river  50  feet  back 
from  the  water's  edge  for  a  distance  of  nearly  two  miles.  The  Santa  Fe 
Railway  traverses  this  strip;  and  at  one  place  about  one-half  mile  above  and 
opposite  to  Rock  Run  the  strip  is  also  occupied  by  the  tracks  of  the  C.  &  A. 
Railway  for  a  distance  of  1,800  feet. 

Treat's  Island  near  Millsdale  was  meandered,  the  meander  line  over  a 
large  portion  of  the  island  being  about  50  feet  back  from  the  present  shore 
line.  On  either  side  of  the  island,  the  meanders  on  the  main  land  also  ex- 
pose a  strip  50  feet  in  width  between  the  water's  edge  and  the  meander  line. 
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Between  Jackson  creek  and  the  Kankakee  cut-off,  a  distance  of  nearly 
3  miles,  considerable  land,  averaging  500  feet  wide  in  places,  is  located  in- 
side of  the  meander  lines  along  the  left  bank  of  the  river.  On  the  opposite 
side  of  the  river  from  the  mouth  of  the  DuPage  river  to  a  point  opposite  the 
Kankakee  cut-off  the  meander  line  is  at  an  average  distance  of  50  feet  back 
from  the  present  shore  line. 

On  the  left  side  of  the  river,  from  the  Kankakee  feeder  aqueduct  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Kankakee,  a  strip  averaging  about  100  feet  in  width  is  located 
between  the  meander  line  and  the  river.  On  the  right  side  of  the  river 
between  the  same  points,  there  is  a  strip  averaging  about  30  feet  in  width 
inside  of  the  meander  line. 

It  is  on  the  Des  Plaines  river  near  its  mouth  that  the  Economy  Light  and 
Power  Company  proposes  the  erection  of  a  dam  for  the  development  of 
water  power.  This  is  known  as  the  Dresden  Heights  project  and  has  been 
the  source  of  considerable  controversy  and  some  litigation. 

The  a ieal  accretions  along  the  Des  Plaines  river  as  determined  from  the 
maps  are  tabulated  in  Table  3  which  follows:

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Illinois  River. 

The  total  length  of  the  Illinois  river  is  273  miles.  The  meander  lines 
aggregate  about  884  miles,  excluding  203  miles  along  the  Sangamon  river, 
23.4  miles  along  the  Spoon  river  and  about  30  miles  along  the  Fox  river. 

The  land  area  between  the  meander  lines  of  the  Illinois  river  totals  8,681.03 
acres,  more  than  one-eighth  of  which  lies  in  Tazewell  county.  Table  4  (see 
pages  179-191)  shows  the  areas  by  sections  and  also  the  total  for  each  county. 

Accretions  along  the  Illinois  river  average  between  31  and  32  acres  per 
mile.  Excepting  along  that  portion  of  the  river  in  Tazewell  county,  the 
accretions  are  quite  uniformly  distributed.  The  most  valuable  accretions 
are  those  which  have  been  formed  at  or  near  the  river  towns;  and  these 
accretions  are  practically  the  only  ones  that  have  not  been  the  direct  result 
of  the  natural  action  of  the  river  itself.  Notable  encroachments  occur  at 
Marseilles,  Ottawa,  Peoria  and  Pekin.  At  Marseilles,  made  lands  have  been 
formed  in  the  construction  and  extension  of  the  water-power  development 
which  exists  at  that  place.  The  area  of  the  accretions  is  not  great,  but 
the  property  is  valuable  on  account  of  its  peculiar  location.  At  Ottawa 
natural  accretions  have  been  forming  along  the  right  bank  just  below  the 
mouth  of  the  Fox  river;  and  artificial  accretions  have  accumulated  along 
the  same  side  of  the  river  at  the  property  of  the  Pioneer  Fireproof  Con- 
struction Company  between  the  highway  bridge  and  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  Railway 
bridge,  a  distance  of  about  1,200  feet.  At  Peoria  the  existing  accretions 
have  been,  for  the  most  part,  due  to  the  activities  of  the  railroads  whose 
tracks  parallel  the  river.  At  Pekin  the  railroads  and  just  below  Pekin  the 
distilleries  have  been  dumping  refuse  and  material  into  the  river  and  in 
this  way  projected  their  lands  beyond  the  natural  line  of  mean  high  water. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  section  26,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Illinois 
river  about  1%  miles  above  the  E.,  J.  &  E.  Railroad  bridge  over  the  Illinois 
river,  and  extending  westerly  to  the  eastern  limits  of  the  city  of  Morris, 
Illinois,  a  strip  of  land  with  an  average  width  of  over  200  feet  is  located 
between  the  water's  edge  and  the  meander  line.  On  the  south  side  of  the 
river,  through  this  same  territory,  the  meander  follows  very  closely  the 
bank  of  the  river  until  Aux  Sable  is  reached.  From  this  point  westerly  for 
about  2  miles  there  is  a  strip  averaging  100  feet  in  width  between  the  water's 
edge  and  the  meander  line.  A  strip  east  of  the  mouth  of  the  Mazon  river, 
extending  easterly  for  a  distance  of  2  miles  and  averaging  100  feet  in  width, 
is  located  between  the  meander  and  the  water's  edge. 

West  of  Morris  for  a  distance  of  2%  miles,  the  strip  between  the  meander 
and  the  water's  edge  averages  about  75  feet  wide  and  for  a  distance  of  one 
mile  west  of  Morris  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  there  is  a  strip  averaging 
about  200  feet  in  width. 

Waupecan,  or  Sugar  Island  was  meandered  and  considerable  change  in  its 
topography  is  apparent  since  the  meander  lines  were  established,  there  be- 
ing an  average  width  of  nearly  400  feet  between  the  water  surface  and  the 
meander  line  on  the  north  side  of  the  island  and  an  average  distance  of 
over  300  feet  from  the  meander  line  to  the  water's  edge  on  the  south  side 
of  the  island.  The  island  has  no  doubt  been  considerably  augmented  by 
accretions  on  the  north  side  while  erosion  has  occurred  on  the  south  side. 

Beginning  at  a  point  2,000  feet  below  the  Seneca  and  Kankakee  Railroad 
bridge  on  the  south  side  of  the  river,  and  extending  from  that  point  to  one 
mile  west  of  the  highway  bridge  at  Seneca,  Illinois,  a  strip  averaging  about 
150  feet  lies  within  the  meander  lines.  On  the  north  side  of  the  river, 
through  this  same  locality,  the  area  within  the  meander  lines  is  insignificant. 

From  a  point  one  mile  west  of  Seneca  to  North  Kickapoo  creek,  on  both 
sides  of  the  Illinois  river,  the  area  enclosed  within  the  meander  lines  aver- 
ages about  75  feet  on  the  north  side  and  30  feet  on  the  south  side  of  the 
river.  Between  Kickapoo  creek  and  the  city  of  Marseilles  the  meander 
lines  follow  quite  closely  the  present  shore  lines. 
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Beginning  at  a  point  near  the  center  of  Liberty  st.  on  the  north  side  of 
the  river  in  Marseilles,  the  meander  line  runs  parallel  to  the  protection 
levee  to  the  c<  nter  of  Green  st.  at  an  average  distance  of  about  50  feet  from 
the  water's  edge.  From  that  point  it  runs  to  the  north  line  of  Mindon  st. 
where  the  distance  is  50  feet  from  the  water's  edge  to  the  meander  line. 
The  line  then  passes  through  a  paper  mill  located  just  east  of  the  highway 
bridge  over  the  Illinois  river,  nearly  all  of  the  mill  being  located  between 
the  river  and  the  meander  line.  It  then  runs  parallel  with  the  river  for 
about  500  feet  at  an  average  distance  of  130  feet  from  the  water's  edge, 
passing  through  a  large  manufactory.  From  this  point  the  line  bears  north- 
west a  distance  of  about  200  feet  and  about  190  feet  from  the  water's  edge, 
passing  through  and  near  the  center  of  a  large  paper  mill  just  east  of  the 
first  terrace  below  the  highway  bridge  in  the  city  of  Marseilles.  It  then 
bears  westward,  passing  through  a  paper  mill  located  near  the  edge  of  the 
river,  and  from  this  point  to  the  match  factory  at  the  western  limits  of 
Matchtown,  a  distance  of  about  2,500  feet,  an  area  of  about  50  feet  in  width 
lies  between   the  meander  line   and  the   water's  edge. 

Below  Matchtown  and  above  Bell's  island,  the  area  inside  the  meander 
lines  is  insignificant.  On  the  north  side  of  the  river  opposite  Bell's  Island 
a  strip  averaging  2,800  feet  in  length  and  200  feet  in  width  is  located  be- 
tween the  water's  edge  and  the  meander  line. 

From  Bell's  Island  to  Bull's  Island  there  is  only  a  small  area  within  the 
meander  lines.  East  of  the  latter  island  is  a  triangular  strip  between  the 
water's  edge  and  the  meander  line,  averaging  300  feet  in  width  and  800 
feet  in  length.  The  meander  lines  at  Bull's  Island  indicate  that  originally 
there  was  one  island  at  that  point  and  that  since  the  original  survey  was 
made  a  channel  was  formed  near  the  westerly  end  of  the  island.  The  por- 
tion so  segregated  is  now  known  as  Suehr's  Island.  With  the  exception  of 
the  channel  mentioned,  there  has  been  very  little  change  in  the  boundaries 
of  Bull's  Island  as  originally  established. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  Illinois  river  at  a  point  opposite  Fourth  av., 
Ottawa,  and  extending  to  the  west  line  of  section  14,  a  strip  averaging 
about  75  feet  wide  is  located  inside  the  meander  line.  On  the  north  side  of 
the  river  beginning  at  a  point  opposite  Green  St.,  in  Ottawa,  a  strip  averag- 
ing about  125  feet  in  width  is  located  between  the  meander  line  and  the 
water's  edge.  The  meander  line  runs  westerly  to  the  mouth  of  the  Fox 
river  and  thence  northerly  along  the  east  bank  of  the  Fox  river.  At  the 
mouth  of  the  Fox  river,  the  land  projects  about  450  feet  westerly  from  the 
meander  line.  At  Main  st.  the  meander  line  is  about  20  feet  east  of  the 
water's  edge  and  intersects  the  water's  edge  at  a  distance  of  about  450  feet 
north  of  Main  st. 

From  the  center  of  Main  st.,  where  it  is  100  feet  west  of  the  Fox  river 
the  meander  line  runs  southwesterly  to  a  point  250  feet  east  of  the  Illinois 
river  bridge,  thence  westerly  just  south  of  the  first  pier  south  of  the  north 
abutment  and  intersects  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  Railroad  bridge  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Illinois  river  at  a  distance  of  450  feet  from  the  center  of  Illinois  av. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  land  used  by  the  Pioneer  Fireproof  Con- 
struction Company  is  located  between  the  meander  line  and  the  Illinois 
river.  This  company  has  a  switchtrack  running  from  its  plant  out  to  the 
edge  of  the  Illinois  river,  and  dump  cars  bearing  refuse,  broken  tile  and 
other  rubbish  are  run  out  on  the  track  and  dumped  into  the  Illinois  river. 
In  this  way  a  considerable  fill  has  been  made,  to  a  height  of  12  or  15  feet 
and  for  a  distance  of  over  500  feet  along  the  Illinois  river  between  th)e 
Ottawa  High  bridge  and  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  Railroad  bridge.  A  large  part 
of  this  fill  has  been  made  upon  the  shore  lands  enclosed  within  the  meander 
line,  and  extends  out  into  the  river  from  the  north  abutment  of  the  high- 
way bridge,  a  distance  of  nearly  200  feet  beyond  the  original  shore  line. 

Between  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  Railroad  bridge  and  Poplar  st.,  a  distance  of  half 
a  mile,  a  strip  of  an  average  width  of  over  100  feet  lies  between  the  shore 
line  and  the  meander  line. 
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Hitt  Island  and  Mayo  Island,  near  the  city  of  Ottawa,  were  both  meandered, 
Hitt  Island  showing  no  material  change  in  its  contour  since  the  original 
meandered  lines  were  run.  The  contour  of  Mayo  Island  shows  considerable 
erosion  on  the  west  side  of  the  island  and  some  accretion  on  the  east  side. 
The  meander  line  along  the  north  shore  of  the  Illinois  river  from  Harden  st. 
west  runs  through  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Seiberling  Plate  Glass  Com- 
pany's building.  Along  this  stretch  of  the  river,  the  average  width  of  the 
land  located  between  the  river  and  the  meander  line  is  about  175  feet. 

At  the  LaSalle  County  Poor  Farm,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Illinois  river, 
for  a  distance  of  about  4,000  feet,  the  width  of  land  between  the  water's  edge 
and  the  meander  line  is  about  125  feet. 

At  the  head  of  Delbridge  Island,  on  the  north  side  of  the  river,  there  is  a 
strip  about  5,000  feet  long,  with  an  average  width  of  about  125  feet 
between  the  water's  edge  and  the  meander  line. 

Delbridge  Island,  west  of  Ottawa,  was  meandered,  but  shows  no  change 
since  the  original  survey  was  made.  This  is  also  true  of  Leopold  Island 
No.  2,  a  short  distance  west  of  Delbridge  Island. 

Plum  Island,  near  Starved  Rock,  was  meandered  and  indicates  a  fill  on 
the  north  side  of  the  island  and  some  erosion  on  the  south  side,  but  other- 
wise very  little  change  in  its  contour. 

There  is  a  narrow  strip  between  the  water's  edge  and  the  meander  line 
along  the  south  side  of  the  Illinois  river,  with  few  exceptions,  between  Otta- 
wa and  Utica,  Illinois,  and  the  same  may  be  said  for  the  north  side  of  the 
river,  with  the  exception  of  a  point  about  one  mile  east  of  the  Utica  High- 
way bridge,  where  the  width  between  the  shore  line  and  the  meander  line 
is  500  feet. 

The  meander  line  between  Utica  and  LaSalle  indicates  changes  in  the 
river  bed  at  various  points  and  areas  of  from  2  to  3  acres  up  to  nearly  30 
acres  are  located  between  the  water's  edge  and  the  meander  line. 

Opposite  Peru,  and  at  a  point  about  1,500  feet  above  the  highway  bridge 
on  the  south  side  of  the  Illinois  river,  the  meander  lines  indicate  the  former 
existence  of  an  arm  of  the  Illinois  river  which  extended  southwesterly  at 
the  time  of  the  original  survey.  Several  ponds  and  sloughs  extending  south- 
westerly from  this  point  to  the  Ilinois  river  about  1%  miles  below  Peru 
would  indicate  the  existence  in  a  former  period  of  an  island,  but  the  meander 
lines  now  enclose  a  cultivable  area  of  several  acres.  At  the  lower  end 
of  the  land  that  was  probably  an  island  at  the  time  of  the  original  survey, 
a  tract  about  3,000  feet  in  length  and  300  feet  in  width  is  now  located  within 
the  meander  line.  North  of  Huse  slough  and  extending  along  the  Illinois 
river  for  a  distance  of  7,500  feet  there  is  a  strip  of  land  150  feet  wide,  lying 
inside  the  meander  line.  Opposite  Spring  Valley  and  west  of  the  highway 
bridge  the  meander  line  for  nearly  a  mile  is  100  feet  back  from  the  present 
shore  line. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  river,  and  from  the  junction  of  the  I.  &  M.  canal 
with  the  river,  the  meander  line  runs  northwesterly  a  distance  of  200  feet, 
thence  westerly,  passing  through  some  small  buildings,  at  an  average  dis- 
tance of  200  feet  from  the  river  and  finally  intersecting  the  water  edge  at 
Chambers  av.,   Peru. 

Clark  Island,  near  Marquette,  was  meandered,  and  the  meander  lines  in- 
dicate considerable  erosion  on  the  north  side  and  about  the  same  amount  of 
accretion  on  the  south  side.  At  Marquette,  there  is  a  strip  about  2,000  feet 
long  at  an  average  width  of  100  feet  within  the  meander  line. 

At  the  Chicago,  Indiana  and  Southern  Railroad  bridge,  on  the  south  side 
of  the  Illinois  river,  there  is  a  100  foot  strip  about  2,000  feet  long  inside  the 
meander  line. 

At  Hennepin,  extending  along  the  front  of  the  city,  there  is  a  strip  about 
3,000  feet  in  length,  with  an  average  width  of  about  100  feet  between  the 
meander  line  and  the  water's  edge.  On  this  property  elevators  and  other 
buildings  have  been  erected.  Hennepin  Island,  at  this  point,  was  meandered 
and  the  contour  shows  very  little  change  since  the  original  lines  were  located. 
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At  a  point  7,500  feet  northeast  of  the  Swan  Lake  Club  House,  near  Henry, 
the  river  appears  to  have  been  considerably  wider  at  the  time  of  the  original 
survey,  there  being  a  strip  200  feet  in  width  on  both  sides  of  the  riverf 
between  the  meander  line  for  a  distance  of  over  4,000  feet  in  length. 

From  a  point  at  the  eastern  limits  of  the  city  of  Henry  to  the  mouth  of 
Meridian  slough,  two  miles  below  Henry,  the  land  between  the  meander  line 
and  the  river  has  an  average  width  of  about  200  feet. 

At  Lacon,  on  the, left  bank  of  the  river,  there  is  a  strip  about  4,000  feet 
in  length  and  150  feet  in  width  between  the  meander  and  the  river. 

At  Chillicothe,  which  is  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  there  is  an  area 
about  2,000  feet  in  length,  with  an  average  width  of  about  50  feet  between 
the  water's  edge  and  the  meander  line.  On  the  left  side  of  the  river,  for 
a  distance  of  10,000  feet  the  land  lying  between  the  water's  edge  and  the 
meander  line  has  an  average  width  of  300  feet. 

A  large  area  of  swamp  land  is  enclosed  within  the  meander  line  opposite 
Rome,  on  the  left  side  of  the  Illinois  river.  On  the  opposite  side,  the  mean- 
der line  follows  very  closely  the  present  bank  of  the  river. 

At  Al  Fresco,  a  summer  resort  north  of  Peoria,  Illinois,  the  meander  line 
follows  closely  the  C,  R.  I.  and  P.  Railroad  tracks  for  some  distance  and 
practically  all  the  summer  resort  cottages,  club  houses  and  summer  resorts 
in  that  vicinity  are  built  on  the  lands  between  the  meander  line  and  the 
shores  of  the  Illinois  river. 

On  the  east  side  of  the  river  north  of  the  Upper  Free  bridge,  there  are 
many  irregular  tracts  between  the  water's  edge  and  the  meander  line. 

Beginning  at  Morgan  st.  in  Peoria  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  the 
meander  line  follows  quite  closely  the  C,  R.  I.  and  P.  Railway  tracks  as  far 
as  Fulton  st.  It  then  bears  southwesterly,  passes  through  many  large 
buildings  including  the  Union  Depot,  and  finally  intersects  the  water's  edge 
at  Cass  st.  Between  Olive  st.  and  the  Toledo,  Peoria  and  Western  Rail- 
road bridge,  two  railroad  tracks  and  many  large  buildings  occupy  lands 
which  have  been  formed  inside  of  the  meander  line.  North  of  the  Peoria 
highway  bridge  a  portion  of  the  yards  of  the  Rock  Island  and  a  number 
of  large  buildings,  ice-houses,  etc.,  are  located  on  made  lands.  At  Avery- 
ville,  a  suburb  of  Peoria,  the  meander  line  follows  very  closely  the  present 
bank  of  the  river  and  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  opposite  Peoria  there  is 
considerable  land  lying  between  the  water's  edge  and  the  meander  line. 

The  situation  at  Peoria  was  for  a  long  time  little  less  deplorable  than 
that  which  now  prevails  at  East  St.  Louis.  It  is  only  recently  that  the  city  of 
Peoria  took  steps  to  preserve  to  the  people  at  least  a  portion  of  the  river 
front.  Comparatively  few  of  the  streets  extend  across  the  network  of  rail- 
road tracks  which  were  for  the  most  part  built  upon  made  lands.  Under 
what  authority  and  by  what  right  the  railroad  companies  and  others  hold 
title  to  these  made  lands  we  do  not  know.  Probably,  by  the  same  authority 
which  gave  them  the  right  (?)  to  construct  and  create  the  property.  But 
this  is  not  the  only  instance — there  are  hundreds  of  others — where  the  rights 
of  the  people  have  been  jeopardized  by  a  lack  of  vigilance  on  the  part  of 
public  officials. 

It  is  not  considered  expedient  to  attempt  here  more  detail  than  is  neces- 
sary to  show  the  several  conditions  prevailing  at  important  points  along 
the  streams.  Our  descriptions  are  intended  to  supplement,  not  to  supplant 
the  map  accompanying  this  report.  The  full  magnitude  of  the  encroach- 
ments and  the  best  evidence  regarding  the  extent  of  the  made  lands,  in- 
vestigated by  this  Committee,  are  the  maps  prepared  to  illustrate  these  con- 
ditions. At  the  same  time  we  realize  that  in  all  probability  this  report  will 
have  a  much  wider  circulation  than  it  is  possible  to  give  to  the  maps;  and 
we  have,  therefore,  thought  that  some  value  could  be  derived  from,  and  that 
some  interest  would  be  taken  in,  a  general  description  of  the  conditions  ob- 
taining along  the  various  meandered  streams,  lakes  and  other  bodies  of 
water   investigated. 

Between  Peoria  and  Havana  there  are  innumerable  small  tracts  between 
the   meander  lines.     Most   of   these    are   small    in    area  but   they   aggregate 
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several  thousand  acres.  At  Pekin,  beginning  at  a  point  opposite  Lucinda 
st.  and  extending  south  to  the  American  Distillery  Company  a  considerable 
area  is  located  between  the  river  and  the  meander  line.  On  this  land  rail- 
road yards,  elevators  and  many  other  buildings  have  been  erected. 

Description  of  Spring  Lake. 

Spring  Lake,  one  of  the  largest  of  the  meandered  lakes  in  the  Illinois  Val- 
ley, lies  along  the  left  or  easterly  bluff  in  Tazewell  county  about  10  miles 
below  the  city  of  Pekin.  Its  original  connection  with  the  river  was  near 
the  south  line  of  the  county  about  2%  miles  below  Copperas  creek  dam, 
which  was  constructed  in  1877  and  which  raised  the  low  water  level  at  the 
dam  about  six  feet.  The  levee  which  was  built  across  the  valley  from  the 
dam  to  the  bluff  divided  Spring  lake  into  two  parts,  in  the  upper  one  of 
which  the  water  surface  is  controlled  by  the  elevation  of  the  river  at  the 
crest  of  the  dam  and  in  the  lower  one  by  the  water  level  in  the  river  some 
distance  below  the  clam. 

The  meander  lines  of  this  lake  having  been  established  prior  to  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Copperas  creek  dam,  and  the  water  now  being  on  an  average 
about  six  feet  higher  over  a  very  large  portion  of  the  lake  than  at  the  time 
the  meanders  were  run,  and  the  shores  of  the  lake  being  low  and  very 
flat,  the  lake  today  covers  a  much  greater  area  than  it  did  before  the  con- 
struction of  the  Copperas  creek  clam.  The  meander  lines  enclose  an  area  of 
about  700  acres.  The  present  area  of  the  lake  is  nearly  four  square  miles. 
About  164  acres  of  land  lie  inside  of  the  meander  lines,  indicating  that  the 
contour  of  the  lake  has  changed  somewhat  during  the  past  fifty  years  and 
more  since  the  original  surveys  were  made. 

The  lake  was  considered  a  navigable  body  of  water  by  the  Government 
surveyors  otherwise  they  would  not  have  meandered  it.  Some  years  ago  a 
navigable  boat  channel  was  cut  through  to  the  lake  from  the  pool  of  the 
dam  and  used  until  recently  closed  by  the  construction  of  a  levee  built  to 
reclaim  several  thousand  acres  of  bottom  land  surrounding  Spring  lake. 
The  contentions  growing  out  of  the  formation  of  this  levee  district  and  the 
consequent  exclusion  of  the  public  from  Spring  lake  are  fully  set  forth  in 
another  part  of  this  report. 

The  following  detailed  descriptions  of  the  meander  lines  of  Spring  lake 
and  the  river  in  that  vicinity  were  not  originally  prepared  for  this  report. 
They  are  inserted  here  on  account  of  their  pertinency  and  applicability,  and 
also  as  an  indication  of  the  amount  of  detail  required  to  make  a  complete 
analysis  of  meander  lines  over  even  a  comparatively  small  area.  Had 
funds  and  time  been  available  we  would  have  made  as  thorough  an  in- 
vestigation of  every  meander  line  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  which  we  regret 
we  have  not  been  able  to  do. 

Meander  Lines   in    Spring   Lake    District. 

The  meander  lines  here  discussed  include  the  meanders  of  the  Illinois 
river  and  also  of  Spring  lake  in  township  24  north,  range  6  west,  township 
24  north,  range  7  west  and  township  23  north,  range  7  west  of  Third  Prin- 
cipal Meridian  on  the  east  and  south  side  of  the  river,  and  in  townships  5 
north  and  6  north,  in  range  5  east  of  the  4th  Principal  Meridian  on  the  west 
or  north  side  of  the  river. 

The  notes  were  copied  verbatim  from  the  records  at  the  State  Auditor's 
office  in  Springfield  and  will  be  found  on  page  558  et  seq.  of  Volume  1,  Part 
2,  Appendix  15. 

Notes  of  several  meander  surveys  by  different  surveyors  were  found.  As* 
classified  by  dates  and  from  the  earliest  to  the  latest,  they  are  as  follows: 

1816 — By  J.  D.  Thomas;  along  right  bank  of  river. 

1823 — By  E.  Steen;   along  left  bank  of  river;   also,  east  of  Spring  lake. 

1827 — By  J.  Messinger;    along  right  bank  of  river    (not  complete). 

1844-45 — By  H.  S.  and  D.  A.  Spaulding;    meanders  of  Spring  lake. 

1846 — Surveyor  not  given;  meanders  of  Spring  lake  and  left  bank  of  river. 
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These  lines  were  all  plotted  and  notes  made  explaining  in  general  the 
location  and  lengths  of  the  various  meanders  plotted  and  the  closure,  in 
feet,  at  each  of  the  fractional  corners  that  were  located  by  the  Government 
field  notes.  These  closures  are  marked  "long"  or  "short"  as  the  record 
distance  was  too  long  or  too  short  to  close  on  the  fractional  corner  as  plotted 
or  "in  a/.imuth"  in  such  cases  as  the  distance  was  correct  for  closure  but 
the  line  as  plotted  fell  to  one  side  or  the  other  of  the  fractional  corner  on 
which  the  line  closed  according  to  the  notes.  These  notes  are  given  in  the 
sheets  following. 

The  survey  of  1823  by  E.  Steen  is  the  first  one  plotted.  This  line  deserves 
special  attention,  for  the  reason  that  it  leaves  the  left  bank  of  the  river, 
which  it  follows  below  and  above  the  mouth  of  the  Mackinaw  river  and  runs 
southwesterly  around  the  head  of  Clayton  lake  and  thence  down  the  edge 
of  the  bluff  along  the  west  and  south  edge  of  Clayton  lake  and  Spring  lake. 
The  point  where  this  meander  line  leaves  the  river  bank  is  at  the  fractional 
corner  on  left  bank  of  river  on  the  line  between  sec.  11  and  sec.  12,  T.  24  N., 
R.  G  W.  of  3d  P.  M.,  a  short  distance  below  the  mouth  of  the  Mackinaw  and 
about  a  mile  above  the  outlet  of  Clayton  lake,  called  Clayton  slough. 

The  surveyor  continued  to  record  the  line  as  on  left  bank  of  river  and  it 
would  appear  from  the  notes  that  he  considered  Spring  lake  to  be  the 
river  channel. 

The  survey  of  1846,  however,  meandered  the  left  bank  of  the  river  proper 
below  the  point  where  the  1823  survey  branched  off  to  encircle  the  lake. 
The  184G  survey  connects  with  the  same  fractional  corner  from  which  the 
1823  survey  branched  off  and  also  duplicates  a  portion  of  the  line  above  that 
corner. 

The  1823  survey  in  this  region  was  run  down  the  river,  while  that  of  1846, 
also  1844-45,  was  run  up  the  river.  The  1844-45  survey  meandered  the  river 
and  the  lakes  to  below  the  point  covered  by  that  of  1846.  All  the  work  of 
1844-45  and  1846  included  river  and  also  lake  meanders  in  the  Spring  lake 
district  and  the  lines  were  evidently  run  along  the  bank  as  it  then  existed. 
In  many  places  the  lines  fell  inside  the  water  area  both  of  the  lake  and  the 
river  as  they  now  exist.  These  surveys  of  1844-45  and  1846  seem  to  show 
better  work  than  the  others,  the  closures  being  much  better. 

The  Copperas  creek  dam,  constructed  in  1877,  raised  the  water  about  six 
feet  at  the  dam.  The  water  surface  shown  on  the  map  on  which  these 
meanders  are  plotted  is  that  of  1901  and  the  difference  between  that  low 
water  elevation  and  the  low  water  of  1873  as  given  on  the  U.  S.  profile 
varies  from  5.6  to  6.85  feet  in  the  district  above  the  dam  where  these  lines 
are  plotted.  The  accompanying  tabulation  shows  the  rise  of  the  low  water 
of  1901  above  that  of  1873,  both  above  and  below  the  dam,  at  various  stations 
of  the  U.  S.  survey  of  1902-04.     (For  maps  see  Atlas  No.  2.)

This  difference  of  elevation  in  the  water  surface  of  Spring  lake  accounts 
for  the  location  of  the  meanders  as  plotted  within  the  lake  limits. 

Along  the  river  the  location  of  the  lines  as  plotted  indicates  a  washing 
out  of  the  bank  occasionally,  especially  at  bends,  and  in  some  cases  a  filling 
in  along  the  convex  side  of  the  bend. 

The  areas  within  the  meander  lines  of  the  lakes  and  also  of  the  river  in 
this  district  were  measured  and  checked  with  planimeter  and  are  shown  in 
the  attached  tabulation.  The  area  of  water  surface,  also  of  land  surface 
(along  bank),  were  obtained  separately  and  are  shown  in  the  tabulation. 
Also,  the  area  of  water  surface  now  lying  outside  of  the  meander  linei  as 
plotted  was  measured  and  is  noted  in  tabulation.  These  areas  are  given  by 
sections,  arranged  from  the  downstream  to  the  upstream  portion  of  the  dis- 
trict covered. 

Of  the  two  lines  run  along  the  right  bank  of  the  river  that  of  1816,  by 
J.  D.  Thomas,  is  complete  through  the  district  considered.  This  line  at 
Senate  Island  jumps  across  the  west  or  narrow  channel  and  passes  down 
the  right  bank  of  east  channel,  thus  ignoring  the  west  channel  as  a  part 
of  the  river. 

The  line  run  by  J.  Messinger,  in  1827,  meanders  the  right  bank  of  the 
west  channel  and  also  runs  entirely  around  or  meanders  Senate  Island. 

The  survey  of  1827  is  not  complete  and  seems  to  have  been  run  to  correct 
or  fill  in  portions  of  the  survey  of  1816. 


Meanders  Along  Left  Bank  of  River. 

By  B.  Steen,  1823 — This  line  is  shown  as  a  meander  of  the  Illinois  river 
and  extends  from  the  north  extremity  of  Township  24  North,  R.  6  W.  of 
3d  P.  M.  to  the  southern  extremity  of  Township  23  N.,  R.  7  W.  of  3d  P.  M. 
The  lines  and  closures  are  given  below,  starting  at  the  northern  extremity 
and  running  down  stream. 

1.  From  frac.  corner  T.  24  N.,  R.  5  and  6  W.  to  frac.  corner  11-12,  T.  24, 
R.  6,  30'  long.      (Corner  of  section  line  1-12   disregarded.) 
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2.  From  frac.  corner  11-12  T.  24,  R.  6  to  frac.  corner  11-14-25-6,  290  feet 
long.  (Meander  leaves  river  bank  at  corner  11-12-24-6  and  runs  towards 
bluff  in  southwesterly  direction.) 

(From   No.   3   to  8,   inclusive,   meandering   line   is   along  bluff  and   usually 
fairly  high   up   on   it.) 

3.  From  corner  11-14-26-6  to  14-15-24-6;  line  strikes  foot  of  bluff  here, 
25  feet  long. 

4.  From  corner  14-15-24-6  to  15-22-24-6,  75  feet  short. 

5.  From  corner  15-22-24-6  to  21-22-24-6,  160  feet  long. 

6.  From   corner  21-22-24-6   to   20-21-24-6,   60   feet  long. 

7.  From  corner  20-21-24-6  to  20-29-24-6,  180  feet  short. 

8.  From  corner  20-29-24-6  to  29-30-24-6,  60  feet  long. 

From  fractional  corner  29-30-24-6  to  the  southern  and  western  line  of  the 
township  the  meander  line  does  not  close.  By  plotting  according  to  the 
notes  the  end  of  the  line  comes  out  in  Spring  lake  approximately  one-quarter 
of  a  mile  west  of  the  foot  of  the  bluff.  However,  meander  line  of  1846  fol- 
lows foot  of  bluff  for  this  stretch   (see  1846  meanders). 

11.  Beginning  at  section  corner  30-31  R.  6  W.  and  25-36  R.  7  T.  24  to  36 
T.  24  and  1  T.  23  R.  7  W.,  310  feet  short. 

(From  Nos.   12   to   22,   inclusive,   meander  follows  an  average   elevation   of 

500   M.   D.) 

12.  From  5-1-36  T.  23  and  24  R.  7  W.  to  1-2  T.  23  N.,  R.  7  W.,  470  feet 
long. 

13.  From  1-2-23-7  to  2-11-23-7,  205  feet  long. 

14.  From  2-11-23-7  to  10-11-23-7,  125  feet  short. 

15.  From   10-11-23-7  to  9-10-23-7,   200  feet  long. 

16.  From  9-10-23-7  to  9-16-23-7,  290  feet  long. 

17.  From  9-16-23-7  to  20-21-23-7,  180  feet  short. 

18.  From  16-21-23-7  to  20-21-23-7,  440  feet  short. 

19.  From  20-21-23-7  to  20-29-23-7,  270  feet  long. 

20.  From  20-29-23-7  to  29-30-23-7,  400  feet  long. 

21.  From  29-30-23-7  to  30-31-23-7,   90  feet  long. 

22.  From  30-31-23-7  to  21  T.  23  R.  7  and  36  T.  23  R.  8,  540  feet  long. 
Note — Lines  have  been  adjusted  so  that  they  close  on  fractional  section 

corners  wherever  notes  on  the  latter  are  available. 

Meanders  Along  Left  Bank  of  RrvEB  and  Around  Spring  Lake. 

1844-45 — By  H.  S.  Spaulding  and  D.  A.  Spaulding.  This  line  extends  from 
the  south  and  west  line  of  Township  23  North,  Range  7  West  of  the  3d  P.  M. 
to  the  east  line  of  the  same  township,  where  they  are  continued  and  com- 
pleted in  1846.     Name  of  engineer  not  given  in  notes   (see  1846  meanders). 

1.  From  19-23-7  and  24-23-8  to  19-20-23-7  (bank  of  river),  azimuth  160 
feet  too  far  north. 

2.  From  19-20-23-7  to  16-17-23-7  (south  side  Spring  lake  slough),  175  feet 
long. 

In  this  reach  the  fractional  corner  17-20-23-7  was  disregarded,  as  it  comes 
out  in  the  river  using  measurements  as  given  in  Government  notes  and  does 
not  give  a  closure,  while  line,  when  carried  through  to  next  corner,  gives 
closure  of  175  feet.

8.  From  2-11-23-7  to  2-11-23-7   (north  side  Saiwell  lake),  30  feet  long. 

9.  From  10-11-23-7  to  3-10-23-7  (north  side  Saiwell  lake  and  south  of 
Spring  lake),  120  feet  long. 

10.  From  3-10-23-7  to  2-3-23-7   (south  side  Spring  lake),  30  feet  long.

11.  From  2-3-23-7  to  2-35-(23  and  24)-7  (south  side  Spring  lake),  110  feet 
short. 

12.  From  2-35-(23  and  24)-7  to  2-3-23-7  (north  side  Spring  lake),  100  feet 
short. 

13.  From  2-3-23-7  to  3-10-23-7    (north  side  Spring  lake),  40  feet  long. 

14.  From  3-10-23-7  to  9-10-23-7   (north  side  Spring  lake),  40  feet  long. 

15.  From  9-10-23-7  to  16-17-23-7  (north  side  Spring  lake),  150  feet  long. 

17.  From  16-17-23-7  to  9-16-23-7   (river),  150  feet  long. 

18.  From  16-17-23-7  to  9-16-23-7   (river),  60  feet  short. 

19.  From  49-23-7  to  4-33-   (23  and  24) -7    (river),  150  feet  long. 

This  brings  the  line  up  to  a  point  about  1,000  feet  above  the  present 
location  of  the  Copperas  creek  lock. 

Meanders  Along  the  Left  Bank  of  the  River  and  the  Upper  End  of  Spring 

Lake. 

Lines  run  in  1846.     Engineer  not  known. 

This  line  extends  from  the  west  end  of  Township  24  North,  Range  7  West 
north  to  the  upper  or  east  end  of  Township  24  North,  Range  6  West  of  the 
3d  P.  M. 

1.  From  2-35  T.  24-23  R-7W  to  35-36-24-7  (south  side  Spring  lake), 
closure,   0.

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Meanders  Along  the  Right  Bane  of  the   Illinois  River  in  Townships  5 
ami  6  North,  Range  5  East  of  the  4th  P.  M. 

Line  by  J.  Messinger  run  in  1827.  This  line  is  not  complete,  but  meanders 
part  of  the  Illinois  river  in  Townships  5  and  6  North,  Range  5  East.  A 
meander  line  was  also  run  around  Senate  island. 

1.  From  12-13-6-5B  to  13-24-G-5  (line  partly  in  river),  220  feet  in  azimuth. 

2.  From  25-2G-6-5E  to  2G-35-G-5  (line  partly  in  river),  110  feet  in  azimuth. 

3.  From  2G-35-6-5E  to  2-35- (G  and  5) -5  (line  all  on  bank),  180  feet  in 
azimuth. 

4.  From  2-3-5-5  to  3-10-5-5    (all  on  the  bank),  220  feet  short. 
(According  to  the  distances  as  given  in  the  Government  notes  the  section 

line  3-10  is  200  feet  too  far  south.  By  shifting  this  north  to  its  apparently 
correct  position  the  fractional  corner  3-10-5-5  is  brought  out  of  the  river  onto 
the  bank  and  the  closure  above  given  is  obtained  in  this  way.) 

5.  From  9-10-5-5  to  9-16-5-5    (all  on  the  bank),  25  feet  long. 

(The  corner  9-16-5-5  is  shifted  200  feet  north  in  accordance  with  section 
line   which   was  shifted   above.) 

6.  From  17-20-5-5  to  19-20-5-5   (all  on  the  bank),  0. 

Meanders  of  Senate  Island. 

7.  From  2-35-(6  and  5)-5  (west  side  of  island)  to  2-235-(6  and  5)-5  (east 
side  of  island),  closure  40  feet  in  azimuth. 

8.  From  2-35- (6  and  5) -5  to  2-3-5-5  (east  side  of  island),  60  feet  in 
azimuth. 

9.  From  2-3-5-5  (east  side  of  island)  to  2-3-5-5  (west  side  of  island).  20 
feet  short. 

10.  From  2-3-5-5  (west  side  of  island)  to  2-3-5- (5  and  6) -5  (west  side  of 
island),  20  feet  short. 

The  meanders  on  the  west  side  of  the  island  extend  out  into  and  even 
across  the  channel  between  the  island  and  the  mainland  in  places.  This 
channel  averages  about  200  feet  in  width. 

Meanders  Along  the  Right  Bank  of  the  Illinois  River  in  Towtnships   5 
and  6  North,  Range  5  East  of  4th  P.  M. 

Line  by  J.  D.  Thomas  run  in  1816.  This  line  is  complete  from  the  upper 
or  east  end  of  Township  6  North,  Range  5  East  of  4th  P.  M.  to  the  lower 
or  west  end  of  Township  5  North,  Range  5  East  of  4th  P.  M.  This  line  con- 
siders Senate  Island  as  part  of  the  main  land,  meandering  the  river  side  of  it. 

1.  From  7-12-6-5  and  6E  to  12-13-6-5    (partly  in  river),  0. 

2.  From  12-13-6-5  to  13-24-6-5    (mostly  in  river),  350  feet  long. 

3.  From  13-24-6-5  to  24-25-6-5  (line  on  bank),  120  feet  long. 

4.  From  24-25-6-5  to  25-26-6-5   (line  partly  in  river),  50  feet  long. 

5.  From  25-26-6-5  to  35-2- (6  and  5) -5  (line  jumps  to  east  side  of  Senate 
island),  80  feet  long.  (This  line  crosses  the  west  channel  of  the  river 
between  the  island  and  the  mainland  and  runs  along  river  side  of  island.) 

6.  From  35-2  (6  and  5)5  to  2-3-5-5  (east  side  of  Senate  island),  10  feet 
short. 

7.  From  2-3-5-5  to  3-10-5-5,  100  feet  short. 

(This  line  jumps  back  to  the  main  land  from  Senate  island.  The  corner 
3-10-5-5,  on  which  it  closes,  has  been  shifted  200  feet  north  from  its  position 
on  the  map  to  agree  with  the  Government  notes.  This  brings  the  line  out 
of  the  river  onto  the  bank.      (See  Messinger  survey,  1827.)

(This  is  obtained  by  using  both  corners  shifted  200  feet  north,  for  the 
reason  noted  above.

(Corner  9-16-5-5  is  correct  as  plotted  on  Government  sheet.     Hence  line  is 
not  shifted  from  here  on.) 

10.  From  9-16-5-5  to  16-17-5-5   (line  follows  bank),  10  feet  long. 

11.  From  16-17-5-5  to  17-20-5-5   (closely),  210  feet  in  azimuth. 

12.  From    17-20-5-5    to    19-20-5-5    (line    follows    bank    closely),    60    feet    in 
azimuth. 

13.  From    19-20-5-5    to    19-20-5-5    (line    follows   bank    closely),    50    feet    in 
azimuth. 

14.  From   19-20-5-5   to   25-30-5-(3   and   4)    (line   follows   bank   closely),    20 
feet  long.

Spring  Lake — Historical  Sketch. 

Spring  lake  is  situated  in  Spring  Lake  township  in  the  southwest  corner  of 
Tazewell  county,  the  bottom  land  extending  back  from  the  Illinois  river  in  an 
easterly  direction  from  one  to  three  and  one-half  miles,  the  lake  itself  enter- 
ing the  Illinois  river  near  the  northern  line  of  Mason  county  and  running 
easterly  towards  the  bluff  and  thence  along  the  foot  of  the  high  bluffs  in  a 
northeasterly  direction  some  twelve  or  thirteen  miles.  The  bluffs  on  the 
southeastern  side  of  Spring  lake  run  from  sixty  to  one-hundred  feet  in 
height,  the  lake  being  at  the  foot  of  the  bluffs  and  varying  in  w-idth  in  times 
of  extreme  high  and  extreme  low  water  in  the  Illinois  river.  It  is  fed  by 
springs  at  the  foot  of  the  bluff  and  a  spring  up  through  the  quick  sands  at 
the  bottom  of  the  lake. 

For  many  miles  east  of  the  bluffs  on  the  southwest  side  of  the  lake  the 
land  is  extremely  sandy  and  for  many  miles  the  country  is  interspersed  with 
high  sand  hills  over  which  grain  is  hauled  with  difficulty  to  a  railroad 
known  as  the  Chicago,  Peoria  and  St.  Louis,  and  which  was  originally  con- 
structed in  a  southeasterly  and  northwesterly  direction  from  Virginia,  in 
Cass  county,  to  Pekin  and  later  to  Peoria,  and  which  was  in  the  early  days 
known  as  the  Illinois  River  Railroad.  It  was  finished  through  the  town  of 
Manito  which  lies  on  the  extreme  eastern  side  of  Spring  Lake  township  about 
1859  or  1860,  and  until  its  completion  the  farmers  of  Spring  Lake  township 
which  was  always  noted  for  the  abundance  and  excellence  of  its  corn  crop 
had   no  place  other  than    Spring  lake  itself  to   market   their  grain.     Lying 
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northeast  of  Manito  a  distance  of  about  three  or  four  miles  is  a  little  place 
called  Parkland  from  which  grain  is  also  shipped  at  present,  mostly  to  Pekin, 
Peoria  and  points  north. 

The  distance  between  the  line  of  that  railroad  and  the  southeasterly  bank 
of  Spring  lake  is  from  five  to  eight  miles  and  all  grain  raised  in  the  western 
portion  of  Spring  lake  must  be  hauled  to  Manito  or  Parkland  over  the  sand 
hills  with  the  greatest  difficulty  on  account  of  the  character  of  the  soil,  the 
farmers  being  compelled  to  straw  the  hills  in  order  to  haul  even  half  loads 
of  corn.  The  agricultural  community  of  Spring  Lake  township,  particularly 
that  in  the  western  portion  of  the  township,  have  no  place  other  than  Spring 
lake  itself  to  which  they  can  conveniently  haul  and  at  which  they  can  con- 
veniently market  their  grain,  with  the  exception  of  Pekin  lying  some  thirteen 
to  sixteen  miles  north  of  Spring  Lake  township.  During  the  very  earliest 
days  and  the  earliest  settlement  of  Spring  Lake  township,  Spring  lake  itself 
has  been  a  navigable  highway  and  market  for  the  grain  raised  in  Spring 
Lake  township  and  in  the  northern  part  of  Mason  county,  and  was  until  the 
completion  of  the  railroad  before  mentioned  really  the  only  market  or  place 
of  shipment  that  could  be  utilized  by  the  inhabitants  of  Spring  Lake  town- 
ship and  the  northern  part  of  Mason  county.  The  lower  or  southwesterly  end 
of  Spring  lake  turns  rather  abruptly  in  a  southwesterly  direction  and  empties 
into  the  Illinois  river  at  a  point  about  one  and  a  half  miles  south  of  the 
location  of  the  Copperas  creek  dam.  Along  Spring  lake  have  been  built  at 
various  times  warehouses  and  elevators  at  which  point  grain  has  always  been 
purchased  by  St.  Louis,  Peoria  and  Pekin  grain  merchants,  and  said  grain 
was  always  taken  out  by  means  of  said  Spring  lake  through  its  mouth  in 
canal  boats  carrying  from  six  to  seven  thousand  bushels  of  corn  and  drawing 
from  five  to  seven  feet  of  water.  The  depth  of  water  in  the  lake  varied 
from  time  to  time  as  the  waters  in  the  Illinois  river  rose  and  fell,  and  it 
was  always  navigable  at  all  times  of  the  year  except  in  periods  of  low 
water  and  when  the  water  was  low  in  the  Illinois  river.  More  than  sixty 
years  ago  grain  was  bought  at  points  along  the  shore  of  the  lake  by  St. 
Louis  grain  merchants  and  shipped  by  means  of  Spring  lake  to  St.  Louis 
or  by  means  of  the  mouth  of  said  Spring  lake,  which  until  the  construction 
of  the  Copperas  creek  dam  was  the  only  entrance  from  the  Illinois  river  into 
Spring  lake  and  the  only  means  whereby  boats  could  be  taken  into  said  lake 
to  be  loaded  and  from  said  lake  when  loaded  to  their  points  of  destination. 

Along  the  Illinois  river  on  its  souhwesterly  bank  runs  a  high  ridge  ex- 
tending north  from  the  mouth  of  Spring  lake  along  the  bank  of  the  Illinois 
river  seventeen  or  eighteen  miles,  perhaps  more.  Between  that  bank  and 
the  bluffs  on  the  southeast  side  of  Spring  lake  lies  a  tract  of  some  seventeen 
or  eighteen  thousand  acres  known  as  the  Spring  lake  bottom,  the  character 
of  that  bottom  being  low  and  covered  originally  in  places  with  timber  and 
in  places  with  small  lakes  or  ponds.  At  times  of  extreme  high  water  the 
entire  bottom  was  inundated,  low  and  swampy  and  unfit  for  cultivation. 

In  1876  or  '77  the  navigation  in  the  Illinois  river  was  being  improved  by 
the  State  and  Copperas  creek  lock  and  dam  was  constructed  across  the 
Illinois  river  between  Spring  lake  bottom  and  Fulton  county  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  river.  It  was  as  before  stated  about  a  mile  and  a  half  above 
the  mouth  of  Spring  lake  or  its  entrance  into  the  Illinois  river,  and  was 
intended  to  and  did  raise  the  waters  of  the  Illinois  river  above  the  lock 
and  dam  several  feet  and  gave  fair  navigation  to  steam  and  other  boats 
from  the  Copperas  creek  dam  to  Henry,  at  which  point  another  dam  raised 
the  water  above. 

A  little  before  that  time  a  lock  and  dam  had  been  constructed  across  the 
Illinois  river  near  Beardstown  which  raised  the  water  in  the  Illinois  river 
from  Beardstown  up  to  the  Copperas  creek  dam  but  only  to  a  small  extent 
at  the  mouth  of  Spring  lake.  In  order  to  utilize  the  Copperas  creek  lock 
the  State,  or  the  canal  commissioners  thereof,  found  it  necessary  to  con- 
struct from  the  Copperas  creek  clam  in  a  southeasterly  direction  across 
Spring  lake  bottom  and  across  Spring  lake  a  levee  varying  in  height  from  six 
to  twelve  feet  and  extending  to  the  bluffs  on  the  southeast  side  of  Spring 
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lake  The  construction  of  that  levee  across  Spring  lake  being  destructive  of 
navigation  above  or  northwest  of  its  crossing  the  lake  caused  a  protest 
from  the  farmers  in  Spring  Lake  township  who  had  theretofore  always  used 
the  lake  for  the  purpose  of  navigation,  and  the  canal  commissioners  of  the 
State  were  notified  that  they  would  not  be  permitted  to  destroy  the  naviga- 
tion of  Spring  lake  by  the  construction  of  their  levee  across  the  game. 
Recognizing  the  justice  of  the  objections  raised  to  said  destruction  of  naviga- 
tion by  the  farmers  of  Spring  Lake  township  and  its  vicinity,  an  agreement 
was  entered  into  between  the  farmers  and  the  canal  commissioners  of  the 
State  by  which  the  State  was  to  construct  from  the  north  end  of  said  Spring 
lake  in  a  northwesterly  direction  through  Mud  lake  to  the  Illinois  river  a 
canal  by  means  of  which  grain  could  be  taken  from  that  portion  of  Spring 
lake  lying  northeasterly  or  above  said  levee  where  it  crossed  the  lake  to 
the  Illinois  river,  navigation  southwesterly  or  below  said  levee  across  the 
lake  not  being  interfered  with  by  the  construction  of  the  levee.  A  contract 
for  the  construction  of  the  canal  from  Spring  lake  to  the  Illinois  river  was 
let  by  the  canal  commissioners  to  one  G.  R.  Cobleigh,  who  in  1877  con- 
structed and  completed  the  same,  and  by  means  thereof  at  all  times  since 
its  construction  and  up  to  a  quite  recent  date,  when  the  mouth  of  that  canal 
was  closed  by  the  drainage  commissioners  of  the  Spring  Lake  Levee  and 
Drainage  District,  navigation  continued  uninterrupted  except  in  periods  of 
very  low  water.  A  warehouse  was  built  by  the  Smith,  Hippen  Company  of 
Pekin  on  the  southeasterly  bank  of  Spring  lake  just  above  the  point  where 
said  levee  crossed  the  lake  and  for  many  years  and  up  to  about  the  time 
the  mouth  of  the  lake  was  closed  by  the  drainage  commissioners  aforesaid, 
Smith,  Hippen  Company  bought  grain,  stored  it  in  their  said  warehouse,  and 
transported  it  by  means  of  barges  and  canal  boats  which  were  towed  from 
the  Illinois  river  through  the  canal  into  Spring  lake,  received  their  loads 
of  grain  at  the  warehouse  and  were  towed  out  loaded  into  the  Illinois  river 
and  thence  to  market  without  trans-shipment. 

Spring  lake  has  always  been  one  of  the  greatest  places  for  the  propagation 
of  game  fish  on  the  Illinois  river,  and  fish  have  flourished  there  in  the 
spring  water  in  such  abundance  that  two  concerns — one  at  Havana  and  one 
at  Pekin — have  taken  from  Spring  lake  alone  about  three  million  pounds 
of  the  finest  fish  in  the  world  in  two  years,  and  have  sent  the  same  to 
market  even  as  far  as  New  York  city  where  they  have  been  greatly  sought 
for  and   commanded  high  prices. 

People  from  all  sections  of  the  country  have  for  many  years  been  in  the 
habit  of  visiting  Spring  lake  for  the  purpose  of  fishing  and  hunting. 
Some  thirty  years  ago  an  organization  known  as  the  Spring  Lake  Hunting 
and  Fishing  Club  was  promoted,  the  lands  in  Spring  lake  bottom  bought 
up  by  it  for  a  song;  a  chain  was  thrown  across  the  mouth  of  the  canal  and 
that  club  proceeded  to  peddle  out  to  the  public  the  right  to  enter  and  fish 
in  Spring  lake  and  to  hunt  the  Spring  lake  bottoms.  Under  the  direction  of 
the  supervisors  of  Tazewell  county,  the  sheriff  of  that  county  proceeded  to 
cut  out  the  chain  across  the  canal  on  account  of  its  obstruction  to  naviga- 
tion. Later  on  some  enterprising  individuals  organized  what  was  known  as 
the  Spring  Lake  Levee  and  Drainage  District,  bought  the  supposed  rights 
of  the  Spring  Lake  Hunting  and  Fishing  Club,  and  concluded  to  run  the 
levee  around  the  bottom  lands  in  Spring  lake  bottom  across  the  mouth  of 
the  canal  and  across  the  mouth  of  Spring  lake  at  the  point  where  it  enters 
the  Illinois  river,  thus  destroying  all  navigation  of  Spring  lake  and  depriv- 
ing the  people  of  their  market  for  their  grain,  which  they  had  enjoyed  for 
many,  many  years,  the  plan  or  scheme  of  said  Spring  lake  drainage  com- 
missioners being  to  erect  a  pumping  station  at  the  lower  entrance  of  Spring 
lake  into  the  Illinois  river  and  pumping  the  waters  of  Spring  lake  over  their 
levee  and  into  the  Illinois  river,  using  the  bed  of  Spring  lake  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  main  ditch  and  running  laterals  into  main  ditch  to  drain  the 
lands  in  the  bottom. 

When  the  original  Government  survey  of  Tazewell  county  was  made  many, 
many  years  ago  the  meander  line  of  the  survey  ran  or  extended  along  the 
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top  of  the  bluffs  on  the  southeast  side  of  Spring  lake  and  all  lands  between 
the  meander  line  and  the  Illinois  river,  which  included  Spring  lake  and  the 
entire  Spring  lake  bottom,   were  called  Illinois  river. 

Under  the  act  of  Congress  granting  to  the  state  of  Arkansas  and  other 
states  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  within  their  limits,  all  swamp  and 
overflowed  lands  within  said  limits  were  conveyed  to  the  State,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  the  right  of  easement  existing  in  the  citizens  of  the  State  and  the 
United  States  in  all  navigable  waters  thereof,  which  easement  rights  the 
Government  had  no  right  to  convey.  Later  the  State  of  Illinois,  by  an  act 
of  its  Legislature,  conveyed  to  the  different  counties  in  the  State  all  the 
swamp  and  overflowed  lands  within  their  limits,  provided  they  should  cause 
the  same  to  be  surveyed  and  a  plot  of  said  survey  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  county  clerks  of  the  respective  counties  and  a  list  of  the  lands  claimed  by 
said  counties  filed  with  the  auditor  of  State. 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  latter  act,  which  was  known  as 
the  Swamp  Land  Act,  the  county  of  Tazewell  caused  the  lands  in  the  Spring 
lake  bottom  to  be  surveyed  and  plotted  and  in  making  such  survey  they  ex- 
tended the  section  and  quarter  section  lines  from  said  meander  line  at  the 
top  of  the  bluff  down  to  the  southeastern  edge  or  border  of  Spring  lake  and 
then  jumping  the  lake  extended  said  lines  northerly  and  southerly  and 
easterly  and  westerly  across  the  low  lands  in  the  Illinois  river  bottom  to  the 
Illinois  river.  Spring  lake  itself  was  never  surveyed,  and  the  fractional 
quarter  sections  of  the  lots  adjoining  Spring  lake  were  designated  as  lots 
containing  so  many  acres  of  land  and  were  so  claimed  by  the  county, 
which  filed  its  claim  for  the  same  as  so  designated  in  the  office  of  the  State 
Auditor,  and  sold  the  same  as  lots  and  under  such  designation  at  from 
ten  to  fifteen  and  twenty  cents  an  acre  to  purchasers,  this  being  the  source 
of  title  to  the  lands  in  said  Spring  lake  bottom. 

These  lands  themselves  were  absolutely  worthless  except  tor  the  timber 
that  grew  on  them  which  was  used  as  firewood  and  poles  for  corn  cribs,  and 
in  extreme  dry  seasons  as  a  pasture  for  stock  which  was  turned  in  by  the 
inhabitants  promiscuously  whenever  the  bottom  was  dry  enough  and  taken 
out  whenever  the  water  rose. 

In  1905  the  commissioners  of  the  Spring  Lake  Levee  and  Drainage  District, 
proposing  to  destroy  navigation  in  and  out  of  the  lake  and  claiming  to  own 
all  the  lands  underlying  the  lake,  Mr.  Stead,  the  attorney  general  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  upon  relation  of  the  farmers  of  Spring  Lake  township,  filed  in  the 
circuit  court  of  Tazewell  county  an  information  in  equity  setting  up  among 
other  things  that  said  Spring  lake  was  and  always  had  been  a  portion  of  the 
navigable  waters  of  the  Illinois  river;  that  the  commissioners  of  said  Spring 
Lake  Levee  and  Drainage  District  were  proposing  to  close  up  the  canal  and 
outlet  of  Spring  lake  and  thus  destroy  the  right  of  navigation  which  from 
time  immemorial  had  existed  in  the  people.  Pending  that  proceeding  and 
without  answer  to  the  bill,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  between  the  At- 
torney General  representing  the  people  and  the  Spring  Lake  Levee  and  Drain- 
age District  in  which  the  trustees  of  said  drainage  district,  recognizing  the 
fact  that  Spring  lake  was  a  portion  of  the  navigable  waters  of  the  Illinois 
river,  agreed  that  they  would  put  into  Spring  lake  at  or  about  the  point 
where  the  Copperas  Creek  levee  intersected  said  Spring  lake  a  lock  ono  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  in  length  and  thirty-five  feet  in  width,  sufficint  to  ac- 
commodate canal  boats  and  all  other  water  craft  navigating  said  lake,  and 
that  they  together  with  the  firm  of  Smith,  Hippen  &  Company  before  men- 
tioned, would  keep  Spring  lake  below  said  levee  and  also  the  mouth  of 
Spring  lake  where  it  emptied  into  the  Illinois  river  free  from  all  obstruc- 
tions and  in  a  navigable  condition,  and  that  they  would  not  attempt  to  close 
said  canal  or  the  mouth  of  Spring  lake  until  the  construction  and  completion 
of  said  lock.  "Wholly  disregarding  their  agreement,  the  commissioners  of 
the  Spring  Lake  Drainage  District  immediately  proceeded  to  do  everything 
that  they  had  agreed  they  would  not  do,  and  have  wholly  failed  to  do  every- 
thing in  said  agreement  they  agreed  to  do.  To  avoid  antagonizing  Smith, 
Hippen  &  Company  they  bought  Smith,  Hippen  &  Company's  warehouse  with 
a  string  tied  to  the  contract  for  its  purchase  providing  that  if  they  could 
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succeed  in  robbing  the  peoph  of  the  rights  of  navigation  they  would  pay  for 
the  warehouse  and  take  it  and  if  they  could  not  succeed  they  would  not  buy. 
1 1  was  necessary  for  them  to  make  this  purchase  because  Smith,  Hippen  & 
Company  would  not  have  permitted  them  to  close  the  canal  and  thus  prevent 
the  shipmenl  of  grain  from  the  Smith,  Hippen  &  Company  warehouse  at 
Spring  lake  to  the  Illinois  river.  So  after  purchasing  said  warehouse  and 
getting  rid  of  the  Smith,  Hippen  &  Company  opposition,  they  immediately 
proceeded  in  violation  of  their  written  agreement  to  throw  their  levee  across 
the  mouth  of  the  canal  at  its  entrance  to  the  Illinois  river  and  have  since 
thrown  a  levee  across  the  mouth  of  Spring  lake  at  its  southwesterly  en- 
trance to  the  Illinois  river,  and  boats  of  no  kind  can  get  into  the  lake  or 
out  of  it.  the  levee  having  been  extended  from  the  river  to  the  high  bluffs 
on  the  southeast  side  of  the  lake.  An  action  is  now  pending  in  the  circuit 
court  of  Tazewell  county  on  the  relation  of  the  Attorney  General  to  prevent 
the  destruction  of  Spring  lake  and  to  prevent  its  being  turned  into  a  drain- 
age ditch  for  the  benefit  of  said  district  at  the  expense  of  the  people  of  the 
State. 

We  conclude  without  hesitation  that  this  splendid  body  of  water  belongs 
to  the  public  and  should  be  enjoyed  by  them. 

Clear    Lake. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  given  an  opinion  with  reference  to  this  lake  and 
we  submit  an  extract  from  its  opinion  in  the  case  of  Schulte  v.  Warren,  218 
111.,  page  108,  with  reference  to  the  rights  of  the  people  in  this  lake  in  Taze- 
well county.     The  court  said: 

"The  following  facts  were  proved:  The  lands  border  upon  the  Illinois 
river,  and  within  their  limits,  lying  near  the  river,  there  is  a  lake  with  two 
long,  narrow  branches,  called  Clear  lake,  one  branch  of  which  is  sometimes 
called  Mud  lake.  Clear  lake  is  connected  at  its  southerly  end  with  the 
Illinois  river,  and  extends  with  its  two  branches,  northerly  and  westerly 
about  two  miles  and  a  half.  There  is  a  large  tract  of  land  between  the  two 
branches  called  the  'middle  grounds.'  In  surveying  the  lands,  Clear  lake 
with  both  its  branches,  was  meandered  by  the  Government,  and  the  lands 
were  sold  and  are  now  owned  in  fee  by  appellant,  who  has  paid  the  taxes 
and  been  in  possession  of  them.  In  a  natural  state  the  lands  were  generally 
overflowed  in  the  spring,  and  occasionally  at  other  times  during  high  freshets, 
to  a  depth  of  from  six  to  twelve  feet.  The  high  water  generally  subsided  in 
the  late  spring  and  the  land  would  then  be  good  for  pasture,  and  about  fif- 
teen or  twenty  acres  of  it  was  in  cultivation.  About  twelve  or  thirteen  hun- 
dred acres  was  in  timber,  and  the  remainder  was  in  willows  and  buck-brush, 
with  large  open  spaces.  Connected  with  Clear  lake  there  were  sloughs  and 
low  places,  and  in  times  of  highwater  canal  boats  or  barges  pushed  by  steam 
tugs  passed  up  such  sloughs  to  Haven's  landing  and  Elm  landing,  a  consider- 
able distance  above.  These  landings  had  no  wharves  or  warehouses,  but  were 
merely  points  where  grain  was  hauled  by  farmers  to  be  loaded  on  the  canal 
boats  or  barges  and  taken  away.  Some  years  ago  a  lock  and  dam  was  built 
at  LaGrange,  below  the  lands,  which  raised  the  water  of  the  lake  about 
eighteen  inches,  and  afterward  the  Sanitary  District  canal  was  opened,  rais- 
ing the  water  three  or  four  feet  more,  so  that  the  natural  stage  of  the  water 
in  the  river  is  about  five  feet  higher  than  in  its  natural  condition.  The  lands 
have  been  overflowed  and  rendered  practically  worthless  for  any  purpose  ex- 
cept hunting  and  fishing.  Upon  the  lands  there  is  wild  rice,  celery,  nut  grass, 
smart  weeds,  lotus,  and  the  like,  furnishing  abundant  food  for  wild  clucks. 
Appellant  has  sowed  wild  grass  on  the  premises  for  food  to  attract  the  ducks. 
and  it  is  a  favorite  resort  for  ducks  and  wild  fowl  and  the  lands  are  valuable 
for  a  hunting  preserve. 

"It  is  not  claimed  that  appellant  owns  any  of  the  lands  underlying  Clear 
lake  or  Mud  lake,  both  of  which  were  navigable  in  a  natural  state  and  were 
meandered  in  the  Government  survey.  The  claim  of  appellant  is  that  he  has 
the  exclusive  right  to  hunt  upon  the  premises,  of  which  he  has  the  record 
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title,  by  reason  of  his  ownership  of  the  soil;  that  the  public  generally  hav- 
ing no  right,  title  or  ownership  in  the  lands,  have  no  such  right,  and  that 
to  admit  the  public  to  the  lands  would  result  in  frightening  and  driving 
away  the  game  and  destroy  the  only  remaining  value  of  the  lands.  Appellees 
do  not  deny  that  the  appellant  is  the  owner  in  fee  simple  of  the  premises  and 
in  the  lawful  possession  of  them,  nor  that  they  are  subject  to  the  burden  of 
taxation,  but  they  claim  that  the  public  have  acquired  the  right  to  use  the 
lands  for  the  only  purpose  for  which  they  have  any  value.  Their  position  is, 
that  by  the  inundation,  resulting  mainly  from  the  drainage  canal,  the  waters 
upon  the  land  have  become  navigable  in  fact;  that  thereby  the  public  have 
acquired  not  only  an  easement  of  navigation,  but  a  right  to  hunt  and  fish 
thereon,  and  that  appellant  has  lost  his  title  as  against  such  rights  so  long 
as  the  submergence  continues.  Acknowledging  appellant's  ownership,  the 
claim  of  appellees  is  stated  as  follows:  'It  is  contended  by  appellees  that  by 
the  permanent  flooding  of  the  lands  in  controversy  that  title  was  suspended 
or  lost  by  the  original  proprietor,  so  far  as  excluding  the  public  therefrom 
in  the  rights  of  navigation,  hunting  and  fishing.  That  is  the  question  to 
be  determined  on  this  appeal,  and  although  the  bill  relates  only  to  the  right 
to  hunt  over  the  lands,  counsel  on  both  sides  have  treated  the  question  as 
though  it  included  the  right  to  fish.  They  are  agreed  that  if  one  right  exists 
the  other  does  also,  and  that  they  may  be  considered  as  concomitant  rights 
if  they  exist  at  all.  Counsel  for  the  appellees  have  also  discussed  the 
question  whether  the  appellant  has  the  right  to  fish  and  hunt  on  the  waters 
of  the  Illinois  river  within  his  ownership,  but  that  question  is  not  involved 
in  this  case  in  any  manner  and  will  not  be  decided.  Whether  prescriptive 
rights  or  usage  could  or  do  have  any  influence  in  determining  the  right  to 
hunt  or  fish  on  the  waters  of  the  river  will  not  be  considered. 

"Both  branches  of  Clear  lake,  one  of  which  is  frequently  called  Mud  lake, 
having  been  meandered  by  the  Government,  the  title  of  the  complainant 
before  the  inundation  of  his  lands  extended  to  the  waters  of  the  lake  in 
their  natural  condition  free  from  disturbing  causes,  and  this  would  be  so 
whether  they  were  navigable  or  not.  Where  land  is  conveyed  extending  to 
a  river  and  bounding  upon  it,  the  center  of  the  stream  is  the  line  of  the 
boundary;  but  in  case  of  a  natural  lake  or  bed  of  water  meandered  by  the 
Government  the  grant  extends  to  the  water's  edge,  while  the  ownership  of 
the  bed  of  the  lake  is  in  the  State  in  trust  for  all  the  people  for  the  purpose 
of  fishing,  boating  and  the  like.  (Seaman  v.  Smith,  24  111.,  521;  Trustees 
of  Schools  v.  Schroll,  120  id.,  509;  Fuller  v.  Shedd,  161  id.,  462;  People  v. 
Kirk,  162  id.,  138;  Hammond  v.  Shepard,  186  id.,  235.)  As  appellant  took 
title  to  the  water's  edge,  he  also  acquired  title  to  any  land  which  might 
be  added  by  accretions,  and  if  the  waters  of  the  lake,  by  gradual  and  im- 
perceptible progress,  should  encroach  upon  the  surrounding  land,  he  would 
lose  the  title  to  the  lands  so  encroached  upon.  In  either  case,  to  have  that 
effect  the  change  in  the  boundary  line  must  be  gradual  and  imperceptible  at 
any  particular  time.  Where  there  is  a  gain  of  land  little  by  little,  by  small 
and  imperceptible  degrees,  it  goes  to  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  land,  and 
where  the  lands  are  gradually  encroached  upon  by  the  waters  the  title  of 
the  adjoining  owner  extends  only  to  the  water's  edge.  (Puller  v.  Shedd, 
supra.)" 

THOMPSON    LAKE. 

Thompson  lake  is  a  large  body  of  water,  located  wholly  within  the  con- 
fines of  Fulton  county,  and  is  connected  with  the  Illinois  river  by  an  inlet 
and  outlet.  The  inlet  commences  about  three  miles  below  the  town  of 
Liverpool,  upon  the  Fulton  county  side,  and  the  outlet  is  a  short  distance 
above  the  city  of  Havana,  Mason  county,  Illinois,  which  outlet  is  also  upon 
the  Fulton  county  side.

Thompson  lake  is  found  upon  sections  27,  28,  32,  33  and  34  of  township 
five  north,  range  four  east  of  the  fourth  principal  meridian,  Fulton  county, 
Illinois,  and  in  sections  4,  5,  8,  16,  17  and  20,  in  township  four  north,  range 
four  east  of  the  fourth  principal  meridian,  Fulton  county,  Illinois. 

This  lake  covers  several  thousand  acres  in  extent,  and  is  about  five  miles 
in  length  at  ordinary  stages  of  water. 

This  lake  is  the  most  famous  and  useful  breeding  ground  for  the  various 
fish  that  abound  in  the  Illinois  river,  and  also  is  a  wonderful  feeding  ground 
for  ducks  while  pursuing  their  migratory  flights,  many  of  which  nest  here 
during  the  entire  year. 

At  the  present  time  this  lake  is  claimed  by  the  Thompson  Lake  Rod  and 
Gun  Club,  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  composed 
entirely   of  members   from  the   state   of   Indiana. 

From  an  investigation  it  is  apparent  that  this  lake  has  been  subject  to 
navigation  for  useful  commerce  for  many  years,  and  if  this  assumption  is 
true,   it   is   without  question  the  property   of  the   State   of  Illinois. 

Upon  the  authority  of  many  cases,  all  navigable  waters  lying  within  the 
limits  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  became  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
upon  its  admission  to  the  Union  in  1818,  and  the  State  holds  title  to  such 
waters  in  trust  for  the  use  of  all  of  the  people  of  this  State. 

Several  years  ago  Alexander  C.  Ayres,  who  is  a  trustee  for  the  Thompson 
Lake  Rod  and  Gun  Club,  obtained  an  injunction  restraining  the  public  from 
either  hunting,  fishing  or  trespassing  upon  this  lake,  which  injunction  was 
issued  by  the  United  States  Circuit  Court. 

This  Committee  is  advised  that  after  a  protracted  hearing,  during  which  it 
was  proven  by  the  defendants  named  in  the  bill  for  injunction,  that  the 
lake  was  and  had  been  navigable  for  many  years  to  the  fullest  extent,  it 
appeared  from  the  evidence  in  the  case  that  boats,  some  of  which  were  110 
feet  long,  and  drew  from  four  to  five  feet  of  water,  and  carrying  as  high 
as  five  or  six  thousand  bushels  of  grain,  had  used  and  navigated  this  lake 
at  frequent  intervals. 

The  master  in  chancery,  Hon.  Robert  H.  Lovett,  found  against  the  com- 
plainant, and  held  that  the  waters  in  question  were  public  in  their  character. 

After  the  master  in  chancery  reported  his  findings  to  Judge  Humphrey, 
United  States  district  judge,  who  was  sitting  in  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court  at  that  time,  and  before  Judge  Humphrey  could  pass  upon  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  finding  of  the  master  in  chancery,  the  complainant  dismissed 
his  bill,  realizing  that  the  decision  of  Judge  Humphrey  would  sustain  that 
of  the  master  in  chancery. 

This  lake  is  the  largest  lake  in  connection  with  the  Illinois  river  in  the 
State  of  Illinois,  and  for  many  years  prior  to  the  injunction  issued  as  above 
mentioned,  had  been  a  favored  place  of  resort  of  the  people  of  this  State  for 
many  miles  around.

Illinois   River  Continued. 

The  maps  disclose  within  the  meander  line  along  the  river  front  at 
Havana  a  tract  about  3,500  feet  in  length,  with  an  average  width  of  about 
100  feet.  A  large  number  of  buildings  and  other  improvements  occupy  these 
lands.  At  Bath  there  is  a  strip  of  made  land  nearly  200  feet  wide  and  about 
half  a  mile  in  length  along  the  river  front  inside  the  former  mean  high 
water  line.  At  Frederick  the  meander  line  passes  through  the  center  of  a 
large  warehouse  located  50  feet  from  the  water's  edge. 

At  Beardstown  the  area  within  the  meander  line  is  small.  Below  the 
highway  bridge  and  extending  along  the  left  side  of  the  river  for  a  distance 
of  1,200  feet  there  is  a  50-foot  strip  upon  which  a  number  of  buildings  have 
been  erected. 

At  Meredosia  the  meander  line  passes  through  several  warehouses,  and 
the  land  between  the  meander  line  and  the  water's  edge  has  an  average: 
width  of  over  100  feet.  Just  ncrth  of  Meredosia  and  lying  within  and  along 
the  left  side  of  the  Illinois  valley  there  is  a  large  body  of  meandered  water 
known  as  Meredosia  lake.  The  accretions  or  relictions  along  the  shore  of 
this  lake  amount  to  123  acres. 

Navigable  bodies  of  water,  such  as  Thompson  and  Meredosia  lakes,  are 
unquestionably  the  property  of  the  State,  and  the  people  of  the  community 
should  be  allowed  free  and  unobstructed  access  to  them  at  all  times. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Illinois  specifically  passed  upon  the 
rights  of  the  public  in  Meredosia  lake,  and  in  the  case  of  Trustees  of  Schools 
v.  David  Schroll  et  al.,  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  May  19,  1887,  it  was  held: 

Trustees  of  Schools  v.  David  Schroll  et  al. 

"Fractional  section  16  was,  by  the  United  States,  granted  to  the  State,  for 
the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  township  for  the  use  of  schools.  Enabling 
Act  of  Congress,  April  18,  1818,  3  U.  S.  Stat,  at  Large,  428;  Organic  Laws  of 
Illinois  (1  Gross'  Stat.),  19.  And  this  Enabling  Act  was  formally  accepted 
by  an  ordinance  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  August  26,  1818.  (Laws 
of  Illinois,  1819,  Appx.,  21;  Organic  Laws  of  Illinois,  1  Gross'  Stat.,  20.)  The 
Act  and  ordinance  constituted,  as  this  Court  held  in  Bradley  v.  Case,  3 
Scam.,  585,  a  solemn  compact  between  the  United  States  and  this  State, 
whereby  the  State  of  Illinois  became  the  purchaser  of  the  school  sections, 
for  a  valuable  consideration,  with  full  power  to  sell  or  lease  the  same  for 
the  use  of  schools,  as  the  State  might  provide  and  think  most  beneficial  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  respective  townships. 

Section  16  in  the  several  townships  in  the  State  having  been  granted  and 
accepted  as  above  stated,  were  not  public  lands,  within  the  Act  of  Congress 
of   March   30,    1822    (U.    S.    Stat,    at    Large,    659),    authorizing   the    State   to 
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survey  and  mark  through  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  the  route 
of  the  canal  connecting  the  Illinois  river  with  the  southern  bend  of  Lake 
Michigan.  "Canal  Trustees  v.  Haven,  5  Gilm.,  548.)  And  for  the  like 
reason  we  must  hold  that  they  were  not  'swamp  and  overflowed  lands,  made 
unfit  thereby  for  cultivation,'  remaining  'unsold  at  the  passage  of  the  Act 
of  Congress  of  September  28,  1850  (9  U.  S.  Stat,  at  Large,  519),  being  'An 
Act  to  enable  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  other  states,  to  reclaim  the  swamp 
lands  within  their  limits.'  After  the  grant  in  1818,  they  ceased  to  be  public 
lands  of  the  United  States,  nor  could  they,  after  that  time,  be  regarded  as 
unsold  lands,  and  so  they  were  unaffected  by  the  Swamp  Land  Act.  When, 
therefore,  the  defendants  in  this  case  offered  in  evidence  the  deed  of  the 
county  clerk  of  Morgan  county,  purporting  to  have  been  made  by  order  of 
the  county  board  of  that  county,  on  the  authority  of  the  laws  of  this  State 
relating  to  swamp  and  overflowed  lands,  and  to  convey  parts  of  this  school 
section,  the  offer  should  have  been  denied,  and  it  was  error  in  the  circuit 
court  not  to  have  sustained  the  plaintiff's  objection.  And  this  is  so,  inde- 
pendent of  all  question  as  to  whether  the  uncertain  and  defective  description 
of  the  premises  said  to  be  part  of  this  particular  section,  rendered  the  deed 
inoperative  to  that  extent,  or  whether  the  premises  attempted  to  be  conveyed 
formed  any  part  of  the  lands  sued  for  and  bounded  thereon.  When,  there- 
fore, the  official  character  of  appellants  was  admitted,  and  the  Enabling  Act 
and  ordinance  of  acceptance  had  been  offered  in  evidence,  appellants'  right 
of  recovery  was  complete,  unless  it  could  be  shown  that  the  State  had  parted 
with  the  title  to  the  lands  described  in  the  declaration,  or  that  the  township 
authorities  had  parted  with  or  lost  their  right  of  possession  in  the  same. 

"It  is  contended  by  appellees  that  Meredosia  lake  is  a  stream  of  water 
some  five  miles  in  length  and  emptying  into  the  Illinois  river,  and  that 
appellants,  by  the  proper  officers,  having  platted  and  sold  the  land  to  the 
margin  of  and  bordering  on  the  stream,  the  grantees  took  to  the  middle  of 
the  stream;  that  the  title  of  such  grantees  is  an  outstanding  title,  and 
appellees  being  shown  to  be  in  possession  under  such  grantees,  rightfully 
prevailed  in  the  circuit  court  and  ought  to  prevail  here.  The  books  and 
authorities  are  all  agreed  that  streams  and  bodies  of  water  within  the  ebb 
and  flow  of  the  tide  are,  at  common  law,  navigable,  and  the  riparian  proprie- 
tor's title  does  not,  speaking  generally,  extend  beyond  the  shore.  And  it  is 
equally  well  settled  that  grants  of  land  bounded  on  streams  or  rivers  above 
tide  water  carry  the  exclusive  right  and  title  of  the  grantee  to  the  center 
of  the  stream,  usque  ad  filem  aquae,  subject  to  the  easement  of  navigation 
in  streams  navigable  in  fact,  unless  the  terms  of  the  grant  clearly  denote 
the  intention  to  stop  at  the  edge  or  margin  of  the  stream.  3  Kent's  Com. 
427;  2  Hilliard  on  Real  Prop.,  92;  Angell  on  Water  Courses,  Sec.  5;  Jones 
v.  Soulard,  24  How.,  41;  State  of  Indiana  v.  Milk,  11  Fed.  Rep.,  389;  Canal 
Appraisers  v.  The  People,  17  Wend.,  596;  Child  v.  Starr,  4  Hill.,  369;  Sea- 
man v.  Smith,  24  111.,  521;  Rockwell  v.  Baldwin,  53  id.,  19;  Braxton  v. 
Bressler,  64  id.,  488;  Washington  Ice  Co.  v.  Shortall,  101  id.,  46.  But  an 
entirely  different  rule  applies  when  land  is  conveyed  bounded  along  or  upon 
a  natural  lake  or  pond.  In  such  case  the  grant  extends  only  to  the  water's 
edge.  Angell  on  Water  Courses,  Sees.  41,  42;  3  Kent's  Com.,  429,  note  a, 
citing  Bradley  v.  Rice,  13  Me.,  201,  and  Waterman  v.  Johnson,  13  Pick.,  261. 
See,  also,  Warren  v.  Chambers,  25  Ark.,  120;  State  of  Indiana  v.  Milk  (U. 
S.  Cir.  Ct.  Dist.  Ind.,  Cresham,  J.),  11  Fed.  Rep.,  389— citing  Wheeler  v. 
Spinola,  54  N.  Y.,  377;  Mansur  v.  Balke,  62  Me.,  38;  State  v.  Gilmanton,  9 
N.  H.  461;  Paine  v.  Wood,  108  Mass.,  160;  Fletcher  v.  Phelps,  28  Vt,  257; 
Austin  v.  Rutland  Railroad  Co.,  45  id.,  215;  Boorman  v.  Sunnuch,  42  Wis., 
233;  Desplaines  v.  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Ry.  Co.,  id.,  214,  and  Seaman 
v.  Smith,  24  111.,  521.  See,  also,  Nelson  v.  Butterfield,  21  Me.,  229;  West 
Roxbury  v.  Stoddard,  7  Allen,  158;  Canal  Co.  v.  The  People,  5  Wend.,  423; 
Jakeway  v.  Barrett,  38  Vt.,  316;  Primm  v.  Walker,  38  Mo.,  99;  Wood  v.. 
Kelley,  30,  Me.,  47. 
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"The  line  of  defense  adopted  by  appellees,  as  before  stated,  presupposes 
the  existence  of  certain  facts,  viz:  First,  that  appellants,  being  owners  of 
section  16,  granted  the  lands  abutting  upon  the  water  spoken  of  as  Mere- 
dosia  lake,  within  such  section,  bounding  such  grants  along  or  upon  the 
margin  of  such  water;  second,  that  Meredosia  lake  is  not,  at  the  common 
law.  navigable;  third,  tbat  Meredosia  lake,  and  within  the  bounds  of  section 
16,  is  a  stream  or  river,  as  contra-distinguished  from  a  lake;  and,  fourth, 
that  the  terms  of  the  grant  do  not  clearly  denote  an  intention  to  stop  at  the 
edge  or  margin  of  the  stream.  If  the  record  in  this  case  shows  the  existence 
and  concurrence  of  all  these  facts,  this  judgment,  upon  the  authority  of 
the  cases  cited,  may  be  affirmed;  but  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  case  made 
by  the  record  does  not  show  the  existence  of  the  supposed  facts,  reversal 
must  follow. 

"It  is  not  pretended  that  Meredosia  lake  is  a  stream  or  body  of  water 
navigable  at  common  law — that  is  to  say,  it  is  not  within  the  ebb  and  flow 
of  the  tide — and  hence  the  rules  of  law  applicable  in  such  case  cannot  be 
invoked.  The  contention  is  that  Meredosia  lake  is  a  stream  of  water  about 
five  miles  long,  emptying  into  the  Illinois  river,  with  its  southern  extremity 
and  outlet  within  the  bounds  of  section  16. 

"A  careful  examination  of  the  record  shows  that  this  lake  is  a  natural 
body  of  water,  five  or  six  miles  long,  and  in  some  places  a  mile  in  width; 
that  it  is  fed  by  springs;  that  its  southern  extremity  extends  into  section 
16;  that  it  has  no  connection  with  any  stream  of  water,  except  by  a  slough 
at  the  south  end  and  near  the  south  line  of  section  16;  that  the  body  of  the 
lake,  in  its  natural  state,  is  without  current,  but  that  during  portions  of 
the  year  a  current  of  water  passes  from  the  lake  through  the  slough  referred 
to  into  the  Illinois  river,  which  flow,  however,  is  stopped  in  the  summer. 
The  record  does  not  show  the  average  width  of  the  lake,  the  average  depth 
of  the  water  in  the  lake  in  its  natural  state,  nor  whether  or  not  it  is  in 
fact  navigable,  nor  are  we  able  to  learn  therefrom  the  length  and  width  of 
the  slough,  nor  the  depth  of  the  water  flowing  through  the  same,  nor  the 
rapidity  of  the  flow  from  the  lake  into  the  river  at  the  natural  stage  of  water 
in  the  lake.  All  we  can  know  of  this  outlet  we  must  gather  from  the  plat 
made  by  the  township  trustees  in  1846,  taken  in  connection  with  the  fact 
testified  to  by  witnesses,  that  for  a  portion  of  the  year  some  water  from  a 
land-locked  natural  body  of  currentless  water,  five  or  six  miles  long,  and  in 
places  a  mile  in  width,  flows  there  through,  and  from  this  alone  we  are 
asked  to  find  and  hold  that  such  body  of  water  so  situated  is  a  stream  and 
not  a  lake.    This,  as  we  understand  the  law,  we  can  not  do. 

"The  word  'stream'  has  a  well  defined  meaning,  wholly  inconsistent  with  a 
body  of  water  at  rest.  It  implies  motion,  as,  to  issue  in  a  stream;  to  flow 
in  a  current  (Webster's  dictionary).  Indeed,  the  controlling  distinction  be- 
tween a  stream  and  a  pond  or  lake  is,  that  in  the  one  case  the  water  has  a 
natural  motion — a  current — while  in  the  other  the  water  is,  in  its  natural 
state,  substantially  at  rest.  And  this  is  so,  independent  of  the  size  of  the 
one  or  the  other.  The  flowing  rivulet  of  but  a  few  inches  in  width  is  a 
stream  as  certainly  as  the  Mississippi.  And  when  lands  are  granted  by  the 
proprietor  of  both  land  and  stream,  bounding  such  grant  upon  the  stream, 
the  grantee  acquires  right  and  title  to  the  thread  or  middle  of  the  stream. 
This  right  is  grounded  upon  the  presumption  that  the  grantor,  by  making 
the  stream  the  boundary,  intended  his  grantee  to  take  to  the  middle  of  the 
stream;  and  this  presumption  will  prevail  until  a  contrary  intent  is  made 
to  appear.  (Rockwell  v.  Baldwin,  53  111.,  19.)  The  right  spoken  of  does 
not  rest  upon  the  principle  that  when  a  grant  is  bounded  on  a  stream,  the 
bed  of  the  stream  to  the  thread  or  middle  passes  as  incident  or  appurte- 
nant to  the  bordering  land,  for  the  bed  of  the  stream  is  land,  though  cov- 
ered with  water,  and  land  cannot  pass  as  appurtenant  to  land.  As  is  said 
in  Child  v.  Starr,  4  Hill.,  369:  'A  conveyance  of  one  acre  of  land  can  never 
be  made,  by  any  legal  construction,  to  carry  another  acre  by  way  of  incident

or  appurtenance  to  the  first.'  The  riparian  proprietor  claiming  to  the  thread 
or  middle  of  the  stream  must  show  the  bordering  water  to  be  a  stream,  and 
that  his  grant,  in  terms  or  legal  effect,  is  bounded  upon  or  along  such  stream 
— that  the  stream  is  made  the  boundary.  And  while  it  is  obvious  that  a 
currentless  body  of  water  cannot  be  a  stream,  the  fact  of  some  current  in  a 
body  of  water  is  not  of  itself,  in  every  instance,  sufficient  to  determine  its 
character  as  a  stream,  as  distinguished  from  a  pond  or  lake.  The  presence 
of  some  current  is  not  enough  alone  to  work  an  essential  change  in  so  essen- 
tially different  things  as  a  stream  and  a  lake,  for  a  current  from  a  higher 
to  a  lower  level  does  not  necessarily  make  that  a  stream  or  riVer  which 
would  otherwise  be  a  lake;  nor  the  swelling  out  of  a  stream  into  broad 
water  sheets  does  not  necessarily  make  that  a  lake  which  would  otherwise 
be  a  river.    Angell  on  Water  Courses,  Sec.  4. 

"We  are,  therefore,  constrained  to  hold  that  the  position,  size  and  character 
of  this  body  of  water,  as  shown  by  this  record,  fixes  its  character  as  a  lake, 
and  not  a  stream,  notwithstanding  some  part  of  its  water,  during  a  portion 
of  the  year,  may  flow  through  the  slough  into  the  Illinois  river. 

"Another  fact,  the  existence  of  which  is  presupposed  is,  that  the  proper 
officers,  acting  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  granted  the  lands  bordering  on 
so  much  of  the  stream  called  Meredosia  lake  as  was  within  section  16, 
bounding  such  grants  on  the  stream.  The  only  grants  shown  in  this  record 
to  have  been  made,  and  upon  which  this  contention  could  be  based,  are  the 
patents  issued  to  Edward  Watson  and  Edward  Lusk.  Watson  took,  under 
his  patent,  that  part  of  section  16  designated  on  the  plat  of  the  section 
made  by  trustees  as  lots  12  and  13,  containing  22  4-100  acres,  by  survey,  and 
Lusk  took,  under  his  patent,  lots  3  to  11,  inclusive,  by  the  same  plat,  con- 
taining, by  the  plat,  88  75-100  acres.  By  reference  the  plat  of  the  section 
made  by  the  trustees  in  1846  became  a  part  of  the  conveyance,  as  much  so 
as  if  it  had  been  copied  into  the  patent  deed.  (Pipe  v.  Connelly,  108  111., 
646;  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Co.  v.  Koelle,  104  id.,  455.)  And 
the  rule  of  law  is  that  when  lands  are  purchased  and  conveyed  in  accord- 
ance with  a  plat,  the  purchaser  will  be  restricted  to  the  boundaries  as 
shown  by  the  plat.  (McCormick  v.  Huse,  78  111.,  363 — Citing  McClintock  v. 
Rogers,  11  id.,  279.)  The  patent  deeds  contain  no  intimation  that  the  lots 
conveyed  border  on  a  lake  or  stream,  and  when  we  look  at  the  plat,  as  we 
must,  all  we  can  determine  is  the  dhape  and  area  of  the  several  lots.  No 
data  is  given  from  which  we  can  determine  the  width  or  depth  of  any 
lot;  nor  can  we  know  from  the  plat  that  either  the  east  line  of  lot  3  or  the 
west  line  of  lots  4  to  13,  inclusive,  as  shown  on  the  plat,  are  in  fact,  the 
western  and  eastern  boundary  of  Meredosia  lake.  It  may  be  so  in  fact,  but 
this  record  fails  to  show  it  to  be  so,  while  as  to  lots  1  and  2  the  record 
does  not  show  that  they  were  at  any  time  sold  or  conveyed,  or  the  title 
vested  in  the  State  in  any  way  divested.  We  therefore  hold  that  it  does 
not  appear,  by  the  record,  that  the  State,  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  town- 
ship, granted  all  the  lands  bordering  on  Meredosia  lake  and  within  this 
fractional  section  16,  nor  that  the  grants,  to  the  extent  they  were  made, 
were  bounded  on  the  lake. 

"It  is  thus  seen  that  the  essential  facts,  the  existence  of  which  is  pre- 
supposed as  a  basis  for  the  defense  interposed,  are  not  shown  to  exist,  and 
hence  the  defense  based  on  the  right  as  riparian  owners  on  streams  to  take 
ad  filem  aquae  can  not  be  invoked  and  has  no  application  to  this  case.  For 
the  reasons  stated,  all  the  evidence  offered  by  appellees  on  the  trial  relating 
to  the  title,  ownership  and  possession  of  the  lots  shown  by  the  trustees' 
plat  should  have  been  refused  as  immaterial  and  its  reception,  over  the 
objection  of  appellants,  was  error. 

"One  other  question  remains  to  be  considered,  viz:  Appellees  claim  that 
they  are  in  possession  of  a  portion  of  water  known  as  Meredosia  lake,  claim- 
ing title  to  it  by  possession  for  more  than  twenty  years  as  fishermen.  Appel- 
lants sue  for  a  body  of  land.     Some  part  of  the  premises  described  in  the 
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■declaration  must  form  the  bed  of  that  part  of  Meredosia  lake  within  sec- 
tion It;,  but  what  part  is  lake  bed  and  what  shore,  we  cannot  determine 
from  this  record.  Appellees'  claim  of  title  by  possession  is  not  of  land,  but 
of  wain.  Bui  if  this  should  be  thought  hypercritical,  and  it  be  assumed 
that  appellees'  claim  is  of  twenty  years'  adverse  possession  of  the  bed  of  the 
lake  within  the  section,  still  it  must  be  observed  that  such  possession  of 
land  as  here  claimed  is  a  conclusion  of  law  arising  from  existing  facts.  The 
evidence  preserved  in  the  record  goes  no  further  than  the  declaration  of 
witnesses  thai  appellees,  and  those  under  whom  them  claim,  had,  and  had 
had,  exclusive  possession  for  that  length  of  time;  but  how  and  to  what 
extent — whether  the  lake,  or  any  part  of  it,  was  enclosed  by  fences,  dams, 
walls  or  piers,  and  how  this  adverse  dominion  was  manifested — there  is  not 
one  word  to  show.     The  claim  under  this  proof  is  without  force  or  merit. 

"The  judgment  of  the  circuit  court  is  reversed  and  the  cause  remanded. 
Judgment  reversed." 

At  Valley  City,  ten  miles  below  Meredosia,  there  is  a  strip  of  made  land 
1,500  feet  long  and  200  feet  wide  within  the  meander  line.  At  Naples  two 
grain  elevators  are  interested  by  the  meander  line;  and  in  this  vicinity 
there  is  a  strip  of  made  land  fifty  feet  wide  extending  for  more  than  half  a 
mile  along  the  river.  Near  Montezuma  the  land  within  the  meander  line 
is  100  feet  in  width  and  extends  along  the  river  for  almost  one  and  one- 
half  miles.  A  warehouse  at  Montezuma  lies  partly  within  and  partly  with- 
out the  meander  line.  The  land  inside  the  meander  line  at  and  for  1,500 
feet  below  the  C.  &  A.  railroad  bridge  at  Pearl  has  a  width  of  about  450 
feet.  North  of  the  railroad  bridge  the  accretions  extend  up  stream  in  the 
form  of  a  triangle,  the  apex  being  1,600  feet  above  the  bridge. 

At  Kampsville  the  river  front  within  the  meander  line  has  an  average 
width  of  50  feet,  running  north  a  distance  of  over  0,000  feet.  At  this  point 
the  Government  locks  and  other  buildings  appertaining  thereto  are  con- 
structed within  the  meander  lines,  which  are  about  200  reet  from  the 
water's  edge. 

At  Hardin  the  land  between  the  meander  line  and  the  river  is  about  75 
feet  in  width  and  over  2,000  in  length. 

This  completes  our  general  description  of  some  of  the  most  striking  fea- 
tures disclosed  by  a  comparison  of  present  conditions  with  the  conditions 
which  existed  at  the  time  that  the  meander  lines  were  established  along 
the  Illinois  river.  It  gives  a  partial  idea  at  least  of  the  enormous  extent  of 
the  accretions  along  this  stream. 

Upon  the  authority  of  many  cases,  all  navigable  waters  lying  within  the 
limits  of  the  State  of  Illinois  became  the  property  of  the  State  upon  its 
admission  to  the  Union  in  1818,  and  the  State  holds  title  to  such  waters  in 
trust  for  the  use  of  all  of  the  people  of  this  State. 

The  importance  of  the  Illinois  river  as  a  highway  of  commerce  has  long 
been  admitted.  Its  navigability,  at  least  below  LaSalle,  cannot  be  ques- 
tioned, for  boats  large  and  small  have  plied  this  portion  of  the  river  for 
many  years.  In  conjunction  with  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal  and  the 
Mississippi  river,  it  furnishes  a  navigable  waterway  of  limited  depth  from 
the  Great  Lakes  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 

The  river's  importance  as  a  waterway  is  seconded  by  its  value  as  a  fishing 
ground.  No  other  stream  in  this  country,  and  probably  no  other  in  the 
world,  yields  annually  the  quantity  of  fish  taken  from  the  Illinois  river  and 
from  the  lakes,  bayous,  sloughs  and  other  bodies  of  water  lying  within  its 
valley. 

The  importance,  therefore,  of  preserving  to  the  people  of  the  State  the  free 
use  and  enjoyment  of  the  waters  of  this  stream  can  not  be  over-estimated. 
Encroachments  upon  the  bed  of  the  river  are  a  trespass  upon  the  rights  of 
the  public,  are  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State  and  should  be  vigorously 
dealt  with. 

Table  4.  which  follows,  gives  the  areal  accretions  along  either  bank  of 
the  river,  together  with  the  total  for  each  section.     A  recapitulation,  which 
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shows  the  total  areas  for  each  county  and  the  total  for  the  entire  river, 
follows  Table  4.  Where  the  sum  of  the  accretions  on  the  two  banks  does 
not  equal  the  given  total,  the  difference  is  the  area  of  accretions  at  one  or 
more  meandered   islands.
